However,  that  if  they  say  they  aren't  and  go  so  far  as  to  enslave  others 
because  they  feel  they  aren't  that  if  it  matters  to  them,  it  matters  to  you. 

And,  it  matters  to  me  as  well.  Meaning  to  say,  on  one  level,  I can  accept  their  claim. 
On  another  level,  I would  reject  their  claim.  I'd  reject  it  because  of  the  following. 
Because  they  are  the  symbolic  tip  of  the  history  of  North  Africa  iceberg.  There 
can  be  a tendency  for  many  (not  you)  to  assume  that  if  today's  Somali  say  they  are 
white  then  all  historical  Somali's  were  white. 

And  in  doing  this,  the  history  of  their  very  own  ancestors  before  the  days  of 
miscegenation  when  they  were  100%  African  have  their  splendid  history  (and  mine, 
tool!)  that  is  the  template  of  much  of  the  world  today  whisked  away.  What  was 
once  a matter  of  true  African  pride  now  becomes  a matter  of  false  European  or 
white  pride.  So,  this  is  why  I will  never  give  up  an  inch  of  ground  here. 

Philosophically,  I can  understand  them  and  even  empathize.  But,  from  a "practical" 
standpoint,  though  the  world  oppose  me,  I won't  give  an  inch  of  ground  here.  To 
me,  they  will  always  be  African  if  phenotypically  they  are.

Marc, 

I checked  your  souces  and  they  claimed  a date  for  1200BC  for  iron-working  in 
Africa  (one  of  them  was  at  the  Wysinger  site).  I have  reason  to  suspect,  however, 
thatit  goes  back  thousands  of  years  before  this. 

Another  point  is  that  the  age  of  metallurgy  in  general,  as  opposed  to  iron-working, 
is  thought  to  go  back  to  around  the  9th  millenium  B C in  Anatolia  but  I think  they 
were  working  cold  copper.  I think  around  the  7th  millenium  B C they  started 
smelting  in  Anatolia  . Those  are  the  oldest  I know  of  in  the  world.  When  it  comes  to 
mining  stone,  as  opposed  to  metal,  there  are  quarries  in  East  Africa  going  back  100 
000  years.  At  least  I was  informed  of  the  last  point  at  the  University  of  Zimbabwe 
in  1992. 1 also  know  of  haematite  mines  in  Southern  Afr\ca  going  back  40  000  years 
ago,  as  appearing  in  Van  Sertima' s Blacks  In  Science.  There  is  an  academic 
reference  for  it  in  the  book.

[Marc  writes,  12/17a-l]  Hi  Fari.  There's  an  irony.  You  are  talking  about  the 
history  of  metallurgy  here  and  that  is  of  interest  to  me;  ALONG  with  the  dwarf 
metallurgists  mentioned  in  the  mythologies  as  connected  to  Ptah  as  being  the  first 
miners  and  blacksmith  (smiths  were  first  black-skinned  and  the  convention  of 
naming  the  look  became  the  name  of  the  trade?).  While  here  you  are  focused  on  the 
mining  side,  I am  intrigued  by  the  mining  side  as  well  as  the  fact  that  the  earliest 
miners  from  Asia  through  Africa  (or  vice  versa)  appear  to  have  been  dwarfs. 


And  from  where  does  this  intrigue  of  mine  come  from?  Well.  It  comes  from  YOU! 


Sorry  to  say  but  while  your  focus  on  mining  (seemingly  to  the  exclusion  of  the  fact 
the  first  were  dwarfs)  is  interesting,  it  is  from  research  that  you  yourself  have 
brought  to  light  that  shows  that  the  whole  population  of  /Africa  and  /Asia  (so  this 
would  include  the  /Anatolia  you  refer  to  above)  were  the  black  and  brown-skinned 
dwarfs.  Here  is  a quote  you  made  at  the  now  defunct  /Ancient  Near  Eastern  site 
once  based  at  the  University  of  Chicago  . 

" A splendid  era  of  black  seems  to  have  preceeded  all  the  later  races!  There  must 
once  have  been  a tremendous  Negro  expansion,  since  the  original  masters  of  all 
lands  between  Iberia  and  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  East  India  were  primitive  and 
probably  dwarfed  black  men.

You  write  above  that  you  are  open-minded 
enough  to  consider  those  who  are  70%  African  to  be  recognized  as  African 
if  someone  else  does.  However,  that  if  they  say  they  aren't  and  go  so  far 
as  to  enslave  others  because  they  feel  they  aren't  that  if  it  matters  to 
them,  it  matters  to  you. 

And,  it  matters  to  me  as  well.  Meaning  to  say,  on  one  level,  I can  accept 
their  claim.  On  another  level,  I would  reject  their  claim.  I'd  reject  it 
because  of  the  following.  Because  they  are  the  symbolic  tip  of  the  history 
of  North  Africa  iceberg.  There  can  be  a tendency  for  many  (not  you)  to 
assume  that  if  today's  Somali  say  they  are  white  then  all  historical 
Somali's  were  white. 

And  in  doing  this,  the  history  of  their  very  own  ancestors  before  the  days 
of  miscegenation  when  they  were  100%  African  have  their  splendid  history 
(and  mine,  tool!)  that  is  the  template  of  much  of  the  world  today  whisked 
away.  What  was  once  a matter  of  true  African  pride  now  becomes  a matter 
of  false  European  or  white  pride.  So,  this  is  why  I will  never  give  up  an  inch 
of  ground  here. 

Philosophically,  I can  understand  them  and  even  empathize.  But,  from  a 
"practical"  standpoint,  though  the  world  oppose  me,  I won't  give  an  inch  of 
ground  here.  To  me,  they  will  always  be  African  if  phenotypically  they  are. 
[But,  if  an  African  (by  phenotype)  Somali  marries  a white  and  produces  a 
child  with  fair  to  white  skin,  straight- ish  blond  hair,  and  a thin  nose  and 
thin  Ups,  to  me  the  child  is  now  Caucasian.  But,  if  they  have  another  child 
whose  features  are  African  "enough, " that  child  would  be,  to  me,  African. 
If  the  child  were  phenotypically  neither,  then,  I'd  not  consider  them 
African  or  white  but  part  of  a new  race.  I think,  for  instance,  the  Spanish 
and  Arabs  are  a new  race  half  African,  half  white].

Marc, 

I checked  your  souces  and  they  claimed  a date  for  1200BC  for  iron-working  in 
Africa  (one  of  them  was  at  the  Wysinger  site).  I have  reason  to  suspect,  however, 
thatit  goes  back  thousands  of  years  before  this. 

Another  point  is  that  the  age  of  metallurgy  in  general,  as  opposed  to  iron-working, 
is  thought  to  go  back  to  around  the  9th  millenium  B C in  Anatolia  but  I think  they 
were  working  cold  copper.  I think  around  the  7th  millenium  B C they  started 
smelting  in  Anatolia  . Those  are  the  oldest  I know  of  in  the  world.  When  it  comes  to 
mining  stone,  as  opposed  to  metal,  there  are  quarries  in  East  Africa  going  back  100 
000  years.  At  least  I was  informed  of  the  last  point  at  the  University  of  Zimbabwe 
in  1992. 1 also  know  of  haematite  mines  in  Southern  Africa  going  back  40  000  years 
ago,  as  appearing  in  Van  Sertima's  Blacks  In  Science.  There  is  an  academic 
reference  for  it  in  the  book.

[Marc  writes,  12/17a-l]  Hi  Fari.  There's  an  irony.  You  are  talking  about  the 
history  of  metallurgy  here  and  that  is  of  interest  to  me;  ALONG  with  the  dwarf 
metallurgists  mentioned  in  the  mythologies  as  connected  to  Ptah  as  being  the  first 
miners  and  blacksmith  (smiths  were  first  black-skinned  and  the  convention  of 
naming  the  look  became  the  name  of  the  trade?).  While  here  you  are  focused  on  the 
mining  side,  I am  intrigued  by  the  mining  side  as  well  as  the  fact  that  the  earliest 
miners  from  Asia  through  Africa  (or  vice  versa)  appear  to  have  been  dwarfs. 

And  from  where  does  this  intrigue  of  mine  come  from?  Well.  It  comes  from  YOU! 
Sorry  to  say  but  while  your  focus  on  mining  (seemingly  to  the  exclusion  of  the  fact 
the  first  were  dwarfs)  is  interesting,  it  is  from  research  that  you  yourself  have 
brought  to  light  that  shows  that  the  whole  population  of  Africa  and  Asia  (so  this 
would  include  the  Anatolia  you  refer  to  above)  were  the  black  and  brown-skinned 
dwarfs.  Here  is  a quote  you  made  at  the  now  defunct  Ancient  Near  Eastern  site 
once  based  at  the  University  of  Chicago  .

/And,  while  /Anatolia  might  indeed  have  been  the  first  place  where  metal  mining 
occurred,  I'd  point  out  that  these  people  were  (by  phenotype)  /African.  ((Going  off 
on  tangent:  you  mentioned  Somali  don't  consider  themselves  /African  and  explain 
the  history  of  that.  I'd  agree  but  go  on  and  say  that  phenotypically,  [whether  they 
like  it  or  not]  they  are  /African  if  /Africans  are  those  given  to  full  facial  features 
and  wooly  / wiry  hair)). 

MORE  ON  /AN/ATOLLA:  It  was  James  Mellaart  who  discovered  and  excavated 
/Anatolia  and  he  himself  noted  the  /African  origins  of  the  originators  of  /Anatolia  . 

He  wrote: 

"The  physical  types  [in  Anatolia]  appear  to  be  depicted  which  mayreflect  the  two 
dolicocephalic  races  recognized  by  the  late  Professor  M.  Senyurek  in  the  skeletons 
from  Hacilar;  the  robust  Eurafrican  race  and  the  more gracile  Proto-Mediterranean 
race.

This  is  related  to  mining,  I believe,  as  what  began  as  a quest  to  find  a good  pebble 
(Oldowan  tools  and  technology)  morphed  to  evolved  to  bronze  and  iron.  But  while 
the  material  changed,  the  context  it  was  obtained  remained  (mining)?  Like, 

" bend  down  and  pick  up  a stone.  Oh,  stones  are  good  tools.  This  stone  is  better. 
This  one  I have  to  dig  for  and  extract  from  the  earth.  Oh.  these  extracted  stones 
are  good  but  here  is  bronze.  This  is  better.  Oh.  This  extracted  bronze  I mined  is 
fine  but  iron  is  better." 

It  would  seem  that  mining  had  its  roots  in  Old  Stone  Age  African  toolmaking  and 
material  search?

I think  that  we  can  all  judge  something  from  the  outside  looking  in,  but  we  have  to 
remember  that  in  the  case  of  Credo  Mutwa,  his  "abuse"  was  in  the  context  of  initiation.

A 3,500-year-old  stone  head  stolen  from  Egypt  almost  20 
years  ago  has  been  returned  to  the  country's  embassy. 

The  sculpture,  depicting  a pharaoh  who  died  in  1375BC,  was 
smuggled  out  of  Egypt  in  1990,  breaching  laws  banning 
export  of  antiques  over  100  years  old. 


London  antiques  restorer  Jonathan  Tokeley-Parry  dipped  the  Negotiations  over  the  head's  return 
sculpture  of  Amenhotep  III  in  plastic  and  painted  it  black  to  had  been  ongoing  for  some  years 
make  it  resemble  a cheap  copy 

Now,  10  years  after  he  was  jailed,  the  head  has  been  returned  in  a ceremony. 

In  2002,  a US  dealer  was  also  jailed  for  handling  the  article.,  which  was  found  in  London  by 
police  in  1999. 

Since  then,  the  international  legalities  of  returning  it  have  been  negotiated  and  finally  agreed. 

Det  Sgt  Vernon  Rapley,  Head  of  the  Met  Art  and  Antiques  unit,  said:  "It  is  a great  privilege  to  be 
able  to  finally  hand  this  priceless  item  back  to  the  Egyptian  authorities. 

"It  is  a valuable  piece  of  Egyptian  history,  which  was  ruthlessly  taken  by  an  organised  criminal, 
who  sought  to  strip  the  country  of  its  antiquities  for  his  own  profit." 


Tokeley-Parry,  a well-known  figure  in  the  art  world,  was  convicted  in  1997  of  illegally  selling 
stolen  archaeological  finds,  and  spent  three  years  in  prison. 

In  1999,  the  Metropolitan  Police  recovered  the  sculpture.

Cairo  - An  archeological  mission  of  the  Egyptian  Higher  Council  of  Antiquities  (EHCA)  on 
Sunday  announced  the  discovery  of  two  rock-cut  tombs  that  date  back  to  Egypt's  5th  Dynasty 
(2323-2356  BC).  The  tombs  were  found  at  the  el-Deir  bridge  area  in  the  Saqqara  necropolis  near 
Cairo,  the  site  where  the  rulers  of  Egypt's  Old  Kingdom  were  buried,  and  some  400  metres  south 
of  the  step  pyramid  of  King  Djoser.  EHCA  Secretary  General  Zahi  Hawas  said  one  of  the  tombs 
belonged  to  Iya-Maat,  who  supervised  the  construction  mission  of  King  Unas,  the  last  ruler  of 
the  5th  Dynasty.  Iya-Maat  brought  limestone  from  the  Tura  area,  granite  from  the  Aswan  and  red 
bricks  or  mafet  from  the  western  Desert.  He  bore  several  titles,  including  "supervisor  of  the 
king's  property. "The  second  tomb  belonged  to  5th  Dynasty  singer  Thinh.  A lintel  at  the  front  of 
the  tomb  is  engraved  with  the  singer's  various  titles,  including  "supervisor  of  all  singers. "A  relief 
showing  such  a singer  during  a performance  is  found  on  one  of  the  tomb's  walls.  Despite  Unas' 
long  rule,  very  little  is  known  about  him  and  the  society  where  he  headed.  Some  believe  the  end 
of  his  rule  marked  the  end  of  the  golden  age  of  Egypt's  the  Old  Kingdom.

However,  that  if  they  say 
they  aren't  and  go  so  far  as  to  enslave  others  because  they  feel  they 
aren't  that  if  it  matters  to  them,  it  matters  to  you. 

And,  it  matters  to  me  as  well.  Meaning  to  say,  on  one  level,  I can 
accept  their  claim.  On  another  level,  I would  reject  their  claim.  I'd 
reject  it  because  of  the  following.  Because  they  are  the  symbolic  tip 
of  the  history  of  North  Africa  iceberg.  There  can  be  a tendency  for 
many  (not  you)  to  assume  that  if  today's  Somali  say  they  are  white 
then  all  historical  Somali's  were  white. 

And  in  doing  this,  the  history  of  their  very  own  ancestors  before  the 
days  of  miscegenation  when  they  were  100%  African  have  their 
splendid  history  (and  mine,  tool!)  that  is  the  template  of  much  of  the 
world  today  whisked  away.  What  was  once  a matter  of  true  African 
pride  now  becomes  a matter  of  false  European  or  white  pride.  So,  this 
is  why  I will  never  give  up  an  inch  of  ground  here. 

Philosophically,  I can  understand  them  and  even  empathize.  But,  from 
a "practical"  standpoint,  though  the  world  oppose  me,  I won't  give  an 
inch  of  ground  here.

Marc, 

I checked  your  souces  and  they  claimed  a date  for  1200BC  for  iron-working  in  Africa  (one 
of  them  was  at  the  Wysinger  site).  I have  reason  to  suspect,  however,  thatit  goes  back 
thousands  of  years  before  this. 

Another  point  is  that  the  age  of  metallurgy  in  general,  as  opposed  to  iron-working,  is 
thought  to  go  back  to  around  the  9th  millenium  B C in  Anatolia  but  I think  they  were 
working  cold  copper.  I think  around  the  7th  millenium  B C they  started  smelting  in  Anatolia 
. Those  are  the  oldest  I know  of  in  the  world.  When  it  comes  to  mining  stone,  as  opposed 
to  metal,  there  are  quarries  in  East  Africa  going  back  100  000  years.  At  least  I was 
informed  of  the  last  point  at  the  University  of  Zimbabwe  in  1992. 1 also  know  of  haematite 
mines  in  Southern  Africa  going  back  40  000  years  ago,  as  appearing  in  Van  Sertima' s 
Blacks  In  Science.  There  is  an  academic  reference  for  it  in  the  book.

[Marc  writes,  12/17a-l]  Hi  Fari.  There's  an  irony.  You  are  talking  about  the  history  of 
metallurgy  here  and  that  is  of  interest  to  me;  ALONG  with  the  dwarf  metallurgists 
mentioned  in  the  mythologies  as  connected  to  Ptah  as  being  the  first  miners  and 
blacksmith  (smiths  were  first  black-skinned  and  the  convention  of  naming  the  look  became 
the  name  of  the  trade?)..  While  here  you  are  focused  on  the  mining  side,  I am  intrigued  by 
the  mining  side  as  well  as  the  fact  that  the  earliest  miners  from  Asia  through  Africa  (or 
vice  versa)  appear  to  have  been  dwarfs. 

And  from  where  does  this  intrigue  of  mine  come  from?  Well.  It  comes  from  YOU!  Sorry  to 
say  but  while  your  focus  on  mining  (seemingly  to  the  exclusion  of  the  fact  the  first  were 
dwarfs)  is  interesting,  it  is  from  research  that  you  yourself  have  brought  to  light  that 
shows  that  the  whole  population  of  Africa  and  Asia  (so  this  would  include  the  Anatolia  you 
refer  to  above)  were  the  black  and  brown-skinned  dwarfs.  Here  is  a quote  you  made  at  the 
now  defunct  Ancient  Near  Eastern  site  once  based  at  the  University  of  Chicago  . 

" A splendid  era  of  black  seems  to  have  preceeded  all  the  later  races!  There  must  once

It  seems,  in  tools  for  instance,  that  forms  maintained 
themselves  through  the  evolution  of  medium  so  what  what  started  with  wood  (pre  3 million 
years  ago  in  Africa),  went  to  stone  (Oldowan  tools  of  2 3 million  years  ago  in  Tanzania  ),  to 
copper,  to  iron,  and  now  today,  all  kinds  of  ceramic  materials:  same  form,  different 
medium. 

This  is  related  to  mining,  I believe,  as  what  began  as  a quest  to  find  a good  pebble 


(Oldowan  tools  and  technology)  morphed  to  evolved  to  bronze  and  iron.  But  while  the 
material  changed,  the  context  it  was  obtained  remained  (mining)?  Like, 

" bend  down  and  pick  up  a stone.  Oh,  stones  are  good  tools.  This  stone  is  better.  This  one  I 
have  to  dig  for  and  extract  from  the  earth.  Oh.  these  extracted  stones  are  good  but  here 
is  bronze.  This  is  better.  Oh.  This  extracted  bronze  I mined  is  fine  but  iron  is  better."

'native  reserves',  'bantu  reserves',  'communal  areas',  bantustans 
or  'independent  homelands'  in  the  case  of  South  Africa,  where 
90%  of  the  population  was  supposed  to  be  moved  onto  13%  of 
the  country. 

Within  this  context,  it  is  imporant  to  understand  the  hostility 
of  moving  African  people  back  onto  the  land  that  is  their  birthright. 
This  is  what  the  Zimbabwean  situation  is  all  about.

A new  start  for  Zimbabwe?  by  Ian  Scoones 

Ian  Scoones,  Challenges  the  myths  about  Zimbabwean  agriculture  and  land 
reform 

15  September  2008 

The  long-awaited  political  agreement  in  Zimbabwe  is  to  be  welcomed.  After 
years  of  political  impasse  and  economic  instability,  there  is  a potential 
for  a new  start.  But  an  informed  debate  on  the  future  is  needed  and  a focus 
on  land  and  the  agricultural  sector  must  be  central  to  these  discussions. 

The  new  government  will  be  offered  advice  from  all  quarters  - consultants 
from  around  the  world  will  arrive  by  the  plane  load,  and  the  donor  community 
and  foreign  think-tanks  of  all  persuasions  will  forward  their  preferred 
plans  and  programmes. 

But  the  new  government  must  be  careful.  Too  much  of  the  past  period  has  been 
coloured  by  ideological  posturing  and  misinformation  - from  all  sides.  For  a 
sound,  sustainable  policy  approach  for  the  future,  a hard  look  at  the 
evidence  on  the  ground  must  be  the  starting  point.  This  must  involve 
engaging  with  field  research  aimed  at  understanding  the  unfolding  dynamics 
of  land,  agriculture  and  livelihoods  - and  the  perspective  of  farmers  and 
land  users  themselves. 

The  'Livelihoods  after  Land  Reform  in  Southern  Africa'  programme  has  been 
doing  just  this.  Led  by  the  University  of  the  Western  Cape's  Institute  for 
Poverty,  Land  and  Agrarian  Studies,  and  involving  researchers  in  South 
Africa,  Namibia  and  Zimbabwe  (www.lalr.org.za)  work  in  Zimbabwe  has  focused 
on  Masvingo  province  in  the  south  east  of  the  country.  The  detailed  study 
has  tracked  the  evolution  of  land  reform  in  the  province  since  2000, 


assessing  the  consequences  for  people's  livelihoods  and  the  wider  economy. 

It  has  revealed  some  important  insights  that  challenge  the  'conventional 
wisdoms'  dominating  media  and  academic  commentary  alike.  The  research  to 
date  raises  some  fundamental  challenges  to  five  oft-repeated  myths  about 
recent  Zimbabwean  land  reform  and  offers  some  important  insights  for  the 
future  direction  of  rural  policy  in  Zimbabwe. 

Myth  1 : Zimbabwean  land  reform  has  been  a total  failure 
There  is  no  single  story  of  land  reform  in  Zimbabwe:  the  story  is  mixed  - by 
region,  by  type  of  scheme,  by  settler.  In  Masvingo  province,  1.2  million 
hectares  have  been  redistributed  to  around  20,000  households.  Across  these 
there  is  much  variation.  On  the  so-called  A1  schemes  (smallholder  farming), 
where  there  is  low  capital  investment  and  a reliance  on  local  labour, 
settlers  have  done  reasonably  well,  particularly  in  the  wetter  parts  of  the 
province.  Households  have  cleared  land,  planted  crops  and  invested  in  new 
assets,  many  hiring  in  labour  from  nearby  communal  areas.  Within  these  new 
resettlement  areas,  there  has  been  a rapid  socio-economic  stratification  - 
some  do  well  while  others  struggle. 

Some  have  left,  often  because  misfortune,  ill-health  or  death  (often 
precipitated  by  HIV/AIDS)  although  overall  attrition  rates  have  been  small. 

On  the  A2  schemes  - aimed  at  small-scale  commercial  agriculture  - the 
economic  meltdown  of  the  past  few  years  has  prevented  substantial  capital 
investment,  and  new  enterprises  have  been  slow  to  take  off.  There  are  some 
notable  exceptions,  however,  where  new  commercial  farming  enterprises  have 
emerged  against  all  the  odds,  although  these  have  struggled  given 
hyperinflation  and  lack  of  credit.  On  the  redistributed  areas  of  the  sugar 
estates  in  the  lowveld  there  is  a similarly  mixed  story,  with  some  new 
farmers  making  a go  of  sugar  production  on  30ha  plots,  often  converting  some 
of  their  land  to  vegetables  and  other  crops  to  spread  the  risk.  However, 
again,  constraints  imposed  by  economic  conditions  have  put  pressure  on  these 
new  operations;  and  the  estate  system,  geared  to  large  scale  production,  has 
been  slow  to  respond  to  the  new  situation. 

In  interviews  with  new  settlers,  despite  the  problems,  there  is  universal 
acclaim  for  the  resettlement  programme:  'Life  has  changed  remarkably  for  me 
because  I have  more  land  and  can  produce  more  than  I used  to,'  said  one; 
while  another  observed,  'We  are  happier  here  at  resettlement.  There  is  more 
land,  stands  are  larger  and  there  is  no  overcrowding.  We  got  good  yields  in 
2006. 1 filled  two  granaries  with  sorghum'. 

The  contrasts  between  A1  and  A2,  small  and  large  scale,  smallholder  and 
commercial  are  rather  arbitrary  and  misleading.  There  is  much  blurring 
between  these  different  models.  Since  2000  the  old  dualistic  agricultural 
economy,  the  inheritance  of  the  colonial  era,  has  gone  for  good,  and  a new 
agrarian  structure  is  fast  emerging.  This  creates  challenges  and 


opportunities,  winners  and  losers,  but  cannot  be  characterised  as  abject 
failure.  New  policy  frameworks  will  have  to  recognise  this  new  reality  and 
avoid  the  temptation  of  re-imposing  old  and  out-dated  models.  As  a senior 
extension  official  commented,  'We  don't  know  our  new  clients;  this  is  a 
wholly  new  scenario'. 

Myth  2:  The  beneficiaries  of  Zimbabwean  land  reform  have  been  largely 
political  'cronies' 

While  no-one  denies  the  operation  of  political  patronage  in  the  allocation 
of  land  since  2000,  particularly  in  the  high  value  farms  of  the  Highveld 
near  Harare,  the  overall  pattern  is  not  simply  one  of  elite  capture.  Across 
the  16  sites  and  400  households  (341  under  Al,  59  under  A2)  surveyed  in 
Masvingo,  60  per  cent  of  new  settlers  were  classified  as  'ordinary  farmers'. 
These  were  people  who  had  joined  the  land  invasions  from  nearby  communal 
areas,  and  had  been  allocated  land  by  the  District  Land  Committees  under  the 
fast-track  programme. 

This  was  not  a rich,  politically-connected  elite  but  poor,  rural  people  in 
need  of  land  and  keen  to  finally  gain  the  fruits  of  independence.  As  one  put 
it.  'Land  is  what  we  fought  for.  Our  relatives  died  for  this  land.  Now  we 
must  make  use  of  it'.  In  terms  of  socio-economic  profile,  this  group  was 
very  similar  to  those  in  the  communal  areas  - slightly  younger  and  more 
educated  on  average,  but  equally  asset  poor.  Others  who  also  gained  from  the 
land  reform  included  former  farm  workers,  some  of  whom  organised  invasions 
on  the  farms  where  they  had  worked.  This  group  made  up  seven  per  cent  of  the 
total,  a similar  number  to  the  war  veterans  who  had  often  led  the  land 
invasions,  and  who,  as  a result,  generally  had  slightly  larger,  often 
'self-contained'  plots. 

On  the  new  resettlements,  particularly  in  the  A2  schemes,  there  were 
significant  numbers  of  civil  servants  (14  per  cent  across  all  resettlement 
sites)  - usually  teachers  or  extension  workers  who  had  been  allocated  land. 
With  non-existent  salaries  from  their  government  jobs,  access  to  land  became 
critical  for  sustaining  livelihoods.  A further  5 per  cent  were  identified  as 
business  people,  often  those  with  businesses  such  as  shops,  bottle  stores  or 
transport  operations  in  town.  Finally,  there  was  a group,  mostly  given  land 
on  the  A2  schemes,  who  were  members  of  the  security  services  - police,  army, 
intelligence  officers  with  strong  political  connections.  This  group  made  up 
three  per  cent  of  the  total  beneficiaries,  and  was  the  one  which  was 
probably  most  associated  with  political  patronage  and  ruling  party 
connections. 

These  latter  groups  - civil  servants,  business  people  and  security  service 
employees,  however,  have  added  in  different  ways  both  expertise  and 
connections  which  assisted  the  broader  community.  This  wide  social  mix  in 
the  new  resettlements  contrasts  with  older  resettlement  schemes  and 


thecommunal  areas,  offering  opportunities  for  social  and  economic 
innovation  in  the  longer  term. 

An  understanding  of  this  social  composition  and  its  potentials  will  be 
critical  in  any  future  policy  support  for  the  new  resettlements.  It  is 
important  not  to  assume  that  the  A1  schemes  are  'just  like  the  communal 
areas'  and  that  the  A2  schemes  are  'just  small  commercial  farms'.  With  the 
new  agrarian  structure,  a new  social  and  economic  order  is  emerging  in  the 
rural  areas  of  Zimbabwe,  one  that  will  require  carefully  attuned  policy 
support  to  foster  the  undeniable,  but  as  yet  unrealised,  potentials. 

Myth  3:  There  is  no  investment  in  the  new  resettlements 
International  media  images  of  destruction  and  chaos  have  dominated  the 
headlines  about  Zimbabwe's  land  reform.  While  there  has  certainly  been 
substantial  damage  done  to  the  basic  infrastructure  of  commercial 
agriculture  operations  in  some  parts  of  the  country  - perpetrated  by  both 
new  land  occupiers  and  former  owners  - there  has  also  been  significant  new 
investment;  almost  all  of  it  private,  individual  efforts  with  vanishingly 
little  provision  through  the  state. 

Changes  to  the  production  system  - from  large-scale  commercial  farming  to 
largely  smallholder  mixed  farming  systems  - means  investment  is  not  in  the 
form  of  pivot  irrigation  schemes  or  mechanised  dairies,  for  example,  but 
more  modest  and  appropriate  to  immediate  needs  and  ambitions.  The  new 
settlers,  particularly  on  the  smallholder  A1  schemes,  have  cleared 
substantial  areas  of  land  (on  average  around  three  hectares  per  household), 
involving  substantial  labour  in  clearing  bush,  de-stumping  and  ploughing. 

Settlers  have  also  built  new  homes,  41  per  cent  made  from  bricks,  many  with 
tin  or  asbestos  roofing.  A key  investment  has  been  cattle,  with  herds 
building  up  fast.  62  per  cent  have  cattle  on  the  resettlements,  with  an 
average  herd  size  of  five.  They  have  also  acquired  equipment:  75  per  cent  of 
households  own  ploughs;  40  per  cent  own  bicycles;  39  per  cent  own  ox-drawn 
carts  and  15  per  cent  own  private  cars.  This  level  of  asset  ownership  is 
higher  than  comparable  samples  in  the  neighbouring  communal  areas  and  since 
acquiring  land  most  new  settlers  have  been  accumulating,  despite  the 
hardships. 

The  investment  picture  on  the  A2  schemes  is  less  promising.  Most  A2  schemes 
in  Masvingo  province  are  little  different  to  the  A1  areas,  with  only  a small 
portion  of  the  land  utilised.  However  a few  - with  access  to  alternative 
sources  of  investment  income,  usually  in  foreign  exchange  - have  managed  to 
invest  in  new  equipment  and  develop  new  enterprises.  One,  for  example,  has 
developed  an  irrigated  wheat  farm,  with  a new  pump  station,  irrigation 
piping,  tractors  and  hiring  in  combine  harvesters.  Another  is  developing  a 
dairy,  combined  with  a beef  production  feedlot  system.  Others  have  started 


horticultural  enterprises,  resuscitating  abandoned  irrigation  equipment. 


These  successes  are  few  and  far  between  and  most  have  been  unable  to  invest, 
due  to  the  state  of  the  wider  economy.  The  key  policy  challenge  for  the 
immediate  future  will  be  the  stabilisation  of  the  economy  and,  with  this, 
provision  of  credit  for  new  farmers  - not  just  those  undertaking  so-called 
'commercial'  enterprises,  but  the  many  commercially-minded  smallholders  too. 
If  fostered  sensitively  a vibrant  agricultural  economy  will  almost  certainly 
re-emerge  - though  transformed  and  requiring  substantial  investment  in  new 
market  chains  and  support  systems. 

Myth  4:  Agriculture  is  in  complete  ruins 

Agriculture  in  Zimbabwe  has  been  through  difficult  times.  Radical 
restructuring  is  inevitably  painful  and  especially  so  when  combined  with 
economic  collapse  and  recurrent  drought.  All  statistical  indicators  on  all 
commodities  are  down  - reflecting  the  collapse  of  the  old,  formal, 
commercial  agricultural  economy  but  not  the  whole  agricultural  economy, 
particularly  in  the  smallholder  sector. 

In  Masvingo  province  the  former  commercial  agricultural  sector  was  dominated 
by  the  beef  industry  and  the  wildlife  sector  - and  in  the  estates,  sugar  and 
citrus.  The  beef  industry  has  transformed  radically  and  the  wildlife  sector 
is  suffering  due  to  the  decline  in  tourism  and  hunting.  But  former  beef 
ranches  have  been  taken  over  by  small-scale  mixed  agriculture,  with 
significant  new  investment  in  multiple  use  livestock  herds  and  flocks, 
combined  with  arable  agriculture,  mostly  maize  with  small  grains  in  the 
drier  areas. 

While  operating  well  below  potential  due  to  the  poor  supply  of  inputs  - 
notably  seeds  and  fertilizers  - this  sector,  particularly  in  the  A1  schemes, 
is  certainly  producing.  In  the  relatively  wet  season  of  2005-06,  around  75 
per  cent  of  households  in  the  northerly  sites  in  Gutu  and  Masvingo  districts 
produced  more  than  one  tonne  of  maize,  sufficient  for  household  provision, 
some  sales  and  storage.  However,  this  was  not  replicated  in  the  drier 
areas  - or  in  recent  drier  years  when  the  food  security  situation  has  been 
very  precarious. 

This  demonstrates  the  potential  of  small-scale  agriculture  on  the  new 
resettlements,  as  one  among  a number  of  sources  of  livelihood  which  includes 
a diversified  portfolio  of  off-farm  activities,  trade  and  remittance  income. 

The  potential  of  agriculture,  as  the  core  livelihood  activity  for  most,  will 
need  to  be  nurtured  and  enhanced  by  policy  interventions  that  ensure  input 
supply  and  wider  extension  support,  both  currently  sorely  lacking.  For  the 
drier  areas,  water  control  is  the  key  constraint,  and  investment  in 
small-scale  irrigation  and  water  harvesting  is  unquestionably  a major 
priority  for  the  future. 


Myth  5:  The  rural  economy  has  collapsed 

While  the  wider  formal  economy  is  in  dire  straits,  and  inflation  running 
wild,  the  rural  economy  in  Masvingo  province  has  been  adapting  fast.  The 
radical  shift  in  agrarian  structure  has  altered  value  chains  - formerly 
dominated  by  large-scale  commercial  agriculture,  white-owned  businesses  and 
government  parastatals  - beyond  recognition. 

The  beef  value  chain  is  a good  example  (see  Mavedzenge  et  al  2008).  In  the 
past  there  was  a reliance  on  a few  suppliers  from  the  large-scale  ranchers, 
going  through  a few  abattoirs  or  the  Cold  Storage  Company.  Today  a huge 
range  of  sources  supply  meat  and  many  new  players  are  involved.  The  collapse 
of  the  export  market  due  to  foot-and-mouth  outbreaks  has  led  to  a focus  on 
local  sales  and  market  connections.  There  have  been  significant  supply 
constraints,  as  new  farmers  build  up  their  herds  and  avoid  selling  - beef  is 
no  longer  sold  through  in-town  supermarkets,  but  through  small  butcheries 
and  pole  slaughter  outlets  in  the  rural  areas  and  townships. 

Newly  emerging  supply  chains  are  linking  the  resettlement  areas  with 
feedlots  and  butcheries  in  very  different  patterns  of  ownership  and 
management  to  before.  This  means  that  new  players  are  participating  in  the 
rural  economy,  and  benefits  are  being  more  widely  distributed.  Economic 
activity  has  thus  relocated,  linking  local  supply  and  demand,  as  well  as  new 
trading  links,  often  involving  illegal  cross-border  economic  exchange. 

There  is  also  evidence  of  substantial  investment  in  new  businesses  in  and 
around  the  new  resettlements,  including  shops,  bottle  stores,  butcheries  and 
transport  operations.  Such  investment  has  generated  a variety  of  new 
economic  linkages,  creating  some  much-needed  rural  employment.  These 
multiplier  effects  have,  however,  been  undermined  by  the  wider 
hyperinflationary  pressures,  together  with  the  imposition  of  price  controls 
and  other  measures.  But,  with  changed  conditions,  these  new  businesses  will 
be  revived  and  new  economic  activity  will  undoubtedly  emerge. 

Future  strategies  must  work  to  enhance  economic  stability  - boosting  local 
production  and  spending  power.  At  the  moment  the  overall  net  benefits  of 
restructuring  following  land  reform  are  unclear,  but,  with  the  right 
support,  wider  economic  growth  can  be  realised.  What  will  be  essential  is  to 
ensure  that  such  support  does  not  undermine  the  diversified 
entrepreneurialism  that  has  emerged  in  recent  years.  The  complex  new  value 
chains  are  perhaps  a bit  haphazard,  unregulated  and  chaotic  at  times  but 
their  benefits  are  more  widely  distributed  and  economic  linkages  more 
embedded  in  the  local  economy.  In  the  longer  term  such  new  economic 
arrangements  can  enhance  broad-based  and  resilient  growth  and  livelihood 
generation  in  ways  that  the  old  agrarian  structure  could  never  do. 


Let  us  hope  that  the  new  government  - and  the  donor  community  who  will 
hopefully  rush  to  support  it  - will  take  heed  of  such  findings,  and  act  to 
support  positive  change,  rather  than  - as  so  often  happens  with  hasty 
decisions  and  ideologically-driven  positions  - undermine  the  clear 
potentials  and  opportunities. 

Much  needs  to  be  done:  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  economic  and  political 
stability;  there  are  substantial  requirements  for  focused  investment  and 
support  in  agriculture;  but,  at  the  same  time,  there  is  also  much  to  build 
on  and  positive  dynamics  to  catalyse.  Let  us  hope  that  a positive  spiral 
will  emerge  which  builds  on  the  redistributive  gains  of  the  land  reform  and 
the  real  potentials  of  small-scale  agriculture  to  be  the  motor  of  economic 
growth  and  regeneration.

His  PhD  thesis  was 
entitled  Livestock  Populations  and  Household  Economy:  A Case  Study  from 
Southern  Zimbabwe  (University  of  London,  1990).  He  is  the  author  of 
numerous  articles,  chapters  and  reports  on  rural  Zimbabwe,  including  the 
1996  book  "Hazards  and  Opportunities:  Farming  Livelihoods  in  Dryland 
Zimbabwe"  (Zed  Press).  He  is  a member  of  the  Livelihoods  after  Land  Reform 
project  team.

[Marc  replies  12/18]  Hi  Fari.  You  write  above  that  you  are  open-minded  enough  to 
consider  those  who  are  70%  African  to  be  recognized  as  African  if  someone  else 
does.  However,  that  if  they  say  they  aren't  and  go  so  far  as  to  enslave  others 
because  they  feel  they  aren't  that  if  it  matters  to  them,  it  matters  to  you. 

And,  it  matters  to  me  as  well.  Meaning  to  say,  on  one  level,  I can  accept  their  claim. 
On  another  level,  I would  reject  their  claim.  I'd  reject  it  because  of  the  following. 
Because  they  are  the  symbolic  tip  of  the  history  of  North  Africa  iceberg.  There 
can  be  a tendency  for  many  (not  you)  to  assume  that  if  today's  Somali  say  they  are 
white  then  all  historical  Somali's  were  white. 

And  in  doing  this,  the  history  of  their  very  own  ancestors  before  the  days  of 
miscegenation  when  they  were  100%  African  have  their  splendid  history  (and  mine, 
tool!)  that  is  the  template  of  much  of  the  world  today  whisked  away.  What  was 
once  a matter  of  true  African  pride  now  becomes  a matter  of  false  European  or 
white  pride.  So,  this  is  why  I will  never  give  up  an  inch  of  ground  here. 

Philosophically,  I can  understand  them  and  even  empathize.  But,  from  a "practical" 
standpoint,  though  the  world  oppose  me,  I won't  give  an  inch  of  ground  here.  To 
me,  they  will  always  be  African  if  phenotypically  they  are.  [But,  if  an  African  (by 
phenotype)  Somali  marries  a white  and  produces  a child  with  fair  to  white  skin, 
straight- is h blond  hair,  and  a thin  nose  and  thin  Ups,  to  me  the  child  is  now 
Caucasian.  But,  if  they  have  another  child  whose  features  are  African  "enough, " 
that  child  would  be,  to  me,  African.  If  the  child  were  phenotypically  neither,  then, 
I'd  not  consider  them  African  or  white  but  part  of  a new  race.  I think,  for 
instance,  the  Spanish  and  Arabs  are  a new  race  half  African,  half  white].

Marc, 

I checked  your  souces  and  they  claimed  a date  for  1200BC  for  iron-working  in  Africa  (one 
of  them  was  at  the  Wysinger  site).  I have  reason  to  suspect,  however,  thatit  goes  back 
thousands  of  years  before  this. 

Another  point  is  that  the  age  of  metallurgy  in  general,  as  opposed  to  iron-working,  is 
thought  to  go  back  to  around  the  9th  millenium  B C in  Anatolia  but  I think  they  were 
working  cold  copper.  I think  around  the  7th  millenium  B C they  started  smelting  in  Anatolia 
. Those  are  the  oldest  I know  of  in  the  world.  When  it  comes  to  mining  stone,  as  opposed 
to  metal,  there  are  quarries  in  East  Africa  going  back  100  000  years.  At  least  I was 
informed  of  the  last  point  at  the  University  of  Zimbabwe  in  1992. 1 also  know  of  haematite 
mines  in  Southern  Africa  going  back  40  000  years  ago,  as  appearing  in  Van  Sertima's 
Blacks  In  Science.  There  is  an  academic  reference  for  it  in  the  book. 

S.O.R.E 

[Marc  writes,  12/17a-l]  Hi  Fari.  There's  an  irony.  You  are  talking  about  the  history  of 
metallurgy  here  and  that  is  of  interest  to  me;  ALONG  with  the  dwarf  metallurgists 
mentioned  in  the  mythologies  as  connected  to  Ptah  as  being  the  first  m iners  and 
blacksmith  (smiths  were  first  black-skinned  and  the  convention  of  naming  the  look  became 
the  name  of  the  trade?)..  While  here  you  are  focused  on  the  mining  side,  I am  intrigued  by 
the  mining  side  as  well  as  the  fact  that  the  earliest  miners  from  Asia  through  Africa  (or 
vice  versa)  appear  to  have  been  dwarfs. 

And  from  where  does  this  intrigue  of  mine  come  from?  Well.  It  comes  from  YOU!  Sorry  to 
say  but  while  your  focus  on  mining  (seemingly  to  the  exclusion  of  the  fact  the  first  were 
dwarfs)  is  interesting,  it  is  from  research  that  you  yourself  have  brought  to  light  that 


shows  that  the  whole  population  of  Africa  and  Asia  (so  this  would  include  the  Anatolia  you 
refer  to  above)  were  the  black  and  brown-skinned  dwarfs.  Here  is  a quote  you  made  at  the 
now  defunct  Ancient  Near  Eastern  site  once  based  at  the  University  of  Chicago  . 

" A splendid  era  of  black  seems  to  have  preceeded  all  the  later  races!  There  must  once 
have  been  a tremendous  Negro  expansion,  since  the  original  masters  of  all  lands  between 
Iberia  and  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  East  India  were  primitive  and  probably  dwarfed 
black  men.  We  have  long  had  proof  that  a primitive  Negroid  race  of  pigmies  once  lived 
around  the  Mediterranean  . Blacks  were  the  first  to  plow  the  mud  of  the  Nile , they  were 
the  dark-skinned  curly-haired  Cushites.  Blacks  were  masters  of  Sumer ia  and  Babylonia 
before  it  became  the  country  of  the  four  tongues. " p44-5.

MORE  ON  ANATOLIA:  It  was  James  Mellaart  who  discovered  and  excavated  Anatolia  and 
he  himself  noted  the  African  origins  of  the  originators  of  Anatolia  . He  wrote: 

"The  physical  types  [in  Anatolia]  appear  to  be  depicted  which  may  ref lect  the  two 
dolicocephalic  races  recognized  by  the  late  Professor  M.  Senyurek  in  the  skeletons  from 
Hacilar;  the  robust  Eurafrican  race  and  the  more gracile  Proto-Mediterranean  race.  These 
naturalistic  statues  serve  as  a link  between  those  of  Catal  Huyuk  and  the  later,  larger  and 
more  conventional  group  from  Hacilar  I /-II. 

James  Mellaart,  Earliest  civilizations  of  the  Near  East , (Thames  and  Hudson,  London, 
1965),  p.  8." 

They  were  dwarfs  too,  I believe  (they  vanished  when  whites  came  from  the  Russian 
Steppes,  absorbed  the  agro-pastoral  culture  and  language  [what  language  did  whites  speak 
while  in  the  Caucasus  mountains  before  going  to  Anatolia  ?]  and  took  this  African-created 
so-called  Indo-European  language  with  them  when  they  radiated  outwards  from  there;  in 
my  view.  The  phenotypic  Africans  once  there  "vanished"). 

[Marc  writes,  12/17a-2]  A second  comment  I might  make  not  so  much  on  the  beginning 
of  metallurgy  per  se  but  mining.  It  seems,  in  tools  for  instance,  that  forms  maintained 
themselves  through  the  evolution  of  medium  so  what  what  started  with  wood  (pre  3 million 


years  ago  in  /Africa),  went  to  stone  (Oldowan  tools  of  2 3 million  years  ago  in  Tanzania  ),  to 
copper,  to  iron,  and  now  today,  all  kinds  of  ceramic  materials:  same  form,  different 
medium. 

This  is  related  to  mining,  I believe,  as  what  began  as  a quest  to  find  a good  pebble 
(Oldowan  tools  and  technology)  morphed  to  evolved  to  bronze  and  iron.  But  while  the 
material  changed,  the  context  it  was  obtained  remained  (mining)?  Like, 

" bend  down  and  pick  up  a stone.  Oh,  stones  are  good  tools.  This  stone  is  better.  This  one  I 
have  to  dig  for  and  extract  from  the  earth.  Oh.  these  extracted  stones  are  good  but  here 
is  bronze.  This  is  better.  Oh.  This  extracted  bronze  I mined  is  fine  but  iron  is  better." 

It  would  seem  that  mining  had  its  roots  in  Old  Stone  Age  /African  toolmaking  and  material 
search?

Ian  Scoones,  Challenges  the  myths  about  Zimbabwean  agriculture  and  land 
reform 

15  September  2008 

The  long-awaited  political  agreement  in  Zimbabwe  is  to  be  welcomed.  After 
years  of  political  impasse  and  economic  instability,  there  is  a potential 
for  a new  start.  But  an  informed  debate  on  the  future  is  needed  and  a focus 
on  land  and  the  agricultural  sector  must  be  central  to  these  discussions. 

The  new  government  will  be  offered  advice  from  all  quarters  - consultants 
from  around  the  world  will  arrive  by  the  plane  load,  and  the  donor  community 
and  foreign  think-tanks  of  all  persuasions  will  forward  their  preferred 
plans  and  programmes. 

But  the  new  government  must  be  careful.  Too  much  of  the  past  period  has  been 
coloured  by  ideological  posturing  and  misinformation  - from  all  sides.  For  a 
sound,  sustainable  policy  approach  for  the  future,  a hard  look  at  the 
evidence  on  the  ground  must  be  the  starting  point.  This  must  involve 
engaging  with  field  research  aimed  at  understanding  the  unfolding  dynamics 


of  land,  agriculture  and  livelihoods  - and  the  perspective  of  farmers  and 
land  users  themselves. 

The  'Livelihoods  after  Land  Reform  in  Southern  Africa'  programme  has  been 
doing  just  this.  Led  by  the  University  of  the  Western  Cape's  Institute  for 
Poverty,  Land  and  Agrarian  Studies,  and  involving  researchers  in  South 
Africa,  Namibia  and  Zimbabwe  (www.lalr.org.  za)  work  in  Zimbabwe  has  focused 
on  Masvingo  province  in  the  south  east  of  the  country.  The  detailed  study 
has  tracked  the  evolution  of  land  reform  in  the  province  since  2000, 
assessing  the  consequences  for  people's  livelihoods  and  the  wider  economy. 

It  has  revealed  some  important  insights  that  challenge  the  'conventional 
wisdoms'  dominating  media  and  academic  commentary  alike.  The  research  to 
date  raises  some  fundamental  challenges  to  five  oft-repeated  myths  about 
recent  Zimbabwean  land  reform  and  offers  some  important  insights  for  the 
future  direction  of  rural  policy  in  Zimbabwe. 

Myth  1 : Zimbabwean  land  reform  has  been  a total  failure 
There  is  no  single  story  of  land  reform  in  Zimbabwe:  the  story  is  mixed  - by 
region,  by  type  of  scheme,  by  settler.  In  Masvingo  province,  1.2  million 
hectares  have  been  redistributed  to  around  20,000  households.  Across  these 
there  is  much  variation.  On  the  so-called  A1  schemes  (smallholder  farming), 
where  there  is  low  capital  investment  and  a reliance  on  local  labour, 
settlers  have  done  reasonably  well,  particularly  in  the  wetter  parts  of  the 
province.  Households  have  cleared  land,  planted  crops  and  invested  in  new 
assets,  many  hiring  in  labour  from  nearby  communal  areas.  Within  these  new 
resettlement  areas,  there  has  been  a rapid  socio-economic  stratification  - 
some  do  well  while  others  struggle. 

Some  have  left,  often  because  misfortune,  ill-health  or  death  (often 
precipitated  by  HIV/AIDS)  although  overall  attrition  rates  have  been  small. 

On  the  A2  schemes  - aimed  at  small-scale  commercial  agriculture  - the 
economic  meltdown  of  the  past  few  years  has  prevented  substantial  capital 
investment,  and  new  enterprises  have  been  slow  to  take  off.  There  are  some 
notable  exceptions,  however,  where  new  commercial  farming  enterprises  have 
emerged  against  all  the  odds,  although  these  have  struggled  given 
hyperinflation  and  lack  of  credit.  On  the  redistributed  areas  of  the  sugar 
estates  in  the  lowveld  there  is  a similarly  mixed  story,  with  some  new 
farmers  making  a go  of  sugar  production  on  30ha  plots,  often  converting  some 
of  their  land  to  vegetables  and  other  crops  to  spread  the  risk.  However, 
again,  constraints  imposed  by  economic  conditions  have  put  pressure  on  these 
new  operations;  and  the  estate  system,  geared  to  large  scale  production,  has 
been  slow  to  respond  to  the  new  situation. 

In  interviews  with  new  settlers,  despite  the  problems,  there  is  universal 
acclaim  for  the  resettlement  programme:  'Life  has  changed  remarkably  for  me 
because  I have  more  land  and  can  produce  more  than  I used  to,'  said  one; 


while  another  observed,  'We  are  happier  here  at  resettlement.  There  is  more 
land,  stands  are  larger  and  there  is  no  overcrowding.  We  got  good  yields  in 
2006. 1 filled  two  granaries  with  sorghum'. 

The  contrasts  between  A1  and  A2,  small  and  large  scale,  smallholder  and 
commercial  are  rather  arbitrary  and  misleading.  There  is  much  blurring 
between  these  different  models.  Since  2000  the  old  dualistic  agricultural 
economy,  the  inheritance  of  the  colonial  era,  has  gone  for  good,  and  a new 
agrarian  structure  is  fast  emerging.  This  creates  challenges  and 
opportunities,  winners  and  losers,  but  cannot  be  characterised  as  abject 
failure.  New  policy  frameworks  will  have  to  recognise  this  new  reality  and 
avoid  the  temptation  of  re-imposing  old  and  out-dated  models.  As  a senior 
extension  official  commented,  'We  don't  know  our  new  clients;  this  is  a 
wholly  new  scenario'. 

Myth  2:  The  beneficiaries  of  Zimbabwean  land  reform  have  been  largely 
political  'cronies' 

While  no-one  denies  the  operation  of  political  patronage  in  the  allocation 
of  land  since  2000,  particularly  in  the  high  value  farms  of  the  Highveld 
near  Harare,  the  overall  pattern  is  not  simply  one  of  elite  capture.  Across 
the  16  sites  and  400  households  (341  under  Al,  59  under  A2)  surveyed  in 
Masvingo,  60  per  cent  of  new  settlers  were  classified  as  'ordinary  farmers'. 
These  were  people  who  had  joined  the  land  invasions  from  nearby  communal 
areas,  and  had  been  allocated  land  by  the  District  Land  Committees  under  the 
fast-track  programme. 

This  was  not  a rich,  politically-  connected  elite  but  poor,  rural  people  in 
need  of  land  and  keen  to  finally  gain  the  fruits  of  independence.  As  one  put 
it.  'Land  is  what  we  fought  for.  Our  relatives  died  for  this  land.  Now  we 
must  make  use  of  it'.  In  terms  of  socio-economic  profile,  this  group  was 
very  similar  to  those  in  the  communal  areas  - slightly  younger  and  more 
educated  on  average,  but  equally  asset  poor.  Others  who  also  gained  from  the 
land  reform  included  former  farm  workers,  some  of  whom  organised  invasions 
on  the  farms  where  they  had  worked.  This  group  made  up  seven  per  cent  of  the 
total,  a similar  number  to  the  war  veterans  who  had  often  led  the  land 
invasions,  and  who,  as  a result,  generally  had  slightly  larger,  often 
'self-contained'  plots. 

On  the  new  resettlements,  particularly  in  the  A2  schemes,  there  were 
significant  numbers  of  civil  servants  (14  per  cent  across  all  resettlement 
sites)  - usually  teachers  or  extension  workers  who  had  been  allocated  land. 
With  non-existent  salaries  from  their  government  jobs,  access  to  land  became 
critical  for  sustaining  livelihoods.  A further  5 per  cent  were  identified  as 
business  people,  often  those  with  businesses  such  as  shops,  bottle  stores  or 
transport  operations  in  town.  Finally,  there  was  a group,  mostly  given  land 
on  the  A2  schemes,  who  were  members  of  the  security  services  - police,  army, 


intelligence  officers  with  strong  political  connections.  This  group  made  up 
three  per  cent  of  the  total  beneficiaries,  and  was  the  one  which  was 
probably  most  associated  with  political  patronage  and  ruling  party 
connections. 

These  latter  groups  - civil  servants,  business  people  and  security  service 
employees,  however,  have  added  in  different  ways  both  expertise  and 
connections  which  assisted  the  broader  community.  This  wide  social  mix  in 
the  new  resettlements  contrasts  with  older  resettlement  schemes  and 
thecommunal  areas,  offering  opportunities  for  social  and  economic 
innovation  in  the  longer  term. 

An  understanding  of  this  social  composition  and  its  potentials  will  be 
critical  in  any  future  policy  support  for  the  new  resettlements.  It  is 
important  not  to  assume  that  the  A1  schemes  are  'just  like  the  communal 
areas'  and  that  the  A2  schemes  are  'just  small  commercial  farms'.  With  the 
new  agrarian  structure,  a new  social  and  economic  order  is  emerging  in  the 
rural  areas  of  Zimbabwe,  one  that  will  require  carefully  attuned  policy 
support  to  foster  the  undeniable,  but  as  yet  unrealised,  potentials. 

Myth  3:  There  is  no  investment  in  the  new  resettlements 
International  media  images  of  destruction  and  chaos  have  dominated  the 
headlines  about  Zimbabwe's  land  reform.  While  there  has  certainly  been 
substantial  damage  done  to  the  basic  infrastructure  of  commercial 
agriculture  operations  in  some  parts  of  the  country  - perpetrated  by  both 
new  land  occupiers  and  former  owners  - there  has  also  been  significant  new 
investment;  almost  all  of  it  private,  individual  efforts  with  vanishingly 
little  provision  through  the  state. 

Changes  to  the  production  system  - from  large-scale  commercial  farming  to 
largely  smallholder  mixed  farming  systems  - means  investment  is  not  in  the 
form  of  pivot  irrigation  schemes  or  mechanised  dairies,  for  example,  but 
more  modest  and  appropriate  to  immediate  needs  and  ambitions.  The  new 
settlers,  particularly  on  the  smallholder  A1  schemes,  have  cleared 
substantial  areas  of  land  (on  average  around  three  hectares  per  household), 
involving  substantial  labour  in  clearing  bush,  de-stumping  and  ploughing. 

Settlers  have  also  built  new  homes,  41  per  cent  made  from  bricks,  many  with 
tin  or  asbestos  roofing.  A key  investment  has  been  cattle,  with  herds 
building  up  fast.  62  per  cent  have  cattle  on  the  resettlements,  with  an 
average  herd  size  of  five.  They  have  also  acquired  equipment:  75  per  cent  of 
households  own  ploughs;  40  per  cent  own  bicycles;  39  per  cent  own  ox-drawn 
carts  and  15  per  cent  own  private  cars.  This  level  of  asset  ownership  is 
higher  than  comparable  samples  in  the  neighbouring  communal  areas  and  since 
acquiring  land  most  new  settlers  have  been  accumulating,  despite  the 
hardships. 


The  investment  picture  on  the  A2  schemes  is  less  promising.  Most  A2  schemes 
in  Masvingo  province  are  little  different  to  the  A1  areas,  with  only  a small 
portion  of  the  land  utilised.  However  a few  - with  access  to  alternative 
sources  of  investment  income,  usually  in  foreign  exchange  - have  managed  to 
invest  in  new  equipment  and  develop  new  enterprises.  One,  for  example,  has 
developed  an  irrigated  wheat  farm,  with  a new  pump  station,  irrigation 
piping,  tractors  and  hiring  in  combine  harvesters.  Another  is  developing  a 
dairy,  combined  with  a beef  production  feedlot  system.  Others  have  started 
horticultural  enterprises,  resuscitating  abandoned  irrigation  equipment. 

These  successes  are  few  and  far  between  and  most  have  been  unable  to  invest, 
due  to  the  state  of  the  wider  economy.  The  key  policy  challenge  for  the 
immediate  future  will  be  the  stabilisation  of  the  economy  and,  with  this, 
provision  of  credit  for  new  farmers  - not  just  those  undertaking  so-called 
'commercial'  enterprises,  but  the  many  commercially-  minded  smallholders  too. 
If  fostered  sensitively  a vibrant  agricultural  economy  will  almost  certainly 
re-emerge  - though  transformed  and  requiring  substantial  investment  in  new 
market  chains  and  support  systems. 

Myth  4:  Agriculture  is  in  complete  ruins 

Agriculture  in  Zimbabwe  has  been  through  difficult  times.  Radical 
restructuring  is  inevitably  painful  and  especially  so  when  combined  with 
economic  collapse  and  recurrent  drought.  All  statistical  indicators  on  all 
commodities  are  down  - reflecting  the  collapse  of  the  old,  formal, 
commercial  agricultural  economy  but  not  the  whole  agricultural  economy, 
particularly  in  the  smallholder  sector. 

In  Masvingo  province  the  former  commercial  agricultural  sector  was  dominated 
by  the  beef  industry  and  the  wildlife  sector  - and  in  the  estates,  sugar  and 
citrus.  The  beef  industry  has  transformed  radically  and  the  wildlife  sector 
is  suffering  due  to  the  decline  in  tourism  and  hunting.  But  former  beef 
ranches  have  been  taken  over  by  small-scale  mixed  agriculture,  with 
significant  new  investment  in  multiple  use  livestock  herds  and  flocks, 
combined  with  arable  agriculture,  mostly  maize  with  small  grains  in  the 
drier  areas. 

While  operating  well  below  potential  due  to  the  poor  supply  of  inputs  - 
notably  seeds  and  fertilizers  - this  sector,  particularly  in  the  A1  schemes, 
is  certainly  producing.  In  the  relatively  wet  season  of  2005-06,  around  75 
per  cent  of  households  in  the  northerly  sites  in  Gutu  and  Masvingo  districts 
produced  more  than  one  tonne  of  maize,  sufficient  for  household  provision, 
some  sales  and  storage.  However,  this  was  not  replicated  in  the  drier 
areas  - or  in  recent  drier  years  when  the  food  security  situation  has  been 
very  precarious. 


This  demonstrates  the  potential  of  small-scale  agriculture  on  the  new 
resettlements,  as  one  among  a number  of  sources  of  livelihood  which  includes 
a diversified  portfolio  of  off-farm  activities,  trade  and  remittance  income. 

The  potential  of  agriculture,  as  the  core  livelihood  activity  for  most,  will 
need  to  be  nurtured  and  enhanced  by  policy  interventions  that  ensure  input 
supply  and  wider  extension  support,  both  currently  sorely  lacking.  For  the 
drier  areas,  water  control  is  the  key  constraint,  and  investment  in 
small-scale  irrigation  and  water  harvesting  is  unquestionably  a major 
priority  for  the  future. 

Myth  5:  The  rural  economy  has  collapsed 

While  the  wider  formal  economy  is  in  dire  straits,  and  inflation  running 
wild,  the  rural  economy  in  Masvingo  province  has  been  adapting  fast.  The 
radical  shift  in  agrarian  structure  has  altered  value  chains  - formerly 
dominated  by  large-scale  commercial  agriculture,  white-owned  businesses  and 
government  parastatals  - beyond  recognition. 

The  beef  value  chain  is  a good  example  (see  Mavedzenge  et  al  2008).  In  the 
past  there  was  a reliance  on  a few  suppliers  from  the  large-scale  ranchers, 
going  through  a few  abattoirs  or  the  Cold  Storage  Company.  Today  a huge 
range  of  sources  supply  meat  and  many  new  players  are  involved.  The  collapse 
of  the  export  market  due  to  foot-and-mouth  outbreaks  has  led  to  a focus  on 
local  sales  and  market  connections.  There  have  been  significant  supply 
constraints,  as  new  farmers  build  up  their  herds  and  avoid  selling  - beef  is 
no  longer  sold  through  in-town  supermarkets,  but  through  small  butcheries 
and  pole  slaughter  outlets  in  the  rural  areas  and  townships. 

Newly  emerging  supply  chains  are  linking  the  resettlement  areas  with 
feedlots  and  butcheries  in  very  different  patterns  of  ownership  and 
management  to  before.  This  means  that  new  players  are  participating  in  the 
rural  economy,  and  benefits  are  being  more  widely  distributed.  Economic 
activity  has  thus  relocated,  linking  local  supply  and  demand,  as  well  as  new 
trading  links,  often  involving  illegal  cross-border  economic  exchange. 

There  is  also  evidence  of  substantial  investment  in  new  businesses  in  and 
around  the  new  resettlements,  including  shops,  bottle  stores,  butcheries  and 
transport  operations.  Such  investment  has  generated  a variety  of  new 
economic  linkages,  creating  some  much-needed  rural  employment.  These 
multiplier  effects  have,  however,  been  undermined  by  the  wider 
hyperinflationary  pressures,  together  with  the  imposition  of  price  controls 
and  other  measures.  But,  with  changed  conditions,  these  new  businesses  will 
be  revived  and  new  economic  activity  will  undoubtedly  emerge. 

Future  strategies  must  work  to  enhance  economic  stability  - boosting  local 
production  and  spending  power.  At  the  moment  the  overall  net  benefits  of 
restructuring  following  land  reform  are  unclear,  but,  with  the  right 


support,  wider  economic  growth  can  be  realised.  What  will  be  essential  is  to 
ensure  that  such  support  does  not  undermine  the  diversified 
entrepreneurialism  that  has  emerged  in  recent  years.  The  complex  new  value 
chains  are  perhaps  a bit  haphazard,  unregulated  and  chaotic  at  times  but 
their  benefits  are  more  widely  distributed  and  economic  linkages  more 
embedded  in  the  local  economy.  In  the  longer  term  such  new  economic 
arrangements  can  enhance  broad-based  and  resilient  growth  and  livelihood 
generation  in  ways  that  the  old  agrarian  structure  could  never  do. 

Let  us  hope  that  the  new  government  - and  the  donor  community  who  will 
hopefully  rush  to  support  it  - will  take  heed  of  such  findings,  and  act  to 
support  positive  change,  rather  than  - as  so  often  happens  with  hasty 
decisions  and  ideologically-  driven  positions  - undermine  the  clear 
potentials  and  opportunities. 

Much  needs  to  be  done:  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  economic  and  political 
stability;  there  are  substantial  requirements  for  focused  investment  and 
support  in  agriculture;  but,  at  the  same  time,  there  is  also  much  to  build 
on  and  positive  dynamics  to  catalyse.  Let  us  hope  that  a positive  spiral 
will  emerge  which  builds  on  the  redistributive  gains  of  the  land  reform  and 
the  real  potentials  of  small-scale  agriculture  to  be  the  motor  of  economic 
growth  and  regeneration.

This  same 
symbol,  S22  I.  is  used  for  all  of  the  words  dealing  with  gold.

Nbw  - gold 

Djem  - fine  gold 

nbi  - melt,  gold 

nby  - goldsmith,  silversmith 

When  looking  for  the  term  Nubia  in  the  ancient  literature,  I don't  find  it.  The  various  terms  for 
Nubia  and  its  regions  are  the  following:

In  ancient  time, 
crocodiles  waded  in  the  river.  There  are  two  entrances,  two  courts,  two  colonnades,  two  hypostyle  halls 
and  two  sanctuaries.  There  were  probably  even  two  sets  of  priests  for  the  two  temples.  Despite  being  badly 
damaged,  the  temple  is  a beautiful  sight  as  one  approach  from  either  direction  on  the  river,  particularly  as 
sunset  nears  and  the  colors  change.  Overnight  in  Edfu. 

Day  06:  Edfu  - Esna  - Luxor 

After  breakfast,  visit  the  temple  of  Horus  in  Edfu 

The  Temple  of  Horus: 

Of  all  the  temples  of  ancient  Egypt,  the  one  at  Edfu  is  the  most  complete  and  best  preserved.  The  reason  is 
that  the  temple  had  been  totally  submerged  under  the  desert  except  for  the  very  top  of  the  pylon  entrance. 
A small  amount  of  stone  had  been  removed  from  the  exposed  part,  but  when  excavated  it  was  found  to  be 
in 

near  perfect  condition.  Sail  to  Esna,  cross  the  lock,  then  sail  to  Luxor  and  overnight. 

Day  07:  Luxor 


Disembarkation  after  breakfast.  Cross  to  the  west  bank.  And  visit  Valley  of  the  Kings,  the  Temple  of 
Queen  Hatshepsut  and  the  Colossi  of  Memnon.

A vast  City  of  the  Dead  where  magnificent  tombs  were  carved  into  the  desert  rocks,  decorated  richly,  and 
filled  with  treasures  for  the  afterlife  by  generations  of  Pharaohs.  You  will  also  see  the  Valley  of  the  Queens. 

Temple  of  Queen  Hatshepsut: 

The  temple  built  in  El  Deir  El  Bahari  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Nile  in  Luxor  by  queen

THE  Shona  believe  that  there  is  an  impersonal,  omnipotent  or 
principal  Creator,  called  Muwari,  Musikavanhu,  or  a Spirit  which 
creates  good  and  bad.  I have  not  come  across  any  cosmological  myth 
comparable  to  that  recorded  by  Marcel  Griaule[l]  amongst  the  Dogon 
who  live  in  the  hook  of  the  Niger  River.  They  believe  the  God  Ammon 
in  its  union  with  the  earth  produced  water  or  Nommo  and  each 
succeeding  generation  of  Nommo  was  a twin  or  double.  Nommo  gave 
everflowing  water  and  thus  life  to  the  earth.  A succession  of  Nommo 
were  born  and  the  eighth  (Lebe)  used  water  to  form  the  vapor  or 
breath  from  which  speech  comes,  i.e.  man.  Nor  is  there  a myth  amongst 
the  Shona  about  the  origin  of  the  world  as  described  by  Germaine 
Dieterlin[2]  amongst  the  Bambara  who  are  situated  not  far  distant 
from  the  Dogon.  The  Bambara  have  a similar  cosmogony  in  which,  in  the 
same  way,  the  verb  and  water  are  also  the  basis  of  all  spiritual  and 
religious  force.  The  Shona  appear  to  have  concentrated  instead  on  the 
great  tutelary  spirits  of  the  founders  of  their  clan.  I think  this  is 
because  they  do  not  really  turn  to  God  as  they  believe  He  is  too  far 
removed  from  them  and  too  indifferent.  Why  should  they  pray  to  one 
who  is  equally  responsible  for  good  and  bad?  As  he  has  created  the 
evil  spirits  or  varoyi  it  would  seem  unreasonable  to  ask  him  to  undo 
what  they  have  done.  As  the  prayers  are  directed  certainly  in  the 
first  instance  to  the  clan  spirits  (mhondoro)  or  family  spirits 
(Vadzimu)  f the  individual  families,  their  myths  almost  all  deal  with 
them.  When  the  founder  of  the  clan  died  his  spirit  became  deified  as 
a mhondoro,  whereas  in  the  family  there  are  the  vadzimu  of  the  dead 
grandparents  and  dead  parents.  There  is  therefore  a clear  distinction 
of  function  between  the  mhondoro  and  the  vadzimu.  The  mhondoro  are 
usually  concerned  with  the  affairs  of  the  clan  or  extended  lineages, 
such  as  succession  to  the  chieftainship,  rain,  drought,  epidemic 
diseases,  incest  and  bestiality?indeed  any  matter  which  affects  the 
well-being  of  the  community  as  a whole,  whilst  the  vadzimu  are 
responsible  for  the  protection  of  the  family  lineages,  small  and 
extended. 

If  by  definition  I can  include  both  the  mhondoro  and  vadzimu,  since 
they  both  originated  with  the  death  of  people,  what  function  does 
ancestral  worship  serve?  Perhaps  their  greatest  value  lies  in  the 
moral  effect  of  both  on  the  individual  and  on  the  group  or  society. 

Each  plays  its  part,  serving  ultimately  to  produce  a good  man,  one 
whom  the  Shona  says  has  Unhu?a  man  of  good  behavior,  respectful  to 
others,  pleasant  and  honest.  He  owes  his  Unhu  to  his  Vadzimu.  If  he 
does  not  possess  this  quality  he  is  a person  of  poor  character,  who 
is  liable  to  break  the  social  laws  laid  down  for  a decent  person.  If 
a man  is  to  be  decent  and  therefore  full  of  Unhu  he  must  follow 
certain  well-defined  paths  of  behavior.  Belief  in  the  Mhondoro  helps 
to  render  a clansman  content.  Everyone  bearing  the  mutupo  common  to 
the  clan  can  claim  that  he  has  originated  from  its  founder?the  man 


who  first  arrived  in  that  district  (nyika),  married  and  bore  sons, 
who  also  begat  son,  sons  etc.,  through  the  generations.  All  the  land 
belonged  to  the  founder  and  when  he  died  it  still  belonged  to  his 
spirit,  the  mhondoro  and  owner  of  the  nyika  and  its  people.  The  chief 
only  holds  it  in  trust  and  is  there  to  see  that  it  is  shared  so  that 
each  man  has  just  enough  for  his  needs.  A stranger  (mutorwa)  may  come 
into  the  nyika  and  settle  but  he  must  first  visit  the  medium  of  the 
mhondoro  to  pay  his  respects  to  the  spirit  and  learn  about  the  ritual 
day  of  rest  prescribed  by  that  mhondoro.  Immediately  we  are  aware  of 
a great  brotherhood  of  men  and  a compulsory  equality  for  all  within 
narrow  margins  of  wealth,  for  it  must  be  clear  that  if  a man  is  not 
permitted  more  land  than  he  needs,  he  cannot  accumulate  great  wealth. 
The  Shona  religion  is  very  much  part  of  the  agricultural  and  natural 
life  of  the  people.  Before  vegetable  leaves  are  eaten  at  the 
beginning  of  the  rainy  season  thanks  must  be  given  to  the  spirits  of 
the  land,  the  mhondoro  and  ancestors.  This  ceremony  of  mishashe  is 
followed  a few  months  later  in  April  by  that  of  thanksgiving  to  the 
tribal  spirits  for  the  harvest  of  zvio,  the  traditional  millet  of  the 
Shona,  from  which  alone  beer  can  be  prepared  for  religious 
ceremonies.  Until  this  ritual  has  taken  place  no  millet  can  be  eaten. 

Then  sometime  between  September  and  January  the  spirits  of  the  land 
are  prayed  to  again  for  good  soaking  rains  and  for  the  crops  to  be 
blessed. 

The  religion  of  the  Shona  is  geared  towards  keeping  the  people  on  the 
land  and  in  close  touch  with  nature.  The  practice  of  this  religion  is 
difficult  in  an  urban  atmosphere  and  for  this  reason  is  not  as 
adaptable  as  many  others. 

Complementary  to  this  side  of  the  Shona  religion  is  the  other  aspect 
which  is  concerned  with  a man's  own  family  lineage,  with  the  vadzimu 
from  whom  his  nuclear  family  originated,  rather  than  the  clan 
spirits.  These  are  his  dead  grandfather,  grandmother,  father  and 
mother.  Attachment  to  these  spirits  is  still  extremely  strong  and 
much  of  the  Shona  behavior  and  ethical  conduct  can  be  explained  by 
this  belief. 

The  Shona  individual  owes  all  the  goodness  and  decency  that  go  to 
make  up  his  Unhu  to  the  vadzimu.  Also  his  prosperity,  comfort  and 
good  living  are  derived  from  the  spirits  of  his  ancestors.  Therefore 
he  must  on  no  account  deviate  from  the  path  of  normality,  seeking 
more  than  he  is  entitled  to,  lest  he  lose  the  protection  and 
beneficial  influence  of  his  vadzimu  (ancestral  spirits).  Thus  the 
golden  rule  is  to  follow  in  their  footsteps?what  was  good  for  them  is 
good  for  him.  I can  quote  two  excellent  examples  of  the  vadzimu's 
insistence  on  conformity.  The  first  is  that  no  kinsman  should  leave 
his  village  to  seek  work  elsewhere  without  the  permission  of  his 
mudzimu.  The  mudzimu  is  opposed  to  a man's  leaving  his  birthplace  or 
nyika  as  this  tends  to  break  the  lineage  and  so  the  unity  and 


strength  of  the  clan.  To  obtain  this  permission  he  must  do  so  through 
the  family  medium  who  becomes  possessed  when  asked  by  the  head  of  the 
family  whether  this  person  should  leave  his  home  to  seek  work  in  the 
town,  giving  his  reasons  for  this  move.  I have  had  Shona  patients  who 
have  become  ill  in  the  township  and  been  told  by  a nganga  that  their 
illnesses  were  due  to  their  having  forsaken  their  traditional  homes 
and  that  in  order  to  recover  they  must  return  to  their  villages.  A 
very  important  point  in  support  of  this  contention  is  that,  it  is 
believed,  that  practically  no  prayers  to  a man's  mudzimu  are  answered 
if  they  are  made  in  a township.  The  mudzimu  refuses  to  appear  and 
talk  to  his  kin  if  prayers  are  not  made  in  the  traditional  hut.  I am 
told  that  the  vadzimu  are  opposed  to  the  white  man's  smell  and  to  the 
soap  of  European  origin  used  by  Africans  today.  Secondly  the  vadzimu 
never  possess  anyone  if  prayers  are  made  in  a place  which  has  a 
galvanized  roof. 

Another  example  is  the  bitter  opposition  of  the  vadzimu  in  the  early 
days  of  the  occupation  of  Rhodesia  to  a clansman  receiving  education 
from  the  white  man.  This  still  exists  today,  but  is  not  so  strong  as 
it  is  said  that  an  uneducated  person  cannot  earn  a living.  They 
opposed  the  white  man's  teaching  because  they  felt  that  the  children 
would  be  spoilt,  they  would  leave  their  homes  and  so  weaken  the  unity 
of  the  clan  by  destroying  the  interdependence  of  its  members  on  one 
another.  We  are  told  that  the  educated  man  is  apt  to  take  up  an 
attitude  of  superiority  to  his  fellow  men  and  look  down  on  his  own 
kin,  perhaps,  even  more  important,  lose  his  traditional  good  manners 
and  consideration  and  respect  for  others.  The  principle  of  equality 
so  dear  to  the  Shona  would  be  ruined.  An  educated  man  is  not  wanted 
in  traditional  society  where  all  must  have  the  same  education, 
clothes  and  home  life?even  the  chief.  The  same  opposition  to 
education  was  shown  by  the  Barotse  in  the  first  few  years  of  the  rule 
of  the  B.S.A.  Company. 

A very  important  sanction  is  that  which  forbids  any  child  to  hurt  a 
parent  physically.  This  is  believed  to  result  in  most  serious 
consequences,  for  when  the  aggrieved  person  dies,  his  angered  spirit, 
known  as  ngozi,  will  return  even  many  years  later  to  smite  the  guilty 
person  or  his  kin.  To  prevent  this  the  person  who  has  committed  such 
an  act  must  perform  the  ritual  ceremony  called  Kutanda  botso.  Shona 
parents  are  greatly  respected  and  loved  and  it  is  extremely  rare  for 
any  parent  to  be  ill-treated  by  a child.  Indeed  the  older  the  parent, 
the  nearer  he  is  to  passing  on,  the  greater  the  respect  and  the  fear 
of  upsetting  him.  The  regard  and  respect  for  parents  are  so  deeply 
ingrained  in  the  Shona  that  the  old  are  well  cared  for.  There  is  no 
such  institution  as  an  old  aged  home  in  their  minds.  The  old  are 
considered  to  have  one  foot  in  the  grave  and  therefore  are  halfway  to 
becoming  vadzimu.  The  Shona  live  partly  in  this  life  and  partly  with 
their  dead  parents  in  the  next  one.  Their  concept  of  a living  family, 


I believe,  is  incomplete,  unless  it  also  includes  their  dead  kin  as 
well. [3] 

So  far  I have  brought  out  two  important  Shona  commandments.  The  first 
is  the  importance  of  keeping  the  unity  of  the  group  and  the  second 
the  honoring  of  one's  parents.  A third  is  to  follow  in  the  steps  of 
one's  forefathers.  The  fourth,  I would  say,  is  that  a Shona  must  meet 
his  bridewealth  payments,  not  only  to  his  father  in  law,  but  also, 
still  more  important,  that  of  the  mombe-you-amai  to  his  mother  in 
law.  Unless  the  latter  is  paid  the  spirit  of  his  wife's  maternal 
grandmother  will  be  annoyed  and  sickness  will  follow.  One  of  the  most 
potent  causes  of  illness  is  the  non-payment  of  the  mombe-you-amai,  or 
the  disposal  or  slaughter  of  this  beast  or  of  one  of  its  offspring. 

In  order  for  his  marriage  to  be  successful  a man  must  remember  to 
honor  his  wife's  vadzimu  as  well  as  his  own.  How  wrong  is  the  idea 
that  the  wife  does  not  play  a vital  part  in  her  family  life!  Her 
welfare  is  of  great  importance  to  her  husband's  happiness  and  she  is 
greatly  respected.  Therefore  I suggest  that  the  fourth  Shona 
commandment  should  be  known  as  the  requirement  to  pay  the  bridewealth 
(Roora). 

At  least  another  important  precept  should  be  remembered.  If  a man 
works  for  another,  the  latter  must  not  fail  to  pay  him  for  his 
services,  lest,  when  he  dies,  his  angered  spirit  (ngozi)  visits  the 
family  who  wronged  him  and  causes  havoc  and  death.  In  former  days  the 
Shona,  unlike  many  of  their  neighbors,  were  afraid  to  own  domestic 
slaves  for  fear  that  such  an  event  would  occur.  Further  they  were 
always  careful  to  honor  their  debts  lest  an  ngnozi  spirit  took 
vengeance  on  them  later.  As  a result  the  Shona  did  not  look  for 
material  advantage  through  the  employment  of  cheap  labor,  preferring 
to  enjoy  material  equality  with  the  rest  of  his  clan.  This  precept  or 
commandment  might  well  be  termed,  "Labor  should  not  be  employed 
unless  it  is  well  rewarded". 

"Thou  shalt  not  kill"  is  firmly  implanted  in  the  minds  of  the  Shona, 
because  it  is  believed  that  the  spirit  of  the  murdered  person  will  be 
aggrieved,  restless  and  wish  to  seek  revenge.  This  angered  Mudzimu  is 
greatly  dreaded  as  it  is  believed  to  destroy  not  only  the  guilty 
party  himself  but  other  members  of  the  family  never  resting  until 
compensation  is  paid  to  the  living  family  of  the  deceased. 

The  offence  of  incest  has  two  applications  amongst  the  Shona.  The 
first,  mentioned  earlier,  is  that  no  man  within  the  clan  may  have 
relations  with  a woman  born  of  the  same  totem.  This  is  a serious 
offence  against  the  mhondoro.  Therefore  in  order  to  propitiate  the 
tribal  or  tutelary  spirit,  an  ox  (mombe)  must  be  paid  as  a fine  to 
the  chief  who  is  the  hereditary  representative  of  the  clan.  This 
beast  must  be  sacrificed  at  the  Dare  (men's  meeting  place  or  court  of 
the  Chief)  of  the  chief. 

When  a man  marries  a girl  who  is  a distant  relative,  a descendant  of 


an  original  pair  of  cross  cousins,  provided  the  relationship  is 
beyond  the  second  generation  of  that  first  pair,  this  is  permissible. 
However  a payment  must  be  made  by  the  boy's  family  to  that  of  the 
girl's  lest  the  vadzimu  of  either  family  are  offended.  This  ritual 
payment  is  known  as  cheka  ukama,  which  means  that  this  fine  cuts  the 
relationship  between  the  two  families  and  therefore  the  vadzimu  have 
been  propitiated. 

Thus  there  are  a few  clearly  defined  sanctions  which  must  never  be 
broken  lest  the  vadzimu  are  offended.  They  are  worth  recapitulating. 

1.  No  incest. 

2.  No  beating  of  a parent  by  a child. 

3.  No  marriage  without  the  payment  of  bridewealth  ( 
roora)  which  includes  the  mombe  you  amai. 

4.  No  person  to  be  killed. 

5.  All  services,  especially  that  of  labor,  to  be  paid 
for. 

6.  A son  may  not  leave  his  homeland  or  interfere  with 
the  material  equality  of  his  kinsmen. 

I am  told  that  if  a clansman  commits  adultery  or  steals,  the  vadzimu 
are  not  really  concerned.  This  is  interesting.  An  antisocial  act  can 
be  committed  as  long  as  the  sanctions  described  above  are  not  broken. 
This  does  not  mean  that  this  society  approves  of  an  unmarried  girl 
being  spoilt.  There  are  many  other  such  offences  that  do  not  affect 
the  vadzimu  but  are  punishable  in  the  tribal  courts.  Yet  in  an 
indirect  and  rather  interesting  way  the  vadzimu  are  virtually 
concerned  with  them  and  with  almost  the  whole  of  human  behavior.  This 
is  shown  in  two  clearly  defined  ways.  First  the  help  of  the  vadzimu 
must  be  gained  for  any  important  venture.  If  a man  or  woman  goes  on  a 
journey  leaving  the  home  for  a time,  if  a marriage  is  contemplated  or 
a man  is  about  to  start  a new  business,  the  family  spirits  must  be 
told.  The  spokesman  of  the  family  prays  to  them  before  the  potsherd 
(rukuva)  in  his  main  hut.  The  rest  of  the  family  are  gathered  there 
and  if  possible  beer  should  have  been  prepared.  Even  if  a child  is 
sent  to  school  the  father  should  inform  the  vadzimu  and  ask  them  for 
their  continued  guidance  and  help.  On  any  matter  that  is  not  regarded 
as  routine  in  the  village,  the  vadzimu  must  be  remembered  and  prayers 
made  to  them. 

Secondly  whenever  a person  suffers  from  a setback,  whether  accidental 
or  not,  he  or  she  should  find  out  whether  the  protective  powers  of 
the  vadzimu  have  been  withdrawn  and  why,  so  that  proper  propitiation 
can  be  made.  Resort  must  be  made  to  a nganga  to  learn  whether  one  of 
the  vadzimu  has  been  displeased  by  a member  of  the  family.  No  matter 
who  has  harmed  him  or  is  responsible  for  his  setback  the  victim 
considers  there  must  be  a spiritual  reason  for  having  been  selected 
for  such  an  attack.  The  vadzimu  of  the  aggressor  are  not  concerned 
with  it,  but  the  person  who  suffers  believes  that  his  misfortune  may 


be  due  to  his  having  been  forsaken  by  his  own  vadzimu.  Thus  if  a 
thief  enters  his  home  and  steals  something  he  dare  not  let  the  matter 
rest  in  case  someone  in  his  own  kinship  group  has  broken  one  of  the 
ritual  sanctions,  offended  the  vadzimu  and  thus  lost  their 
protection.  So  that  no  further  misfortunes  will  occur  in  the  family 
it  is  essential  for  the  victim  to  find  out  the  cause  of  such  an 
occurrence. 

The  concept  of  brotherhood  or  unity  of  the  family  lineage  is 
maintained  through  the  vadzimu.  If  one  of  its  members  has  an  illness, 
dies  or  receives  a setback,  it  is  not  necessarily  he  himself  who  is 
the  cause  of  the  anger  of  the  vadzimu,  which  may  be  due  to  the  action 
of  any  of  the  cognates.  No-one  can  lead  a solitary  existence;  he  is 
part  of  the  whole  kinship  group  and  all  must  live  and  work  together 
and  help  one  another.  If  one  moves  away  from  the  clan  and  annoys  the 
vadzimu  by  so  doing  he  is  not  necessarily  the  sufferer  for  this,  but 
may  bring  misfortune  on  one  of  his  innocent  children  or  on  one  of  his 
brothers  or  sisters. 

To  the  Shona  all  the  kinsmen  are  born  equal  and  have  the  same 
potentiality  for  Unhu,  which  defines  the  good  character  of  each 
person.  But  from  time  to  time  a man  or  a woman  appears  to  possess  a 
talent  or  quality  above  that  of  the  average  or  normal  person.  He  may 
be  outstanding  at  hunting,  dancing,  doctoring  or  have  some  other 
skill.  A person  so  endowed  is  believed  to  have  acquired  this  talent 
through  some  spiritual  agency  other  than  the  vadzimu,  who  like  their 
kin  all  to  be  the  same.  Therefore  it  is  considered  that  this  talent 
is  derived  from  a foreign  spirit  outside  the  family,  from  that  of  a 
stranger  who  died  far  from  his  home  in  a foreign  land.  This  person 
was  a hunter  or  one  blessed  with  some  special  talent  and  as  he  was 
not  buried  in  accordance  with  his  own  customs,  his  spirit  roams  until 
it  selects  a host  or  medium  who  will  accept  it  and  in  return  it 
confers  its  talent  on  the  new  host  whenever  he  needs  to  use  it.  Thus 
amongst  the  Shona  a gifted  or  brilliant  person  does  not  inherit  his 
skill  but  acquires  it  from  an  alien  spirit  called  a shave.  For  normal 
purposes  he  is  like  any  other  ordinary  person,  but  when  his  spirit 
enters  him  he  acquires  its  talent.  For  instance  if  it  is  a hunting 
spirit  it  will  possess  him  during  a hunt  or  if  it  is  a healing  one  it 
will  come  into  him  and  enable  him  to  treat  a sick  patient  with 
exceptional  skill. 

There  is  still  a gap  to  be  filled  in  the  description  of  the  Shona 
religion.  So  far  I have  stressed  the  part  played  by  the  good  forces 
in  life  and  how  the  vadzimu  protect  man  and  are  responsible  for  his 
Unhu  or  character.  There  are  also  spirits  responsible  for  evil 
(uroyi)  and  like  the  vadzimu  (ancestral  spirits)  they  emanate  from 
individuals  who  are  at  times  possessed  with  an  evil  spirit.  They  too 
originated  at  the  time  the  clan  was  founded  when  there  were  a few 
families  who  had  varoyi  in  them.  When  they  died  their  spirits  passed 


to  their  descendants,  and  so  today  there  are  many  Shona  families  in 
which  this  bad  trait  is  to  be  found.  The  Shona  prefers  to  consider 
these  evil  spirits  as  mashave  with  the  talent  of  evil  rather  than  as 
bad  vadzimu.  It  should  be  stressed  that  an  individual  possessed  of 
this  evil  is  in  many  ways  endowed  with  the  powers  of  a traditional 
medicine  man  (nganga)  who,  on  the  other  hand,  operates  for  the  good 

of  man.  The  nganga  is  a healer  who  tries

The  return  of  Amenhotep  III 


EGYPTIAN  archaeologists  were  in  high  spirits  this  week  as  a greywacke 
head  of  the  18th  Dynasty  King  Amenhotep  III  was  returned  to  Egypt  after  two 
decades  of  being  shunted  back  and  forth  between  Switzerland,  Britain  and  the 
US,  reports  Nevine  El-Aref. 

The  distinctive  features,  with  full  cheeks,  wide,  raised  and  slightly  arched 
eyebrows  above  elongated  but  sharply  edged  narrow  eyes,  are  a supreme 
example  of  the  sculptural  style  that  dominated  King  Amenhotep  Ill's  reign. 
Originally  part  of  a larger  statue  of  Amenhotep  III,  the  head  is  thought  to  have 
been  made  in  the  studios  located  within  the  Ptah  Temple  enclosure  at 
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Memphis,  near  the  Saqqara  necropolis. 


The  story  of  the  theft  of  the  head  dates  back  to  1992,  when  antiquities  restorer 
Jonathan  Tokeley-Parry  began  stealing  Pharaonic  objects  and  smuggling  them 
out  of  Egypt.  He  succeeded  in  pilfering  35  items  from  the  tomb  of  Heteb-Ka 
in  Saqqara,  10  kilometres  south  of  Giza,  smuggling  them  through  customs  by 
hiding  each  under  a layer  of  plaster,  which  he  then  painted  in  a crude  fashion 
so  that  they  resembled  replicas  produced  by  the  Egyptian  Documentation 
Centre. 

In  1994,  while  trying  to  sell  24  papyrus  texts,  Tokeley-Parry  was  asked  to 
produce  a provenance  for  the  items  by  an  antiquities  trader.  The  scam  was 
revealed  when  his  assistant  took  the  papyri  to  the  British  Museum  and  the 
curator  recognised  them  as  part  of  a collection  discovered  in  1966  by  a British 
mission  excavating  in  the  animal  necropolis  of  north  Saqqara. 

The  museum  immediately  contacted  Scotland  Yard,  the  Egyptian  Embassy  in 
London,  the  Supreme  Council  of  Antiquities  (SCA)  and  the  Egyptian  tourist 
and  antiquities  police.  The  trail  led  back  to  Tokeley-Parry  who  was  arrested  in 
Britain  in  1997  and  subsequently  handed  a three-year  prison  sentence  for 
masterminding  the  operation.  In  Egypt  he  was  sentenced  in  absentia  to  15 
years  of  hard  labour. 

In  2002  the  stolen  collection  was  retrieved  and  put  on  display  at  the  Egyptian 
Museum  in  Cairo,  though  without  the  head  of  Amenhotep  III  which  had  been 
purchased  by  an  American  citizen  and  then  used  as  collateral  on  a loan  from  a 
US  bank. 

After  being  smuggled  out  of  Egypt  in  the  early  1990s  the  head  was  first  taken 
to  Switzerland  and  then  to  the  UK.  It  was  recovered  in  1999  by  the  Met 
Police's  art  and  antiques  unit,  which  had  been  investigating  New  York 
antiquities  dealer  Frederick  Schultz  — a former  president  of  the  National 
Association  of  Dealers  in  Ancient,  Oriental  and  Primitive  Art  and  consultant 
in  antiques  to  former  president  Bill  Clinton.  In  2002  the  FBI  prosecuted 
Schultz  for  his  role  in  handling  the  stolen  head.  He  was  sentenced  to  33 
months  and  fined  $50,000.  Since  then,  the  sculpture  has  been  in  the  kept  at  a 
secure  facility  in  London. 

"The  case  was  extremely  complicated  as  the  head  was  the  subject  of  two 
criminal  proceedings,  in  the  UK  and  the  US,"  says  SCA  legal  consultant 
Ashraf  Ashmawi. 

Karen  Sanig,  head  of  art  law  at  Mishcon  de  Reya,  London,  said  in  a press 
conference  held  to  highlight  the  recovery:  "As  so  often  happens  with  cultural 
heritage  artefacts,  the  perpetrators  are  apprehended  and  dealt  with  long  before 
the  art  finds  its  way  back  to  the  true  owner.  The  reason  is  that  there  is  no 


international  law  which  deals  with  the  trafficking  of  stolen  art  and 
antiquities."

The  problem  with  this  analysis  is  that  you  have  to  show,  linguistically,  what  the  'N'  stands  for 
and  would  have  to  ensure  that  the  /n/  is  not  a noun  modifier  of  some  sort.  Is  the  'N'  a root?  Are 
the  words  a result  of  agglutination?  What  is  the  full  expression  of  the  term  in  which  over  time 
there  has  been  some  vowel  deletion? 

One  example  I always  give  is  like  the  name  in  Yoruba  OLUDUMARE.  It  hides  3 words 
OLOWA,  ODU  and  MAARE.  OLOWA  means  OWNER  or  LORD.  It  is  most  of  the  time 
contracted  to  OL  and  sometimes  simply  'O'.  It  is  the  same  contraction  in  the  word  OBATALA. 
The  word  OBA  means  KING,  but  even  OBA  hides  the  word  OLUWA.  The  usual  contraction  to 
OL  sees  a different  behavior,  because  in  Yoruba  you  will  rarely,  if  any  time,  see  an  L before  a B 
(as  b's  and  l's  are  only  found  before  oral  vowels),  so  the  L is  dropped  and  you  simply  have  OBA 
instead  of  OLBA  (which  they  could  have  said  OLUBA,  but  that  word  means  something  else  in 
Yoruba). 

From  this  analysis,  you  can  predict  that  any  names  in  Yoruba  which  begin  with  'O'  and  define 
some  level  of  authority,  is  actually  hiding  the  word  OLUWA  which  means  OWNER  or  LORD. 
This  type  of  analysis  would  have  to  be  made  using  the  phenome  /n/  at  the  beginning  of  titles  for 
'God'  and  those  representing  high  authority.  Does  the  letter  /n/  hide  a larger  concept  which  may 
have  been  lost  over  time?  Which  languages  still  preserve  this  concept?  etc.

I 2753412009-01-01  12:04:00IMahari  MengistuIRe:  WAS  QUEEN  TIYE  NUBIAN7I 

Let  me  make  it  perfectly  clear  about  how  I view  the  nations  of 

Afrigypt  (AfrakanEgypt)  and  Nubia.  I my  opinion  they  are  of  the 

same  racial/cultural  stock  and  group.

From  this  he  concluded 
that  she  was  Mesopotamian.  This  does  not  phase  me,  however,  because 
I consider  the  Middle  East  to  be  my  Far  East  Afraka,  i.e.,  black 
Afraka  in  ancient  times. 

I make  observations  about  any  number  of  things  because  I think  the 
person  with  an  curious,  open,  fluid  mind  must  view  everything  with  an 
open  and  FREE  mind.  I would  like  to  stress  the  importance  of  this 
kind  of  perspective.  However,  if  you  are  publishing  a scholarly 
paper  of  some  sort  then  your  statements  should  be  accompanied  by 
solid  evidence.  But  as  you  research  and  casually  read,  IMHO,  an  open 
fluid  way  of  looking  at  things  is  a prerequisite.

This  essay  examines  the  gothicization  of  Egyptian  manual  productions  in  late-Victorian 
mummy  narratives.  These  narratives  often  isolate  the  mummy's  hand  as  a signifier  of 
craftsmanship,  a troubling  object  for  a culture  that  was  mourning  the  figurative  loss  of  its 
artisans'  hands  to  mechanized  production.  Focusing  on  Bram  Stoker's  1903  novel,  The 
Jewel  of  Seven  Stars,  I contend  that  the  horror  of  the  mummy's  hand  emanates  from  its 
ambiguous  position  as  an  artifact  that  is  itself  a means  of  production.  It  displaces 
Friedrich  Engels's  conception  of  the  Western  hand  as  a self-creating  appendage  into  the 
atavistic  domain  of  a long-lost  Egyptian  tradition,  and  in  doing  so,  it  forces  the  English 


observer  to  recognize  the  irrecoverable  nature  of  aesthetic  craftsmanship.  Brought  into 
violent  contact  with  the  creative  potential  of  the  mummy's  hand,  the  characters  in  Stoker's 
novel  try  to  disassociate  the  mummy  from  manual  production  but  only  succeed  in 
confirming  their  own  status  as  products  of  a mechanized  age.

Although  separated  by  several  thousand  kilometers,  southern  and  eastern  Africa  were,  in  a sense, 
a stone Ds  throw  from  each  other  ancient  times.  New  evidence  suggests  that  human  ancestors  in 
southern  Africa  fashioned  teardrop-shaped  stone  hand  axes  1.6  million  years  ago,  nearly  twice  as 
long  ago  as  many  researchers  thought  and  about  the  time  such  tools  are  known  to  have  first 
appeared  in  eastern  Africa. 

Ryan  Gibbon  and  his  colleagues  dated  hand  axes  and  related  stone  implements,  collectively 
known  as  Acheulean  artifacts,  using  measures  of  the  relative  decay  of  radioactive  forms  of 
aluminium  and  beryllium  in  quartz  grains  from  the  soil  and  gravel  bearing  the  artifacts.  Exposure 
to  cosmic  radiation  causes  quartz  to  produce  these  substances,  which  then  decay  after  enough 
sediment  covers  the  quartz. 

Acheulean  finds  have  been  dated  to  1 .7  million  years  ago  in  Ethiopia.  Less-advanced  stone  tools 
have  been  dated  to  as  early  as  2.5  million  years  ago  in  eastern  Africa. 

Over  two  days  in  2005,  Gibbon  ds  group  identified  465  stone  tools  brought  out  of  a diamond- 
mining pit  bordering  South  Africa!  s Vaal  River,  near  the  town  of  Windsorton.  Those 
implements  included  10  hand  axes,  two  hand  axes  with  large  chopping  edges  known  as  cleavers 
and  two  elongated,  three-sided  tools  called  picks.  The  researchers  have  since  recovered  another 
100  hand  axes,  30  cleavers  and  40  picks  from  the  Windsorton  pit.  Sand  and  gravel  from  five 
diamond-mining  pits  provided  samples  for  dating,  says  Gibbon,  an  archaeology  graduate  student 
at  the  University  of  the  Witwatersrand  in  Johannesburg.

Findings  at  Windsorton,  published  online  December  20  in  the  Journal  of  Human  Evolution,  raise 
the  question  of  whether  human  ancestors  developed  Acheulean  tools  independently  in  southern 
and  eastern  Africa  at  around  the  same  time,  developed  the  tools  in  only  one  area  from  which  the 
tool-making  tradition  spread  rapidly  to  distant  regions. 

Gibbon  suspects  that  Homo  ergaster,  a species  regarded  as  a direct  ancestor  of  modem  humans, 
made  the  Windsorton  hand  axes.  A nearby  South  African  site  has  yielded  H.  ergaster  fossils,  but 
no  fossils  of  any  member  of  the  human  evolutionary  family  have  been  found  in  the  Windsorton 
vicinity.  Fossil  finds  have  linked  H.  ergaster  to  Acheulean  tools  in  eastern  Africa. 

Stanford  University  archaeologist  Richard  Klein  suspects  that  Acheulean  tool  making  originated 
in  eastern  Africa  about  1.7  million  years  ago  and  reached  northern  parts  of  what  (His  now  South 
Africa  shortly  afterward.  [HI  doubt  it  arose  more  than  oncc,[  he  says. 

□East  Africa  has  always  been  considered  the  place  of  origin  of  stone  tools  and  subsequent 
technological  developments,  but  I wouldnDt  be  surprised  to  discover  that  significant  stone-tool 
advances  took  place  in  the  Vaal  River  basin  and  then  spread  to  the  rest  of  Africa,  □ Gibbon  says. 

His  team!  Is  findings  support  a preliminary  age  estimate  of  1.6  million  years  that  other 
researchers  have  reported  for  Acheulean  artifacts  from  South  Africa Ds  Wonderwerk  Cave, 
located  about  100  kilometers  northwest  of  Windsorton.  Anthropologist  Michael  Chazan  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  and  his  coworkers  dated  quartz  grains  from  artifact-bearing  soil  and 
further  verified  the  ages  by  identifying  reversals  of  Earth  Ds  magnetic  field  with  known  ages  in 
the  caveDs  sediment.  Their  study  appeared  in  the  July  Journal  of  Human  Evolution. 

Additional  dating  of  Wonderwerk  Cave  deposits  has  confirmed  that  Acheulean  activity  there 
began  1.6  million  years  ago,  with  even  older  stone  tools  dating  to  2 million  years  ago,  Chazan 
says. 

Still,  the  precise  timing  of  Acheulean  origins  in  eastern  and  southern  Africa  remains  uncertain. 

□ There  could  easily  be  a time  lag  between  the  two  regions  on  the  order  of  100,000  years,  in 
either  direction,  that  we  are  not  yet  able  to  detect,  □ Chazan  remarks.

premature  to  be  certain  that  we  will  all  proceed  to  jump  into  the  fire,  because  we  are  as  yet  still 
suspended  in  mid-air  between  the  frying  pan  and  the  fire. 


Equipped  with  this  mindset,  we  must  add  that,  for  the  purposes  of  this  report  ONLY,  we  are 
accordingly  AGNOSTIC  with  reference  to  the  swirling  'Black'  propaganda  against  Obama,  the 
Clintons  and  everyone  else  on  the  miserable  American  political  scene  which  is  (see  below) 
manipulated  by  the  controlling  Intelligence  Power.  Of  course  we  have  strong  views  on  all  the 
issues  that  have  been  and  continue  to  be  raised  in  this  context:  and  in  this  report  we  specifically 
identify,  for  instance,  Mrs  Clinton  as  a financier  of  terrorism.  But  none  of  these  issues  have  ANY 
relevance  to  the  crucial  issue  that  the  whole  world  faces,  which  is: 


The  absolute  paramount  necessity  for  the  completion  of  the  wholesale  Settlements  payouts  and 
for  the  implementation  of  the  G-7- Approved  Refinancing  Programme,  which  will  refund  the  US 
and  European  (etc)  banks  and  will  deliver  on-the-books  liquidity  throughout  the  system  within  a 
matter  of  months.  The  Settlements  payouts  will  finance  the  G-7- Approved  Refinancing 
Programme. 


Belated  resistance  to  the  Settlements  (see  below)  reflects  rearguard  operations  in  the  face  of  the 
reality  that  unavoidable  repatriation  threatens  those  forced  to  repatriate,  with  latent  criminal 
proceedings  and  probable  jail  for  having  fraudulent  assets  on  (or  'under')  their  books. 


In  short,  we  are  not  concerned,  for  the  purposes  of  THIS  report,  with  whether  President-Elect 
Obama's  belief  that  following  Abraham  Lincoln's  technique  of  placing  his  enemies  at  the  centre 
of  his  government  is  well-founded  (which  it  may  well  be),  with  who  is  of  course  blackmailing 
whom  (as  is  known  to  be  the  case),  with  whether  a birth  certificate  was  or  was  not  registered  in 
Timbuctoo,  with  the  reappearance  of  Clinton  retreads  on  the  stage,  and  with  all  the  other  murky 
side-issues  that  have  been  raised  by  anxious  observers,  protagonists,  'Black'  propagandists, 
controlled  agents  of  influence,  and  others,  since  Mr  Obama  was  elected. 


And  the  reason  we  are  not  concerned  HERE  with  such  issues  is  that  IF  THE  SETTLEMENTS 
ARE  NOT  FINALISED,  all  these  people  who  are  shouting  at  cross-purposes  will  eventually  fall 
silent  because  the  United  States  and  Britain  (the  'Main  Enemy')  will  collapse  into  a 
DEPRESSION,  on  the  brink  of  which  both  economies  stand  'as  we  speak'. 


Therefore,  we  do  not  have  the  luxury  to  waste  time  ventilating  about  these  innumerable  issues, 
important  though  some  of  them  certainly  are;  since  if  the  Settlements  are  not  completed  in  short 


order,  the  economic  and  financial  systems  will  collapse  under  the  weight  of  nearly  $700  trillion 
sitting  on  the  roof,  which  is  on  the  verge  of  collapsing  into  the  basement. 


In  other  words,  it's  a matter  of  the  proper  priorities,  and  avoiding  being  diverted  by  deliberately 
contrived  redirection  and  agitation  and  propaganda  operations  which  are  intended  to 
OBFUSCATE  the  prevailing  situation  in  general,  and  the  extremely  grave  predicament  in  which 
ALL  the  financial  criminals  find  themselves,  in  particular. 


And  right  now,  there  is  only  one  priority,  if  the  whole  world  is  to  be  saved  in  time  from  absolute 
catastrophe:  completing  the  Settlement  payouts  and  breaking  all  resistance  to  this  process.  In  the 
United  States  and  Europe,  'forces'  are  moving  around,  even  with  guns,  to  procure  the  necessary 
outcome  (intelligence  received  on  Monday  1st  December  2008). 


This  report  brings  what  we  have  been  able  to  establish  on  the  Settlements  dimension  of  the  world 
crisis,  up  to  date.  We  would,  however,  add  that  we  found  it  somewhat  distasteful  that,  after  eight 
years  of  rightly  excoriating  the  Bush-Clinton  Crime  Dynasty  and  the  immense  and  lasting 
damage  inflicted  on  the  world  under  the  criminal  Bush  Il-Cheney  Administration,  guns  were 
immediately  swivelled  round  and  opened  fire  on  the  President-Elect.

Ahead  of  the  election,  Barack  Obama  had  been  approached  by  US  Air  Force  personnel,  and 
asked  to  step  down.  It  is  believed  that  an  attempt  to  bribe  him  to  do  so  was  also  made.  The  US 
Air  Force  is  heavily  indoctrinated,  while  supporters  of  the  Constitution  holding  high-level  Air 
Force  posts  were  removed  earlier  in  2008,  leaving  key  people  in  charge  who  are  corrupt  and 
involved  in  the  financial  fraud  and  thefts.  Interference  by  armed  forces  personnel  in  the  civilian 
political  process  (albeit  that  it  is  manipulated  and  controlled  by  the  Intelligence  Power:  see 
below)  is  strictly  prohibited  by  the  Universal  Code  of  Military  Justice  (UCMJ)  and  of  course  as  a 
constitutional  expert,  Barack  Obama  immediately  told  the  Air  Force  representatives  to  'get  lost'. 
He  will  presumably  also  have  made  a note  of  their  identities  so  that  their  illegal  behaviour 
catches  up  with  them  later. 


Following  our  report  on  31st  October  that  the  corrupted  former  British  Prime  Minister  Tony 
Blair  had  'rolled  over'  on  all  the  familiar  highest-level  criminalists  and  their  institutional  and 
state  co-conspirators,  from  Bush  41  and  43,  the  Clintons  and  the  Pope,  to  Chancellor  Merkel, 
Deutsche  Bank  and  elements  of  the  Hungarian  Government  (always  secretly  aligned  with  the 
STASEDVD),  it  had  become  imperative  to  divulge  to  the  new  President-elect  what  had  been 
going  on  behind  the  scenes  in  the  darkness. 


We  understand  that  Blair's  testimony  has  now  thrown  so  many  grenades  into  the  blazing  furnace 
that  explosions  are  going  off  in  all  directions,  causing  the  previously  asbestos-clad  rats  to  rush 
around  all  over  the  place  inside  the  furnace  trying  to  escape  the  heat  and  flames  before  they  are 


all  engulfed  by  them.  This  is  a late  factor  that  has  briefly  'delayed'  resolution  of  the  Settlements. 
It  has  had  this  effect  because  the  Blair  capitulation  has  CHANGED  EVERYTHING  for  the 
criminalists,  in  that  their  bluff  has  been  called  and  THESE  RATS  cannot  now  escape. 


SERVES  THEM  RIGHT  FOR  AGAIN  ABUSING  THE  GENEROSITY  OF  THEIR  'CLOSEST 
ALLY'. 


Especially  given  Blair's  revelations  of  the  relevant  sensitive  issues,  in  which  he  shopped  all  the 
main  financial  criminals  and  his  fellow  highest-level  co-conspirators  and  accessories  to  the  fact 
of  these  immense  crimes,  the  US  intelligence  authorities  had  been  left  with  no  choice  in  the 
matter,  since  they  had  not  been  in  the  driving  seat  for  many  months  (see  below)  and  risked  very 
severe  consequences  should  they  themselves  withhold  crucial  information  about  the  corruption, 
from  the  President-elect.  The  'sensible'  decision  was  therefore  taken  to  brief  Barack  Obama  at 
the  earliest  opportunity.  We  are  advised  that  he  received  what  he  was  told  with  shock  and 
contempt. 


OBAMA  ALSO  SHOCKED  TO  FIND  THAT  BIDEN  KNEW  ALL  ABOUT  IT 
Of  particular  concern,  we  understand,  to  President-Elect  Obama  was  his  realisation  that  his  Vice- 
Presidential  colleague,  Mr  Biden,  knew  all  about  the  financial  corruption  (let  us  leave  the  matter 
there)  and  so,  by  definition,  may  have  committed  an  offence  under  the  Misprision  of  Felony 
Statute  (1),  at  the  very  least,  and  will,  on  further  investigation,  have  been  a co-conspirator  to 
some  degree  or  another.  This  realisation  explains  why  Biden  was  subsequently  described  as 
being  'unhappy'  with  the  situation  in  which  he  now  found  himself.  Could  it  be  that  Biden,  to  put 
the  worst  possible  construction  on  the  matter,  may  have  expected  his  future  boss  to  succumb  to 
the  bribery  pressure  that  the  corrupt  incumbent  in  the  White  House  would  be  likely  to  impose 
upon  him? 


The  Editor's  original  notes  on  information  received  at  8.20pm  UK  time  on  6th  November  include 
a reference  to  indications  that  Senator  Obama  was  first  informed  to  a limited  extent  that  a 
gigantic  scandal  with  explosive  implications  was  out  of  control  back  in  May  2008,  but  that  he 
was  not  given  pertinent  details  at  the  time.  Our  notes  state  that  Mr  Obama  'only  started  to  find 
out  after  he  was  elected  and  received  private  security  briefings  by  CIA  agents.  He's  starting  to 
find  out  how  many  figures  were  involved,  and  he's  saying  [expletive  deleted].  His  meetings 
started  yesterday  and  continued  all  day  today.  He's  furious  and  also  very  angry  at  Biden.  It  has 
never  been  known  for  a President-Elect  to  receive  CIA  briefings  immediately  his  election  has 
been  confirmed'.  Our  sources  elaborated  that  'Obama's  meeting  with  his  financial  team.  He 
learned  this  stuff  and  was  horrified'. 


Briefing  Obama  on  this  occasion  must  in  any  case  have  been  a distrinctly  painful  experience  for 
the  compromised  General  Hayden,  Director  of  Central  Intelligence,  and  also  for  John 


Negroponte,  the  former  Director  of  National  Intelligence  (see  below),  if  he  too  had  to  attend  the 
briefing,  since  the  CIA  and  its  numerous  appendages  and  so-called  subsidiary  agencies  are 
notoriously  disruptive  revolutionary  criminal  enterprises  that  have  themselves  been  fully 
engaged  in  spearheading  the  fraudulent  finance  dimension  of  the  World  Revolution. 


VOLCKER,  A TRUSTEE,  HAS  SOUND  REASONS  FOR  HIS  ADVICE 
In  this  connection,  the  key  member  of  Obama's  financial  advisory  team,  and  a powerful  adviser 
during  the  later  stages  of  Mr  Obama's  campaign,  is  Paul  Volcker,  the  former  Chairman  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board,  and  a man  who,  whatever  critics  may  say,  is  held  in  the  highest  esteem 
internationally.  As  a 'righteous  Jew',  this  expert  is  believed  to  abhor  all  the  financial  corruption, 
although  he  IS  a Trustee  for  'the  Settlements'. 


Over  1,000  Trustees  were  originally  appointed,  all  of  them  connected  in  some  way  to  Bush  Sr. 


This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  all  Trustees  are  or  will  have  been  compromised  (although 
Bush  Sr.  always  seeks  to  double-cross,  intimidate  and/or  compromise  those  with  whom  he  has 
dealings).  In  the  present  context,  what  it  means  is  that  Volcker  himself,  as  a Trustee,  needed  to 
be  paid,  so  that  he,  too,  could  fulfil  his  obligations  as  a Trustee  towards  other  parties.  That  has 
been  a very  significant  fact  in  the  overall  quadrilateral  equation. 


On  27th  November,  Reuters  reported  that  Mr  Obama  had  picked  Volcker  to  head  a special  office 
to  advise  on  economic  and  financial  recovery. 


SATELLITE-LINKED  TRADING  AND  ECONOMIC  TERRORISM 

One  dimension  of  this  pointless  activity  has  typically  included  the  distribution  inside  the  United 
States  of  special  satellite-linked  'grey  screen1  trading  equipment  enabling  selected  operatives  to 
conduct  secret  off-balance  sheet  and  therefore  illegal  'terrorist'  trading  from  their  own  homes, 
often  ostensibly  unknown  even  to  their  own  family  members.  This  activity  has  been  very 
severely  curtailed  or  stopped  altogether,  as  all  transactions  and  funds  associated  with  this  trading 
is  tracked  24/7.  Many  operatives  engaged  in  these  illegal  trades  have  had  to  close  down  their 
operations,  have  gone  to  ground,  or  have  been  arrested. 


When  tackled  about  these  activities  in  the  past,  members  of  such  US  operatives'  families,  who 
'sort  of  knew  what  was  going  on,  have  typically  tended  to  fall  back  on  the  words  'national 
security1  when  asked  direct  questions  about  what  such  unusual  satellite  trading  equipment  was 


being  used  for  this  phrase  being  favoured  as  cover  for  the  reality  that  the  trading  equipment  had 
been  given  to  the  operatives  by  the  CIA  et  al.  to  enable  them  to  conduct  illegal,  off-balance 
sheet,  untaxed,  secret  fraudulent  finance  counterparty  trading  operations  undetected,  as  such 
transactions  are  or  were  of  course  all  unaudited  and  subject  to  no  checks  and  balances  at  all. 


By  their  involvement  in  such  hidden  fraudulent  financial  trading  activity,  the  secret  Agency- 
linked  traders,  located  all  over  the  United  States,  were  engaged  in  economic  terrorism  and  are 
accordingly  vulnerable,  as  the  purge  widens,  to  being  arrested  and  indicted  for  such  crimes. 


Of  course  even  family  members  who  knew  what  their  spouses  were  up  to  may  genuinely  have 
assumed  that  their  secret  trading  activities  were  covered  by  the  National  Security  Act  of  1947  et 
seq.;  but  since  most  of  these  people  knew  perfectly  well  what  was  going  on,  their  toleration  of 
such  corrosive  activities,  amounting  to  economic  terrorism,  which  have  created  such  growing 
havoc  by  accelerating  the  rate  of  expansion  of  the  overhang  of  unrealisable  outstanding  fiat 
obligations,  represents  a prima  facie  breach  of  the  Misprision  of  Felony  Statute. 


DOUBLE-MINDED  CRIMINAL  ENTERPRISE  SERVES  DVD'S  AGENDA 
The  CIA's  fraudulent  finance  operations  have  been  systematically  destroying  the  global  financial 
economy  in  accordance  with  the  bribery-oriented  blueprint  developed  by  George  Bush  Sr.  and 
the  corrupt  Dr  Alan  Greenspan  for  Deutsche  Verteidigungs  Dienst  (DVD),  Dachau,  the  heirs  of 
the  Nazi  Abwehr  originally  directed  from  Oklahoma  City  by  the  late  Admiral  Canaris,  who 
operated  under  the  assumed  name  of  Samuel  Randall  Pittman  until  he  fell  ill  in  1974,  when  his 
place  was  occupied  on  a temporary  basis  by  the  triple  or  quadruple  agent  Dr  Henry  Kissinger, 
who  has  never  managed  to  discard  his  hideously  guttural  German  accent,  which  no  American 
ever  seems  to  have  questioned! 


Kissinger  persuaded  President  Gerald  Ford  (a.k.a.  the  pornographer  Leslie  Lynch  King  Jr.)  to 
fire  William  Colby  (later  'suicided'  during  a 'canoe  trip'  on  the  Potomac)  and  to  replace  him  as 
DCI  with  George  Henry  Walker  Bush  Sr.  (Scherff),  a long-time  Abwehr/DVD  asset  and  CIA 
agent  implicated  in  the  assassination  of  President  John  F.  Kennedy,  in  a manoeuvre  whereby  the 
DVD  came  to  control  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  totally  (rather  than  partially  through  the 
notorious  earlier  postwar  penetrations).  In  April  2008,  a 'connected'  US  visitor  who  appeared  at 
our  London  office  without  an  appointment  on  Good  Friday,  volunteered  that  our  DVD  analysis 
'is  100%  correct'. 


LONG-RANGE  PAN-GERMAN  REVANCHIST  STRATEGIC  DECEPTION 
The  pan-German  'Black'  DVD  Nazi  strategic  deception  Continuum  is  motivated  by  a hatred  of 
the  'Anglo-Saxons'  for  having  supposedly  'won'  two  World  Wars  as  a consequence  of  which 
Germany  was  virtually  destroyed.  In  1941-42,  the  Nazis  set  up  a German  Geopolitical  Centre  in 


Madrid,  which  became  a haven  for  Gestapo  officers,  who  occupied  all  the  main  hotels  there  for 
many  years.  In  the  early  1950s,  the  Allies  intercepted  a document  that  they  labelled  the  'Madrid 
Circular  Letter'  which  spelled  out  pan-German  long-range  plans  to  reverse  the  outcomes  of  the 
two  World  Wars. 


This  document  elaborated  on  Nazi  policy  papers  captured  by  the  Allies  at  the  end  of  the  Second 
Illuminati  War,  one  of  which  boasted  that  'we  shall  build  the  Thousand-Year  Reich  on  the  Ruins 
of  the  United  States',  as  explained  in  great  detail  in  the  Editor's  book  ' 

The  New  Underworld  Order1. 


The  'Madrid  Circular  Letter'  claimed  that  'fr  uns  ist  der  Krieg  niemals  vorbei'  (for  us,  the  war 
never  ended).  But  the  West  in  general , and  the  United  States  in  particular,  complacently 
assumed  that,  having  personalised  the  enemy  in  the  format  of  the  hate-figure  of  Hitler,  that 
operative's  demise  represented  the  end  of  the  Nazi  menace.  This  view  was  catastrophically 
mistaken. 


For,  as  described  in  the  Editor's  book  and  widely  elaborated  elsewhere,  the  Nazi  repression  and 
intelligence  chief  in  the  Soviet  Union,  General  Reinhard  Gehlen,  not  only  managed  to  persuade  a 
willing  US  political  and  intelligence  class  that  Mr  Stalin  was  preparing  to  invade  Western 
Europe  (whereas  in  reality  Josef  Djiugashivili-Kochba  had  only  one  and  a half  mechanised 
divisions,  the  rest  being  either  decimated  or  still  horse-drawn,  while  his  repression  cadres  were 
bogged  down  with  imposing  their  control  over  the  newly-annexed  satellites),  but  also  over  time 
procured  the  mass  penetration  of  the  US  intelligence  community  and  other  US  structures  with 
'former'  Nazi  operatives  and  scientists,  finally  backing  the  reconstituted  European  elements  of 
his  former  networks  into  the  Germany-based  US  intelligence  structures  themselves  (CIA-1, 
Frankfurt). 


WORLD  NOW  ENGULFED  IN  A CHAOTIC  INTELLIGENCE  WAR 

All  intelligence  organisations  today  are  at  war  within  themselves,  as  all  have  been  penetrated  by 
foreign  powers  and  domestic  enemies,  as  a consequence  of  which  no  intelligence  operative  can 
ever  trust  any  of  his  or  her  colleagues  and  must  live  with  the  knowledge  that  he  or  she  is  liable  to 
be  deceived,  double-crossed  or  entrapped  without  warning  at  any  stage  of  a given  operation. 


The  upshot  is  that  the  whole  world  is  now  engulfed  in  a ruthless,  no-holds-barred,  long-running 
and  now  red-hot  intelligence  war  over  money,  which  is  actually  destroying  all  money  and  asset 
values  on  a scale  with  no  historical  precedent.  We  did  predict  this  outcome  in  our  reports  dated 


2nd  September  2006,  and  in  reports  posted,  for  instance,  on  18th  and  27th  July  2007  [see 
Archive] . 


As  indicated  earlier,  the  intelligence  war  over  money  had  been  raging  largely  below  the  radar, 
with  periodic  eruptions,  certainly  since  the  Second  World  War.  But  given  the  terrible 
intransigence  of  the  organised  intelligence  community-linked  criminals  who  hijacked  the  White 
House  and  the  US  Treasury  under  the  Bush  and  Clinton  Crime  Families,  we  need  hardly  be 
surprised  that  many  unruly  elements  of  the  darkness  are  taking  matters  into  their  own  hands, 
seeking  to  ignite  flashpoints  in  the  cynical  expectation  of  being  able  to  foment  wars  and  rumours 
of  wars  which  can  subsequently  be  exploited  to  cover  up  their  financial  thefts  and  fraudulent 
operations.  For  instance,  the  Bombay  atrocities  could  well  have  been  associated  with  the  Bush- 
linked  'Black'  forces'  fury  that  the  Indian  authorities  may  have  'ceased  to  cooperate'  over  $2.0 
trillion  that  was  illegally  transferred,  you  will  recall,  to  UBS  New  Delhi,  in  the  course  of  2007, 
when  the  criminal  financial  operations  were  at  their  peak,  before  our  exposures  had  started  to 
bring  the  perpetrators  to  book. 


Amazingly,  however,  these  penetrated  and  internally  warring  intelligence  communities  'rely 
upon'  the  'Rule  of  Law'  as  a back-stop,  even  though  some  of  them  (headed  by  the  CIA)  treat  the 
'Rule  of  Law1  with  absolute  contempt  and  consider  that  they  have  an  open-ended  license  to  break 
the  law,  the  only  rule  being  'you  are  on  you're  own  if  you  get  caught'. 


CRIMINAL  INTELLIGENCE  INCOMPATIBLE  WITH  GOOD  GOVERNANCE 
Self-evidently,  the  existence  of  criminal  enterprise  intelligence  communities  as  evil  as  the  CIA 
and  its  'subsidiaries'  is  quite  incompatible  with  good  governance  and  indeed  with  national  and 
external  stability  and  wellbeing.  Moreover,  as  we  have  explained  both  electronically  and  in 
several  of  our  publications,  the  aggressive  Intelligence  Power  acquires  hegemony  over  the  other 
two  sides  of  the  power  triangle,  the  Military  Power  and  'The  Party'  which,  in  the  geomasonic 
control  model,  is  split  between  two  main  factions  (Thesis,  Republicans  and  the  Conservative 
Party;  Antithesis,  the  US  Democrats  or  the  Labour  Party).  The  Intelligence  Power  typically 
develops  its  odious  status  as  the  immense,  arrogant  'State  within  the  State'  by  exploiting  its 
power  of  penetration  and  its  'licence  to  deceive',  so  that  it  places  its  own  operatives  inside  the 
Military  Power  and  The  Party.  In  both  Britain  and  the  United  States,  the  Intelligence  Power 
selects  and  prepares  candidates  for  the  highest  offices  from  among  the  ranks  of  its  operatives  or 
assets  giving  rise  to  our  aphorisms: 


'The  Intelligence  Power  is  in  control,  out  of  control 
and  needs  to  be  brought  under  control1;  and: 


'It  is  neither  here  nor  there  which  faction  of  The  Party  wins  elections, 
because  the  Intelligence  Power  always  wins'. 


In  the  parallel  and  almost  identical  (covert)  Soviet  model,  exactly  the  same  phenomenon  applies. 
This  central  reality  (which  few  Americans  yet  seem  to  grasp)  does  not  detract  from  the  fact  that 
the  two  wings  of  The  Party  are  or  can  be  at  almost  perpetual  loggerheads  with  each  other,  and 
bitter  enemies  at  all  times.  After  all,  enmity,  hatred,  conflict,  antagonism,  lying,  deceit,  reprobate 
abuse,  paedophilia,  double-crossing,  bearing  false  witness  and  all  the  other  familiar  'Black' 
behaviour  that  is  characteristic  of  the  darkness  are  presupposed,  given  that  Evil  Spirit  is  in  charge 
here. 


Perpetual  conflict  and  tension  (which  the  controlled  operatives  Trotsky  and  Mao  Tse-Tung  took 
to  the  extreme  of  advocating  and  promoting  'Permanent  Revolution')  are  the  necessary 
prerequisites  for  'fruitful'  manipulation  of  the  dialectical  process  (Thesis,  Antithesis,  Synthesis), 
with  successive  dialectical  cycles  occurring  until  (in  theory)  such  time  as  the  pre-intended 
'Synthesis'  is  achieved. 


But  of  course,  as  all  this  is  the  work  of  the  Devil,  that  never  actually  happens:  hence  the  use  of 
the  word  'Revolution',  meaning  going  round  and  round  in  circles. 


The  word  'reactionary'  was  developed  as  a label  to  be  used  against  all  who  oppose  going  round 
and  round  in  circles,  with  the  completely  illogical  connotation  that  those  who  prefer  standing  still 
and  not  getting  dizzy  by  going  round  in  circles,  are  boring  stick-in-the  muds  who  can  be 
dismissed  as  beyond  their  sell-by-date.  The  use  of  twisted  semantics  is  an  important 
revolutionary  tool. 


TABLES  DECISIVELY  TURNED  AGAINST  PARTS  OF  THE  OCTOPUS 
Anyway,  we  diverge  (on  purpose),  don't  we? 


Actually,  a modicum  of  scene-setting  has  been  considered  necessary,  in  particular  so  as  to 
address  two  rearguard  agitprop  campaigns  that  erupted  the  moment  John  McCain  conceded  the 
election,  leaving  Barack  Obama  as  the  President-elect.  McCain  is  reported  to  have  decided  to 
'throw'  the  election  in  part  because,  finally,  he  had  become  sick  of  the  endless  corruption,  and 
preferred  the  prospect  of  retiring  to  a status  of  'elder  statesman',  not  least  so  that  the  far-reaching 
purge  that  we  identified  and  predicted  in  our  report  dated  6th  November  2007,  would  not  be 
liable  to  be  focused  in  his  direction.  In  that  report,  we  published  paragraphs  headed  as  follows: 


'Why  the  overdue  purge,  once  started,  will  now  continue'; 

'The  bad  apples  will  continue  to  be  purged';  and: 

'The  American  people  will  suffer  because  they  cannot  get  on  top  of 
the  most  dangerous  pack  of  deceiving  and  thieving  wolves  in  the  world'. 


DEFEATED  'GERMAN  FACTION'  FURIOUS  THAT  IT  HAS  BEEN  COMPREHENSIVELY 
THRASHED 

The  good  news,  as  will  be  explained  below,  is  that,  at  long  last,  the  tables  are  now  being 
decisively  turned  against  these  ruthless  criminal  operatives  a fact  which  has  so  far  escaped  the 
attention  of  most  Americans,  and  has  certainly  not  been  well  understood  by  many  correspondents 
in  the  United  States  impatient  for  progress  but  lacking  adequate  information,  who  appear  to 
imagine  that  these  evils  can  somehow  be  remedied  overnight,  let  alone  by  various  frantic  authors 
of  certain  hysterical  electronic  postings  which  have  their  known  origins  in  last-ditch  US 
counterintgelligence  agitprop  operations  separately  designed  to  destabilise  the  President-elect, 
and  the  British. 


Both  these  sewage  outflows  of  disinformation  have  been  driven  by  the  following  realities: 

THE  UNITED  STATES  IS  NOW  RANK  BUST.  It  is  IN  HOCK  to  the  European  powers.  This  is 
NOT  a result  of  deliberate  entrapment  by  these  European  powers:  it  is  a consequence  of  the 
unfortunate  failure  of  the  American  people  to  clean  up  their  country's  mess,  which  is  to  say,  their 
failure  to  find  a mechanism  for  ridding  the  political  structures  of  the  corrupt  organised  criminals 
who  hijacked  the  US  political  process  many  years  ago  for  illegal  and  corrupt  self-enrichment 
purposes. 


No-one  in  Europe  blames  the  American  people  for  this  failure:  it  is  hardly  THEIR  fault  that  such 
a ruthless  gang  of  criminals  and  thieves  took  over  their  Government  and  turned  it  into  a 
murderous  money-making  machine  for  their  own  purposes,  to  the  detriment  of  the  American 
people  and  of  the  whole  world,  leaving  the  United  States  with  a degraded  reputation  as  a pariah 
state. 


After  all,  the  United  States  'replaced'  Britain  as  the  leading  power  in  the  world,  and  expects  the 
Rest  of  the  World  to  hold  its  currency,  as  prescribed  under  the  Bretton  Woods  system,  which 
ALSO  laid  down  that  the  second,  offsetting,  world  currency  shall  remain  the  pound  sterling 
(which  is  why,  contrary  to  what  the  President  of  the  European  Commission  is  now  claiming, 
Britain  is  NOT  about  to  dump  the  pound  and  substitute  the  European  Collective  Currency,  which 
is  backed  by  nothing,  has  no  Treasury  and  lacks  any  Government  in  the  true  sense). 


Contrary  to  the  bitter  propaganda  motivated  precisely  by  the  fact  that  the  DVD-linked  criminals 
holding  the  highest  offices  have  now  been  COMPREHENSIVELY  DEFEATED,  a nasty 
rearguard  'Blacking'  operation  (which  no-one  other  than  the  less  well-informed  (through  no  fault 
of  their  own)  takes  seriously)  has  suggested  that  the  Brits  have  got  the  'upper  hand':  whereas 
what  has  really  happened  is  that  the  thefts  of  The  Queen's  gold  and  attempted  thefts  of  Her 
Majesty's  loan  funds,  and  other  financial  crimes  against  the  Sovereign  arising  from  the 
surreptitious  instalment  by  Bush-Blair  of  fraudulent  finance  operations  involving  Deutsche  Bank 
and  the  Vatican  Bank  run  through  Coutts  Bank  as  clearing  house,  have  been  'put  in  order'. 


At  the  same  time,  since  the  financial  crimes  were  committed  abroad,  especially  in  Britain,  British 
law  enforcement,  intelligence  and  justice  hAVE  been  deployed  to  procure  the  intended  outcome 
against  the  intransigent  wishes  of  the  scorched  and  defeated  criminalists  and  their  some  of  their 
intelligence  and  banking  associates,  and  latterly  now  of  Gordon  Brown  [see  below]. 


The  pan-German  Fifth  Column  headed  by  the  DVD's  Bush  Sr.  (Scherff)  have  now  been  thrashed 
so  badly,  and  repeatedly  thrashed  so  badly,  that  they  are  bleeding  and  screaming  and  bellyaching 
as  they  wallow  in  the  mess  resulting  from  their  newly  exposed  criminality,  alike  a spoilt  child 
who  has  been  disciplined  and  refuses  to  submit  to  any  discipline  whatsoever. 


There  is  nothing  (apart  from  organising  retaliatory  flashpoint  atrocities  such  as  shipping  trigger- 
happy  mind-controlled  False  Flag  terrorist  cadres  by  boat  into  Bombay  and  ordering  them 
through  compartmentalised  cutouts  to  indulge  in  a sadistic  bloodbath  of  Jews  and  other 
foreigners)  that  they  can  now  do  about  this  massive  defeat  that  they  are  experiencing. 


DIVERSIONARY  PURPOSE  OF  PANICKY  ANTI-BRITISH  AGITPROP 
The  purpose  of  the  crude  attacks  on  the  British  that  we  have  been  seeing  of  late  is  therefore  to 
reverse  the  truth  which  is  that  the  criminal  financial  operations,  equating  to  financing  terrorism, 
were  and  have  continued  to  be  recklessly  perpetrated  by  these  arrogant  US  criminal  operatives 
against  The  Queen  (see  below)  and  Britain  generally,  as  well  as  against  certain  other  key 
European  countries.  Those  controlled  diversion  and  redirection  outlets  that  have  been  pointing 
the  finger  at  the  British  have  been  ordered  or  encouraged  to  do  so  by  their  handlers,  as  part  of  a 
crude,  belated  and  futile  rearguard  response  to  the  stark  and  decisive  defeat  these  criminals  have 
suffered  and  are  facing,  to  try  to  obfuscate  what  has  been  going  on,  and  to  salvage  the  wounded 
pride  of  those  agents  of  influence  who  have  been  unwilling  to  comprehend  that  the  criminality 
originated  at  home  but  had  to  be  exported  to  Europe  and  beyond  because  the  relevant  financial 
fraud  operations  were  and  remain  illegal  under,  inter  alia,  the  US  securities  laws. 


See  also,  appended  at  the  foot  of  this  report,  the  list  of  US  Statutes  that  the  American 
perpetrators  flouted,  and  for  which  many  of  their  number,  including  representatives  of  the 
criminal  enterprises,  will  certainly  be  called  to  account  as  a consequence  of  crucial  US  judicial 
processes  which  remain  empanelled  and  are  intensively  engaged  in  comprehensive  reviews  of 
the  epidemic  of  Bush-linked  fraudulent  finance  highlighted  by  these  exposures.  These  processes 
will  impinge  upon  the  Senate  confirmation  hearings,  which  will  need  to  consider  the  criminal 
activities  of  certain  nominees. 


Recall  that  nine  aircraft  were  commandeered,  as  reported  in  our  posting  dated  6th  November 
2007,  to  transport  thousands  of  arrested  US  bankers  to  European  centres,  especially  Britain, 
where  they  were  taken  into  custody  under  the  European  anti-terrorism  legislation.  As  we 
reported  recently,  the  bankers  and  others,  including  some  of  their  lawyers,  were  duly  jailed  for 
periods  of  25  years,  with  the  aggregate  number  of  such  prisoners  languishing  in  British  and 
European  jails  now  believed  to  exceed  10,000.  Further  information  about  what  they  were  up  to, 
is  contained  in  the  present  report. 


BUSH  TRIED  TO  BRIBE  OBAMA  WHEN  HE  VISITED  THE  WHITE  HOUSE 
When  considering  what  follows,  it  will  be  as  well  to  remind  ourselves  that  what  is  presented  for 
public  consumption  may  of  course  diverge  100%  from  the  reality.  Hence  widely  distributed  press 
photographs  of  President-elect  Obama  and  his  wife  flanked  by  a mean-looking  President  George 
W.  Bush  who  has  made  a complete  mess  of  his  Presidency,  and  his  wife  Laura  with  her  stiff  false 
smile,  at  the  White  House  on  Monday  10th  November,  were  intended  to  imply  that  the  outgoing 
team  had  been  engaged  in  a polite  encounter,  smoothing  the  way  for  the  President-Elect  to 
assume  power  and  displaying  before  the  whole  world  that  the  United  States  transfers  power 
without  acrimony. 


Nothing  could  have  been  further  from  the  truth  about  what  happened  on  Monday  10th 
November,  when  Mr  and  Mrs  Obama  appeared  at  the  White  House  on  schedule.  For  according  to 
our  special  sources,  what  then  happened  was  that  Mr  Obama  was  immediately  subjected  to  the 
Bush  bribery  routine.  Specifically,  heavy  pressure  was  exerted  on  him  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
Bush-Cheney  criminalist  gangsters  in  exchange  for  a huge  payout,  the  proportions  of  which  have 
not  yet  been  specified  (whereas  it  is  known  that  a huge  volume  of  gold  was  paid  to  a previous 
contender  for  high  office  on  an  earlier  occasion). 


Reflecting  his  innate  strength  of  character,  his  standards  of  belief  and  conduct  and  his  extensive 
knowledge  as  a former  professor  of  constitutional  law  in  Chicago,  Barack  Obama  reacted  with 


an  outright  rejection,  along  the  lines  inter  alia  of  'you  must  be  joking'  whereupon  there  really 
wasn't  much  more  to  be  said.  The  Bush  Crime  Family  had  finally  'blown  if. 


These  criminal  operatives  behaved  as  they  have  behaved  all  along  assuming  that  the  Cheney- 
favoured  post-war  neo-Nazi-originated  power-building  technique  of  bribery,  with  its  corollary  of 
blackmail  and  control,  would  'work',  as  had  been  the  case  in  innumerable  instances  before.  They 
took  the  desperate  risk  that  their  offer  might  be  turned  down,  without  stopping  to  think  what  the 
consequences  of  such  an  'inconceivable'  rejection  would  be  likely  to  be. 


BUSH  WARNED:  DO  NOT  TOUCH  OBAMA,  OR  ELSE' 

In  order  to  register  the  momentous  consequences  of  this  encounter  on  10th  November  2008,  a 
concomitant  development  must  be  reported  here.  Following  Obama's  election  victory,  George 
Bush  Sr.  and  associates,  including  his  cokehead  son,  were  informed  by  powerful  but  unspecified 
parties  that  if  they  proceeded  with  their  project  to  have  President-Elect  Barack  Obama  'removed' 
an  intention  that  had  been  discovered  to  be  a reality,  as  opposed  to  wishful  thinking  all  those 
concerned  would  immediately  be  liquidated  without  further  ado. 


Now  it  will  be  recalled  that  we  have  previously  reported  that  Bush  Sr.,  the  Personification  of 
Evil,  has  previously  been  warned  that  he  would  be  shot  dead  on  sight  a warning  he  has  ignored. 


In  2004,  when  confronted  by  representatives  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  about  his  open-ended 
criminal  operations  at  home  and  abroad,  the  charming  Mr  George  Bush  Sr.  is  reported  to  have 
shouted:  'Go  take  a flying  [expletive  deleted]  at  the  moon'.  [Verbatim]. 


But  this  time,  the  force  of  the  warning  appears  to  have  penetrated  one  ear  of  the  relevant  skulls 
without  immediately  shooting  out  of  the  other  one  as  usually  happens,  given  that  there  is  not  a lot 
in  between.  It  was  borne  in  upon  these  crooks  that  the  Intelligence  Power  had  long  since  made  up 
its  mind  WHO  was  to  be  President  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  US  Intelligence  Power  was 
supported  by  the  Military  Power  as  well  not  least,  at  this  late  stage,  because  the  Military  Power 
knows  what  the  consequences  in  terms  of  domestic  revolutionary  social  unrest  would  be  liable  to 
be,  should  anything  happen  to  the  new  President-Elect. 


BLAIR  SUBJECTED  TO  INTENSE  INTERROGATION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 
In  other  words,  the  temperature  immediately  following  the  election  could  be  described  as  close 
to  boiling  point,  especially  as  the  former  British  Prime  Minister,  Tony  Blair,  had  crossed  the 
Atlantic  for  a second  time,  to  appear  in  Washington  DC  for  further  questioning. 


This  followed  his  capitulation  two  weeks  or  so  earlier  when,  faced  with  a summons  to  appear,  as 
ordered  by  Speaker  Michael  Martin,  before  a House  of  Commons  Committee  ostensibly  called 
upon  to  investigate  the  1 1 -year-old  matter  of  Blair's  exemption  of  the  Formula  One  motor  racing 
sector  from  a ban  on  tobacco  advertising  shortly  after  Blair  had  seen  its  controller,  the  dubious 
Monaco-based  Bemie  Ecclestone  in  1997,  Blair  had  decided  to  'roll  over'  on  all  the  primary 
participants  in  this  fraudulent  finance  epidemic,  as  we  reported  here  on  31st  October  2008. 


As  explained  in  that  report,  UK  Parliamentary  committees  will  only  address  issues  that  are 
before  the  relevant  House  and  concern  its  specific  business;  so  the  intention  had  been  to  entrap 
Blair  with  evidence  based  inter  alia  (but  not  exclusively)  upon  evidence  that  surfaced  following 
the  raids  on  the  'safety  lock  boxes'  by  300  armed  Metropolitan  Police  masterminded  by  Assistant 
Deputy  Metropolitan  Police  Commissioner  John  Yates  on  2nd  June  2008  an  absolutely  crucial, 
decisive  development  in  the  process  of  unravelling  the  criminal  operations  of  the  Octopus. 


BLAIR  AND  BUSH  SET  LONDON  UP  AS  FRAUDULENT  FINANCE  PLATFORM 
On  Sunday  2nd  November,  Blair  had  been  obliged  to  rush  to  the  United  States  for  the  first  time 
since  he  had  'rolled  over',  inter  alia  to  sign  certain  key  release  documents  in  the  presence,  it  is 
believed,  of  two  Supreme  Court  Black  Robes.  With  such  information  surfacing,  it  now  began  to 
emerge  that  Blair  had  been  much  more  deeply  involved  (see  below)  with  the  fraudulent  finance 
operations  than  may  have  previously  been  understood.  For  on  3rd  November,  we  were  able  to 
establish  from  two  reliable  sources  that: 


Following  9/11  (when  a large  portfolio  of  contracts  had  perished  given  that  the  offices  and  652 
personnel  of  Cantor  Fitzgerald,  the  British-based  money  brokerage  firm,  had  been  destroyed 
when  the  Twin  Towers  were  blown  up),  and  certainly  by  May  2003  when  the  Editor  of  this 
service  started  to  become  aware  of  this,  former  President  Bush  41  and  Prime  Minister  Blair  had 
been  instrumental  in  procuring  the  exploitation  of  London  as  the  main  'platform'  for  a new  wave 
of  fraudulent  finance  operations  inter  alia  using  stolen  assets  as  base.  The  Bank  of  England 
provided  secret  offshore  account  facilities  for  this  purpose  as  well,  and  has  been  directly 
involved  in  these  activities:  hence  (a)  the  arrest  of  the  former  Governor,  Eddie  (Lord)  George,  in 
July  2007,  and  (b)  the  tension  that  is  evident  on  the  face  of  the  current  Governor  of  the  Bank  of 
England,  Mervyn  King. 


Specifically,  Coutts  Bank,  'The  Queen's  bank',  was  selected  to  serve  as  clearing  house  (money 
laundry)  to  move  secret  fiat  funds  through  to  Deutsche  Bank,  the  DVD's  'house  bank',  and  on  to 
the  Vatican  Bank,  by  now  directed  by  the  former  President  of  the  Bundesbank,  Herr  Dr  Hans 
Tietmeyer,  under  the  control  of  the  German  Pope  Ratzinger.  At  Coutts,  there  is  or  was  a lock  box 


containing  substantial  usurped  collateral  assets  which  may  have  underpinned  at  least  part  of  this 
operation. 


Nefarious  intentions  here  included  a blatant  attempt  to  compromise  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  by 
exploiting  the  services  of  this  institution,  Coutts  Bank,  known  to  have  connections  with  Royalty. 


More  generally,  cover  for  this  illicit  financial  activity  was  to  be  provided,  crudely  put,  by  The 
Queen,  unknown  to  her,  and  the  Pope  simultaneously. 


Incredibly,  the  conduit  'enabling'  aspects  of  this  criminalist  assault  to  be  perpetrated  is  reported 
to  us  to  have  been  a certain  Bernie  Ecclestone,  whose  Formula  One  (cover?)  operations  are  based 
in  Monaco  which  is  the  CIA's  main  European  money-laundering  centre. 


Formula  One.  which  may  be  a massively  'lucrative'  money  laundry  (serving  the  necessary 
'project'  purpose  applicable  to  all  such  finance),  is  known  to  have  very  extensive  German 
dimensions  and  is  ultimately  controlled  by  Max  Mosely,  son  of  Sir  Oswald  Mosley,  head  of  the 
British  Fascist  Party  and  a Mussolini  symathiser,  and  the  supremely  snobby  socialite  Diana 
Mitford,  who  had  been  a personal  friend  of  Adolf  Hitler-Schickelgrber  and  a Nazi  sympathiser 
(both  of  whom  were  interned  by  the  British  Government  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Second  Illuminati 
War). 


Hence  the  significance  of  Speaker  Michael  Martin's  order  for  Blair  to  appear  before  a House  of 
Commons  investigating  committee  over  the  1997  'Ecclestone  affair'. 


There  is  also  an  extraordinary  separate  'Ecclestone'  dimension  which  would  appear  to  have 
represented  an  early  attempt  by  UK  authorities  to  bear  false  witness  against  the  Editor  of  this 
service  in  order  to  discourage  him  from  pursuing  these  enquiries  (an  operation  which  of  course 
had  the  opposite  effect).  This  dimension  is  elaborated  on  pages  F-03  et  seq.  of  the  new  issue  of 

International  Currency  Review  [Volume  34,  Number  1],  published  at  the  end  of  November  2008, 
excerpts  from  which  are  posted  below  in  the  Appendix. 


On  21st  November  it  was  extensively  publicised  that  the  diminutive  (5ft  4ins)  Ecclestone  is  to  be 
divorced  by  his  extremely  tall  Croatian  wife  (and  DVD  handler?)  Slavica,  who  could  be  in  line 


for  a record-breaking  divorce  settlement,  as  many  of  his  assets  are  reported  to  be  lodged  in  her 
name.  The  timing  of  this  development  is  'curious',  to  say  the  last. 


POWERS  OF  ATTORNEY  TO  INVESTIGATE  COUTTS  LOCK  BOX 
In  March  2005,  the  Editor  of  this  service  was  granted  a strictly  limited  (at  his  request)  Power  of 
Attorney  empowering  him  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  existence  of  certain  assets  held  at 
Coutts  Bank.  The  Editor  attended  the  offices  of  Attorney  Steven  Goodwin  in  Richmond,  VA, 
from  where  a conference  call  to  Coutts  Bank  was  arranged  at  which  Mr  Goodwin  was  to  inform 
the  bank  that  he  would  be  attending  at  Coutts  with  the  Editor  in  this  connection. 


The  phone  call  was  initially  directed  to  a Mrs  Burgess,  a contact  previously  established  by  the 
Editor;  but  when  put  through,  it  was  diverted  to  a Mr  Robertson,  a Scot  presumably  installed  by 
Royal  Bank  of  Scotland,  of  which  Coutts,  via  Natwest  Bank,  was  by  now  a subsidiary  (such 
hasty  banking  mergers  facilitate  the  hiding  of  irregular  transactions). 


This  Mr  Robertson  did  his  best  to  affect  total  ignorance  of  the  assets  in  question.  At  the  end  of 
the  said  conference  call,  the  Editor  surprised  Mr  Robertson  by  interjecting  to  say  that  as  Editor  of 

International  Currency  Review,  he  was  conducting  an  extensive  investigation  into  missing  and 
hijacked  finances  worldwide,  which  was  one  reason  why  he  would  be  attending  at  Coutts  Bank 
accompanied  by  Mr  Goodwin,  as  had  been  tentatively  arranged  for  early  April  2005. 


On  3rd  April  [see  Figure  23, 

International  Currency  Review,  Volume  33,  Numbers  3 & 4,  page  F-124,  facsimile],  Mr 
Goodwin  wrote  to  Robertson  at  Coutts  Bank's  central  London  address,  440  Strand,  London 
WC2R  0QS,  demanding  information  about  certain  corporate  accounts  and  noting  (by  way  of 
illustration)  as  follows: 


'Enclosed  herewith  please  find  a specific  Power  of  Attorney  granting  me  access  to  this 
[specified]  information.  I would  specifically  refer  you  to  an  account  in  the  name  of  Pacific 
Victory  S.A.,  having  an  account  number  of  Z 63  66  76.  It  is  my  understanding  that  on  or  about 
April  26  1999,  a significant  transfer  was  made  into  this  account  at  your  bank  from  Standard 
Chartered  Bank,  and  [that]  this  transaction  was  handled  by  bank  officer  J.  D.  Fleming,  and/or 
John  S.  de  C.  Firth,  Vice-President'. 


'Please  contact  me  immediately  regarding  these  accounts.  I look  forward  to  your  prompt 
response'. 


CONFERENCE  CALL  IGNITED  RED  LIGHTS  EVERYWHERE 

In  the  light  of  the  fact  that  Coutts  Bank  had  been  selected,  we  now  know,  as  the  clearing  house 
for  the  illicit  transactions  referenced  above,  you  can  imagine  that  the  reaction  of  US  and 
international  eavesdroppers  to  that  conference  call  will  have  been,  shall  we  say,  one  of 
considerable  alarm  especially,  one  would  imagine,  at  Fort  Meade,  GCHQ  Cheltenham,  and  at  the 
DVD's  listening  post  near  Munich.  How  was  it  possible  that  a mere  investigative  journalist  was 
so  rapidly  onto  the  tail  of  this  newly  relaunched  fraudulent  finance  undercover  money-laundering 
operation  sponsored  by  George  Bush  Sr.  and  the  British  Prime  Minister,  Tony  Blair? 


At  that  stage  of  the  investigations,  the  Editor  had  been  advised  that  the  intention  was  to  repatriate 
all  the  funds  deposited  outside  the  United  States  and  illegally  deployed  (both  by  the  institutions 
and  by  corrupt  US  operatives)  as  collateral  following  the  'takedown'  of  the  Soviet  Union,  with 
the  collaboration  of  the  bribed  Gorbach^land  of  the  key  GRU  operative  Vladimir  Vladimirovich 
Putin. 


But  not  long  after  this  telephone  conference  call,  a clandestine  'switch'  took  place,  and  the  Editor 
was  in  due  course  informed  that  $4.5  trillion,  by  way  of  a settlement,  had  been  sent  over  from  the 
People's  Bank  of  China  in  May  2006  (after  the  no-longer-dead  Howie  Kwong  Kok's  signature  for 
the  release  had  been  obtained).  These  funds  were  supposed  to  have  been  made  available  to 
finance  what  is  now  called  the  G-7-Approved  Refunding  Programme,  with  effect  from  June 
2006:  instead  of  which,  the  US  Treasury  Secretary-designate,  Henry  M.  Paulson,  secretly  signed 
a certain  contract  alienating  the  funds  on  20th  or  21st  June  2006. 


Since  this  was  of  course  all  done  behind  closed  doors,  the  Editor  was  not  informed  and  we 
embarked,  as  requested,  upon  what  became  our  globally  disseminated  'Wantagate'  quest  for 
fulfilment  of  the  delivery,  which  never  materialised. 


It  now  appears  that  we  were  encouraged  to  do  precisely  this  (which  was  why  the  Editor  was  'left 
alone')  as  COVER  for  the  switch  and  diversion  of  the  funds  that  had  already  taken  place. 


GROSS  ERROR  OF  JUDGEMENT  BY  U.S.  COUNTERINTELLIGENCE 


If  so,  that  was  a catastrophic  mistake  on  the  part  of  the  US  intelligence  community's  cack-handed 
strategists.  OK,  we  were  deceived  at  the  time,  and  for  a long  time.  But  the  deception  led  directly 
to  the  global  crisis  that  is  now  unfolding,  because  in  pursuing  the  whereabouts  and  handling  of 
the  $4.5  trillion,  we  unexpectedly  exposed  successive  layers  of  US  official  and  banking  sector 
duplicity  and  corruption,  which  led  in  December  2006  to  Paulson's  arrest  in  Germany,  and 
thereafter  to  the  successive  peeling  away  of  the  onion  of  gross  deceit  and  fraudulent  finance 
which  precipitated  what  became  known  as  the  'sub-prime  crisis'  a 'slide'  imposed  by  US 
counterintelligence  on  the  situation,  designed  to  prevent  the  'mainstream'  media  from 
investigating  further. 


As  this  catastrophe  expanded,  we  specifically  warned  that  the  outcome  would  be  a 'train  wreck’: 
see,  for  instance,  our  reports  dated  18th  July  2007  ('Touch  and  Go');  27th  July  2008  ('Global 
Train  Wreck');  10th  August  2007  ('And  so  it  came  to  pass:  (Subtitled)  Finally,  years  of  financial 
fraud  start  unravelling');  30th  August  2007  ('The  'sub-prime'  link:  How  Wantagate  unravelled 
the  'sub-prime'  seams')  [see  Archive],  not  to  mention  innumerable  other  posted  warnings  along 
the  same  lines,  starting  with  our  earliest  prediction  of  what  would  happen  in  the  financial  and  the 
'real'  worlds  if  Paulson,  the  US  Treasury  Secretary,  continued  with  his  corrupt  practices  (2nd 
September  2006). 


In  other  words,  the  highest-level  perpetrators  of  these  fraudulent  financial  manoeuvres,  headed 
by  the  Bush  and  Clinton  Crime  Families,  Paulson,  Cheney,  Greenspan  and  the  rest,  PERSISTED 
with  their  illegal,  unconstitutional  behaviour  as  economic  terrorists,  in  the  face  of  both  our 
warnings  of  what  their  behaviour  would  lead  to,  and  the  rapidly  accumulating  confirmations  that 
these  warnings  were  soundly  based.

It  is  thought  that  during  this  period,  because  the  'mainstream',  controlled  and  directed  by 
Cheney,  remained  fast  asleep,  the  US  criminalists  assumed  complacently  that  the  warnings 
posted  on  this  website  could  be  safely  ignored.  But  what  was  also  ignored  was  that  the  Editor  of 
this  service  is  the  longest- serving  editor  of  economic  and  financial  publications  in  the  world. 


We  were  writing  and  analysing  this  stuff  when  Bush  Jr.  was  evading  the  draft,  and  Paulson  was 
still  metaphorically  speaking  in  short  pants. 


BLAIR  INFLUENCED  BY  THE  GERMAN  MOLE  ROY  JENKINS 

A relevant  word  here  about  Tony  Blair's  political  pedigree.  Blair,  an  intelligence  officer,  was  a 
proti£  of  Roy  Jenkins,  one  of  the  Oxford  undergraduates  who,  with  Edward  Heath  and  Geoffrey 


Rippon  (the  joint  signatories  of  the  illegal  British  Treaty  of  Accession  to  the  European  Economic 
Community  in  1972)  had  been  recruited  decades  earlier  by  pan-German  interests,  as  exposed  in 
the  first  report  to  have  been  posted  on  this  website  (dated  12th  October  2005). 


Heath,  in  fact,  was  the  longest-serving  mole  ever  to  have  been  exposed  (which  occurred,  by  the 
way,  in  2003).  Hence  Blair's  geopolitical  orientation  was  influenced  by  Heath's  fellow  traitor 
Roy  Jenkins.  Blair  was  responsible  for  appointing  John  Scarlett  as  head  of  MI6;  and  as  also 
reported  here,  John  Scarlett  serves  the  interests  of  the  pan-German  agenda  (i.e.,  the 
Abwehr/DVD),  which  initiated  and  controls  the  European  Union  Collective,  an  anti-nation  state

Although  separated  by  several  thousand  kilometers,  southern  and  eastern  Africa  were,  in  a sense, 
a stone’s  throw  from  each  other  ancient  times.  New  evidence  suggests  that  human  ancestors  in 
southern  Africa  fashioned  teardrop-shaped  stone  hand  axes  1.6  million  years  ago,  nearly  twice  as 
long  ago  as  many  researchers  thought  and  about  the  time  such  tools  are  known  to  have  first 
appeared  in  eastern  Africa. 

Ryan  Gibbon  and  his  colleagues  dated  hand  axes  and  related  stone  implements,  collectively 
known  as  Acheulean  artifacts,  using  measures  of  the  relative  decay  of  radioactive  forms  of 
aluminium  and  beryllium  in  quartz  grains  from  the  soil  and  gravel  bearing  the  artifacts.  Exposure 
to  cosmic  radiation  causes  quartz  to  produce  these  substances,  which  then  decay  after  enough 
sediment  covers  the  quartz. 

Acheulean  finds  have  been  dated  to  1 .7  million  years  ago  in  Ethiopia.  Less-advanced  stone  tools 
have  been  dated  to  as  early  as  2.5  million  years  ago  in  eastern  Africa. 

Over  two  days  in  2005,  Gibbon’s  group  identified  465  stone  tools  brought  out  of  a diamond- 
mining pit  bordering  South  Africa’s  Vaal  River,  near  the  town  of  Windsorton.  Those  implements 
included  10  hand  axes,  two  hand  axes  with  large  chopping  edges  known  as  cleavers  and  two 
elongated,  three-sided  tools  called  picks.  The  researchers  have  since  recovered  another  100  hand 
axes,  30  cleavers  and  40  picks  from  the  Windsorton  pit.  Sand  and  gravel  from  five  diamond- 
mining pits  provided  samples  for  dating,  says  Gibbon,  an  archaeology  graduate  student  at  the 
University  of  the  Witwatersrand  in  Johannesburg.

Findings  at  Windsorton,  published  online  December  20  in  the  Journal  of  Human  Evolution , raise 
the  question  of  whether  human  ancestors  developed  Acheulean  tools  independently  in  southern 
and  eastern  Africa  at  around  the  same  time,  developed  the  tools  in  only  one  area  from  which  the 


tool-making  tradition  spread  rapidly  to  distant  regions. 

Gibbon  suspects  that  Homo  ergaster,  a species  regarded  as  a direct  ancestor  of  modem  humans, 
made  the  Windsorton  hand  axes.  A nearby  South  African  site  has  yielded  H.  ergaster  fossils,  but 
no  fossils  of  any  member  of  the  human  evolutionary  family  have  been  found  in  the  Windsorton 
vicinity.  Fossil  finds  have  linked  H.  ergaster  to  Acheulean  tools  in  eastern  Africa. 

Stanford  University  archaeologist  Richard  Klein  suspects  that  Acheulean  tool  making  originated 
in  eastern  Africa  about  1.7  million  years  ago  and  reached  northern  parts  of  what’s  now  South 
Africa  shortly  afterward.  “I  doubt  it  arose  more  than  oncc,_  he  says. 

“East  Africa  has  always  been  considered  the  place  of  origin  of  stone  tools  and  subsequent 
technological  developments,  but  I wouldn’t  be  surprised  to  discover  that  significant  stone-tool 
advances  took  place  in  the  Vaal  River  basin  and  then  spread  to  the  rest  of  Africa,^,  Gibbon  says. 
His  team’s  findings  support  a preliminary  age  estimate  of  1.6  million  years  that  other  researchers 
have  reported  for  Acheulean  artifacts  from  South  Africa’s  Wonderwerk  Cave,  located  about  100 
kilometers  northwest  of  Windsorton.  Anthropologist  Michael  Chazan  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  and  his  co workers  dated  quartz  grains  from  artifact-bearing  soil  and  further  verified  the 
ages  by  identifying  reversals  of  Earth’s  magnetic  field  with  known  ages  in  the  cave’s  sediment. 
Their  study  appeared  in  the  July  Journal  of  Human  Evolution. 

Additional  dating  of  Wonderwerk  Cave  deposits  has  confirmed  that  Acheulean  activity  there 
began  1.6  million  years  ago,  with  even  older  stone  tools  dating  to  2 million  years  ago,  Chazan 
says. 

Still,  the  precise  timing  of  Acheulean  origins  in  eastern  and  southern  Africa  remains  uncertain. 
“There  could  easily  be  a time  lag  between  the  two  regions  on  the  order  of  100,000  years,  in 
either  direction,  that  we  are  not  yet  able  to  detect, _ Chazan  remarks.

eastern  Africa  were,  in  a sense,  a stone Ds  throw  from  each  other 
ancient  times.  New  evidence  suggests  that  human  ancestors  in  southern 
Africa  fashioned  teardrop- shaped  stone  hand  axes  1.6  million  years 


ago,  nearly  twice  as  long  ago  as  many  researchers  thought  and  about 
the  time  such  tools  are  known  to  have  first  appeared  in  eastern  Africa. 
> Ryan  Gibbon  and  his  colleagues  dated  hand  axes  and  related  stone 


implements,  collectively  known  as  Acheulean  artifacts,  using  measures 
of  the  relative  decay  of  radioactive  forms  of  aluminium  and  beryllium 
in  quartz  grains  from  the  soil  and  gravel  bearing  the  artifacts. 

Exposure  to  cosmic  radiation  causes  quartz  to  produce  these 
substances,  which  then  decay  after  enough  sediment  covers  the  quartz. 

> Acheulean  finds  have  been  dated  to  1.7  million  years  ago  in 

Ethiopia.  Less-advanced  stone  tools  have  been  dated  to  as  early  as  2.5 
million  years  ago  in  eastern  Africa. 

> Over  two  days  in  2005,  Gibbon  Ds  group  identified  465  stone  tools 

brought  out  of  a diamond-mining  pit  bordering  South  Africans  Vaal 
River,  near  the  town  of  Windsorton.  Those  implements  included  10  hand 
axes,  two  hand  axes  with  large  chopping  edges  known  as  cleavers  and 
two  elongated,  three-sided  tools  called  picks.  The  researchers  have 
since  recovered  another  100  hand  axes,  30  cleavers  and  40  picks  from 
the  Windsorton  pit.  Sand  and  gravel  from  five  diamond-mining  pits 
provided  samples  for  dating,  says  Gibbon,  an  archaeology  graduate 
student  at  the  University  of  the  Witwatersrand  in  Johannesburg.

> Findings  at  Windsorton,  published  online  December  20  in  the  Journal 

of  Human  Evolution,  raise  the  question  of  whether  human  ancestors 
developed  Acheulean  tools  independently  in  southern  and  eastern  Africa 
at  around  the  same  time,  developed  the  tools  in  only  one  area  from 
which  the  tool-making  tradition  spread  rapidly  to  distant  regions. 

> Gibbon  suspects  that  Homo  ergaster,  a species  regarded  as  a direct 

ancestor  of  modem  humans,  made  the  Windsorton  hand  axes.  A nearby 
South  African  site  has  yielded  H.  ergaster  fossils,  but  no  fossils  of 
any  member  of  the  human  evolutionary  family  have  been  found  in  the 
Windsorton  vicinity.  Fossil  finds  have  linked  H.  ergaster  to  Acheulean 
tools  in  eastern  Africa. 

> Stanford  University  archaeologist  Richard  Klein  suspects  that 

Acheulean  tool  making  originated  in  eastern  Africa  about  1.7  million 
years  ago  and  reached  northern  parts  of  what  s now  South  Africa 
shortly  afterward.  DI  doubt  it  arose  more  than  once,  he  says. 

> DEast  Africa  has  always  been  considered  the  place  of  origin  of 


stone  tools  and  subsequent  technological  developments,  but  I 
wouldn  t be  surprised  to  discover  that  significant  stone-tool 
advances  took  place  in  the  Vaal  River  basin  and  then  spread  to  the 
rest  of  Africa,  □ Gibbon  says. 

> His  team  s findings  support  a preliminary  age  estimate  of  1.6 

million  years  that  other  researchers  have  reported  for  Acheulean 
artifacts  from  South  Africans  Wonderwerk  Cave,  located  about  100 
kilometers  northwest  of  Windsorton.  Anthropologist  Michael  Chazan  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  and  his  coworkers  dated  quartz  grains  from 
artifact-bearing  soil  and  further  verified  the  ages  by  identifying 
reversals  of  Earth  s magnetic  field  with  known  ages  in  the  caveDs 
sediment.  Their  study  appeared  in  the  July  Journal  of  Human  Evolution. 

> Additional  dating  of  Wonderwerk  Cave  deposits  has  confirmed  that 

Acheulean  activity  there  began  1.6  million  years  ago,  with  even  older 
stone  tools  dating  to  2 million  years  ago,  Chazan  says. 

> Still,  the  precise  timing  of  Acheulean  origins  in  eastern  and

An  example  would  be  our  TCHER  in  Mdw  Ntr  which  is  defined  as 
ANCESTRESS.  But  when  the  N is  added,  is  usually  rendered  DIVINITY,  GOD,  PRIEST,  etc. 

So  that  will  let  you  know  if  there  is  a pattern  in  the  various  languages.  I would  start  off  with  the 
ancient  Egyptian,  Yoruba,  Mbochi,  Soninke,  and  Wolof  languages.  They  have  already  proven  to 
have  affinities  with  each  other  on  some  level  and  would  be  ripe  for  comparison. 

This  would  be  your  start,  then  you  can  branch  out  for  certainty  afterwards.  Hope  this  helps.

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Tai  Chi  master  hopes  to  bring  health  to  Southside

After  spending  more  than  20  years  teaching  Tai  Chi,  Wing  Chun, 
Hung  Gar,  and  other  forms  of  Chinese  martial  arts  throughout  the 
South,  Frank  Roper  has  brought  his  skills  to  the  Southern  Crescent, 
in  hopes  of  combating  stress,  diabetes,  and  other  cardiovascular 
diseases  affecting  the  area. 

Roper,  who  is  currently  the  ranking  master  in  the  Chung  Chan  style 
of  Wing  Chun  boxing,  opened  the  Roper  School  of  Martial  Arts  this 
week  in  Jonesboro.  The  modestly  sized  studio  is  located  at  8160 
Tara  Blvd.,  inside  the  Jonesboro  Shopping  Center. 

Roper,  who  specializes  in  the  Chen  style  of  Tai  Chi,  said  the  martial 
art,  which  is  viewed  by  many  as  a recreational  form  of  meditation, 
was  actually  once  used  by  Chinese  generals  to  defend  their  territory. 
He  said  he  wants  to  promote  the  healing  power  of  Tai  Chi  throughout 
the  county. 

"I'm  trying  to  promote  the  health  aspect,  even  though  I know  the 
combat  part  of  it,  because  we  need  it ...  they  need  Tai  Chi  in  this 
area,"  said  Roper.  Living  in  Clayton  County  since  last  September,  he 
said  he  has  observed  a high  number  of  people  with  poor  eyesight, 
failing  kidneys,  and  diabetes,  and  other  medical  issues  associated 
with  unhealthy  lifestyles. 

"A  lot  of  these  areas  are  damaged  because  of  poor  circulation  and 
Tai  Chi  increases  circulation,"  said  Roper.  "If  we  have  more 
circulation,  then  we  have  more  to  fight  with  to  stay  alive." 

Since  the  age  of  six,  Roper  said  he  has  studied  martial  arts  with 
many  teachers,  but  only  refers  to  one  affectionately  as  "sifu"

(master).  For  many  years,  Roper  studied  with  martial  artist,  Chen 
Zhongchuan,  in  Clearwater,  Fla.,  who  challenged  him  and  inspired 
him  to  stay  healthy. 

Roper  said  Master  Chen,  who  presently  lives  in  Shanghai,  China,  is 
still  very  spry,  despite  the  fact  that  he  is  in  his  late  eighties. 

"I  haven't  seen  anybody  who  can  match  his  skill  as  far  as  combat  is 
concerned,"  said  Roper.  "Fie  was  an  80-year-old  man,  who  was  still 
leaping  and  kicking,  and  that  inspired  me  a lot." 

Marion  Webb,  Roper's  sister  and  a long-time  resident  of  the  metro 
Atlanta  area,  owns  the  business  while  Roper  serves  as  the  center's 
master  instructor.  Several  months  ago,  she  began  studying  Tai  Chi 
under  her  brother,  and  believes  it  can  be  helpful  to  others. 

"I'm  the  ultimate  type  A,"  said  Webb.  "I  recognize  the  need  to  have 
some  other  form  of  stress  relief. 

"I  have  trouble  sleeping  at  night,  because  my  mind  is  always  going," 
said  Webb.  "Through  the  relaxation  techniques,  I am  able  to  calm  my 
mind.  I'm  able  to  get  a good  night's  sleep  now  without  things  always 
churning  in  my  head." 

Bill  Fielder,  a broadcast  executive  who  resides  in  Cumming,  Ga.,  said 
he  has  been  a student  of  Roper's  since  1995,  when  Roper  was 
teaching  in  Albany,  Ga.  Now  that  Roper  is  teaching  in  Clayton 
County,  Fielder  said  he  commutes  every  Saturday  from  Cumming  to 
train. 

"I  drive  two  hours  on  Saturdays  to  go  and  visit,"  said  Fielder.  "That's  a 
long  drive  for  a work  out.  I don't  think  that  there  is  anybody  else  in  the 
metro  area  who  excels  in  his  skill  set  and  abilities,  and  I have  looked 
around  for  a long  time." 

Fielder  said  prior  to  training  with  Roper,  he  was  in  "pitiful  health,"  but 
can  now  run  two  miles  in  sand  dunes  and  move  for  five  hours  without 
stopping. 

"Fie  doesn't  mind  if  you're  a clean  sheet  with  no  skills  and  no 
stamina,"  said  Fielder.  "Frank's  approach  to  his  training  is  growth  at 
any  level  ...  that's  probably  where  he  excels.”

Many  scientists  believe  anatomically  modern  humans  left  Africa  over  60,000  years  ago,  in  a 
migration  responsible  for  producing  nearly  all  human  populations  outside  Africa  today. 

Now,  researchers  say  men  outnumbered  women  in  that  exodus,  traditionally  dubbed  the  "out  of 
Africa"  scenario. 

In  a study,  scientists  analyzed  data  on  X chromosome,  one  of  two  sex-determining  chromosomes 
in  humans.  Males  have  one  X chromosome,  females  two.  The  investigators  traced  geographical 
variations  in  the  X chromosome  and  in  the  non-sex  chromosomes.  The  study,  by  researchers  at 
Harvard  Medical  School  and  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  is  published  in  the  Dec. 

21  issue  of  the  research  journal  Nature  Genetics. 

The  researchers  said  they  weren't  sure  why  more  men  than  women  would  have  participated  in  the 
dispersion  from  Africa. 

But  the  lead  author,  Harvard's  Alon  Keinan,  noted  the  findings  are  "in  line  with  what 
anthropologists  have  taught  us  about  hunter-gatherer  populations,  in  which  short  distance 
migration  is  primarily  by  women  and  long  distance  migration  primarily  by  men." 

The  study  drew  on  the  fact  that  in  a given  population,  the  fraction  of  all  chromosomes  that  are  X 
chromosomes  changes  depending  on  the  proportion  of  men.  That  in  turn  affects  the  rate  at  which 
mutations  randomly  spread  through  the  X chromosomes  relative  to  other  chromosomes.  One  can 
detect  the  results  of  these  processes  by  comparing  the  frequencies  of  specific  gene  variants  in 
modern  populations. 

The  scientists  say  their  method  of  comparing  X chromosomes  with  the  other  non-gender  specific 
chromosomes  will  be  a powerful  tool  for  future  historical  and  anthropological  studies,  since  it  can 
illuminate  differences  in  female  and  male  populations  that  were  inaccessible  to  previous  methods. 

Keinan  and  colleagues  noted  that  a few  other  processes  could  explain  their  findings,  including  the 
idea  that  a tiny  fraction  of  the  women  bore  nearly  all  the  children  during  the  out-of-Africa 
dispersal.  These  seem  unlikely,  they  added,  but  "future  work  should  explore  these  scenarios," 
they  wrote.

You  are  right  this  study  is  very  flawed.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  authors  made  up  their  own 
statistics  to  confirm  their  results. 

The  population  for  this  study  was  7 West  Africans  (1  Biaka  Pygmy;  1 Afro-American;  and  5 
Yoruba);  5 North  Europeans  and  4 East  Asians.  This  makes  the  available  sample  used  in  this 
study  small  to  say  the  least. 

The  biggest  mistake  made  by  the  researchers  was  the  African  sample  and  theorectical  basis  for 
using  this  sample.  In  theSupplementary  Notes  on  methodology  the  researchers  argue  that  the 
"best-fit  model  of  West  African  history  assumes  a single  ancient  population  expansion". 

Any  student  of  African  history  knows  that  the  Biaka  Pygmies  entered  West  Africa  long  before 
the  Yoruba,  and  the  AA  population  has  considerable  genetic  diversity  due  to  the  influence  of 
African, Amerind  and  European  influences.  The  histories  of  these  populations  make  it  clear  that 
there  was  no  single  expansion  for  the  West  African  populations. 


The  researchers  report  that  the  between  population  chromosome  X-to  autosome  ratio  of  genetic 
diversity  was  0.0763;  while  the  within  population  diversity  for  each  population  was  W.  African 
0.763;  N.  Euro  0.635;  and  E.  Asian  0.654. 


On  page  19,  the  authors  Supplementary  Note,  they  say  "combining  evidence  from  all  three 
populations,  the  significance  of  deviation  from  predicting  is  P=0.0007  (chi  square  test  3 degrees 
of  freedom;df)  and  it  is  P=0.0002  when  combining  evidence  from  only  the  two  non-African 
populations  (chi  square  test  with  2 df)". 

This  was  false.  In  a chi  square  test  the  chi  square  should  be  graeter  than  the  chi  square 
probability.  An  eyeball  examination  of  the  x-to  autosome  ratio  of  between  populations: 
0.763,0.635,  and  0.654  would  have  made  it  clear  that  at  3df  there  would  be  no  statistical 
significance.  This  results  from  the  fact  that  at  3df  theprobability  is  7.815. 

The  chi  square  score  for  0.763,  0.635  and  0.654  is  1.44.  There  is  nochi  square  distribution  at 
0.0007  as  alleged  by  the  authors  of  the  study.  The  greatest  chi  square  distribution  is  0.001.  If  we 
compare  the  chi  square  1.44,  at  the  basic  level  which  indicatesstatistical  significance  for  a data 
set  at  0.05,  the  level  ofconfidence  is  7.815  at  3 df.  The  number  0.05  simbly  means  that  only  5% 
of  the  study  results  may  be  due  to  chance.  The  less  chance  the  greater  the  probablity  that  your 
research  study  is  correct. 

In  the  Supplementary  note  it  is  made  clear  that  one  can  use  a chi  square  tset  to  determine  the 
statistical  significance  of  the  study  since  this  method  was  also  used  by  the  researchers  of  this 
study.  It  is  clear  that  1.44  < 7.815  therefore  the  x-to  autosome  ratio  between  populations  has  no 
statistical  significance  and  any  results  the  authors  found  are  probably  the  result  of  chance. 

The  statistics  make  it  clear  that  the  author  has  failed  to  confirmtheir  hypothesis.  They  show  that 
the  chi  square  test  does  not  indicate  a significance  level  of  0.0007  at  3df  as  indicated  by  the 
authors  of  this  study.  In  fact  the  probability  distribution  for  chisquare  does  not  even  have  a 
0.0007  probability.  This  makes  the  authors  generalizations  about  the  study  unwarranted  by  the 
results. 


The  chi  square  distribution  table  for  probability  is  the  only  source  for  probability.  A researcher 
can  not  make  his/her  own  probability  distribution.  The  reatest  probability  distribution  for  chi 
square  is  is  usually  0.001.  The  reseaerchers  claim  for  a P=0.0007  . As  illustrated  in  the  Table 
below  this  probability  does  not  exist  for  the  chi  square  statistical  test.

We  also  find  that  the  figures  in  the  Table  published  with  the  article  do  not  indicate 
statistical  sigbificance  for  this  study  and  show  that  chance  may  account  for  the  results 
discussed  in  this  paper.

If  we  use  the  chi  square  test  to  determine  if  the  statistics  in  Table  2 have  any  statistical 
significance  we  discoverer  that  they  illustrate  too  much  chance  in  relation  to  the  results. 
This  chance  makes  any  conclusions  made  by  the  authors  of  this  study  suspect. 

I preformed  a chi  square  test  of  the  data  in  Table  2. 1 placed  the  figures  in  the  test  from  the 
observed  X-to  autosome  ratio  normalized  by  macaque  divergence  . 


The  authors  of  this  article  did  not  do  the  chi  square  test  properly.  Although  there  were  three 
variables  in  the  dataset:  African,  Asian  and  European  , the  authors  claimed  they  examined  the 
data  at  3 df.  This  was  a mistake.  The  formula  is  rows  time's  columns  . 

The  three  variables  in  the  study  made  for  a 2x3  table.  The  degrees  of  freedom  for  this  table 
would  be  (2-1)  x (3-l)=2.  Instead  of  testing  this  data  with  3df,  the  formula  calls  for  examination 
of  the  data  at  2df. 

Researchers  do  not  make  their  own  probability  for  data  interpreted  via  a chi  square  test  because 
there  already  exist  a chi  square  distribution  table. 


In  summary  the  researchers  claimed  they  used  the  chi  square  to  test  their  data.  They  made  up  a 
probability  of  P=.0007  which  does  not  exist  in  the  chi  square  distributions. 

They  also  claimed  that  they  analyzed  the  data  at  3df.  This  was  also  a mistake,  because  the 
formula  for  df  in  a 2x3  chi  square  is  (2-1)  x (3-l)=2.  This  means  that  they  should  have  examined 
the  data  at  2df. 

The  evidence  is  clear  the  researchers  of  this  data  made  up  figures  to  confirm  their  hypothesis  that 
more  males  than  females  participated  in  the  OOA  exist.  Their  results  have  too  much  variance  and 
are  probably  the  results  of  chance.

At  this  very  moment  last  year,  Kenya  was  pregnant  with  hope. 

We  were  looking  forward  to  an  election  which  had  all  the  indications  of  changing  the  face  of 
Kenya  and  Kenyans.  Politics  was  at  its  highest,  and  the  people  were  excited  either  way. 

But  it  reached  an  anti  climax  on  30th  December  2007  when  the  Hon  Samuel  Kivuitu  made  his 
announcement  and  pronounced  Mzee  Kibaki  as  having  won  the  elections.  Kenya  erupted  and 
fighting  broke  out  all  over. 

The  fighting  that  I saw,  the  blood  letting  that  I saw  across  the  country  made  me  change.  Time 
had  come  for  me  to  do  something  useful  for  Kenya  and  Kenyans,  than  to  engage  in  endless 
political  discussions  which  added  no  value. 

I made  up  my  mind  that  from  that  time  on,  I would  work  with  forces  that  focused  on  the  plight  of 
children.  I had  seen  that  in  times  of  conflict,  men  would  fight  leaving  the  women  and  the 
children  vulnerable. 

In  worse  case  scenarios,  women  would  trade  off  their  security  for  sex  while  the  child  had  nothing 
to  trade  off.  These  were  the  scenes  that  were  obtaining  in  conflict  zones.  Property  was  burned; 
women  were  raped;  children  got  lost;  some  lost  their  parents;  and  many  more  lost  their  homes 
and  education  become  a pipe  dream. 


In  January,  I started  discussing  this  with  friends  like  Mr  Jairus  K'Onyiego  from  USA.  He  would 


call  me  long  hours  on  phone  and  I would  update  him  on  the  situation  in  Kenya.  Thereafter,  Sam 
Okello,  also  from  USA  would  join  in  and  we  discussed  more. 

Out  of  these  discussions,  KCDN  was  born.  It  had  been  registered  in  May  of  2005  as  a 
Community  Based  Organization,  but  we  were  dormant.  In  February,  with  the  support  of  Mr 
K'Onyiego  and  Sam  Okello,  I was  able  to  open  the  KCDN  office  in  Komarock.  Thereafter  more 
support  came  in;  Mr  Joram  Odus,  Ms  Pamela  Ohonde,  Mr  Dick  Aduong'a,  Mr  Sebastian 
Onyango,  Ms  Caroline  Otieno,  Mr  Richard  Mungla,  Mr  Lenny  Amolo,  Mr  Otiende  Amolo,  Mr 
Rodgers  Orero,  Mini  Bakeries  Ltd  [Mr  Mwaura],  SGS  Kenya  [Mr  Aswegen],  Ms  Irene  Ngugi, 
Phoenix  Aviation  Ltd  [Mr  Barretto],  Mr  Ragem  Lugonzo,  Ms  Irene  Wasike,  Aristocrates 
Insurance  Brokers  Ltd  [Mr  Kasim],  Express  Connections  Ltd  [Mr  JM  Mugo],  Capital  Airlines 
Ltd  [Capt  Vaghela],  Ms  Elizabeth  Onyango,  Mr  Owino  Olendo  of  Taxplus  Consults  Ltd,  Tetra 
Pak  [K]  Ltd  [Ms  Mwihia],  The  Cradle  [Hon  Millie  Odhiambo]  and  many  more. 

It  was  not  easy.  We  first  wanted  to  group  vulnerable  people  into  self  help  schemes  where  they 
could  mobilize  their  own  resources  for  self  sustainability.  We  soon  found  out  that  in  the  wake  of 
the  Pyramid  Schemes  syndicates,  this  was  going  to  put  us  at  loggerheads  with  the  people  whom 
we  wanted  to  help. 

We  immediately  changed  focus  and  identified  3 issues  that  we  wanted  to  address  namely; 

1]  The  immediate  plight  of  IDPs 

2]  National  Healing  and  Reconciliation 

3]  Child  Support. 

1]  The  immediate  plight  of  IDPs 

Our  immediate  task  was  to  call  for  material  support  for  Kenyans  who  were  internally  displaced 
following  the  post  election  violence.  We  got  very  favourable  responses,  more  so,  Caroline 
Otieno  from  Arusha  Tanzania  came  in  handy  with  massive  mobilization  of  friends  in  Arusha  and 
he  consigned  to  me  many  bundles  of  used  clothes,  shoes  and  beddings  in  support. 

We  gave  these  out  to  two  groups;  one  in  Karachuonyo  and  the  next  to  a local  church  in  Kayole 
where  some  IDPs  had  taken  refuge.  This  first  phase  was  a resounding  success. 

2]  National  Healing  and  Reconcilaition 

This  was  our  second  phase.  We  thought  of  better  ways  by  which  we  could  preach  the  gospel  of 
National  Healing  and  Reconciliation  and  we  settled  on  organizing  a peace  run  in  May. 

KCDN  Embakasi  Peace  Run  was  hence  conceived,  and  initially  we  settled  on  31st  May.  This 
date  coincided  with  a presidential  function  in  Embakasi  and  the  PC  Nairobi  informed  me  of  the 
need  to  make  changes.  We  hence  settled  for  15th  June  2008. 

With  financial  support  from  SGS  Kenya,  Rachier  & Amolo  Advocates,  Jairus  K'Onyiego, 
Rogders  Orero  and  Mini  Bakeries  Ltd  and  material  support  from  Text  Book  Centre  Ltd,  Phoenix 
Publishers  Ltd  and  East  African  Educational  Publishers,  we  were  able  to  host  a very  successful 

KCDN  Embakasi  Peace  Run. 


We  were  able  to  assemble  a galaxy  of  guests  who  added  their  voices  to  the  need  for  National 
Healing  and  Reconciliation.  The  Commissioner  of  Sports  was  ably  represented  by  Mr  Karinga, 
the  Assistant  Commissioner.  In  attendance  we  had  Ms  Sarah  Kiwanuka,  Chairperson  Athletics 
Kenya  Nairobi  Province,  sports  officials  from  Nairobi  Province  and  many  more  guests  besides 
the  occasion  being  graced  by  school  children  from  different  schools,  athletes  from  several 
athletic  clubs  and  the  general  public. 

This  second  phase  of  our  programme  was  also  a resounding  success. 

31  Child  Support. 

Our  last  focus  was  on  child  support  and  we  decided  on  December  24th  as  our  due  date.  We  later 
revised  this  to  5 th  December  2008. 

The  KCDN  Child  Support  Initiative  was  meant  to  give  educational  support  to  as  many  children 
from  vulnerable  family  backgrounds  for  their  schooling  for  2009.  To  get  the  right  mix  of 
children,  we  worked  in  collaboration  with  the  various  Head  Teachers.  The  number  of  children 
who  need  help  was  so  overwhelming,  but  we  settled  on  mobilizing  support  for  250  such  children. 

This  was  not  easy.  We  made  several  appeals  and  when  it  all  looked  like  getting  lost,  support 
started  coming  in.

Family  wants  police  charged  in  New  Orleans  killing 

NEW  ORLEANS,  Louisiana  (CNN)  — As  fireworks  exploded  over  the  Big  Easy  on  New  Year's 
Eve,  22-year-old  Adolph  Grimes  III  pulled  up  to  his  grandmother's  home  near  the  French 
Quarter  after  a five-hour  drive  from  Houston,  Texas. 

Adolph  Grimes  Jr.,  with  grandson  Chris,  wife  Patricia  and  his  son's  fiancee,  Shae  Whitfield, 
want  answers. 


Grimes,  who  relocated  to  Texas  with  his  fianctS  Shae  Whitfield,  after  Hurricane  Katrina, 
couldn't  wait  to  get  home  with  their  17-month-old  son,  Chris,  and  ring  in  the  new  year  with 
friends  and  family. 

"He  made  it  at  12  o'clock  exact,  with  a second  to  spare,"  said  his  father,  Adolph  Grimes  Jr. 

Three  hours  later,  Grimes  lay  dying  on  the  sidewalk  half  a block  from  his  grandmother's  front 
door,  with  fireworks  giving  way  to  the  hue  of  flashing  police  lights. 

The  Orleans  Parish  coroner  said  Grimes  was  shot  14  times,  including  12  times  in  the  back. 
Grimes  had  just  walked  out  of  the  house  and  was  in  a car  waiting  for  his  cousin,  according  to 
family  members,  when  nine  plainclothes  officers  — part  of  an  undercover  narcotics  task  force 
driving  around  New  Orleans  on  New  Year's  Eve  — surrounded  Grimes'  vehicle. 

Shots  rang  out;  New  Orleans  Police  Superintendent  Warren  Riley  said  Grimes  shot  at  police 
first. 

The  Grimes  family  disagrees,  saying  police  executed  a loved  one  as  he  ran  for  his  life. 

"It  was  like  someone  was  a murderer,  and  they  finally  caught  him,"  said  Grimes'  mother, 

Patricia.  "I  ain't  ever  seen  anything  like  this.  And  the  worst  part  about  it  was  I had  to  wait  for  the 
5 o'clock  news  to  find  out  my  son  was  murdered." 

Shortly  after  finding  out  about  the  death,  the  family  contacted  the  FBI  to  investigate  alleged 
wrongdoing  by  police  officers  in  the  shooting. 

"We  are  hoping  for  a thorough  investigation  by  the  NOPD  [New  Orleans  Police  Department]  and 
the  district  attorney's  office,"  said  the  family's  attorney,  Robert  Jenkins.  " We  know  the  FBI  is 
going  to  do  a fully  complete  investigation.  We  are  hoping  that  criminal  charges  will  be  brought 
against  all  of  these  officers  for  the  execution  in  this  case." 

Riley  agreed  that  all  the  facts  need  to  be  released. 

"We  think  that  families  should  do  everything  they  can  do  make  sure  this  investigation  is  as 
thorough  and  complete  as  possible  so  they  know  the  truth,"  he  said. 

Nine  police  officers  were  reassigned  afterward,  but  New  Orleans  police  aren't  commenting  on 
the  case.  The  police  also  declined  to  release  the  names  of  the  officers  and  the  shooting  report, 
saying  the  investigation  is  ongoing,  both  internally  and  with  the  FBI. 

Family  members  said  they  want  to  know  why  officers  descended  on  a young  man  with  no 
criminal  record,  who  graduated  from  one  of  the  most  prestigious  high  schools  in  the  city. 

"This  violence  has  to  stop.  My  child's  death  will  not  be  meaningless.  He  did  not  die  in  vain," 
Patricia  Grimes  said.  "This  is  meaningless;  this  never  should  have  happened." 

Grimes  did  have  a gun.  His  family  and  the  lawyer,  Jenkins,  said  he  had  a legal  permit  to  carry  the 
weapon.  Authorities  also  said  they  found  a shotgun  and  extra  ammunition  in  the  car's  trunk. 
Grimes'  relatives  said  they  don't  believe  he  opened  fire  first.  And  the  family's  attorney  said  he 
believes  the  investigation  will  show  rogue  cops  and  sloppy  police  work. 

"I  just  think  it  was  some  bad  officers  who  were  out  there  and  imposing  their  will  on  the 
community,"  Jenkins  said. 

Jenkins  also  said  that  48  bullet  casings  were  found  at  the  shooting  scene.  Police  won't  confirm  or 
deny  that  number,  but  Riley  defended  his  officers'  actions. 

"We  train  our  officers  to  fire  when  fired  upon.  We  train  them  to  fire  more  than  one  shot,"  he  said. 
But  the  shooting  doesn't  make  sense,  relatives  said,  describing  Grimes  as  a young  man  who  was 
a loving  father  with  a good  job  and  no  history  of  being  in  trouble. 

His  grieving  mother  and  father  said  they  won't  be  silenced  and  are  not  worried  about  a code  of 
silence  among  officers,  the  so-called  "blue  wall." 


"The  walls  are  going  to  come  down.  Just  like  the  walls  of  Jericho  came  down,"  Grimes'  father 
said,  trying  to  fight  back  tears.

There  are  two  entrances,  two  courts,  two  colonnades,  two  hypostyle  halls 
and  two  sanctuaries.  There  were  probably  even  two  sets  of  priests  for  the  two  temples.  Despite  being  badly 
damaged,  the  temple  is  a beautiful  sight  as  one  approach  from  either  direction  on  the  river,  particularly  as 
sunset  nears  and  the  colors  change.

I wanted  to  also  give  you  something  to  think  about  as  well  when  it  comes  to  this  subject  matter.  I 
will  use  the  Bantu  languages  as  an  example. 

When  discussing  the  role  of  N in  Bantu,  the  prefix  often  times  denotes  "one  who  is,"  or  "one  that 
does,"  or  "that  which  is/does."  Here  are  a few  examples  where  the  N in  the  Bantu  languages 
changes  the  stresses  being  in  the  state  of  the  root  word. 

Kinsa  = to  take  care  of 
Ghanga  = to  do,  to  act,  to  realize 
Kaka  = an  elder  relative,  ancestor,  God 
Kento  = female,  woman 
Gola  = pounce  upon,  seize 

When  the  N is  in  the  prefix  position: 

N'Kisi  = medicine,  that  which  takes  care  of  or  heals 
N'Niakisi  = a doctor,  a healer,  therapist 

N'Ganga  = a master,  a doer,  one  who  does  or  who  has  mastered,  acts,  etc. 

N'Kaka  = grandma,  grandpa,  one  who  is  an  elder  (as  being  a grandparent  officially  makes  you 
an  elder  of  the  family) 

N' Kento  = a woman,  one  who  is  a woman 

N'Gola  = that  which/  one  who  pounces  upon,  seizes,  etc.  This  is  where  we  get  the  term  Capoeira 
Angola  - from  the  Bantu  Kipuru  Ngola  (to  flutter  (like  a chicken)  and  pounce  or  seize  one's 
prey/opponent) 


As  we  can  see  from  the  brief  examples  above,  when  the  N prefix  is  added,  it  signifies  one  is  in 
the  state  of  being/doing  that  which  the  root  describes.  So  in  our  N'Tcher,  we  could  postulate  that 
it  signifies,  using  the  Bantu  as  our  reference,  ONE  WHO  IS  AN  ANCESTOR  or  GOD  or 
PRIEST,  etc. 

In  this  case  the  N signifies  the  actualization  or  being  in  the  state  of  the  root  word.  So  this  is 
something  you  would  look  at  as  well  as  a possible  link  for  understanding  the  N across  languages. 
Does  this  convention  exist  in  other  language  groups?

Arid  conditions  forced  the  Kiffians,  the  initial  occupants,  to  abandon  the  area  a little  over  8000 
years  ago  but  with  the  return  of  more  humid  conditions,  around  6600  years  ago;  the  region  was 
repopulated  by  the  more  gracile  Tenerian  people  who  left  behind  elaborate  grave  goods, 
including  animal  bone  and  ivory  ornaments. 

It  is  believed  that  a resurgent  period  in  between  caused  Africa's  seasonal  monsoons  to  shift 
slightly  north,  bringing  new  rains  to  the  Sahara  and  dotting  the  area  with  lakes,  drawing 
animals,  fish  and  eventually  people.  This  suggests  why  samples  from  the  grave  contained 
pollen  clusters,  perhaps  a cultural  ritual  where  individuals  were  laid  to  rest  on  a bed  of 
flowers?

The  two  tribes  lived  there  in  a plum  lakeside  community  when  the  Sahara 
Desert,  as  we  know  it,  was  a lush,  green  country,  but  were  separated  by  effects  of 
climate  change  over  a time  line  of  1,000  years. 

The  mystery  of  the  lost  tribes  of  the  green  Sahara  has  been  unraveled  by  a joint  team  of 
archaeologists  and  palaeontologists  who  were  out  on  a dinosaur-hunting  expedition  in  the 
TUfr/lJjesert  in  present-day  Niger  but  instead  stumbled  on  a large,  Stone  Age  graveyard. 
Now  whatever  little  may  be  known  about  the  Kiffian  and  Tenerian  tribes,  thought  to  have 
lived  in  the  Sahara  between  10,000  and  5,000  years  ago  are  bone  harpoons,  earthen  pots, 
among  other  artifacts. 

But  what  is  so  intriguing  are  the  burial  sites  where  dozens  of  fossilized  human  skeletons 
have  been  laid  bare  on  the  surface  of  an  ancient  dune  field  by  the  hot  Saharan  wind.  The 
exploration  team  led  by  noted  paleontologist  and  National  Geographic  explorer  in 
residence,  Paul  Sereno,  found  jawbones  still  clenched  nearly  full  sets  of  teeth. 

In  another  grave  where  a mother  appears  to  have  been  buried  together  with  her  two 
daughters  in  perhaps  a ritualistic  embrace,  a tiny  hand  reached  up  through  the  sand,  its 
finger  bones  intact.  On  the  surface  lay  harpoon  points,  potsherds,  beads  and  stone  tools. 


But  the  story  of  the  Green  Sahara  started  way 
back  in  2000  when  the  expedition  team  happened  on  a large,  Stone  Age  graveyard  in  an 
area  called  Gobero,  or  'desert  within  a desert,  in  the  local  Tuareg  dialect  of  the  nomadic 
people  presently  occupying  the  TMr/iJfesert  swath  of  the  Sahara  in  Niger.  The  site  was 
brimming  with  skeletons  of  humans  and  animals  including  large  fish  and  crocodiles. 

Here  is  the  site  of  other  dramatic  scientific  findings  including  the  500-toothed,  plant-eating 
dinosaur  Nigersaurus  and  the  enormous  extinct  crocodilia  Sarcosuchus,  also  known  as 
Super  Croc. 

"Everywhere  you  turned,  there  were  bones  belonging  to  animals  that  don't  live  in  the 
desert,"  Sereno  told  a news  briefing  in  Washington,  DC  announcing  the  discovery  August 
14.  "I  realized  we  were  in  the  green  Sahara." 

Arid  conditions  forced  the  Kiffians,  the  initial  occupants,  to  abandon  the  area  a little  over  8000 
years  ago  but  with  the  return  of  more  humid  conditions,  around  6600  years  ago;  the  region  was 
repopulated  by  the  more  gracile  Tenerian  people  who  left  behind  elaborate  grave  goods, 
including  animal  bone  and  ivory  ornaments.

this  was  our  end  year  summary; 

At  this  very  moment  last  year,  Kenya  was  pregnant  with  hope. 

We  were  looking  forward  to  an  election  which  had  all  the  indications  of  changing  the  face  of 
Kenya  and  Kenyans.  Politics  was  at  its  highest,  and  the  people  were  excited  either  way. 

But  it  reached  an  anti  climax  on  30th  December  2007  when  the  Hon  Samuel  Kivuitu  made  his 
announcement  and  pronounced  Mzee  Kibaki  as  having  won  the  elections.  Kenya  erupted  and 
fighting  broke  out  all  over. 

The  fighting  that  I saw,  the  blood  letting  that  I saw  across  the  country  made  me  change.  Time 
had  come  for  me  to  do  something  useful  for  Kenya  and  Kenyans,  than  to  engage  in  endless 
political  discussions  which  added  no  value. 

I made  up  my  mind  that  from  that  time  on,  I would  work  with  forces  that  focused  on  the  plight  of 
children.  I had  seen  that  in  times  of  conflict,  men  would  fight  leaving  the  women  and  the 
children  vulnerable. 

In  worse  case  scenarios,  women  would  trade  off  their  security  for  sex  while  the  child  had  nothing 
to  trade  off.  These  were  the  scenes  that  were  obtaining  in  conflict  zones.  Property  was  burned; 
women  were  raped;  children  got  lost;  some  lost  their  parents;  and  many  more  lost  their  homes 
and  education  become  a pipe  dream. 

In  January,  I started  discussing  this  with  friends  like  Mr  Jairus  K'Onyiego  from  USA.  He  would 
call  me  long  hours  on  phone  and  I would  update  him  on  the  situation  in  Kenya.  Thereafter,  Sam 
Okello,  also  from  USA  would  join  in  and  we  discussed  more. 


Out  of  these  discussions,  KCDN  was  born.  It  had  been  registered  in  May  of  2005  as  a 
Community  Based  Organization,  but  we  were  dormant.  In  February,  with  the  support  of  Mr 
K'Onyiego  and  Sam  Okello,  I was  able  to  open  the  KCDN  office  in  Komarock.  Thereafter  more 
support  came  in;  Mr  Joram  Odus,  Ms  Pamela  Ohonde,  Mr  Dick  Aduong'a,  Mr  Sebastian 
Onyango,  Ms  Caroline  Otieno,  Mr  Richard  Mungla,  Mr  Lenny  Amolo,  Mr  Otiende  Amolo,  Mr 
Rodgers  Orero,  Mini  Bakeries  Ltd  [Mr  Mwaura],  SGS  Kenya  [Mr  Aswegen],  Ms  Irene  Ngugi, 
Phoenix  Aviation  Ltd  [Mr  Barretto],  Mr  Ragem  Lugonzo,  Ms  Irene  Wasike,  Aristocrates 
Insurance  Brokers  Ltd  [Mr  Kasim],  Express  Connections  Ltd  [Mr  JM  Mugo],  Capital  Airlines 
Ltd  [Capt  Vaghela],  Ms  Elizabeth  Onyango,  Mr  Owino  Olendo  of  Taxplus  Consults  Ltd,  Tetra 
Pak  [K]  Ltd  [Ms  Mwihia],  The  Cradle  [Hon  Millie  Odhiambo]  and  many  more. 

It  was  not  easy.  We  first  wanted  to  group  vulnerable  people  into  self  help  schemes  where  they 
could  mobilize  their  own  resources  for  self  sustainability.  We  soon  found  out  that  in  the  wake  of 
the  Pyramid  Schemes  syndicates,  this  was  going  to  put  us  at  loggerheads  with  the  people  whom 
we  wanted  to  help. 

We  immediately  changed  focus  and  identified  3 issues  that  we  wanted  to  address  namely; 

1]  The  immediate  plight  of  IDPs 

2]  National  Healing  and  Reconciliation 

3]  Child  Support. 

1]  The  immediate  plight  of  IDPs 

Our  immediate  task  was  to  call  for  material  support  for  Kenyans  who  were  internally  displaced 
following  the  post  election  violence.  We  got  very  favourable  responses,  more  so,  Caroline 
Otieno  from  Arusha  Tanzania  came  in  handy  with  massive  mobilization  of  friends  in  Arusha  and 
he  consigned  to  me  many  bundles  of  used  clothes,  shoes  and  beddings  in  support. 

We  gave  these  out  to  two  groups;  one  in  Karachuonyo  and  the  next  to  a local  church  in  Kayole 
where  some  IDPs  had  taken  refuge.  This  first  phase  was  a resounding  success. 

2]  National  Healing  and  Reconcilaition 

This  was  our  second  phase.  We  thought  of  better  ways  by  which  we  could  preach  the  gospel  of 
National  Healing  and  Reconciliation  and  we  settled  on  organizing  a peace  run  in  May. 

KCDN  Embakasi  Peace  Run  was  hence  conceived,  and  initially  we  settled  on  31st  May.  This 
date  coincided  with  a presidential  function  in  Embakasi  and  the  PC  Nairobi  informed  me  of  the 
need  to  make  changes.  We  hence  settled  for  15th  June  2008. 

With  financial  support  from  SGS  Kenya,  Rachier  & Amolo  Advocates,  Jairus  K'Onyiego, 
Rogders  Orero  and  Mini  Bakeries  Ltd  and  material  support  from  Text  Book  Centre  Ltd,  Phoenix 
Publishers  Ltd  and  East  African  Educational  Publishers,  we  were  able  to  host  a very  successful 

KCDN  Embakasi  Peace  Run. 

We  were  able  to  assemble  a galaxy  of  guests  who  added  their  voices  to  the  need  for  National 
Healing  and  Reconciliation.  The  Commissioner  of  Sports  was  ably  represented  by  Mr  Karinga, 
the  Assistant  Commissioner.  In  attendance  we  had  Ms  Sarah  Kiwanuka,  Chairperson  Athletics 


Kenya  Nairobi  Province,  sports  officials  from  Nairobi  Province  and  many  more  guests  besides 
the  occasion  being  graced  by  school  children  from  different  schools,  athletes  from  several 
athletic  clubs  and  the  general  public. 

This  second  phase  of  our  programme  was  also  a resounding  success. 

31  Child  Support. 

Our  last  focus  was  on  child  support  and  we  decided  on  December  24th  as  our  due  date.  We  later 
revised  this  to  5th  December  2008. 

The  KCDN  Child  Support  Initiative  was  meant  to  give  educational  support  to  as  many  children 
from  vulnerable  family  backgrounds  for  their  schooling  for  2009.  To  get  the  right  mix  of 
children,  we  worked  in  collaboration  with  the  various  Head  Teachers.  The  number  of  children 
who  need  help  was  so  overwhelming,  but  we  settled  on  mobilizing  support  for  250  such  children. 

This  was  not  easy.  We  made  several  appeals  and  when  it  all  looked  like  getting  lost,  support 
started  coming  in.  We  have  made  our  public  appreciation  to  all  those  who  helped  this  day  to 
become  a resounding  success.  We  have  also  made  our  public  appreciation  to  all  our  guests, 
starting  with  the  Director  Basic  Education  in  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

This  is  a challenge  we  want  to  take  into  the  new  year  where  we  hope  to  retain  your  support.  It  is 
you  who  have  made  us  succeed  with  the  3 initiatives  we  undertook  this  year.  God  bless  you  so 
much. 

We  have  4 things  lined  up  for  which  we  would  solicit  your  support  in  2009; 

1]  In  March  2009,  we  will  be  launching  the  KCDN  Quarterly  Newsletter.  We  will  invite  your 
support  and  sponsorship  for  this.  Through  this,  we  will  be  articulating  what  we  are  doing  for  the 
society  and  the  children  in  particular.  We  will  invite  teachers  and  pupils  to  post  their  challenges 
and  aspirations.  We  will  also  be  inviting  policy  issues  from  the  Ministry  so  that  the  parents  and 
guardians  know  what  the  government  is  doing  in  support  of  the  Free  Primary  Education. 

2]  In  June  2009,  we  will  host  the  second  edition  of  the  KCDN  Peace  Run.  We  will  not  call  it 
KCDN  Embakasi  Peace  Run  since  this  is  limiting.  We  will  invite  support  and  participation  from 
you  all  as  we  preach  the  virtues  of  National  Healing  and  Reconciliation.  We  will  mobilize 
participation  from  all  our  children,  their  colleagues  from  the  surrounding  schools,  parents  and  the 
general  public. 

3]  In  September  2009,  we  will  organize  a KCDN  Child  Day  Out  for  our  children.  Many 
children  of  privilege  often  have  days  out  where  they  have  lots  of  fan.  We  will  mobilize  your 
support  to  make  this  day  out  a success.  This  will  see  us  organize  tours  to  the  parks  for  these 
children.  It  will  be  lots  of  fan  for  the  children. 

4]  In  December  2009,  we  will  again  mobilize  the  second  edition  of  the  KCDN  Child  Support 
Initiative.  Through  this  initiative,  we  will  mobilize  support  for  educational  materials  for  these 
children. 


The  best  gift  we  can  give  to  our  children  is  EDUCATION.  And  this  we  can  only  achieve  by

On  New  Year's  Eve,  Oscar  Grant  was  shot  in  the  back 
execution- style  by  a transit  police  officer  in  Oakland, 

California.  He  was  lying  face-down  on  a subway 
platform,  unarmed  and  posing  no  threat.1 2 
Twelve  days  later-despite  several  videos  showing  what 
happened— the  officer  who  killed  Grant  hasn't  been  arrested, 
charged,  or  even  questioned.  He  quit  the  force  and  has 
refused  to  speak.  The  District  Attorney  has  done  nothing. 

It's  time  to  demand  that  California  Attorney  General  Jerry 
Brown  take  over  the  case  and  arrest  Grant's  killer,  and  to  ask  that  the  US  Department  of  Justice 
launch  an  independent  investigation  into  the  conduct  of  the  local  authorities.  Please  join  us  and 
ask  your  friends  and  family  to  do  the  same:

Oscar  Grant  is  the  third  man  murdered  by  BART  (Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit)  police  in  the  past  17 
years.  All  three  victims  were  Black  and  none  posed  a serious  threat.  In  each  case,  BART  and 
county  authorities  have  failed  to  hold  the  officers  accountable. 

In  the  previous  cases,  BART's  internal  investigations  concluded  that  the  officers  felt  threatened 
by  the  victims  and  were  justified  in  pulling  the  trigger.  It's  unbelievable  given  the  circumstances 
of  the  killings: 

• In  1992,  19-year-old  Jerrold  Hall  was  shot  in  the  back  by  a BART  officer  as  he  tried  to 
leave  the  parking  lot  of  a station.  The  officer  was  responding  to  reports  of  an  armed 
robbery  and  said  he  suspected  that  Hall  and  a friend  were  involved.  The  officer  tried  to 
detain  the  two,  Hall  ran  and  then  the  officer  shot  him  in  the  back  and  killed  him.  Hall  was 
unarmed,  but  the  officer  said  he  thought  Hall  was  on  his  way  to  get  a gun  and  return  for  a 
showdown.4 

• In  2001,  a mentally  ill  man  named  Bruce  Seward  was  the  next  victim  of  the  rogue  force. 
Seward,  42,  was  naked  and  had  been  sleeping  on  a bench  outside  the  BART  station  when 
an  officer  approached  him.  Seward  did  grab  the  officer's  nightstick  at  one  point,  but  there 
were  several  options  for  subduing  him.  Instead,  the  officer  shot  and  killed  him.5 

In  addition  to  BART's  internal  investigation,  Alameda  County's  District  Attorney  is  also 
investigating  Oscar  Grant's  murder— but  the  office's  record  on  investigating  police  killings  is 
horrible  too.  In  both  cases  just  described,  the  District  Attorney  bought  BART's  argument  that  the 
officers  felt  threatened.  As  a result,  the  cops  were  cleared  of  any  wrongdoing. 

In  the  case  of  Grant's  murder,  the  DA  has  already  let  12  days  pass  while  doing  essentially 
nothing— the  officer  who  killed  Grant  is  able  to  travel  and  leave  the  state,  and  he's  free  to  talk 
with  other  officers  and  attempt  to  construct  a story  to  justify  his  killing  of  Oscar  Grant. 

The  problem  with  Alameda  County's  DA  goes  beyond  BART  police  murders.  In  the  past  two 
years  alone,  there  have  been  1 1 fatal  police  shootings  in  Oakland  (not  including  that  of  Oscar 
Grant).6  When  asked,  the  officials  at  the  District  Attorney's  office  could  not  remember  a single 
case  in  the  last  20  years  where  an  on-duty  cop  had  been  charged  in  a fatal  shooting  in  Alameda

County.  It  gives  the  clear  appearance  that  the  District  Attorney's  office  just  doesn't  have  the  will 
to  prosecute  police  crimes. 

California's  Attorney  General  needs  to  step  in  now  and  arrest  Oscar  Grant's  murderer.  And  the

Creating  those  structural  changes 
will  be  a much  longer  fight,  but  Oscar  Grant's  tragic  death  is  a wake-up  call  that  should  give  us  a 
real  chance  to  help  prevent  this  from  happening  again.

Whitfield,  want  answers. 

Grimes,  who  relocated  to  Texas  with  his  fianctS  Shae  Whitfield,  after  Hurricane 
Katrina,  couldn't  wait  to  get  home  with  their  17-month-old  son,  Chris,  and  ring  in  the 
new  year  with  friends  and  family.

The  Orleans  Parish  coroner  said  Grimes  was  shot  14  times,  including  12  times  in  the 
back. 

Grimes  had  just  walked  out  of  the  house  and  was  in  a car  waiting  for  his  cousin, 
according  to  family  members,  when  nine  plainclothes  officers  — part  of  an  undercover 
narcotics  task  force  driving  around  New  Orleans  on  New  Year's  Eve  — surrounded 
Grimes'  vehicle. 

Shots  rang  out;  New  Orleans  Police  Superintendent  Warren  Riley  said  Grimes  shot  at 
police  first. 

The  Grimes  family  disagrees,  saying  police  executed  a loved  one  as  he  ran  for  his  life. 
"It  was  like  someone  was  a murderer,  and  they  finally  caught  him,"  said  Grimes' 
mother,  Patricia.  "I  ain't  ever  seen  anything  like  this.  And  the  worst  part  about  it  was  I 
had  to  wait  for  the  5 o'clock  news  to  find  out  my  son  was  murdered." 

Shortly  after  finding  out  about  the  death,  the  family  contacted  the  FBI  to  investigate 
alleged  wrongdoing  by  police  officers  in  the  shooting. 

"We  are  hoping  for  a thorough  investigation  by  the  NOPD  [New  Orleans  Police 
Department]  and  the  district  attorney's  office,"  said  the  family's  attorney,  Robert 
Jenkins.  " We  know  the  FBI  is  going  to  do  a fully  complete  investigation.  We  are 
hoping  that  criminal  charges  will  be  brought  against  all  of  these  officers  for  the 
execution  in  this  case." 


Riley  agreed  that  all  the  facts  need  to  be  released. 

"We  think  that  families  should  do  everything  they  can  do  make  sure  this  investigation  is 
as  thorough  and  complete  as  possible  so  they  know  the  truth,"  he  said. 

Nine  police  officers  were  reassigned  afterward,  but  New  Orleans  police  aren't 
commenting  on  the  case.  The  police  also  declined  to  release  the  names  of  the  officers 
and  the  shooting  report,  saying  the  investigation  is  ongoing,  both  internally  and  with 
the  FBI. 

Family  members  said  they  want  to  know  why  officers  descended  on  a young  man  with 
no  criminal  record,  who  graduated  from  one  of  the  most  prestigious  high  schools  in  the 
city. 

"This  violence  has  to  stop.  My  child's  death  will  not  be  meaningless.  He  did  not  die  in 
vain,"  Patricia  Grimes  said.  "This  is  meaningless;  this  never  should  have  happened." 
Grimes  did  have  a gun.  His  family  and  the  lawyer,  Jenkins,  said  he  had  a legal  permit  to 
carry  the  weapon.  Authorities  also  said  they  found  a shotgun  and  extra  ammunition  in 
the  car's  trunk. 

Grimes'  relatives  said  they  don't  believe  he  opened  fire  first.  And  the  family's  attorney 
said  he  believes  the  investigation  will  show  rogue  cops  and  sloppy  police  work. 

"I  just  think  it  was  some  bad  officers  who  were  out  there  and  imposing  their  will  on  the 
community,"  Jenkins  said. 

Jenkins  also  said  that  48  bullet  casings  were  found  at  the  shooting  scene.  Police  won't 
confirm  or  deny  that  number,  but  Riley  defended  his  officers'  actions. 

"We  train  our  officers  to  fire  when  fired  upon.  We  train  them  to  fire  more  than  one 
shot,"  he  said. 

But  the  shooting  doesn't  make  sense,  relatives  said,  describing  Grimes  as  a young  man 
who  was  a loving  father  with  a good  job  and  no  history  of  being  in  trouble. 

His  grieving  mother  and  father  said  they  won't  be  silenced  and  are  not  worried  about  a 
code  of  silence  among  officers,  the  so-called  "blue  wall." 

"The  walls  are  going  to  come  down.  Just  like  the  walls  of  Jericho  came  down,"  Grimes' 
father  said,  trying  to  fight  back  tears.

Graphic  video  of  Oscar  J.  Grant  Ill's  death  at  an  Oakland  train  station  has  roiled  emotions  in  the 
Bay  Area,  leading  to  a demonstration  at  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  district  headquarters  and  calls 
for  more  oversight  of  the  agency's  police  force. 

The  family  of  the  22- year-old  man  filed  a $25 -million  wrongful-death  claim  against  the  agency 
Tuesday.  In  amateur  videos,  an  officer  is  seen  shooting  the  unarmed  man  in  the  back  as  he  lay 
face  down  while  other  officers  restrained  him. 

Grant  had  been  celebrating  New  Year's  Eve  in  San  Francisco  and  was  heading  back  to  his  East 
Bay  home  on  a BART  train  when  a fight  broke  out  between  two  groups  of  riders  about  2 a.m. 

BART  police  met  the  train  at  Oakland's  Fruitvale  station  and  ordered  passengers  — including 
Grant  — onto  the  platform. 

Video  taken  by  spectators  with  cellphones  shows  a chaotic  scene,  with  uniformed  officers 
pulling  riders  out  of  a train  and  then  shoving  one  man  onto  the  ground.

When  BART  Police  Chief  Gary  Gee,  who  also  attended  the  news  conference,  was  asked  if  race 
was  a factor  in  the  incident,  he  said:  "I  can  tell  you  from  the  first  12,  13  days  of  this 
investigation,  we  have  not  found  any  nexus  to  race  that  provoked  this  to  happen." 

If  Mehserle  is  convicted  of  first-degree  murder  with  the  use  of  a firearm,  he  could  receive  a 
sentence  of  50  years  to  life.

BBC  2 November,  2004  Dutch  film  maker  Theo  van  Gogh  has  been  stabb< 
shot  dead  in  Amsterdam,  Dutch  police  say.  Police  arrested  a man  in  a nea 
park  after  an  exchange  of  gunfire.  The  man,  aged  26,  had  joint  Dutch  and 
Moroccan  nationality,  they  said.

The  film's  director,  Mohamed  Malas,  had  to  shoot  his  film  in  Paris, 
becausethe  Syrian  governmentwouldn't  let  him  shoot  there.  The  film  has 
beenbanned  in  Syria  as  well,  so  it  won't  be  seen  there,  either.  Writer-director 
Malas  was  inspired  to  write  the  film  after  reading  a snippet  in  a Syrian  paper 
about  a woman  who  was  slain  by  her  uncle,  two  cousins  and  two  brothers  in  an

Ancient  Egyptian  cemetery  'bigger  than  we  thought' 

SAQQARA,  Egypt:  A pair  of  4,300-year-old  pharaonic  tombs  discovered  at 
Saqqara  indicate  that  the  sprawling  necropolis  south  of  Cairo  is  even 
larger  than  previously  thought,  said  Egypt's  top  archaeologist.  The 
rock-cut  tombs  were  built  for  high  officials,  one  responsible  for  the 
quarries  used  to  build  the  nearby  pyramids  and  the  other  for  a woman 
in  charge  of  procuring  entertainers  for  the  pharaohs. 

Egypt's  antiquities  capo,  Zahi  Hawass,  described  it  as  a "major, 
important  discovery,"  saying  that  the  two  new  tombs  date  "back  to 
4,300  years  ago." 

"The  discovery  of  the  two  tombs  is  the  beginning  of  a big,  large 
cemetery,"  he  said. 

Indeed,  the  discovery  indicates  that  there  is  even  more  to  the  vast 
necropolis  of  Saqqara  located  19  kilometers  south  of  the  capital 
Cairo,  he  added. 

In  the  past,  excavations  have  focused  on  just  one  side  of  the  two 
nearby  pyramids,  the  Steppe  Pyramid  of  King  Djoser  and  that  of  Unas, 
the  last  king  of  the  5th  Dynasty.  The  area  where  the  two  tombs  were 
found,  to  the  southwest,  has  been  largely  untouched. 

"This  means  the  royal  cemetery  is  bigger  than  we  thought,"  said  Saleh 
Suleiman,  the  archaeologist  responsible  for  the  excavation  of  the  two 
tombs. 

Hawass  said  excavations  will  continue  and  further  finds  should  shed 
light  on  the  5th  and  6th  dynasties  of  the  Old  Kingdom,  which  ruled 


more  than  4,000  years  ago. 

One  of  the  tombs  is  about  a meter  wide  and  2.5  meters  long  with  a 
description  above  the  entrance  about  the  man,  Iya  Maat,  for  whom  it 
was  built.  Iya  Maat  organized  the  acquisition  of  granite  and  limestone 
from  Aswan  and  other  materials  from  the  Western  Desert. 

The  second  tomb  is  twice  as  big  and  includes  inscriptions  and  an  image 
of  seated  woman. 

It  once  housed  the  remains  of  Thanah,  who  was  in  charge  of  singers  in 
the  court  of  Unas. 

Both  tombs  feature  hieroglyphics  at  their  entrances  but  the  contents 
of  the  tombs  have  long  since  been  stolen,  Hawass  said.  The  entrance  of 
Thanah's  tomb  shows  carved  images  of  her  smelling  lotus  flowers. 

Aidan  Dodson,  a research  fellow  at  the  University  of  Bristol's 
Department  of  Archaeology  and  Anthropology  in  Bristol,  England,  who 
was  not  involved  in  the  dig,  said  that  while  the  tombs  themselves 
aren't  especially  significant,  the  possibility  of  a much  larger 
cemetery  would  be. 

"It  shows  that  the  blank  areas  of  the  maps  of  Saqqara  aren't  really 
empty  at  all,"  he  said.  "It's  just  that  archaeologists  haven't  got 
round  to  digging  them." 

Excavations  have  been  going  on  at  Saqqara  for  about  150  years, 
uncovering  a vast  necropolis  of  pyramids,  tombs  and  funerary  complexes 
mostly  from  the  Old  Kingdom,  but  also  including  sites  as  recent  as  the 
Roman  era. 

But  despite  the  decades  of  excavation,  new  finds  are  constantly  being 
made. 

Last  November,  Hawass  announced  the  discovery  of  a new  pyramid  at  the 
site,  the  1 18th  in  Egypt,  and  the  12th  to  be  found  just  in  Saqqara. 

According  to  Hawass  only  30  percent  of  Egypt's  monuments  have  been 
uncovered,  with  the  rest  still  under  the  sand. 

Hawass  also  said  that  a bust  of  Pharaoh  Amenhotep  III,  which  has  been 
outside  the  country  for  about  15  years,  was  returned  to  Egypt  in  late 
December  after  a lengthy  legal  battle  with  an  antiquities  dealer  in 
Britain. 


Hawass  said  Egypt  and  the  dealer  were  eventually  able  to  resolve  the 
question  of  the  bust's  ownership  out  of  court  without  Egypt  having  to 
pay  the  dealer  any  money. 

Egypt  has  been  actively  trying  to  recover  artifacts  stolen  or  looted 
over  the  years.  The  bust  is  one  of  about  5,000  pieces  retrieved  by 
Egypt  since  2002.  Hawass  said  he  also  expects  the  return  of  four 
statues  from  Sweden  in  the  next  two  weeks. 

The  bust  is  one  of  the  great  statues  of  Amenhotep  III,  the  ninth 
pharaoh  of  the  18th  Dynasty,  who  ruled  for  almost  40  years  during  the 
14th  century  BC,  and  is  considered  one  of  the  most  important  rulers  of 
ancient  Egypt,  said  Hawass. 

Amenhotep  was  the  father  of  Akhenaten,  who  attempted  to  make  Egyptian 
worship  a single  god,  the  sun,  making  him  one  of  the  first  known 
proponents  of  monotheism. 

The  death  of  Unas  brought  to  an  end  the  5th  Dynasty,  as  he  did  not 
have  a male  heir.  His  daughter  is  widely  believed  to  have  become  a 
queen  to  the  first  king  of  the  6th  Dynasty. 

The  6th  Dynasty,  a time  of  conflict  in  Egypt's  royal  family  and 
erosion  of  centralized  power,  is  considered  to  be  the  last  dynasty  of 
the  Old  Kingdom  (2,613-2,494  BC),  after  which  Egypt  descended  into 
famine  and  social  upheaval.  - Agencies,  with  The  Daily  Star 
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An  Egyptian-French  archaeological  team  headed  by  French 
archaeologist  George  Castel  uncovered  the  remains  of  an 
ancient  city  dating  back  to  the  Middle  Kingdom  (1665-2061 
BC)  in  Ain  Sokhna  about  120  km  north  of  Cairo,  announced 
Culture  Minister  Farouk  Hosni.  The  discovery  includes  nine 
storage  areas  and  three  narrow  alleyways  enclosed  within  a 600 
square  meter  rectangular  building  with  a single  room.  Supreme 
Council  of  Antiquities  Chief  Zahi  Hawass  said  that  the 
expedition  began  its  work  in  1999,  adding  that  the  area  may 
well  have  been  an  important  administrative  center  in  the  area.  A 
large  amount  of  clay  pots  bearing  the  names  of  the  kings  of  the 


fourth  and  fifth  dynasty  as  well  as  planks  of  cedar  wood 
historically  used  in  boat  building.

> NEW  ORLEANS,  Louisiana  (CNN)  — As  fireworks  exploded  over  the  Big 
Easy  on  New  Year's  Eve,  22-year-old  Adolph  Grimes  III  pulled  up  to  his 
grandmother' s home  near  the  French  Quarter  after  a five-hour  drive  from 
Houston,  Texas.

> Adolph  Grimes  Jr.,  with  grandson  Chris,  wife  Patricia  and  his  son's 
fiancee,  Shae  Whitfield,  want  answers. 

> 

> Grimes,  who  relocated  to  Texas  with  his  fianctS  Shae  Whitfield, 
after  Hurricane  Katrina,  couldn't  wait  to  get  home  with  their 
17-month-old  son,  Chris,  and  ring  in  the  new  year  with  friends  and 
family. 

> 

> "He  made  it  at  12  o'clock  exact,  with  a second  to  spare,"  said  his 
father,  Adolph  Grimes  Jr. 

> 


> Three  hours  later,  Grimes  lay  dying  on  the  sidewalk  half  a block  from 
his  grandmother' s front  door,  with  fireworks  giving  way  to  the  hue  of 
flashing  police  lights.

> The  Orleans  Parish  coroner  said  Grimes  was  shot  14  times,  including  12 
times  in  the  back. 

> 

> Grimes  had  just  walked  out  of  the  house  and  was  in  a car  waiting  for 
his  cousin,  according  to  family  members,  when  nine  plainclothes  officers 
— part  of  an  undercover  narcotics  task  force  driving  around  New  Orleans 
on  New  Year's  Eve  — surrounded  Grimes'  vehicle.

> Shots  rang  out;  New  Orleans  Police  Superintendent  Warren  Riley  said 
Grimes  shot  at  police  first. 

> 

> The  Grimes  family  disagrees,  saying  police  executed  a loved  one  as  he 
ran  for  his  life. 

> 

> "It  was  like  someone  was  a murderer,  and  they  finally  caught  him," 
said  Grimes'  mother,  Patricia.  "I  ain't  ever  seen  anything  like  this. 

And  the  worst  part  about  it  was  I had  to  wait  for  the  5 o'clock  news  to 
find  out  my  son  was  murdered." 

> 

> Shortly  after  finding  out  about  the  death,  the  family  contacted  the 
FBI  to  investigate  alleged  wrongdoing  by  police  officers  in  the 
shooting. 

> 

> "We  are  hoping  for  a thorough  investigation  by  the  NOPD  [New  Orleans 
Police  Department]  and  the  district  attorney's  office,"  said  the 

family's  attorney,  Robert  Jenkins.  " We  know  the  FBI  is  going  to  do  a 
fully  complete  investigation.  We  are  hoping  that  criminal  charges  will 
be  brought  against  all  of  these  officers  for  the  execution  in  this 
case." 

> 

> Riley  agreed  that  all  the  facts  need  to  be  released. 

> 

> "We  think  that  families  should  do  everything  they  can  do  make  sure 
this  investigation  is  as  thorough  and  complete  as  possible  so  they  know 
the  truth,"  he  said. 

> 

> Nine  police  officers  were  reassigned  afterward,  but  New  Orleans  police 
aren't  commenting  on  the  case.  The  police  also  declined  to  release  the 
names  of  the  officers  and  the  shooting  report,  saying  the  investigation 

is  ongoing,  both  internally  and  with  the  FBI. 

> 

> Family  members  said  they  want  to  know  why  officers  descended  on  a 


young  man  with  no  criminal  record,  who  graduated  from  one  of  the  most 
prestigious  high  schools  in  the  city. 

> 

> "This  violence  has  to  stop.  My  child's  death  will  not  be  meaningless. 

He  did  not  die  in  vain,"  Patricia  Grimes  said.  "This  is  meaningless; 
this  never  should  have  happened." 

> 

> Grimes  did  have  a gun.  His  family  and  the  lawyer,  Jenkins,  said  he  had 
a legal  permit  to  carry  the  weapon.  Authorities  also  said  they  found  a 
shotgun  and  extra  ammunition  in  the  car's  trunk. 

> 

> Grimes'  relatives  said  they  don't  believe  he  opened  fire  first.  And 
the  family's  attorney  said  he  believes  the  investigation  will  show  rogue 
cops  and  sloppy  police  work. 

> 

> "I  just  think  it  was  some  bad  officers  who  were  out  there  and  imposing 
their  will  on  the  community,"  Jenkins  said. 

> 

> Jenkins  also  said  that  48  bullet  casings  were  found  at  the  shooting 
scene.  Police  won't  confirm  or  deny  that  number,  but  Riley  defended  his 
officers'  actions. 

> 

> "We  train  our  officers  to  fire  when  fired  upon.  We  train  them  to  fire 
more  than  one  shot,"  he  said. 

> 

> But  the  shooting  doesn't  make  sense,  relatives  said,  describing  Grimes 
as  a young  man  who  was  a loving  father  with  a good  job  and  no  history  of 
being  in  trouble.

Much  of  this  is  all  history  and  deals  with  tactics  to  address  corruption. 

And  no,  corruption  is  NOT  genetic  as  is  "Africans  are  more  likely  to  be  corrupt",  for  example. 
Those  who  claim  otherwise  should  identify  to  us  what  that  gene  is  otherwise  they  should  keep 
quiet. 

Here  are  some  reasons  corruption  thrives  in  Kenya: 

• Deterrent  measures  are  weak!  Example:  how  often  are  people  jailed  (usually  for  a tiny 
fraction  of  time)  and  before  long  you  see  them  out  and  going  about  their  lives  as  usual. 
Penalties  against  corruption  need  to  be  so  severe  that  anyone  thinking  about  it  will 
reconsider  the  consequences.  Moreover,  the  law  and  practice  should  be  such  that  people 
convicted  of  a crime  should  be  barred  from  holding  a job  or  doing  a business  for  (say)  10 
-15  years.  If  this  could  be  enforced  then  criminals  would  think  twice  before  committing 
a crime  as  it  touches  on  their  livelihood; 

• Institutions  such  as  the  ludiciary  and  the  AG  need  to  be  strengthened  and  given  no- 
nonsense  support  to  do  what  they  must  do.  This  way  a prosecutor/judge  would  not  be 
intimidated  when  handling  a case.  Moreover,  they  too  should  face  stiff  sentencing  should 
they  be  caught  profiting  from  their  work  of  prosecuting  the  corrupt.  And  the  previous 
consequences  should  apply! 

• There  has  to  be  some  control  that  exercises  "judicial  supervision"  of  some  kind;  a 
watertight  system  that  "watches"  over  judges  and  prosecutors  to  ensure  that  they  don't 
tale  bribes  as  they  are  prosecuting  the  corrupt; 

• There  needs  to  be  an  independent  public  ombudsman  to  who  mwananchi  reports;  this 
needs  teeth!  This  office  must  then  go  after  accused  judges,  prosecutors,  policemen, 
mwananchi,  etc  that  take  bribes  from  mwananchi .... 

• Kenyans  should  change  their  attitude  towards  corruption  and  stop  inducing  others  to  take 
bribes  or  collude  in  national  plunder!  Mwananchi  caught  should  face  similar  penalty  as 


outlined  about.  As  well  mwananchi  should  publicly  shame  those  that  take  bribes.  Further 
mwananchi  should  shun  those  that  are  corrupt!  Indeed,  they  should  stop  the  current 
practice  of  "revering"  the  rich  that  have  publicly  stolen!

As  soon 
as  the  government  was  gone,  mysterious  European  ships  started  appearing  off  the  coast  of 
Somalia,  dumping  vast  barrels  into  the  ocean.  The  coastal  population  began  to  sicken.  At  first 
they  suffered  strange  rashes,  nausea  and  malformed  babies.  Then,  after  the  2005 
tsunami,  hundreds  of  the  dumped  and  leaking  barrels  washed  up  on  shore.  People 
began  to  suffer  from  radiation  sickness,  and  more  than  300  died.  At  the  same  time,  other 
European  ships  have  been  looting  Somalia's  seas  of  their  greatest  resource:  seafood.  We  have 
destroyed  our  own  fish  stocks  by  overexploitation  and  now  we  have  moved  on  to  theirs.  More 
than  $300m-worth  of  tuna,  shrimp,  and  lobster  are  being  stolen  every  year  by  illegal  trawlers. 
The  local  fishermen  are  now  starving.  This  is  the  context  in  which  the  "pirates"  have  emerged. 
Somalian  fishermen  took  speedboats  to  try  to  dissuade  the  dumpers  and  trawlers,  or  at  least 
levy  a "tax"  on  them.

"The  presence  of  a massive  U.S.  embassy  by  far  the  largest  in 
the  world  co-located  in  the  Green  Zone  with  the  Iraqi  government  is  seen  by  Iraqis  as  an 
indication  of  who  actually  exercises  power  in  their  country,"  the  International  Crisis  Group,  a 
European-based  research  group,  said  in  2006.  "The  idea  of  an  embassy  this  huge,  this  costly, 
and  this  isolated  from  events  taking  place  outside  its  walls  is  not  necessarily  a cause  for 
celebration,"  architectural  historian  Jane  Loeffler  wrote  in  Foreign  Affairs  in  2007.  "Although  the 


U.S.  Government  regularly  proclaims  confidence  in  Iraq's  democratic  future,  the  U.S.  has 
designed  an  embassy  that  conveys  no  confidence  in  Iraqis  and  little  hope  for  their  future. 
Instead,  the  U.S.  has  built  a fortress  capable  of  sustaining  a massive,  long-term  presence  in  the 
face  of  continued  violence." 

Note:  Why  would  the  U.S.  want  Iraq  (estimated  population  28  million)  to  have  an  embassy  10 
times  or  more  larger  than  that  of  China  (over  a billion  people),  Canada,  Japan,  or  for  that  matter 
many  other  countries?  And  why  isn't  any  major  media  besides  Fox  even  raising  this  key 
question?  Could  this  possibly  have  anything  to  do  with  control  of  oil  and  other  precious 
resources  there?

Seven  score  years  ago,  Abraham  Lincoln,  in  whose  symbolic  shadow  we  stand  today,  signed  the  Emancipation  Proclamation. 
This  momentous  decree  came  as  a great  beacon  light  of  hope  to  millions  of  Negro  slaves  who  had  been  seared  in  the  flames  of 
withering  injustice.  It  came  as  a joyous  daybreak  to  end  the  long  night  of  their  captivity. 

But  145  years  later,  the  Negro  still  is  not  free.  One  hundred  and  forty  five  years  later,  the  life  of  the  Negro  is  still  sadly  crippled  by 
the  manacles  of  segregation  and  the  chains  of  discrimination.  One  hundred  and  forty  five  years  later,  the  Negro  lives  on  a lonely 
island  of  poverty  in  the  midst  of  a vast  ocean  of  material  prosperity.  One  hundred  and  forty  five  years  later,  the  Negro  is  still 
languished  in  the  corners  of  American  society  and  finds  himself  an  exile  in  his  own  land.  One  hundred  and  forty  five  years  later 
how  is  it  that  more  than  ever  before-that  so  many  Negro's  now  so  favorable  and  adamantly  refer  to  themselve's  by  the 
derogatory  "N"  word.  One  hundred  and  forty  five  years  later  how  is  it  that  so  many  once  so  respectful  young  Negro  boys  are  now 
admiring  the  deplorable  behaviors  of  thugury  and  pimping?  One  hundred  and  forty  five  years  later  how  is  it  that  Black  unity,  racial 
pride,  and  educational  aspiration,  once  hallmarks  of  Black  identity  -especially  during  the  1 960's-  so  dramatically  declined?  One 
hundred  and  forty  five  years  later  how  is  it  that  Negro's  became  living  contradictions  of  our  former  selves?  One  hundred  and  forty 
five  years  later  how  is  it  that  we  continue  to  accept  the  easy  and  convenient  answer  that  these  admirable  cultural  traits  all  merely 
disintegrated  when  integration  and  other  subsequent  opportunities  became  available?  One  hundred  and  forty  five  years  later 
how  is  it  that  the  white  race  become  the  litmus  test  and  standard  for  all  humanity  despite  their  brutally  racist  history  to  the 
contrary  of  where  of  which  all  other  races  has  been  either  their  enemies  or  their  victims?  And  so  we've  come  here  today  to 
dramatize  a shameful  condition. 

In  a sense  we've  come  to  our  nation's  capital  today  to  cash  a new  check  drawn  on  a new  bank.  When  the  architects  of  this 
republic  wrote  the  magnificent  words  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  they  were  signing  a promissory 
note  to  which  every  American  was  to  fall  heir.  This  note  was  a promise  that  all  men  - yes,  black  men  as  well  as  white  men  - 
would  be  guaranteed  the  unalienable  rights  of  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

It  is  obvious  today  that  America  has  defaulted  on  this  promissory  note  because  the  note  is  no  good  anymore.  America 's  note 
has  now  fallen  and  collapsed,  insofar  as  her  citizens  of  color  are  concerned.  Instead  of  honoring  this  sacred  obligation,  America 
with  all  good  intention  and  by  no  fault  of  its  own  has  given  the  Negro  people  a bad  check,  a check  that  has  come  back  marked 
"insufficient  funds." 

But  we  refuse  to  believe  that  the  bank  of  justice  is  bankrupt.  We  refuse  to  believe  that  there  are  insufficient  funds  in  the  great 
vaults  of  opportunity  that  lie  in  our  father's  homeland  called  Africa  from  hence  we  originated.  We  refuse  to  believe  that  the  home 
of  our  father's  fathers  is  not  our  home  also.  And  so  we've  come  to  cash  our  new  check,  a check  that  once  had  no  hope  but  that 
will  now  give  us  upon  demand  the  riches  of  freedom  and  security  of  justice.  We  have  also  come  to  this  hallowed  spot  to  remind 
America  and  Africa  of  the  fierce  urgency  of  Now!  This  is  no  time  to  engage  in  the  luxury  of  cooling  off  or  to  take  the  tranquilizing 
drug  of  gradualism.  Now  is  the  time  to  make  real  the  promises  of  democracy.  Now  is  the  time  to  rise  from  the  dark  and  desolate 
valley  of  American  racism  and  segregation  to  the  sunlit  path  of  racial  justice.  Now  is  the  time  to  go  and  lift  our  new  nation  from 
the  quicksand's  of  political  and  social  injustice  to  the  solid  rock  of  brotherhood.  Now  is  the  time  to  make  justice  a reality  for  all  of 
Africa 's  children. 

It  would  be  fatal  for  African  Americans  to  overlook  the  urgency  of  this  moment.  This  sweltering  summer  of  the  Negro's  legitimate 
discontent  will  not  pass  until  there  is  an  invigorating  autumn  of  freedom  and  equality.  Two  Thousand  and  Nine  is  not  an  end  but  a 
beginning.  Those  who  hoped  that  the  Negro  needed  to  blow  off  steam  and  will  now  be  content  will  have  a rude  awakening  if  the 
nation  returns  to  business  as  usual  under  Mr.  Obama.  There  will  be  neither  rest  nor  tranquility  in  America  until  the  American 
Negro  is  granted  his  full  citizenship  rights  in  either  Africa  and  or  America  . The  whirlwinds  of  revolt  will  continue  to  shake  the 
foundations  of  this  nation  until  the  bright  day  of  justice  emerges  and  the  ships  sail  back  to  the  shores  of  Africa  . 

But  there  is  something  that  I must  say  to  my  people  who  stand  on  the  warm  threshold  which  leads  into  the  palace  of  justice.  In 
the  process  of  gaining  our  rightful  place  we  must  learn  from  the  old  Liberian  experience  and  not  be  guilty  of  wrongful  deeds.  Let 
us  not  seek  to  satisfy  our  thirst  for  freedom  by  drinking  from  the  cup  of  bitterness  and  hatred.  We  must  forever  conduct  our 
struggle  on  the  high  plane  of  dignity  and  discipline.  We  must  not  allow  our  creative  excitement  to  return  to  Africa  to  degenerate 
into  physical  violence.  Again  and  again  we  must  rise  to  the  majestic  heights  of  meeting  physical  force  with  soul  force.  The 
marvelous  new  rebellion  which  has  engulfed  the  young  Negro  community  must  not  lead  us  to  a distrust  of  all  Africans,  for  many 
of  our  African  brothers,  as  evidenced  by  their  presence  here  today,  have  come  to  realize  that  their  destiny  is  tied  up  with  our 
destiny.  And  they  have  come  to  realize  that  their  freedom  is  inextricably  bound  to  our  freedom.  We  cannot  walk  alone. 


And  as  we  walk,  we  must  make  the  pledge  that  we  shall  always  march  ahead.  We  cannot  turn  back.  There  are  those  who  are 
asking  the  devotees  of  civil  rights,  "When  will  you  be  satisfied?"  We  can  never  be  satisfied  as  long  as  our  young  brother  Oscar 
Grant  is  the  victim  of  the  unspeakable  horrors  of  police  brutality.  We  cannot  be  satisfied  as  long  as  the  Negro's  basic  mobility  is 
from  a smaller  ghetto  to  a larger  one.  We  can  never  be  satisfied  as  long  as  our  children  are  stripped  of  their  selfhood  and  robbed 
of  their  dignity  by  new  invisible  signs  implying  "for  whites  only."  We  cannot  be  satisfied  as  long  as  a Negro  in  Florida  cannot  vote 
and  a Negro  in  New  York  believes  he  has  nothing  for  which  to  vote.  No,  no  we  are  not  satisfied  and  we  will  not  be  satisfied  until 
justice  rolls  down  like  waters  of  the  Niger  River  and  righteousness  like  the  mighty  Lake  Volta  . 

I am  not  unmindful  that  some  of  you  have  come  here  out  of  great  trials  and  tribulations.  Some  of  you  have  come  fresh  from 
narrow  cubicle  cells  of  corporate  America  . Some  of  you  have  come  from  areas  where  your  quest  for  freedom  left  you  battered 
by  storms  of  persecution  and  staggered  by  the  winds  of  police  brutality.  You  have  been  the  veterans  of  creative  suffering. 
Continue  to  work  with  the  faith  that  unearned  suffering  is  redemptive. 

Go  back  to  Chicago,  go  back  to  St.  Louis,  go  back  to  Detroit,  go  back  to  New  York,  go  back  to  Atlanta,  go  back  to  Los  Angeles, 
go  back  to  New  Orleans,  go  back  to  Texas,  go  back  to  Phoenix,  go  back  to  the  slums  and  ghettos  of  our  northern  and  southern 
cities,  knowing  that  somehow  this  situation  can  and  will  be  changed.

"It's  like  looking  into  a time  machine,  going  back  2,000  years,  to  visit  these  people,"  says  Kol 

Kobyliansky,  of  the  Sackler  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  Tel  Aviv  University,  is  the  first  researche 
to  provide  facial  reconstructions  of  what  Jews  looked  like  in  the  land  of  Israel,  before  their  c> 
Diaspora. 

Using  bone  measurements  collected  from  skulls  at  Jewish  burial  sites  at  Ein  Gedi  near  the  De 
the  Jordan  River,  Kobyliansky  created  plastic  molds  on  which  to  base  the  facial  reconstructio 
technique  was  made  possible  through  a unique  forensics  lab  in  Moscow,  at  the  Institute  of  Etl 
Anthropology  of  the  Russian  Academy  of  Sciences,  which  uses  the  most  up-to-date  software 
anthropological  facial  reconstruction  to  recreate  facial  features  from  craniums  with  about  70  ] 
accuracy. 

Mediterranean  features  with  African  traits 


The  skulls  of  a male  from  the  Hellenistic  period  and  a female  from  the  Roman  period  were  re 
Based  on  its  facial  reconstruction,  the  male  skull  might  have  belonged  to  the  large  Mediterrar 
that  inhabited  the  area  from  historic  to  modem  times.  The  female  skull  also  exhibits  all  the  M 
features  but,  in  addition,  there  are  probably  some  African  traits,  as  manifested  by  the  sha 
and  face. 

"This  woman  certainly  had  some  African  intermixture,"  Kobyliansky  explains.  "We  know  1 
and  the  stories  of  King  Solomon  that  there  were  Ethiopian  Jews  in  Israel.

> Kobyliansky,  of  the  Sackler  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  Tel  Aviv 
University, 

> is  the  first  researcher  in  the  world  to  provide  facial 
reconstructions 

> of  what  Jews  looked  like  in  the  land  of  Israel,  before  their  exile 
into 

> the  Diaspora. 

> 

> Using  bone  measurements  collected  from  skulls  at  Jewish  burial 
sites  at 

> Ein  Gedi  near  the  Dead  Sea  and  the  Jordan  River,  Kobyliansky  created 

> plastic  molds  on  which  to  base  the  facial  reconstructions.  The 
technique 

> was  made  possible  through  a unique  forensics  lab  in  Moscow,  at  the 

> Institute  of  Ethnology  and  Anthropology  of  the  Russian  Academy  of 

> Sciences,  which  uses  the  most  up-to-date  software  in  anthropological 


> facial  reconstruction  to  recreate  facial  features  from  craniums  with 

> about  70  percent  accuracy. 

> 

> Mediterranean  features  with  African  traits 

> 

> The  skulls  of  a male  from  the  Hellenistic  period  and  a female  from 
the 

> Roman  period  were  reconstructed.  Based  on  its  facial 
reconstruction,  the 

> male  skull  might  have  belonged  to  the  large  Mediterranean  group  that 

> inhabited  the  area  from  historic  to  modem  times.  The  female  skull 
also 

> exhibits  all  the  Mediterranean  features  but,  in  addition,  there  are 

> probably  some  African  traits,  as  manifested  by  the  shape  of  the 
nose  and 

> face. 

> 

> "This  woman  certainly  had  some  African  intermixture,  " Kobyliansky 

> explains.  "We  know  from  history  and  the  stories  of  King  Solomon  that 

> there  were  Ethiopian  Jews  in  Israel.  In  this  particular  female,  we 
see 

> some  African  traits.  But  maybe  she  was  absolutely  white  in  color. 

It's 

> impossible  to  say." 

> 

> One  problem  that  has  always  plagued  students  of  Jewish  physiognomy 
has 

> been  the  lack  of  representation.  While  Egyptians,  Romans  and  other 

> peoples  in  the  near  Middle  East  region  were  well  represented  in  art 

> through  painting  and  sculpture,  Jewish  custom,  like  that  of  Islam, 

> dictated  that  human  beings  — especially  holy  figures  — not  be 

> represented  in  form  or  image. 

> 

> Forbidden  images 

> 

> Says  Kobyliansky:  "Jews  didn't  create  sculptures  of  themselves  or 
paint 

> pictures  of  an  ideal.  It  was  forbidden  to  do  so." 

> 

> Another  obstacle  to  anthropological  studies  of  ancient  physiognomy 
has 

> been  strict  reverence  for  Jewish  burial  customs.  Jewish  law 
prevents  the 

> exhumation  of  Jewish  bones,  except  under  extreme  circumstances.  In 

> Kobyliansky' s case,  he  created  his  plastic  molds  from  cranial 
remains 


> collected  over  several  decades. 

> 

> Kobyliansky,  who  is  also  director  of  the  Lilian  and  Marcel  Poliak 
Chair 

> in  Biological  Anthropology  at  TAU,  compared  his  composite  molds  of 

> 2, 000- year-old  skulls  to  skulls  from  17th-century  Jews  from  Prague 
to 

> confirm  his  findings. 

> 

> The  first  study  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  Kobyliansky' s research  was 

> published  recently  in  German  journal  Anthropol  Anz.

We  are  living  in  the  time  of  Blackwater,  mercenaries  used  by  government 
and  corporations.  We  are  living  in  the  time  of  American  support  of 
European  Hegemony  taken  to  the  most  extreme  levels  ever  in  history.  We 
watch  as  America 's  bank,  the  so-called  "world  bank,"  sucks  the  life  out  of 
Afrika  , Jamaica  and  other  Black  nations.  We  are  living  in  the  time  of  the 
IMF,  the  Federal  Reserve,  the  Trilateral  Commission,  the  Council  on 
Foreign  Relations,  the  Bilderbergers  and  more. 

The  Patriot  Act  is  an  updated  McCarran  Act  of  1950.  We  are  living  in  a 
time  that  can  be  understood  as  part  of  "the  process  of  Fascism".  Fascism 
creates  a demon,  sells  this  demonization  to  the  public,  then  uses  it  to 
control  (intimidate,  detain,  torture,  kill)  anyone  who  challenges  the  state's 
abuse  of  human  rights.  In  the  I950's  the  demons  were  the  "subversives," 
and  the  "communists"  throughout  the  "cold  war,"  in  1968,  following  the 
assassination  of  Dr.  King,  the  demons  were  those  suspected  of  being 
"guerrillas",  and  by  2001  the  term  "terrorists"  had  been  accepted  as 
describing  the  new  "demons."  Should  we  allow  the  original,  the  real 
terrorists  to  define  "terrorism"  ? 

This  brief  statement  is  only  meant  to  point  to  the  reality  of  the  times  in 
which  we  live,  the  political  legacy  that  we  have  inherited  as  "americans," 
and  what  we  need  to  be  aware  of  at  this  "historic"  moment.  In  the  1960's, 
our  people  were  regarded  by  the  rest  of  the  world  as  leaders  in  the 
struggle  for  human  rights  as  we  fought  to  expose  and  confront  the 
genocidal  policies  perpetrated  by  the  american  government  towards 
Afrikan  people  in  the  u.s. 

We  stopped  organizing.  We  stopped  confronting  "the  system."  We 
became  part  of  "the  system."  We  sent  our  sons  to  fight  for  u.s.  monetary 
gain.  We  did  not  see  value  in  self-determination,  self-definition,  and  self- 
reliance  for  our  people.  Those  who  were  politically  conscious  read  and 
talked  about  ancient  history.  We  no  longer  concerned  ourselves  with 
contemporary  events,  systems,  or  political  realities.  Instead  of  expanding 
our  movement  to  become  a world  movement,  a truly  Pan-Afrikan 
movement,  we  were  content  to  become  "individuals"  in  the  "greatest" 
(most  materially  powerful)  country  in  the  world. 

So  now  we  are  "making  history"  by  being  swept  up  in  someone  else's 
definition  of  what  history  is.  We  are  "making  history,"  by  capitulating  to 


integration,  accommodation,  and  assimilation.  We  have  reached  the 
mountain  top,  for  we  have  been  able  to  vote  for  a "first  to."  The  struggle  is 
over.  We  have  won.  We  can  proudly  say  that  one  of  our  people  represents 
the  most  repressive,  destructive,  inhumane,  anti-Afrikan  nation  ever  to 
have  existed!  We  are  proud  to  be  part  of  a multinational  corporate 
structure  run  by  sociopathic  adolescents  who  think  nothing  of  stealing 
from  their  own  people.  (Imagine  what  they  will  do  to  us.) 

We  say  that  we  vote  because  our  Ancestors  died  to  get  the  vote.  Yes,  if 
you  decide  to  vote,  that  is  your  "right."  Do  not,  however,  blame  it  on  "the 
Ancestors."  That's  like  saying  Black  people  died  to  go  to  school  with  white 
people,  so  I will  make  sure  that  my  children  go  to  white  schools.  I have  a 
personal  experience  of  that  Movement.  Registering  to  vote  in  Mississippi 
was  a means  of  confronting  a system  of  oppression  head  on.  Today  we 
vote  to  avoid  confrontation  with  a system  that  is  Fascist.  In  Mississippi  , 
attempting  to  register,  meant  putting  your  life  on  the  line,  if  you  were 
Black.  This  effort  became  part  of  a strategy  to  expose  the  system  of 
oppression  that  existed  in  this  country,  which  continues  to  exist  even 
though  we,  Black  people,  can  now  "vote"  (even  in  Mississippi ).  No,  that  is 
not  what  our  Ancestors  died  for.  They  died  to  fulfill  The  Promise.  And  that 
is  the  question  that  we  should  raise.  "What  are  we  doing  to  fulfill  The 
Promise?" 

Is  this  occasion  "historic"  because  it  represents  the  abandonment  of  our 
sacred  obligation  to  the  Ancestors?  Will  we  go  down  in  "his"  story  as 
having  finally  capitulated  and  become  satisfied  with  the  evil  that  is 
represented  in  contemporary  globalization,  privatization  and  international 
capitalism?  Have  we  aborted  our  movement  for  freedom,  liberation  and 
sovereignty?  Or  have  we  merely  redefined  that  objective  in  "american" 
individualistic,  "what's  in  it  for  me"  terms?  Have  we  now  "won"?  Or  have 
we  simply  taken  the  easier  road,  finding  it  more  comfortable  to  be 
colonized  than  to  fight  for  liberation?  Are  we  excited  about  the  possibility 
of  being  closer  to  power  than  we  have  ever  been  before?,  even  though 
that  power  rests  on  the  exploitation,  even  murder,  of  Afrikans  and  other 
non-Europeans  throughout  the  world?  Have  we  even  dared  to  ask 
ourselves  "what  kind  of  person  would  want  to  be  president  of  the  United 
States  of  America  ?" 

What  is  the  significance  of  this  moment,  Tuesday,  November  4,  2008,  in 
"our"  story? 

Let  us  make  this  a time  for  reassessment  of  our  lives,  each  of  us.  Let  us 
reconnect  with  each  other  in  ways  that  will  help  our  people  to  become  self- 
sustaining.  Let  us  read  and  study  and  become  aware  of  what  this  country 
stands  for  in  the  world.  Let  us  teach  and  learn  about  the  monetary  system.

Let  us  study  together  and  build  together  and  fight  together  and 
teach  each  other.  Let  us  build  a revolutionary  Pan-Afrikanist  movement  of 
all  of  our  people,  so  that  we  can  hold  any  and  all  elected  officials 
accountable  for  their  decisions  and  actions.  Let  us  be  in  the  vanguard  of 
the  movement  for  radical  upheaval  of  the  american  reality.  Let  us  organize 
a support  system  for  the  Katrina  resistors.  Let  us  not  forget  them.  Let  us 
organize  sustainable  struggle  and  self-sustaining  institutions  that  can 
protect  our  people  from  the  intentional  "disasters"  of  monopoly  capitalism, 
and  save  them  in  the  natural  disasters  caused  by  the  greed  and 
selfishness  of  the  rulers. 

Let  this  be  the  moment  in  which  we  step  back  onto  the  stage  of  history, 
shouting  ourstory  to  the  world.  "We  are  not  capitulating."  "We  are  not 
allowing  ourselves  to  be  part  of  a Fascist  nation."  We  are  not  giving  up  our 
people,  our  movement,  or  our  Ancestors  for  "one  america  ."  Let  us  be 
unrelenting  in  our  confrontation  with  the  anti-Afrikan,  anti-human 
mechanisms  of  oppression. 

Never  forget  that  our  power  is  in  our  connectedness.  If  they  did  not 
succeed  in  disconnecting  us  through  the  middle  passage,  through 
enslavement  and  lynching  and  incarceration,  let  them  not  succeed  now 
through  the  duplicity  of  false  "democracy." 

Let  us  not  believe  the  hype.  This  is  not  our  victory.  This  "historic  occasion" 
is  a victory  for  america  , it  is  a victory  for  the  status  quo,  for  all  of  the 
things  that  we  should  be  fighting  against.  Be  in  Washington  DC  in  January 
to  make  demands  on  the  new  administration.  If  you  voted  for  it,  make  it 
work  for  you! 

Let  us  make  this  a time  for  real  change,  a time  for  fulfilling  The  Promise. 
Tugane  pamoja  tutafune  nia  yetu.  "Let  us  come  together  and  define  our 
cause."  Let  the  circle  be  unbroken.

The  experiences  of  bisexual  clergy  and  spiritual  workers,  e.g.,  rabbis,  ministers,  imams,  shamans,  priestesses, 
priests,  nuns,  etc. 

How  do  bisexualities  make  it  possible  for  bisexual  epistemologies  to  shape  religious/spiritual  practices? 

Sexual  fluidities  and  spiritual/religious  fluidities 

What  roles  have  missionaries,  colonialism,  and  modernity  played  in  the  development  of  bisexualities  and 
spiritualities  in  the  Non-Western/Global  South  parts  of  the  world? 


Bisexualities  and  Earth-based  or  Goddess-based  spiritual  systems  and  religions 


How  can  bisexuality  and  polyamory  be  forms  of  spiritual  practice?

this  was  our  end  year  summary; 

At  this  very  moment  last  year,  Kenya  was  pregnant  with  hope. 

We  were  looking  forward  to  an  election  which  had  all  the  indications  of  changing  the  face  of 
Kenya  and  Kenyans.  Politics  was  at  its  highest,  and  the  people  were  excited  either  way. 

But  it  reached  an  anti  climax  on  30th  December  2007  when  the  Hon  Samuel  Kivuitu  made  his 
announcement  and  pronounced  Mzee  Kibaki  as  having  won  the  elections.  Kenya  erupted  and 
fighting  broke  out  all  over. 

The  fighting  that  I saw,  the  blood  letting  that  I saw  across  the  country  made  me  change.  Time 
had  come  for  me  to  do  something  useful  for  Kenya  and  Kenyans,  than  to  engage  in  endless 
political  discussions  which  added  no  value. 

I made  up  my  mind  that  from  that  time  on,  I would  work  with  forces  that  focused  on  the  plight  of 
children.  I had  seen  that  in  times  of  conflict,  men  would  fight  leaving  the  women  and  the 
children  vulnerable. 

In  worse  case  scenarios,  women  would  trade  off  their  security  for  sex  while  the  child  had  nothing 
to  trade  off.  These  were  the  scenes  that  were  obtaining  in  conflict  zones.  Property  was  burned; 
women  were  raped;  children  got  lost;  some  lost  their  parents;  and  many  more  lost  their  homes 
and  education  become  a pipe  dream. 

In  January,  I started  discussing  this  with  friends  like  Mr  Jairus  K'Onyiego  from  USA.  He  would 
call  me  long  hours  on  phone  and  I would  update  him  on  the  situation  in  Kenya.  Thereafter,  Sam 
Okello,  also  from  USA  would  join  in  and  we  discussed  more. 

Out  of  these  discussions,  KCDN  was  born.  It  had  been  registered  in  May  of  2005  as  a 
Community  Based  Organization,  but  we  were  dormant.  In  February,  with  the  support  of  Mr 
K'Onyiego  and  Sam  Okello,  I was  able  to  open  the  KCDN  office  in  Komarock.  Thereafter  more 
support  came  in;  Mr  Joram  Odus,  Ms  Pamela  Ohonde,  Mr  Dick  Aduong'a,  Mr  Sebastian 


Onyango,  Ms  Caroline  Otieno,  Mr  Richard  Mungla,  Mr  Lenny  Amolo,  Mr  Otiende  Amolo,  Mr 
Rodgers  Orero,  Mini  Bakeries  Ltd  [Mr  Mwaura],  SGS  Kenya  [Mr  Aswegen],  Ms  Irene  Ngugi, 
Phoenix  Aviation  Ltd  [Mr  Barretto],  Mr  Ragem  Lugonzo,  Ms  Irene  Wasike,  Aristocrates 
Insurance  Brokers  Ltd  [Mr  Kasim],  Express  Connections  Ltd  [Mr  JM  Mugo],  Capital  Airlines 
Ltd  [Capt  Vaghela],  Ms  Elizabeth  Onyango,  Mr  Owino  Olendo  of  Taxplus  Consults  Ltd,  Tetra 
Pak  [K]  Ltd  [Ms  Mwihia],  The  Cradle  [Hon  Millie  Odhiambo]  and  many  more. 

It  was  not  easy.  We  first  wanted  to  group  vulnerable  people  into  self  help  schemes  where  they 
could  mobilize  their  own  resources  for  self  sustainability.  We  soon  found  out  that  in  the  wake  of 
the  Pyramid  Schemes  syndicates,  this  was  going  to  put  us  at  loggerheads  with  the  people  whom 
we  wanted  to  help. 

We  immediately  changed  focus  and  identified  3 issues  that  we  wanted  to  address  namely; 

1]  The  immediate  plight  of  IDPs 

2]  National  Healing  and  Reconciliation 

3]  Child  Support. 

1]  The  immediate  plight  of  IDPs 

Our  immediate  task  was  to  call  for  material  support  for  Kenyans  who  were  internally  displaced 
following  the  post  election  violence.  We  got  very  favourable  responses,  more  so,  Caroline 
Otieno  from  Arusha  Tanzania  came  in  handy  with  massive  mobilization  of  friends  in  Arusha  and 
he  consigned  to  me  many  bundles  of  used  clothes,  shoes  and  beddings  in  support. 

We  gave  these  out  to  two  groups;  one  in  Karachuonyo  and  the  next  to  a local  church  in  Kayole 
where  some  IDPs  had  taken  refuge.  This  first  phase  was  a resounding  success. 

2]  National  Healing  and  Reconcilaition 

This  was  our  second  phase.  We  thought  of  better  ways  by  which  we  could  preach  the  gospel  of 
National  Healing  and  Reconciliation  and  we  settled  on  organizing  a peace  run  in  May. 

KCDN  Embakasi  Peace  Run  was  hence  conceived,  and  initially  we  settled  on  31st  May.  This 
date  coincided  with  a presidential  function  in  Embakasi  and  the  PC  Nairobi  informed  me  of  the 
need  to  make  changes.  We  hence  settled  for  15th  June  2008. 

With  financial  support  from  SGS  Kenya,  Rachier  & Amolo  Advocates,  Jairus  K'Onyiego, 
Rogders  Orero  and  Mini  Bakeries  Ltd  and  material  support  from  Text  Book  Centre  Ltd,  Phoenix 
Publishers  Ltd  and  East  African  Educational  Publishers,  we  were  able  to  host  a very  successful 

KCDN  Embakasi  Peace  Run. 

We  were  able  to  assemble  a galaxy  of  guests  who  added  their  voices  to  the  need  for  National 
Healing  and  Reconciliation.  The  Commissioner  of  Sports  was  ably  represented  by  Mr  Karinga, 
the  Assistant  Commissioner.  In  attendance  we  had  Ms  Sarah  Kiwanuka,  Chairperson  Athletics 
Kenya  Nairobi  Province,  sports  officials  from  Nairobi  Province  and  many  more  guests  besides 
the  occasion  being  graced  by  school  children  from  different  schools,  athletes  from  several 
athletic  clubs  and  the  general  public. 

This  second  phase  of  our  programme  was  also  a resounding  success. 


31  Child  Support. 

Our  last  focus  was  on  child  support  and  we  decided  on  December  24th  as  our  due  date.  We  later 
revised  this  to  5 th  December  2008. 

The  KCDN  Child  Support  Initiative  was  meant  to  give  educational  support  to  as  many  children 
from  vulnerable  family  backgrounds  for  their  schooling  for  2009.  To  get  the  right  mix  of 
children,  we  worked  in  collaboration  with  the  various  Head  Teachers.  The  number  of  children 
who  need  help  was  so  overwhelming,  but  we  settled  on  mobilizing  support  for  250  such  children. 

This  was  not  easy.  We  made  several  appeals  and  when  it  all  looked  like  getting  lost,  support 
started  coming  in.  We  have  made  our  public  appreciation  to  all  those  who  helped  this  day  to 
become  a resounding  success.  We  have  also  made  our  public  appreciation  to  all  our  guests, 
starting  with  the  Director  Basic  Education  in  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

This  is  a challenge  we  want  to  take  into  the  new  year  where  we  hope  to  retain  your  support.  It  is 
you  who  have  made  us  succeed  with  the  3 initiatives  we  undertook  this  year.  God  bless  you  so 
much. 

We  have  4 things  lined  up  for  which  we  would  solicit  your  support  in  2009; 

1]  In  March  2009,  we  will  be  launching  the  KCDN  Quarterly  Newsletter.  We  will  invite  your 
support  and  sponsorship  for  this.  Through  this,  we  will  be  articulating  what  we  are  doing  for  the 
society  and  the  children  in  particular.  We  will  invite  teachers  and  pupils  to  post  their  challenges 
and  aspirations.  We  will  also  be  inviting  policy  issues  from  the  Ministry  so  that  the  parents  and 
guardians  know  what  the  government  is  doing  in  support  of  the  Free  Primary  Education. 

2]  In  June  2009,  we  will  host  the  second  edition  of  the  KCDN  Peace  Run.  We  will  not  call  it 
KCDN  Embakasi  Peace  Run  since  this  is  limiting.  We  will  invite  support  and  participation  from 
you  all  as  we  preach  the  virtues  of  National  Healing  and  Reconciliation.  We  will  mobilize 
participation  from  all  our  children,  their  colleagues  from  the  surrounding  schools,  parents  and  the 
general  public. 

3]  In  September  2009,  we  will  organize  a KCDN  Child  Day  Out  for  our  children.  Many 
children  of  privilege  often  have  days  out  where  they  have  lots  of  fan.  We  will  mobilize  your 
support  to  make  this  day  out  a success.  This  will  see  us  organize  tours  to  the  parks  for  these 
children.  It  will  be  lots  of  fan  for  the  children. 

4]  In  December  2009,  we  will  again  mobilize  the  second  edition  of  the  KCDN  Child  Support 
Initiative.  Through  this  initiative,  we  will  mobilize  support  for  educational  materials  for  these 
children. 

The  best  gift  we  can  give  to  our  children  is  EDUCATION.  And  this  we  can  only  achieve  by 
actively  helping  the  government  as  they  provide  for  Free  Primary  Education,  by  providing  the 
remaining  necessities. 


As  we  close  the  year,  we  must  thank  you  all  for  your  support.  We  could  not  do  any  better,  but  we 


appreciate  the  little  that  we  have  done  in  support  of  our  country  and  our  children.  In  our 
collective  responsibility,  we  believe.  And  Yes,  we  did  it.

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The  Dispersed  Olden  Egyptians 


Egypt  was  the  most  dominant,  populous,  and  famed  country  in  the  ancient  world,  as  affirmed  by 
Diodorus, Book  I,  [31,  6-9], 

In  density  of population  Egypt  far  surpassed  of  old  all  known 
regions  of  the  inhabited  world,  and  even  in  our  own  day  is  thought 

to  be  second  to  none The  total  population,  they  say,  was  of 

old  about  seven  million  and  the  number  has  remained  no  less  down 
to  our  day. 

Herodotus  affirmed  that  20,000  populous  cities  existed  in  Egypt  during  the  reign 
of  Amasis.  Diodorus  reported  that  there  were  18,000  large  villages  and  towns;  and 
stated  that,  under  Ptolemy  Lagus,  they  amounted  to  more  than  30,000.  Josephus 
estimated  the  population  during  the  reign  of  Vespasian,  at  7.5  million  in  the  valley 
of  the  Nile,  in  addition  to  the  population  of  Alexandria,  which  was  about  800,000. 


Superficially,  Ancient  Egypt  seems  isolated  and  distinct  from  the  rest  of  the 
world,  isolated  by  the  deserts  that  hem  in  the  narrow  valley  of  the  Nile.  Yet  the 
Egyptians  were  in  constant  contact  with  other  countries.  Classical  writers  such  as 
Plutarch,  Herodotus,  and  Diodorus  told  how  Ancient  Egypt  had  peaceful  colonies 
throughout  the  world.  Diodorus  of  Sicily,  Book  I,  [29,  5],  states: 


In  general,  the  Egyptians  say  that  their  ancestors  sent  forth 
numerous  colonies  to  many  parts  of  the  inhabited  world,  by  reason 
of  the  pre-eminence  of  their  former  kings  and  their  excessive 
population; 


Diodorus, Book  I,  [28,  1-4],  tells  of  some  Egyptian  peaceful  colonies  that  were 
reported  to  him  in  Asia  and  Europe: 

...  a great  number  of  colonies  were  spread  from  Egypt  over  all  the 
inhabited  world.  To  Babylon,  for  instance,  colonists  were  led  by 

Belus,  who  was  held  to  be  the  son  of  Poseidon  and  Libya 

They  say  also  that  those  who  set  forth  with  Danaus,  likewise 

from  Egypt,  settled  what  is  practically  the  oldest  city  of  Greece, 

Argos,  and  that  the  nation  of  the  Colchi  in  Pontus  and  that  of  the 
Jews,  which  lies  between  Arabia  and  Syria,  were  founded  as 
colonies  by  certain  emigrants  from  their  country 


By  virtue  of  the  eminence  of  the  Egyptian  colonists  in  Asia  and  Europe,  they 
played  a major  role  in  their  new  settlements.  Diodorus,  Book  I,  [28,6-7],  discusses 
the  significant  role  of  the  Egyptian  colonists  as  rulers  of  these  new  colonies: 

Moreover,  certain  of  the  rulers  of  Athens  were  originally 
Egyptians,  they  say.  Petes,  [ Called  Peteus  in  Iliad  2.  552. ] for 
instance,  the  father  of  that  Menestheus  who  took  part  in  the 
expedition  against  Troy,  having  clearly  been  an  Egyptian,  later 
obtained  citizenship  at  Athens  and  the  kingship. 


Diodorus, Book  I,  [29,  1-5],  also  states: 

In  the  same  way,  they  continue,  Erechtheus  also,  who  was  by  birth 
an  Egyptian,  became  king  of  Athens.  . . . Erechtheus,  through  his 
racial  connection  with  Egypt,  brought  from  there  to  Athens  a great 
supply  of  grain,  and  in  return  those  who  had  enjoyed  this  aid  made 
their  benefactor  king.  After  he  had  secured  the  throne  he  instituted 
the  initiatory  rites  of  Demeter  in  Eleusis  and  established  the 

mysteries,  transferring  their  ritual  from  Egypt And  their 

sacrifices  as  well  as  their  ancient  ceremonies  are  observed  by  the 

Athenians  in  the  same  way  as  by  the  Egyptians 

in  charge  of  the  more  importan  t religious  ceremonies  of 

Attica;  the  pastophoroi  were  those  Egyptian  priests  who  carried  in 


processions  small  shrines  of  the  gods.  They  are  also  the  only 
Greeks  who  swear  by  Isis,  and  they  closely  resemble  the  Egyptians 
in  both  their  appearance  and  manners. 


Herodotus  (500  BCE)  stated  that  he  came  from  Halicarnassus,  a Dor-ian  town.  He 
clearly  stated  the  connection  between  the  Dor-ians  and  Egypt,  in  The  Histories 
[Book  Six,  Sections  53-55]: 

[53]  ...  if  one  were  to  trace  back,  generation  by  generation,  the 
lineage  of  Dana  f/he  daughter  of Acrisius,  the  chiefs  of  the 
Dorians  would  turn  out  to  be  true-born  Egyptians. 

[55]  Enough  has  been  said  about  all  this.  Others  have  explained 
how  and  through  what  achievements  they  became  kings  over  the 
Dorians,  despite  being  Egyptians,  and  so  I will  not  go  into  that.  I 
will  record  things  that  others  have  not  picked  up. 

Herodotus,  in  [55]  above,  stated  that  such  a fact  was  common  knowledge  at  his 
time  (500  BCE)  and  needed  no  elaboration.  Other  similarities  between  the  Dor- 
ians and  Egyptians  were  made  reference  to,  several  times  by  Herodotus,  such  as 
in  The  Histories  [Book  Two,  Section  91]. 


The  Egyptian  Dor-ian  influence  extended  throughout  the  Mediterranean  basin.  At 
Tarentum  in  southern  Italy,  the  celebrated  Pythagorean  center  was  established  by 
Pythagoras  and  his  followers,  after  he  spent  20  years  studying  in  Egypt,  in  the  5th 
century  BCE.  The  center  became  their  great  cultural  and  philosophical 
headquarters.  The  Doric  language  of  the  Dor-ians  was  spoken  in  the  Peloponnese, 
various  Greek  islands,  and  in  Magna  Graecia,  in  southern  Italy,  where  Tarentum 
was  established. 


It  should  be  noted  that  Ancient  Egyptian  records  (as  well  as  records  in  other 
areas)  have  countless  names  of  places  in  the  world  that  are  not  recognizable  in  our 
present  time.  Names  of  places,  ethnic  groups,  and  countries  keep  on  changing. 

The  country  names  of  Europe  just  100  years  ago,  for  example,  are  unrecognizable 
to  most  present-day  Europeans.  When  these  records  disappear,  a few  centuries 
from  now,  the  names  of  such  countries  will  be  totally  unrecognizable.  The  same 
point  can  be  made  for  places  throughout  the  world. 


In  numerous  locations  in  the  world,  there  are  references  to  tanned/brown-skinned 
people  who  caused  the  enlightenment  in  regions  throughout  the  world.  They  are 
described  as: 

1 . of  "oriental"  origin  and  characteristics. 

2.  un-warlike  people  who  settled  peacefully  among  the  local  population. 

3.  highly  advanced  in  metallurgy,  and  have  manufactured  large  quantities  of 
metal  products. 

4.  highly  organized  and  very  talented  in  management. 

5.  highly  advanced  in  dry  weather  farming,  irrigation,  etc. 

6.  experienced  builders  and  artisans,  and  have  built  megalithic  tombs,  etc. 

7.  very  religious  people  who  had  Animistic  beliefs. 


The  above  descriptions  can  only  apply  to  one  countryEgypt.  By  combining  oral 
traditions,  ethno-history,  and  archeological  evidence  (dating  of  major  settlements, 
tombs,  mining  activities,  etc.)  of  all  the  people  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin,  one 
can  see  that  the  civilized  newcomers  could  come  only  from  the  Nile  Valley. 


Immigration  from  Egypt  occurred  in  several  waves.  It  was  closely  related  to  the 
events  in  Ancient  Egypt.  Some  left  in  prosperous  times  to  pursue  business 
contacts.  The  majority  left  in  stressful  times. 


The  Spread  of  the  Egyptian  Religion 

The  Ancient  Egyptian  deities  were  adopted  throughout  the  Mediterranean  Basin 
and  beyond.  For  example,  the  bas-reliefs,  coins,  and  other  antiquities  that  have 
been  found  in  Thessaly,  Epirus,  Megara,  Corinth,  Argos,  Malta,  and  many  other 
places,  portray  Ancient  Egyptian  deities.  Herodotus,  in  th ^Histories,  Book  2\ 2-8], 
wrote: 


The  names  of  nearly  all  the  gods  came  to  Greece  from  Egypt. 

This  makes  sense  once  we  recognize  that  replacing  letters  (sound  shift)  is  a 
common  phenomenon,  worldwide.  From  the  earliest  days  of  comparative 
philology,  it  was  noticed  that  the  sounds  of  related  languages  corresponded  in 
apparently  systematic  ways.  As  an  example  of  the  phenomenon  of  sound  shift,  a 
person's  name  can  still  be  recognized  in  vastly  different  sounds,  such  asSantiago  / 
San  Diego  / San  Jacob  and  Saint  James.  Jacob  / Jack  / Jaques  / James,  are  one 
and  the  same  name,  which  exemplifies  the  phenomenon  of  sound  shift. 


It  should  be  noted  that  what  we  commonly  consider  names  of  deities  are  actually 
the  "attributes  (names)"  of  such  deities.  The  real  names  of  the  deities  (gods, 
goddesses)  were  kept  secret.  The  real  name  was/is  imbued  with  magical  powers 
and  properties.  To  know  and  pronounce  the  real  name  of  a neter/netert 
(god/goddess)  is  to  exercise  power  over  it.  To  guard  the  cosmic  power  of  the 
deity,  the  Ancient  Egyptians  (and  later  others  throughout  the  Mediterranean  Basin 
and  beyond)  often  used  "names"  with  religious  connotations.  Baal  simply  means 
Lord  or  ruler,  and  so  we  hear  of  the  Baal  or  the  Baalat  (Lady)  of  such-and-such  a 
city.  Similarly,  a deity  will  be  called  Melek,  meaning  King.  So  too  Adon,  which 
means  Lord  or  Master. MelqartmQantKing  of  the  City.  Other  "names" 
meaning favored  by  the  godsorgranted  by  the  godswere  translated  to  Latin 
as Fortunatus,  Felix,  Donatus,  Concessus,  and  so  on. 

To  affirm  Herodotus'  reports  of  the  Greek  adoption  of  Egyptian  deities, 
archeological  evidence  in  the  4th  century  BCE  shows  that  Athens  was  basically  a 
center  of  the  Egyptian  religion,  and  shrines  to  Auset  (Isis),  both  public  and 
private,  were  erected  in  many  parts  of  Greece  at  that  period. 

In  Magna  Graecia,  the  monuments  found  in  Catania  in  Sicily  show  that  this  city 
was  a center  of  the  worship  of  Egyptian  deities.  Southern  Italy  contained  many 
temples  of  Auset  (Isis),  and  the  remains  of  statues,  etc,  found  in  Reggio,  Puteoli, 
Pompeii,  and  Herculaneum  prove  that  the  worship  of  Egyptian  deities  must  have 
been  common. 

The  Ancient  Egyptian  religious  practices  were  mirrored  in  Greece,  for  example, 
as  confirmed  by  the  Greek  father  of  history,  Herodotus  in  the  Histories,  Book  2, 
[107]: 


It  was  the  Egyptians  too  who  originated,  and  taught  the  Greeks  to 
use  ceremonial  meetings,  processions,  and  processional  offerings: 
a fact  that  can  be  inferred  from  the  obvious  antiquity  of  such 
ceremonies  in  Egypt,  compared  with  Greece,  where  they  have  been 
only  recently  introduced.  The  Egyptians  meet  in  solemn  assembly 
not  once  a year  only,  but  on  a number  of  occasions. 

Affirming  Herodotus'  statement,  Plutarch  states  in  Moralia,  Isis  and  Osiris,  [378- 
9,69], 


Among  the  Greeks  also  many  things  are  done  which  are  similar  to 
the  Egyptian  ceremonies  in  the  shrines  of  Isis,  and  they  do  them  at 
about  the  same  time. 

In  Rome,  in  the  1st  century  BCE,  Auset  (Isis)was  regarded  as  the  principal  netert 
(goddess)  of  the  city.  Great  buildings  and  temples  were  set  up  in  her  honor,  filled 
with  Egyptian  objects,  obelisks,  altars,  statues,  etc,  which  were  brought  from 
Egypt  in  order  to  make  the  shrines  of  Auset  (Isis)  resemble  those  of  her  native 


country.  Priestesses,  who  professed  to  be  well  acquainted  with  the  "mysteries"  of 
Auset,  dwelt  in  or  near  these  temples,  and  assisted  in  perfonning  services  and 
ceremonies  in  which  large  congregations  participated.  From  Rome,  the  reverence 
for  Auset  naturally  spread  to  the  provinces  and  beyond. 

In  the  Ancient  Egyptian  cosmology,  Auset  represents  the  power  responsible  for 
the  creation  of  all  living  creatures.  Accordingly,  Ancient  Egyptians  called  her 
Auset  (Isis)  with  the  10,000  Names/ Attributes.  Plutarch  took  note  of  that  and 
wrote  in  his  Moralia  Vol  V, 

Isis  is,  in  fact,  the  female  principle  of  Nature,  and  is  receptive  of 
every  form  of  generation,  in  accord  with  which  she  is  called  by 
Plato  the  gentle  nurse  and  the  all-receptive,  and  by  most  people 
has  been  called  by  countless  names,  since,  because  of  the  force  of 
Reason,  she  turns  herself  to  this  thing  or  that  and  is  receptive  of  all 
manner  of  shapes  and  forms. 

The  "many  names"  of  Auset  (Isis)  were  adopted  throughout  Greece  and  in  Italy, 
and  beyond.  Thus  the  Greeks  and  Romans  identified  her  frequently  as  Selene, 
Demeter,  Ceres,  and  with  several  goddesses  of  crops  and  of  the  harvest  in  general. 
She  was  also  regarded  as  an  Earth-goddess,  and  as  such  was  the  mother  of  all 
fertility  and  abundance.  Some  of  her  attributes  caused  her  to  be  identified  as 
Aphrodite,  Juno,  Nemesis,  Fortuna,  and  Panthea. 

The  Ancient  Egyptian  religious  practices  associated  with  Auset  (Isis)  and  Ausar 
(Osiris)  had  made  major  strides  in  Italy.  In  Campania,  an  inscription,  dated  at  105 
BCE,  was  found  in  a temple  of  the  Ancient  Egyptian  Sarapis  (Sar-Apis),  at 
Puteoli,  which  is  evidence  that  the  temple  existed  prior  to  that  date.  About  80 
BCE  (in  the  time  of  Sulla),  a College  of  the  Servants  of  Auset,  or  Pastophori,  was 
founded  in  Rome,  and  a temple  was  built  in  the  city.  In  44  BCE,  a temple  was 
built  in  Rome  to  honor  Auset  (Isis)  and  Ausar  (Osiris),  and  a few  decades  later, 
the  festival  of  these  Egyptian  deities  was  recognized  in  the  public  calendar. 

The  main  festival  in  Italy  corresponded  exactly  to  the  Ancient  Egyptian  festival 
that  commemorated  the  murder  of  Ausar  (Osiris)  and  the  finding  of  his  body  by 
Auset  (Isis).  As  in  Ancient  Egypt,  it  opened  in  November  with  the  singing  of 
dirges  and  heartbreaking  lamentations  for  the  death  of  Ausar,  which  were,  no 
doubt,  based  upon  the  compositions  that  were  sung  in  Egypt  about  the  same  time. 
Then,  on  the  second  day,  scenes  that  represented  the  frantic  grief  and  anxiety  of 
those  who  went  about  searching  for  the  body  of  Ausar  were  enacted.  On  the  third 
day  Auset  found  the  body  of  her  husband,  and  there  was  great  rejoicing  in  the 
temple.  Grief  gave  place  to  gladness  and  tears  to  laughter,  musicians  of  all  kinds 
assembled  and  played  their  instruments,  and  men  and  women  danced,  and 
everyone  celebrated. 


The  Ancient  Egyptian  religious  practices,  as  they  relate  to  the  model  story  of 
Auset  and  Ausar,  spread  all  over  southern  Europe,  and  into  many  parts  of  North 
Africa,  and  it  continued  to  be  a religious  power  in  these  regions  until  the  close  of 
the  4th  century  CE.  These  Ancient  Egyptian  ideas  and  beliefs  survived  in 
Christianity,  whereby  Mary  the  Virgin  assumed  the  attributes  of  Auset  the 
Everlasting  Mother,  and  the  Babe  Jesus  assumed  those  of  Heru  (Horns).

The  most  extraordinary  tendency  related  to  the  building  of  the  Pyramids  and  in  which  era  they  were 
built?  It's  the  tendency  that  suggested  "The  people  of  Atlantis  continent,  which  some  peoples'  legends 
talked  about,  and  that  lived  according  to  these  legends  between  the  year  10,000-15,000  B.C.  after  the 


continent  had  slipped  down  from  its  position  and  the  life  became  impossible,  this  people  migrated 
reinforced  with  progressive  technology,  this  people  inhabited  two  areas,  the  first  part  which  known 
today  as  Mexico  and  neighboring  area.  The  other  part  which  is  known  today  as  Egypt,  in  both  sites 
they  setup  a new  and  great  civilization,  which  their  trace  are  still  existed  up  to  date".The  tendency 
also  suggested  the  Pyramids  of  Giza  were  built  from  10,000  to  15,000  B.C  !!!! 

This  tendency  suggested  the  people  of  ancient  Atlantis  continent  disappeared  from  the  history.  This 
people  had  its  own  monuments  here  and  there  such  as  Giza  Pyramids  and  Sphinx.  The  reason  of  its 
disappearance  of  owing  to  ice  drifting  to  the  earth  ten  thousand  years  ago  (late  ice-age).

At  the  beginning  of  nineties,  and  the  end  of  20th  century  , the  theory  has  become  the  most 
dangerous  theory  which  quaked  the  ancient  Egyptian  civilization  from  its  Pharaonic  roots  and 
attributed  it  to  other  peoples,  why  ?!!! 


Today  there  is  a great  scientific  tendency  (astronomical  and  geological)  urge  to  inquire  about  the 
roots  of  the  ancient  Egyptian  Culture  and  extracting  an  explanation  for  the  miracle  of  the  Pyramids 
and  other  wonders  for  the  Egyptian  culture  in  very  far  bygone  and  exactly  in  ll,ooo  B.C. 

The  most  remarkable  person  who  is  responsible  for  that  tendency  is  the  American  researcher  (John 
Anthony  West)  where  he  quoted  in  his  book  (Serpent  in  the  sky)  Egyptian  civilization  was  not  a 
development,  it  was  a legacy.  Who  concentrated  in  his  researches  on  Sphinx,  the  valley  temple,  and 
the  Osirion  in  Abydos.  Robert  Schacht  Professor  of  Geology  in  Boston  University  has  confirmed  the 
estimation  of  John  West  about  the  age  of  the  sphinx  suggests  that  Chephren  merely  restored  the 
monument,  possibly  replacing  the  original  leonine  head  with  a likeness  of  his  own  face  . The  American 
Society  of  Geology  has  also  adapted  the  opinions  of  John  West  officially  in  its  conference  in  1992,  in 
the  land  of  cow  boy  civilization  and  Blue  Jeans  Culture,  where  USA  want  to  spread  it  in  the  world  by 
force  (starting  by  Iraq  (Mesopotomia)  the  land  of  the  dawn  of  Mankind  Civilization,  and  Baghdad  the 
city  of  the  dawn  of  Islamic  Civilization). 

John  West  criticized  the  prevailing  theory  which  suggests  that  the  development  of  human  culture  is 
(linear)  that's  to  say  it  has  developed  gradually  from  the  primitive  life  of  cave  to  the  intelligent  and 
civilized  period.  There  was  an  evidence  that  indicated  the  sphinx  is  several  thousand  years  older  than 
what  it  was  thought  by  the  archaeologists.  And  it  was  thousand  years  precedents  to  the  age  of 


dynasty  that  means.  There  was  an  advanced  civilization  was  found  in  a very  old  and  precedent  period 
from  the  history  and  in  the  same  way  that  inherited  legends  referred  to  the  French  mathematician 
R.A.  Schwaller  de  Lubicz  has  explored  the  region  of  Luxor  and  found  some  evidence  indicated  that  the 
culture  there  was  more  advanced  in  sciences  and  culture  than  what  we  have  already  thought.  He  also 
indicated,  that  Egypt  was  struck  by  floods  and  heavy  rains  in  11,000  B.C.,  and  the  sphinx  exposed  to 
hydro  wearing,  that's  to  say:  Egypt  has  enjoyed  a great  civilization  before  the  sphinx,  he  assured  that 
Egypt  conceal  the  monument  of  its  civilization  under  its  dust. 

The  astronomer  L.  Fillipoff,  claims  to  have  discovered  new  facts  in  old  fifth-to  sixth-dynasty  pyramid 
texts,  which  connect  the  god  Thoth  or  Tehuti  with  the  Zodiacal  sign  of  cancer.  Fillipoff  assumes  Thoth 
to  have  been  a culture  bearer  from  a land  in  the  west,  who  made  his  appearance  when  the  vernal 
equinox  was  in  cancer  on  or  around  7256  BC.  When  those  arrived  on  Egyptian  soil  he  was  greatly 
moved  by  the  people's  lack  of  education  and  law,  so  he  and  his  companions  set  about  teaching  them 
science,  religion,  art  and  music.  This  suggests  that  the  world  was  into  the  1256th  year  (or 
thereabouts)  of  the  age  of  cancer  at  or  around  the  time  of  Thoth's  visit,  the  intimation  being  that 
Thoth  and,  no  doubt,  those  people  who  came  from  "a  land  in  the  west"  who  were  later  defied,  were 
missionaries  and  colonists  from  Atlantis.  The  Denderah  Zodiac  is  a circular  map  of  the  heavens 
showing  the  sings  of  the  zodiac  as  they  were  seen  and  understood  of  the  Egyptians  in  ancient  times, 
with  particular  emphases  on  the  signs  of  cancer  and  Leo.  The  temple  of  Denderah  was  erected  by  the 
Ptolemies  in  the  first  century  BC  upon  the  site  of  an  earlier  temple.  Its  hieroglyphics  declare  it  to  have 
been  constructed  "according  to  the  plan  laid  down  in  the  time  of  the  companions  of  Horus",  that  is  to 
say  well  before  the  beginnings  of  dynastic  Egypt. 

John  West  added  that  the  sphinx  considers  an  evidence  on  existing  an  ancient  civilization  that 
established  these  lofty  edifices,  above  all  John  West  thought  the  statue  of  the  sphinx  at  the  beginning 
was  not  having  a human  face,  but  a lion's  one,  as  the  rest  of  its  body,  and  amending  the  face  took 
place  at  utmost  at  in  true  the  age  of  the  pharaoh  Chephren,  the  great  part  of  the  Pyramid  of 
Chephren  was  built  in  its  turn,  in  the  time  of  building  the  sphinx. 

In  1993,  an  Engineer  was  newly  joined  Egyptology  called  Robert  Bauval,  he  was  civil  engineer,  British 
nationality,  Belgium  rooted,  had  a book  titled  "The  ORION  Mystery"  he  mentioned  in  this  book  in 
10500  B.C.,  two  rare  astronomical  events  took  place  in  the  sky  of  ancient  Egypt,  one  of  them  took 
place  accidentally,  the  second  only  took  place  once  every  ten  thousands  of  years,  the  two  "incidents" 
are: 

(1) The  milky  way  that  extends  from  the  north  to  the  south  of  the  heaven  dome  has  taken  accidently 
a shape  corresponding  to  the  North  South  water  course  of  the  Nile  valley  to  extent  began  from  the  hill 
of  Giza  as  if  it  were  a complete  copy,  and  a true  image  of  the  milky  way,  in  fact  the  Milky  way  seemed 
to  be  celestial  Nile. 

(2) To  the  South  of  the  milky  Way,  the  three  stars  of  ORION  belt  reached  the  nearest  point  to  the 
earth  in  its  rotation  which  takes  place  once  every  26000  years.  When  the  orion's  belt  star  Al-Nitak  was 
the  brightest,  and  nearest  one  in  the  group  it  stands  in  the  middle  of  the  meridian  (North-South  circle) 
before  crossing  this  circle. 

These  incidents  attracted  the  attention  of  the  ancient,  as  it  was  the  sport  which  created  the  religious 
creed  of  stars,  and  a system  of  architecture  that  rarely  takes  place  today,  so  Robert  Bauval  attributes 
the  building  of  Giza  Pyramids  and  Sphinx  to  10500  B.C  All  these  scientists  hope  that  they  will  enable 
someday  to  find  an  evidence  for  an  older  civilization  related  to  the  period  15000  to  10000  B.C.  buried 
under  the  ground  or  may  be  under  the  Mediterranean  which  was  terra  firma  (land)  during  the  late  ice- 


age. 


Murry  Hope  in  her  book  (Atlantis  : Myth  or  Reality?)  mentioned  that:  In  commenting  on  the  art 
technique  used  by  the  ancient  Egyptians  for  producing  inlaid  eyes  on  their  statuary,  John  West  brings 
to  our  attention  that  the  very  early  examples  found  to  date  are  blue  or  grey-eyed  rather  than  brown- 
eyed. Strangely  enough,  I also  noticed  that  the  traditional  Eyes  of  Ra  which  were  later  allocated  to 
Horus,  Bast  and  other  deities  were  also  depicted  with  a blue  pupil.  Considering  the  fact  that  the 
indigenous  population  of  those  parts  was  almost  exclusively  brown-eyed,  the  original  art  work  which 
served  as  a model  for  later  copies  must  have  obviously  represented  a people  whose  eyes  were 
predominantly  blue  or  gray.  The  same  applies  to  blood  groups  , of  which  I have  made  an  extensive 
study  in  relation  to  the  subject  matter  of  Atlantis!!! 

Also,  she  added,  since  Egyptologists  appear  to  be  so  sure  that  there  is  no  evidence  of  an  advanced 
technology  in  pre-dynastic  Egypt,  from  where  or  from  whom  did  the  ancient  Egyptians  cull  their 
knowledge  of  mathematics  and  astronomy?  It  has  been  postulated  that,  prior  to  the  rise  of  historically 
acknowledged  cultures  of  ancient  Egypt,  a great  civilization  existed,  the  science  and  technology  of 
which  exceeded  even  our  present-day  achievements.  However,  when  a freak  of  nature  conspired  to 
obliterate  its  homeland,  all  that  remained  were  folk  memories  which  slowly  degenerated  into 
legendary  myths  and  superstitions!! 

Also,  she  said:  according  to  Herodotus,  who  received  his  material  from  the  Egyptian  priests,  their 
written  history  dated  back  11.340  years  before  his  area,  or  nearly  14.000  year  prior  to  the  present!!! 
The  philosopher  Proclus  (AD  412-482)  mentions  the  travels  of  a Greek  named  Grantor,  who  visited 
Sais  and  was  shown  a certain  column  in  the  temple  of  Neith,  complete  with  hieroglyphics,  which 
recorded  not  only  the  history  of  predynastic  Egypt,  but  also  that  of  the  country  from  which  those 
people  hailed  who  brought  their  culture  to  the  shores  of  Egypt  in  those  distant  times-Atlantis!!! 

The  Egyptian  priests  effected  a translation  for  Crantor,  and  their  account  was  in  full  agreement  with 
that  quoted  by  Plato  in  the  Timaeus,  with  which  they  were  familiar.  Although  Egyptologists  claim  that 
they  know  of  no  such  pillar,  or  the  existence  of  any  texts  relating  to  the  Atlantis  episode,  this  is  hardly 
a conclusive  argument;  Atlantis  could  have  been  mentioned  many  times  in  the  innumerable 
documents  that  were  lost  when  the  vast  libraries  were  burned  and  pillaged  by  the  fanatical  zeolots  of 
the  new  faiths  that  were  ultimately  to  take  hold  in  Europe  and  the  middle  East.  Dare  we  hope  that 
some  priceless  scroll,  which  will  supply  us  with  the  necessary  details,  may  yet  be  found  in  the  archaic 
ruins  of  some  ancient  mud  or  capsule  theory  so  beloved  of  modern  meta physicists  and  fringe 
scientists,  the  answer  must  be  , Yes!!! 

But  now  as  we  are  Egyptians  and  grand  sons  of  the  pharaohs,  what  is  our  reply? 

The  ancient  Egyptians  only  built  these  and  constructed  these  edifices  and  any  analysis  or  study  for 
thousands  of  paintings  and  drawings  which  belonged  to  the  ages  of  pharaohs  show  how  they  were 
built?  All  doubts  related  to  this  matter  are  motivated  by  political  considerations  and  suspicious 
attitudes  and  derived  from  the  racial  motives,  and  they  are  racial  trials  to  steal  the  efforts  of  the 
Egyptian  people  as  it  place  to  the  literature  these  books  contained  and  related  to  the  civilizations  roots 
were  stolen  and  attributed  to  other  peoples,  as  it  includes  a frame  of  systematic  process  to  steal  the 
history. 

Before  mentioning  the  evidence  that  refute  these  false  accusation  about  the  ancient  Egyptian 
civilization,  and  the  ancient  Egyptians  we  re-going  to  deal  several  evidence  to  what  these  racialists 
fancy  to  prove  and  assure  their  theory. 


(1) The  evidence  relied  on  that  there  is  no  sign  to  point  out  that  the  fourth  dynasty  has  built  them  as 
the  official  Egyptology  said.  There  is  no  mummies  for  any  pharaoh  belongs  to  this  fourth  dynasty  to 
which  building  the  Pyramids  stuck  to  its  home. 

(2) The  great  engineering  achievement  in  ancient  Egypt  in  a period  next  to  neolethic  age  directly 
(8000  to  5000  B.C). 

(3) The  existence  of  great  boats  in  the  western  deser 

(4) Natural  an  hydro  corrosion  factors  that  appeared  on  the  sphinx  although  it  was  buried  under  the 
sand  for  long  time  which  extended  for  the  last  five  thousand  years  and  that  indicated  it  was 
sculptured  when  the  wet  climate  prevailed  in  Egypt,  and  that  characterized  the  Egyptian  territories 
about  ten  thousand  years  ago. 

(5) The  sign  of  hydro  wearing  on  some  stones  of  the  temple  neighboring  the  pyramid  of  Chephren. 

(6) The  great  similarity  between  the  Egyptian,  Mexican  and  Peruvian  civilizations,  in  addition  to  the 
similarity  related  to  the  Pyramids  and  the  shape  of  building  between  Egypt  and  the  other  two 
countries  in  middle  and  South  America,  the  similarity  exceeded  to  the  symbols  and  the  meaning 
behind  these  edifices,  the  first  symbol,  three  mexican  pyramids  of  TUTT  hwa  Kan  region  are  main  as 
the  same  in  Giza.  Two  pyramids  from  the  three  in  both  sites  are  parallel  to  imaginary  straight  line  pass 
in  the  middle.  In  both  sites  the  third  is  divergent  to  the  left  outside. 

The  Pyramids  in  both  countries  relied  on  ancient  main  texts  and  the  paintings  belong  to  places  where 
men  can  be  transformed  into  Gods.  From  the  human  nature  to  divine  nature. 

(7) the  ancient  Egyptian  "religion"  believed  in  the  creed  of  astro-resurrection  as  the  ancient  Mexican 
did.  In  the  tomb  of  (double  convention)  that  belongs  a king  of  Tecal  city  that  belonged  to  Maya,  that 
ruled  in  the  eighth  century  there  were  paintings  represented  the  Journey  of  resurrection  by  a boat. 
These  paintings  are  similar  to  the  paintings  that  decorate  the  pharaohs  tombs  in  the  kings  valley  as 
temple  of  Tohetmus  the  third  that  belonged  the  eighteenth  dynasty  in  Egypt.  The  excavators  found 
great  ground  paintings  one  of  these  paintings  was  known  as  NAZCA  spider  which  indicated  specially 
(Orion  tower) , and  the  straight  line  which  form  consecutive  layers  indicate  the  change  in  divergence 
of  the  stars  of  Orion  tower  belt. 


Now  we  offer  an  evidence  that  refute  these  false  accusations  about  the  ancient  Egyptian  civilization 


and  the  ancient  Egyptians,  as  a scientific  honesty  and  the  national  loyalty  for  the  dust  of  Egypt,  its 
history  and  its  great  glory. 


First:  The  history  of  building  the  pyramids  by  using  radiant  carbon  (C14). 

The  radiant  carbon  laboratory  in  the  Southern  Methodist  University  financed  by  (U.S  National  Science 
Foundation),  and  (Eidgenossiche  Technische  Flochschule)  laboratory  financed  by  (Swiss  Institute  for 
Nuclear  Research  and  Swiss  National  Science  Foundation)  to  study  the  history  of  Giza  region  where 
(the  Pyramids  and  the  Sphinx  ) are  in  the  eighties  of  20th  century  by  using  the  radiant  carbon. 

They  have  extracted  the  following  results  as  they  were  mentioned  in  original  report  which  was  issued 
by  the  American  Research  Center  in  Egypt  and  published  in  a conference  held  in  the  Capital  of  France 
"Paris"  specially  for  this  (purpose). 

Only  wood  and  carbonized  sample  belongs  to  the  great  Pyramid  of  Cheops  and  returns  to  3809  B.C.  It 
was  discovered  at  the  South  West  corner,  the  round  198  in  the  Pyramid. 

Another  thirteen  samples  belongs  to  nearer  rounds  (3090-2853)  B.C. 

Wood  and  carbonized  samples  from  Chephren  Pyramid  belongs  to  the  period  3196  to  2733  B.C. 

Wood  and  carbonized  sample  from  Mykrinos  pyramid  belongs  to  the  period  3076-2067  B.C. 

Two  wood  and  carbonized  samples  for  the  sphinx  taken  from  the  same  site  belongs  to  the  period 
(2746-2985  B.C). 

This  means  that  the  tests  of  the  radiant  carbon  doesn't  agree  to  the  opinions  which  said  the  Pyramids 
of  Giza  were  built  in  a period  precendent  to  the  history  of  the  fourth  dynasty  in  the  year  (2680-2560 
B.C.).  In  the  same  time  it  indicated  that  it's  difficult  to  mention  a definite  and  final  date  for  building 
the  Pyramids. 

Secondly:  Laser  measures  for  air  shaft  in  the  great  pyramid. 

In  1993  the  German  engineer  called  Rodolf  Gaten  Brink,  robots  specialist,  was  appointed  by  the 
German  Institute  of  Antiquities  in  Cairo  to  solve  the  problem  of  the  increasing  humidity  inside  the 


great  Pyramid.  He  could  solve  the  problem  by  making  the  humidity  rate  inside  the  pyramid  equal  to 
the  humidity  rate  outside,  he  put  two  fans  in  the  air  shafts  of  "Pharaoh  Chamber",  but  his  scientific 
curiosity  drove  him  to  design  a small  robot  and  called  him  (UBO  out-2)  it  meant  road  conqueror  in 
Hieroglyphic  to  explore  the  small  passage  inside  the  South  air  shaft  in  the  Queen  chamber  and  it  was 
thought  that  it  was  only  extended  to  several  metres,  the  archaeologists  think  thought  that  this 
aperture  extends  to  a few  metres.  But  it  was  a surprise  the  robot  continue  walking  forward,  sending 
the  photo  by  video  to  the  control  center,  until  it  crashed  into  a dome  then  it  went  through  to  a 
distance  of  65  metres  before  it  stands  in  front  of  small  tile,  its  length  is  not  more  than  20  cm,  its  width 
20  cm  (square  tile),  two  copper  handles  were  fixed  on  it,  there  was  a little  crack  which  allowed  light  of 
the  searching  robot  to  pass  through  it,  that  indicated  that  there  is  a space  behind,  and  consequently  a 
room. 

The  same  exciting  experiment  repeated  in  17  September  2002  by  American  Robot,  by  Finance  from 
International  Geographic  TV  Channel  in  cooperation  with  the  Supreme  Council  of  Antiquities  in  Cairo, 
Egypt.  Where,  the  Robot  went  to  65  meter's  through  the  south  air  shaft  in  the  Queen  chamber  and 
made  a hole  by  a small  drill  in  the  limestone  square  tile  (20x20  cm),  and  then  sending  the  photo  by 
video  camera  to  the  control  center.  The  photos  show  that,  after  21cm  exactly  from  the  square  tile, 
there  is  another  one  from  clay,  with  many  chraks  in  it.  The  expected  room  did  not  found.  The 
pharaohs  are  still  the  winners  by  their  simple  technology  on  us  with  our  modern  and  progressive 
technology  in  the  21th  century,  where  the  secret  is  still  secret.  Really,  they  were  Pharaohs,  and 
deserve  our  appreciation  as  outstanding  people,  and  great  grandfathers  for  us,  with  the  honour. 

Now,  the  meaning  of  finding  two  copper  handles,  one  of  them  was  broken  into  pieces  on  the  tile  that 
was  found  at  the  end  south  aperture  passage  in  the  Queen's  chamber. 

The  date  of  building  the  pyramids  belong  to  copper  age  which  extends  from  5000  to  3500  B.C. 

The  measure  of  the  laser  ray  that  the  German  engineer  Rodolf  GATENBRINK  has  proved  during  his 
exciting  experiments  that  building  the  aperture  inside  the  pyramid  returns  to  2600  B.C  the  estimation 
may  be  150  years  more  or  less  this  date  agrees  to  the  age  of  the  fourth  dynasty  (2680-2569)  B.C. 
but,  how  do  we  attribute  the  building  of  pyramids  to  the  legendary  people  of  Atlantis  which 
disappeared  according  to  legend  in  the  late  ice-age  that  extended  from  60,000  to  10,000  B.C. 

Third,  The  similarity  aspects  between  the  king  Chephren  and  the  face  of  the  sphinx  ! 

All  sources  agreed  and  said  the  face  of  the  Sphinx  was  built  at  the  age  of  the  fourth  dynasty  according 
to  the  order  of  Chephren,  the  Pharaoh  who  ruled  Egypt  after  the  death  of  his  father,  the  king  Cheops, 
the  Archaeologists  turned  to  the  statues  of  Chephren  pharaoh,  to  search  for  the  similarity  between  the 
king  and  the  face  of  the  Sphinx,  they  turned  to  the  most  famous  statue  which  was  sculptured  from 
the  black  durite  and  kept  in  one  of  the  hall  in  ground  floor  in  Cairo  Egyptian  Museum,  one  of 
Egyptologist  called  Mark  Lous  from  the  Oriental  Institute  in  Chicago  University  performed  an  exciting 
experiment  at  the  beginning  of  the  eighties  of  20th  century,  he  used  photographs  and  drawing  by 
using  the  computer  for  this  pharaoh  trying  to  find  the  similarity  between  Chephren  and  the  Sphinx. 

During  this  process  the  Sphinx  photographs  were  transformed  to  relief  digital  statements,  they 
determined  2.6  milion  points  on  the  surface  of  the  statue  and  marked  the  statement  to  add  or  cover 
the  skeleton  with  skin,  this  Archaeologist  turned  to  several  photos  of  the  pharaohs  and  other  statues 
of  the  sphinx  to  help  him  in  this  process,  but  only  the  photo  of  Chephren  granted  the  sphinx  lively 
look  (lively  impression). 

The  element  that  proves  the  strong  engineering  relation  between  the  Sphinx  and  the  pyramids.  That 


they  turn  towards  the  east  symmetrically  with  untouchable  difference.  The  observer  on  the  hill  of  Giza 
at  the  Summer  Solstice  (21  June),  will  observe  the  sun  rise  at  28o  north  east  and  also  at  the  Winter 
Solstice  (21  December)  will  observe  the  sun  rise  at  28o  south  east.  That  means  that  there  is  an  angle 
equals  56o  between  the  two  solstices.  But  the  observer  will  observe  equinox  in  the  middle  on  looking 
to  the  east  directly  (21  March  and  21  September,  every  year).  This  allow  to  cut  the  triangle  into  four 
sectors  at  14o  for  each  consequently  the  observer  will  observe  the  points  of  sunrise  centrlized  at  the 
middle  between  every  solstice  and  equinox.  Or  at  (14o  north  east  and  14o  south  east)  successively. 

Accordingly  the  annual  apparent  sun  orbit  was  divided  into  four  sectors  each  indicates  an  important 
astronomical  point  which  is  accurately  determined,  and  is  separated  by  angle  equal  14o. 

It's  observed  that  the  passage  leads  to  the  third  pyramid  exactly  turns  to  the  east  such  as  the  Sphinx 
and  the  second  pyramid  which  points  to  14o  declination  towards  south  east,  the  great  pyramid 
passage  that  turns  14o  towards  north  east. 


Fourth:  Astro  religion  at  the  Pharaohs. 

The  ancient  Egyptian  specially  consecrated  (Orion  group)  which  were  known  as  SAHO  to  the 
pharaohs,  and  known  to  the  Arabs  as  (GABAR,  refering  to  Orion)  and  Sirius  which  was  known  as 
(Sothic)  to  the  Pharaohs  and  Al  Shairra  to  the  Arabs.  Because  if  it  rised  from  the  direction  of  sunrise 
(the  Helical  rising  of  Sirius)  that  indicated  the  Nile  will  be  flood,  where  it  is  the  source  of  life. 

Bradley  Schaefer  from  Yale  University  Published  in  the  Journal  "History  of  Astronomy"  No.  31  at  2000 
that:  currently,  Egyptologists  use  dates  for  the  helical  rise  of  Sirius  derived  by  the  "arcus  visions" 
method  going  back  to  Ptolemy  through  the  work  of  Schoch.  The  latest  works  have  no  improvements 
upon  the  older  work. 

Astronomy  has  made  great  advances,  both  observationally  and  theoretically,  since  the  time  of  Scoch. 

In  particular , the  old  rule-of-tumb  based  on  the  arcus  visions  is  now  known  frequently  to  lead  to  large 
errors  that  invalidate  many  old  conclusions.  More  importantly,  a reliable  theoretical  model  of  the 
physical  and  physiological  processes  has  been  constructed  and  verified  with  extensive  observational 
tests.  Also  critical,  extinction  coefficients  can  be  established  for  ancient  Egypt  with  error  bars.  With 
these  advances,  modern  astronomers  can  calculate  the  dates  of  Sirius's  helical  rise  to  a much  greater 
accuracy  than  was  possible  by  the  old  rules-of-thumb. 

Dr.  Rolf  Krauss  from  the  Pre-History  Museum  in  Berlin-Germany,  offered  an  analysis  (at  the  Oxford  VI 
conference  in  La  Laguna,  Tenerife,  Spain)  of  the  helical  rise  of  Sirius  based  on  the  Illahun  papyri  in  an 


effort  to  improve  the  absolute  chronology  in  the  early  second  millennium  B.C. 


There  is  a collaboration  between  the  author  and  Dr.  Rolf  Krauss  to  observe  the  helical  rise  of  Sirius  at 
Aswan  in  the  Upper  Egypt  during  the  summer  of  2003. 

From  the  astronomical  point  of  view  it  is  connected  to  its  appearance  with  (Orion  group)  which  rises 
before  it.  This  group  is  connected  to  Osoris  the  first  legendary  king  in  Egypt.  This  king  was  killed  and 
temporarily  its  mumny  revived  for  a short  time  to  enable  his  wife  Isis  to  give  birth  and  be  the  inheritor 
of  Egypt,  then  he  ascended  to  the  heavens  and  staye  there  up  from  that  day  on,  Osoris  became  the 
God  of  the  hereafter,  when  his  wife  Isis  die  in  its  turn  transformed  to  Sirius. 

Sirius  lies  directly  under  Orion  and  it's  his  constant  companion  on  uprising  and  setting,  as  the  wife  is 
acompanion  to  her  husband  that  foretell  us  the  Nile  flood  is  coming  soon,  accompanied  with  the  life 
resurrection.  The  writings  known  as  the  main  texts  of  the  Pyramids  which  were  discovered  inside  the 
pyramids  belong  to  the  fifth  and  sixth  Dynasties  30  km  south  from  Giza  pyramids  point.  Specially  the 
pyramid  of  king  Wanes  indicate  the  relation  between  the  kings  and  stars.  We  can  get  benefit  from 
these  main  text  that  some  pyramids  have  really  named  as  some  stars.  For  example  the  red  pyramid 
built  in  Dahshour  by  Snifrau,  the  father  of  Cheops  name  after  (Snifrau  the  radiant),  also  the  curved 
pyramid  (the  hmped)  in  Dahshur  and  Abu  Rawash  pyramid  which  were  mentioned  with  the  name  of 
Good  if  Raa,  and  Sahedo  star. 

Sahou  and  Sahedo  is  a region  in  the  sky  belongs  to  the  (Orion  group)  according  to  the  pharaonic 
religion.  There  are  also  main  texts  point  frankly  to  the  pharaoh  accompanied  with  phrases  associated 
him  to  the  stars  (you,  the  great  star,  the  companion  of  Saho),  Here  it  is  (Osoris)  has  ascended  to 
Saho. 

On  the  king  . (the  heaven  became  conceived  to  you  with  Saho)  they  imagined  Orion  in  a shape  of 
human  and  male  body  and  similar  to  Osoris  " as  it's  thought),  there  are  several  paintings  for  Saho 
belongs  to  the  modern  kingdom  specially  in  (Sinmout)  tomb  and  on  the  ceiling  of  the  southern 
chamber  where  it  appears  in  a shape  of  a man  stand  on  a boat  carrying  (key)  a symbol  of  life  in  a 
hand  and  the  mace  (king's  staff)  in  the  other,  over  his  head  there  were  three  big  stars  arranged 
successively  the  top  star  inclined  little  to  the  left.  No  doubt  that  the  three  stars  Zeta  Orion,  Epsilon 
Orions  and  Delta  Orion  represent  the  stars  of  Orion's  belt  which  take  the  same  order  and  arrangement 
as  they  are  in  Orion's  group.  It's  worth  to  mention  that  the  order  and  arrangement  in  Orion's  group  is 
not  changed  from  the  ground  visible  aspect  since  the  age  of  the  pyramids  (2700-2150)  B.C  the 
phrases  in  the  pharaonic  texts  which  address  the  pharaoh,  as  a king  in  this  picture  was  great. 

The  heaven  conceived  to  you  side  by  side  with  Saho,  the  light  of  down  would  carry  you  with  Saho  and 
you  would  ascend  regularly  with  Saho  from  the  east  side  of  the  heaven,  you  would  descend  regularly 
at  the  west  side  of  the  heaven  with  Saho"  I the  king  you're  the  great  star,  you  companion  of  Saho, 
you  cross  the  heaven  with  Saho  and  sail  to  the  hereafter  with  Saho,  you  extend  at  the  east  side  of  the 
heaven,  after  you  had  renovated  and  rejuvenated  in  the  definite  season  and  definite  time.  The  four 
shafts  in  the  great  pyramid  lead  to  the  basic  paharaonic  religion  the  south  shaft  in  the  king's  chamber 
turns  to  Orion's  group  and  definitely  to  the  orbit's  star  known  as  "ZETA  Orions"  the  south  Shaft  in 
Queen's  chamber  lies  under  King's  chamber  turns  directly  to  Sirius  star. 

The  north  shaft  in  the  king's  chamber  turns  directly  to  the  snake's  star  (Alphadragons).  The  north 
shaft  in  the  Queen's  chamber  turn  to  Coushap  star. 

The  ever  lasting  shake  of  the  earth  is  a unique  and  characterized  matter,  the  earth  cycle  around  the 
pole  of  the  ecliptic  (precission  of  the  equinox).  Which  represent  one  of  two  points  90o  on  the  north, 


and  90o  to  the  south  of  the  circle  that  represent  the  annual  and  visible  course  of  the  sun  in  the 
heavenly  dome,  push  the  points  of  spring  equinox  21  March  and  turned  to  the  north  to  move  from 
zodiac  to  another  in  the  zodiac  circle  lo  for  72  years,  and  30o  for  the  complete  zodiac  in  2160  years, 
or  4320  to  complete  60o,  whereas  the  round  movement  that  the  shaking  determine  take  26,000  years 
until  it  get  perfect. 

Regarding  to  the  earth  shaking,  now  the  four  shafts  no  longer  turn  to  the  four  sacred  stars  that  were 
above  mentioned  stars  moved  away  from  its  position  due  to  the  shaking  since  the  period  of  building 
the  pyramids  up  to  date.  So  if  we  have  used  a computerized  program  to  calculate  the  degree  of 
moving  these  stars  away  from  their  original  position  "location"  at  the  moment  of  building  the 
pyramids.  In  this  way  we  can  get  the  conclusion  for  the  period  of  building  the  pyramids,  from  this 
astronomical  fact  it's  2600  B.C,  and  this  what  agree  to  the  estimated  time  for  building  the  pyramids 
according  to  the  Egyptologists. 

The  Historian  of  Architecture  Kate  Spence  in  the  Faculty  of  Oriental  Studies,  Cambridge  University  has 
also  proved  that  and  published  it  in  the  magazine  "Nature",  the  edition  of  the  half  of  November  2000. 


The  theory  of  Kate  Spence  depend  on  the  following  : 

At  present , Earth's  rotational  axis  happens  to  point  more  or  less  in  the  direction  of  the  bright  star 
Polaris  , which  , maturally  , is  called  the  pole  star.  The  apparent  distance  between  Polaris  and  the 
north  celestial  pole  is  currently  about  0.75  (45  arcminutes). 

But  this  misalignment  changes  over  time  because  Earth's  axis  is  not  fixed  in  space  . In  a period  of 
some  26,000  years  ,it  traces  out  a large  circle  , a motion  that  astronomers  call  "precession".  During 
the  days  of  the  ancient  Egyptians,  Polaris  way  far  from  the  true  celestial  Pole.  Back  then  , Thuban  , in 
the  Constellation  Draco  the  Dragon  , way  closer  to  the  pole  , but  not  close  enough  to  serve  as  an 
accurate  compass  . But  more  or  less  on  opposite  sides  of  Thuban  , there  are  two  stars  that , according 
Spence  , were  used  to  mark  true  north  the  first  one  Kochab  ( which  , apart  from  Polaris  is  the 
brightest  star  in  the  Dipper ) ; the  other  is  Misar , the  middle  star  in  the  handle  of  the  Big  Dipper . 

If  You  correct  precisely  for  the  precession  of  Earth  ,s  axis  and  for  the  very  small  proper  motion  of  the 
stars  across  the  sky  , you  can  easily  calculate  that  in  2467  B.C.,  the  imaginary  line  connecting  Kochab 
and  Misar  so  in  2467  B . C , it  way  not  very  difficult  to  find  true  north  using  a plumb  line  , you  would 
just  wait  for  the  moment  when  one  of  the  two  stars  way  exactly  above  the  other . If  both  stars  are 
eclipsed  by  the  plumb  line  , this  same  line  also  points  exactly  toward  the  north  . 


Because,  of  the  precession  of  the  Earth  ,s  axis,  this  method  is  not  fully  accurate  in  the  period  before 
and  after  2467  B . C . So  if  you  use  Kochab  and  Misar  to  determine  the  direction  of  true  north, 

You  are  left  with  small  deviation  , which  are  greater  for  large  time  difference  from  2467  B. 

C. 

Could  this  be  the  solution  to  the  alignment  riddle  ? Spence  is  convinced  it  is,  and  many  Egyptologists 
agree  with  her.  The  Great  pyramids  of  Cheops  exhibits  a slight  westward  deviation  of  a few 
arcminutes.  That  can  be  explained  if  construction  commenced  in  2478  B C ( 11  years  before  Kochab  , 
Misar , and  the  north  celestial  pole  were  exactly  in  line  ).  For  pyramids  built  still  earlier , this  westward 
deviation  is  larger , pyramids  that  were  built  later  show  an  increasing  deviation  toward  the  east.  From 
the  chronology  of  Egyptian  Pharaohs  , the  time  intervals  between  the  various  pyramids  are  precisely 
known  , and  working  from  the  year  2478  B.  C.  for  the  Great  pyramid  , every  thing  seems  to  fall  into 
place. 

Commenting  in  the  same  issue  of  Nature,  Astronomer  and  Historian  Professor  Owen  Gingerich  of  the 
Harvard  Smith  sonian  Center  for  Astrophysics  describes  Spence, s theory  as  an  "ingenious  solution". 

Fifth:  The  theories  of  the  Geological  movement. 

There  are  three  theories  related  to  the  geological  movement  which  cause  some  parts  from  the  earth 
crust  to  move  from  place  to  another.  The  theory  of  (Continental  Drift)  says  that  the  global  (the  earth) 
was  only  one  immense  continent  and  broke  into  plates,  and  these  plates  moved  to  its  recent  position. 

There  is  the  tectonic  theory  which  managed  to  explain  a lot  of  the  geological  phenomenon  which  the 
first  theory  failed  to  explain  it  (the  word  tectonic  means  the  science  of  forming  the  earth  crust). 

The  Third  Theory  (Earthcrust  displacement)  according  to  this  theory  the  earth  crust  crawled  away 
from  its  place  because  of  the  earth  rotation. 

Hankok  thought  that  one  of  these  factors  (Continental  Drift  - tectonic  - Earth  crust  displacement)  has 
pushed  the  Continent  of  Atlantis  to  be  slowly  eroded  to  south  pole  region  according  to  the  theory  of 
Charles  Habgwood  about  earth  crust.  Habgwood  has  published  it  in  the  last  of  fifties  of  20th  Century 
in  a book  containing  a map  for  Lequin  Modland  in  south  pole  region,  It's  known  that  the  region  is 
covered  with  snow  so  the  elevations  aren't  visible. 

All  modern  (geodesic)  and  Geophysics  studies  which  depended  on  measurements  and  observation's 
on  progressive  ground  and  space  technology  have  proved  that  the  movement  of  earth  crust  is  several 
millimeter  to  several  centimeters  per  year  from  one  place  to  another  in  the  earth  and  not  more  than  9 
cm  per  year  at  the  utmost  estimation  at  any  way,  as  mentioned  in  (Geology  Made  Simple)  by  William 
Mattews,  Heinemann,  London,  UK. 

That  means  the  Atlantis  continent  moved  only  90  km  in  million  years,  or  180  km  in  two  million  years 
at  utmost  estimation,  this  movement  doesn't  lead  to  a great  change  in  the  climate  that  can  cause 
harm  to  its  inhabitants  leaving  the  region  for  the  very  cold  weather  towards  the  south  pole  continent 
according  to  the  legend.  Most  Geological,  biological  and  climatic  studies  assure  that  the  reasons  for 
life  got  suitable  on  the  earth  since  600  million  years  ago.  There  is  the  atmosphere  with  its  air  that  is 
suitable  to  breathe  hydrosphere  which  contain  water  that  potable,  the  climate  got  mild  and  be 
endurable  and  suitable  for  all  the  living  creatures  that  started  to  move  into  the  water,  and  on  the 
surface  of  the  earth.  Thus,  the  ancient  period  of  life  has  begun  and  lasted  for  about  375  million  years 
when  different  ages  succeeded,  these  ages  were  called  the  ages  of  the  invertebrate,  the  ages  of  fish 


aquatic  creatures,  amphibians,  Polypod  forests,  and  insects. 

Then  a new  period  has  begun  after  it  and  named  the  middle  life  this  period  lasted  for  about  155 
million  years.  It  was  famous  for  its  gigantic  reptiles  which  spread  on  the  earth,  and  make  it  a theatre 
for  its  invasion.  Finally,  the  periods  of  modern  life  have  begun  70  million  years  ago  these  periods  were 
named  after  the  age  of  mammals  and  flowering  plants,  near  of  the  end  of  this  age  man  appeared 
(Flomo  habilis),  that  was  2.5  million  years  ago  according  to  the  traditional  scenario  of  the  biology  all 
the  human  being,  belonged  to  one  species,  this  species  lived  on  the  east  and  south  of  Africa,  then  its 
sons  scattered  into  different  parts  of  the  earth.  The  first  skull  for  (Flomo  erectus)  was  found  in  the 
east  of  Africa  and  it's  dated  to  600  thousand  years,  which  discovered  in  the  old  way  Gorge  in 
Tanzania,  which  oldest  than  the  man  of  east  Africa  (Zinjanthroups  Boisei)  which  discovered  in  1959  in 
Olduvai  Gorge  and  its  dated  to  200  thousands  years.  In  1891  Java  Flomo  erectus  was  discovered  near 
to  Ternile  village  in  Java  Island  , and  its  dated  to  400-500  thousand  years  . 

In  1992,  the  world  magazine  (Nature)  reported  that  two  archaeologists  one  of  them  was  Chinese  and 
other  was  French,  the  two  Archaeologists  preferably  decided  that  the  two  skulls  which  were  found 
belonged  to  one  species  and  lived  in  the  period  that  was  precedent  to  the  recent  man  of  today  that's 
to  say  350  thousand  years  ago,  they  assured  that  the  two  skulls  belong  to  (Flomo  erectus),  they  take 
after  to  a great  degree  the  human  skull  who  live  in  Asia  at  the  moment. 

In  Europe  the  Fleidelberg  Man  (Flomo  Fleidelbergensis)  was  discovered  near  Fleidelberg  city  in  the 
South  of  Germany,  and  its  dated  to  450  thousands  year,  in  1856  the  Neanderthal  man  (The  midway 
between  Flomo  erectus  and  Flomo  sapines)  was  discovered  in  the  Neanderthal  Valley  in  the  North- 
West  of  Germany.  Fie  was  a cave  man,  and  good  maker  for  his  articles  from  stones,  and  he  used  the 
fire,  and  covered  the  dead  persons  from  his  group  by  sand  and  stones  in  grooves,  and  its  dated 
between  37  to  100  thousands  years. 

In  1868  in  Dordogne  Valley  the  Cro-Magnaon  Man  was  discovered  in  France,  and  its  dated  to  35 
thousands  years.  This  is  the  Modern  Man,  which  we  belong  to  him  as  Mankind  (Flomo  Sapines).  Fie 
was  characterized  by  strong  building  , and  height  mostly  than  6 feets.  The  oldest  remains  of  this  type 
of  Flomo  Sapiens  was  discovered  in  Swanscombe  near  Kent,  England,  during  the  second  interglacial 
period.  But,  the  real  spread  of  this  type  of  Flomo  Sapiens  around  all  the  world,  occurred  after  the  end 
of  the  Ice  Age. 

So,  it  was  obvious  that  the  legend  which  talk  about  the  people  of  Atlantis  continent  and  lived  from 
10,000  to  15,000  B.C  migrated  after  the  continent  had  slipped  and  moved  from  its  position  and  the 
life  on  its  surface  became  impossible  to  where  the  south  pole  is  to  day.  Where  as  the  slippery  of  the 
continent,  where  the  legend  people  of  Atlantis  lived  was  not  more  than  450  meters  in  five  thousands 
years.  It's  very  scornfully  to  say  this  amount  of  slippery  made  the  life  impossible  on  it.  To  change  the 
climatic  condition  on  the  surface  of  the  earth  the  slippery  must  be  thousands  of  kilometers  and 
through  tens  million  of  years. 

Sixth  : The  hydro  corrosion  on  the  statue  of  the  Sphinx 

The  people  who  had  doubt  about  the  ancient  Egyptian  civilization  and  its  pharaonic  roots  say  that:  the 
scientists  of  our  modern  era  have  noticed  what  the  ancient  take  no  notice.  The  statue  revealed  hydro 
corrosion,  not  air  corrosion.  The  explanatory  of  this  due  to,  that  statue  was  built  in  an  early  (advance 
period)  from  the  history  of  Egypt  and  definitely  in  the  pluvial  age  which  was  a companion  to  late  ice- 
age  11,000  thousand  years  B.C  the  reason  some  scientists  throughout  that  of  the  corrosion  my 
resulted  from  high  flood,  and  the  (makes)  sign  of  the  corrosion  on  the  neck  of  the  statue  means  that 
if  this  high  flood  happened.  Its  height  would  reach  to  60  feet  and  that  would  be  enough  to  drown  the 


Nile  valley  wholly  completely  and  reaching  to  the  base  of  the  pyramids  which  rests  on  a hill. 
Accordingly  they  concluded  that  the  corrosion  certainly  due  to  the  sustainable  rains.  The  scientists 
noticed  that  the  temple  of  the  valley  was  constructed  in  two  stages,  the  first  one  included  the  interior 
part.  It  was  built  from  great  blocks  of  stones,  the  second  included  two  facades,  or  two  covers  granite 
covered  the  exterior  and  interior  facade  for  the  main  project.  Some  granite  covers  collapsed  by  the 
time  revealed  that  the  basic  stones  under  these  lowers  exposed  to  the  natural  phenomenon  before 
covering  it  so  the  scientists  decided  that  the  temple  of  the  valley  and  the  sphinx  were  built  several 
thousand  of  years  before  Chephren  to  whom  the  building  of  the  Sphinx  attributed,  and  also 
sculpturing  its  face  specially  on  its  (lion  body)  of  the  statue  now,  if  we  put  a successive  tape  for  the 
climate  condition  of  Egypt,  we  will  stop  before  the  following  points: 

From  13000  - 9500  B.C  (rains  and  floods) 

From  9500  - 7000  B.C  (dryness) 

From  7000  - 2350  B.C  (rains  again) 

2350  B.C  up  to  date  (dryness) 

From  the  famous  book  of  the  Egyptian  Geologist  Rushdi  Said  of  the  title  (The  River  Nile:  Geology, 
Hydrology,  and  Utilization  ) in  1993  : we  can  estimate  the  following  : 

The  Giza  pyramids  and  sphinx  were  built  during  the  golden  age  of  the  Nile  Flooding  where  the  income 
was  300  Billion  m3  per  year , where  the  dryness  start  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  dynasty  till  today  , where 
the  income  of  the  Nile  flooding  is  about  85  Billion  m3  per  year,  where  the  drawings  of  the  Hungry 
peoples  for  the  first  time  in  Egypt  History  were  registered  in  the  corridor  of  king  Wanuis  pyramid  in 
Sakara  (at  the  end  of  the  fifth  dynasty  2356-2323  B .C.)  In  the  same  Time  the  drawing  of  the  animals 
in  Savanna  area  , in  the  two  western  and  eastern  deserts  of  Egypt  were  disappeared  into  the 
pyramids  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  dynasty  , where  there  is  a drawing  from  Betah-Hotob  Tomb  (the  fifth 
dynasty)  for  catching  of  the  lion  from  the  Savanna  area. 

Most  Egyptologists  agreed  that  statue  of  the  Sphinx  rests  on  a high  base  that  considered 
an  original  quarry  for  building  the  pyramids. 

The  Sphinx  was  sculptured  from  the  huge  stone  block  (mass)  that  was  left  from  the  natural  rock  of 
the  hill,  and  covered  with  lime  and  smooth  stone,  its  height  reaches  22  meters,  its  length  57  meters. 

If  we  took  it  for  granted  that  the  corrosion  on  the  statue  of  sphinx  is  hydro  corrosion  but  not  air  (this 
is  also  a matter  of  suspicion)  but  why  did  the  people  who  doubted  attributed  this  corrosion  to  the 
pluvial  age  that  lies  between  period  from  13000-9500  B.C.  and  didn't  they  attribute  it  to  the  pluvial  age 
which  lies  from  7000-2350  B.C  although  the  end  of  the  second  age  (2350  B.C)  is  after  the  age 
building  of  the  pyramids  and  sphinx  according  to  the  Egyptology  (2600  B.C). 

What  I said  now  can  be  an  answer  to  the  saying  for  the  people  who  doubt  about  finding  (existing) 
hydro  wearing  on  some  stores  of  the  temple  neighboring  the  pyramid  of  Chephren  and  the  valley 
temple  neighboring  to  the  Sphinx. 

Also,  there  was  an  opinion  that  the  wearing  (corrosion)  on  the  neck  of  the  statue  might  be  wearing  on 
the  (mother  stone)  from  which  the  statue  was  sculptured,  the  corrosion  took  place  on  this  stone 
before  sculpturing  the  statue  either  in  the  first  pluvial  age  or  the  second  as  we  have  above  mentioned, 
but  the  Egyptian  sculptor  didn't  perform  a process  of  mending  it,  for  fear  that  this  process  may 
weaken  the  neck  of  the  statue  and  cause  the  head  of  the  statue  fall. 


Seventh:  The  similarity  between  the  pyramids  of  Egypt  and  the  pyramids  of  Mexico. 

The  people  who  had  doubt  about  the  pharaonic  roots  of  the  ancient  Egyptian  civilization-say  that  the 
ancient  people  of  the  Atlantis  continent  who  lived  from  15000  to  10000  B.C.  when  they  left  Atlantis 
because  it  had  slipped  towards  the  south  pole  continent , had  emigrated  from  Atlantis  to  Egypt  and 
Mexico  and  built  the  pyramids  in  11.000  B.C  in  both  countries.  But  this  ancient  people  disappeared  as 
a result  of  ice  drifting  in  the  last  ice-age.

Krupp,  the  Director  of  the  Grephs  Observatory,  in  Los  Angeles  and  published  in  the  U.S.A  in  1996. 

That  the  civilization  of  Maya  has  begun  one  thousand  years  ago  B.C.  and  it  has  flourished  for  only  one 
thousand  years  started  from  the  third  century  B.C  to  the  eighth  century  A.D 

It  was  different  from  the  ancient  Egyptian  civilization  which  has  begun  7000  thousand 
years  ago.  And  its  everlasting  symbols  as  civilization: 

Nobet  facing  Keft  city  in  Qena  governorate. 

Angati  (now  its  near  Samnoud  city,  in  Frances  Gharbia  Governorate),  Hour  (Dmanhor  now  Al  Behaira 
Governorate)  As  their  ancient  edifices  , the  pyramids  of  Giza  and  the  Sphinx  - were  constructed 
twenty  six  centuries  B.C. 

If  the  civilization  in  Egypt  and  Mexico  are  from  one  source  - as  the  legend  of  the  people  of  Atlantis 
continent  says,  then  the  beginning  of  the  two  civilizations  would  belong  to  the  same  period  of  time. 
But  there  was  more  than  thousand  years  difference  between  the  two  civilizations.  Maya  and  then 
Aztec  civilizations  in  Mexico  are  later  than  the  ancient  Egyptian  civilization  and  also  most  and 
magnificent  pyramids  in  Mexico  were  built  after  Christ  (A.D.)..  and  tits  the  same  to  the  ancient 
civilization  of  Peru  (Ankas  civilization).  There  was  an  essential  difference  between  the  two  civilizations 
concerning  the  astronomy  calendar  for  each  . Where  as  the  pharaohnic  calendar  is  solar  calendar  as 
the  Nile  flood  connected  to  the  uprising  of  Sirius  at  the  east  south  for  few  minutes  before  the  sun 
rising  (the  helical  rising  or  Sirius)  ...  The  Calendar  of  Mexico  and  Peru  was  lunar  calendar  at  first  rate. 

In  a very  late  period  it  became  lunar-solar  calendar  a long  time  often  the  Christ  birth. 

The  ancient  Egyptian  civilization  was  called  the  civilization  of  wheat.  Ancient  civilization  of  China  is  rice 
civilization  but  the  ancient  civilization  of  Mexico  and  Peru  was  called  the  civilization  of  maize  ..  if  these 
civilizations  belonged  to  the  same  origin  since  11000  years  ago  as  the  legend  of  Atlantis  claimed,  in 
this  case  the  ancient  Egyptian  would  learn  how  to  grow  maize,  also  Maya  and  Aztec  would  learn  how 


to  growth  the  wheat,  but  it  hasn't  taken  place.,  and  the  history  didn't  record  it.  The  ancient  Egyptians 
have  never  known  how  to  grow  maize.  There  was  also  a difference  concerning  the  religious  belief 
whereas  the  Nile  was  sacred  to  the  Pharaohs  and  related  to  the  legend  of  Isis  and  Osoris..  the  Gods  of 
Maya  and  Aztec  were  three,  the  God  of  rain,  and  the  others  were  the  God  of  the  sun  and  the  God  of 
war.  Accordingly,  It  was  a civilization  depends  on  rains  to  cultivate,  if  there  was  any  similarity  between 
the  civilization  of  Egypt  and  the  civilization  that  was  later  than  it  in  Mexico  and  Peru  so  these 
civilizations  must  get  out  from  the  womb  of  the  ancient  Egyptian  civilization  . This  matter  is  possible 
as  the  Mediterranean  sea,  and  the  Red  Sea  considered  Egyptian  seas  until  one  thousand  years  B.C.. 
the  voyages  of  the  Egyptian  fleet  to  Bont  countries  in  the  east  of  Africa  at  the  era  of  the  Queen 
Hatshbsut,  the  eighteenth  dynasty  (1490-1468  B.C)  was  a real  evidence  on  that  matter.  Then  the  trial 
of  the  Scandnavian  adventurers  in  the  sixties  of  the  20th  century  in  which  he  could  cross  the  Atlantic 
ocean  in  a small  boat  that  was  similar  to  the  fishing  boat  that  was  sailing  on  the  surface  of  the  Nile  on 
the  days  of  the  Pharaohs  in  addition  the  solar  boats  as  the  boat  displayed  in  a museum  in  the  south  of 
the  great  pyramid  in  Giza  and  its  twin  is  still  buried  near  to  him.  These  boats  consider  the  biggest  boat 
that  were  found  before  2000  B.C,  these  boats  had  the  ability  to  sail  trans  sea's  and  oceans. 

This  Scandnavian  adventurer  tried  to  prove  that  the  Pharaohs  who  crossed  the  Atlantic  Ocean  are  the 
origin  of  the  civilization  and  the  pyramids  of  Mexico  and  Peru. 


Eighth:  The  face  of  the  Sphinx  turns  exactly  towards  the  east. 

As  we  have  above  mentioned  that  the  face  of  the  Sphinx  turns  exactly  towards  the  east.  And  now  with 
the  mockeries  who  suspected  in  the  ancient  Egyptian  civilization  they  say  nowadays  the  sun  rises  at 
true  east  at  the  equinox  exactly  on  the  back  ground  of  Pisces  zodiac  as  it  was  done  before  starting 
from  160  B.C  and  lasts  to  the  year  2000  A.D)  . 


This  age  has  begun  round  the  period  the  Christ  birth  It's  not  obvious  if  the  slogan  of  the  early 
Christianity  that  represented  the  fish  was  taken  accidentally,  as  it's  about  to  end,  the  sun  will  rise  on  a 
new  background,  he  presented  on  the  next  zodiac  and  represented  in  aquarius  zodiac  (2001  A.D-4160 
A.D)  along  2160  years. 

If  we  returned  back  to  the  year  2600  B.C  in  the  period  of  building  the  sphinx  as  the  Egyptology  says 
so  we  were  at  the  age  of  the  Taurus  (4480  B.C  - 2320  B.C)  It's  noticed  that  the  civilizations  of  that  era 
consecrated.  The  calf,  as  example  we  see  the  Minia  civilization  in  Crete  island  and  the  tombs  belonged 
the  calves  that  were  discovered  in  Egypt. 

The  people  who  suspected  say:  if  the  Sphinx  was  an  astronomical  indicator  and  periodically  well 
determined  to  say  that  his  face  turns  exactly  to  the  real  direction  of  the  east,  there  must  be  a position 
on  Giza  hill  which  at  most  take  the  astronomical  design,  should  contain  at  least  a slogan  to  represent 
the  Taurus  it  was  constructed  at  the  age  of  Taurus.  Despite  the  feature  of  the  Sphinx  is  (lion  like).  On 
the  other  hand,  if  we  considered  that  the  Sphinx  was  constructed  at  the  age  of  Taurus  we  would 
notice  that  the  zodiac  that  rises  at  dawn  at  the  east  before  the  statue  is  n't  leo  zodiac,  because  this 
zodiac  will  at  28o  north  east.  The  east  direction  parallel  to  the  statue  (which  lock  forward  to  the  true 
east  exactly)  if  we  went  back  to  the  age  of  leo  (we  notice  by  the  computerized  and  astronomical 
calculations)  and  definitely  in  10500  B.C,  the  leo  zodiac  when  it  rises  at  the  east  appears  in  front  of 
the  Sphinx  statue,  exactly  as  if  the  statue  designer  wanted  to  leave  a key  for  the  future  so  that  the 
people  who  come  late  may  find  an  evidence  by  which  they  could  recognize. 

The  astronomical  age  which  the  Sphinx  was  established,  starting  from  this  strong  point..  John  West  - 
the  leader  of  the  suspcious  think  that  the  statue  of  the  sphinx  at  first  had  no  human  face  but  a face  of 
lion  as  the  rest  of  his  body,  and  its  better  to  say  that  amending  the  face  took  place  at  the  age  of 
Chephren  the  pharaoh  and  the  basic  section  of  Chephren  pyramid  in  its  turn  was  built  in  the  period  of 
building  the  Sphinx  statue. 

I say  to  the  people  who  are  suspecting  and  answer  on  their  mockeries  if  they  had  least  amount  of 
knowledge  about  the  history  of  Astronomy  in  general  and  specially  the  history  of  zodiac  circle  with  its 
recent  figure,  because  the  ancient  Egyptian  definitely  divided  the  circle  of  zodiacs  into  36  parts  each 
part  has  its  own  guard  from  the  souls  to  care  of  them.  And  the  ancient  Egypt  begin  it  with  Sirius  thus 
a new  group  of  astronomical  groups  appear  every  days.  The  Egyptian  watched  it  on  its  uprising  in  the 
east  horizon  and  before  the  sunrise.  The  Egyptian  observations,  and  the  control  of  its  appearance,  and 
determine  them  during  the  night  enable  him  to  put  schedules  "time  table"  to  show  the  times  of 
appearing  these  groups  and  determine  it.  and  validity  degree  of  using  these  time  tables,  and 
calculating  what  are  left  from  the  night's  hours.  When  this  star  or  other  passes  at  the  reach  of  vision. 
To  him,  the  beginning  of  the  year  related  to  the  sun  rise  with  Sirius  (19th  of  August)  and  was  the  date 
of  Nile  flood. 

In  this  way  the  ancient  Egyptians  participated  in  building  the  foundation  of  Astronomy  science.  By 
using  their  observatories  , which  spread  all  over  Egypt  in  the  south  and  north.  The  centers  of  Ain 
Shams  and  Tiba  considered  the  oldest  and  the  most  important  observatories. 

As  a result  of  their  great  efforts  which  they  offered  in  this  field,  they  realized  much  knowledge  about 
these  Groups,  and  recognizing  the  year  and  its  divisions,  dividing  the  day  into  hours. 

Thus  the  ancient  Egyptians  consider  really  from  the  ancient  people  which  contributed  in  putting  the 
first  indices  of  the  real  science  of  astronomy. 


The  Babylonians  "Mesopotamia"  in  600  B.C  are  the  first  people  who  knew  the  circle  of  the  zodiacs 


with  its  recent  figure,  and  it's  divided  into  12  zodiacs  - each  zodiac  meets  30o  and  covers  a month  of 
the  year,  the  Greek  and  the  whole  world  learnt  it  from  them.  We  didn't  find  any  sign  or  painting  for 
the  cycle  of  Zodiac  with  its  recent  figure  as  12  zodiac  (Aries,  Tourius,  Gemini,  Cancer,  Leo,  Virgo, 

Libra,  Scorpio,  Sagitourius,  Capricorn,  Aqarius,  Pisces),  but  these  which  were  found  in  Dandra  temple 
that  belonged  to  Patolemy  age  and  was  transported  to  Louvre  museum,  in  Paris.  But,  who  used  the 
circle  of  zodiacs  with  its  recent  division  for  12  zodiacs  since  eleven  thousand  years  ago  B.C.  As  the 
people  who  suspected  claimed.,  at  to  set  up  the  statue  of  the  Sphinx  at  the  age  of  uprising  from  leo 
zodiac  at  the  equinox  (21  March  and  21  September)  every  year.  Not  only,  they  are  mockeries,  but  also 
ignorance. 

Ninth:  The  linear  development  and  the  human  civilization  . 

The  linear  development  or  the  gradual  development  of  the  human  civilization  that  it  advanced  in  a 
gradual  way  from  the  primitive  life  of  covers  to  the  late,  intelligent  and  civilized  period,  this  is  the 
mastering  theory  up  to  date  and  for  all  our  the  whole  world.  But  John  West  the  leader  of  the 
suspicious  people  criticize  this  theory  relying  on  that  man  5000  years  ago  lived  in  caves,  and  his 
civilization  characterized  with  agriculture  and  hunting.  If  the  pyramids  were  built  2500  - 3000  B.C,  that 
means:  It  was  built  after  the  Neolithic  age  directly  or  at  the  age  of  copper  definitely  but  there  was  an 
exciting  question.  How  could  the  community  that  lived  in  2500  B.C,  at  the  dawn  of  the  civilization  and 
related  specially  to  Neolithic  age  to  build  these  edifices  with  these  wonderful  and  magnificent 
specifications  although  the  volume  of  the  stone  for  that  some  used  stone  was  not  less  than  200  tonns, 
due  to  mathematical  incapability  building  of  pyramids  involved  the  recognition  of  the  conditions  of 
astronomy,  mathematics  and  geometry  that  was  beyond  of  the  agriculture  community  reach.  John 
West  always  speak  from  the  point  that  his  grandfather  lived  in  caves  5000  years  ago,  and  this  is  the 
truth  but,  did  he  know  that  some  American  Archaeologists  from  his  country,  assumed  in  their  own 
studies  that  the  first  agricultural  community  lived  on  the  earth  18000  years  ago,  in  a region,  in  the 
west  of  Esena  in  South  of  Egypt  more  than  13000  years  before  building  the  pyramids.  The 
Egyptologists  say  that  Agriculture  spread  in  Egypt  8000  years  ago  in  the  whole  of  Egypt.  It's  certain 
that  the  astronomical  observation's  was  not  only  a habit  followed  by  the  ancient  Egyptians  for 
thousand  of  years  but  it  was  also  a necessitate  - where  as  the  Sirius  related  to  the  Nile  floods  - 
regarding  to  the  great  importance  of  the  Nile  and  its  flood  to  the  growing  and  Agricultural  community 
the  ancient  observed  the  heavens  and  followed  the  movement  of  its  celestial  bodies.  For  thousand  of 
years  before  building  the  pyramids.  It's  possible  that  the  ancient  Egyptians  have  transported  this 
knowledge  to  other  peoples  around  them.  In  1940  there  were  two  French  persons  Griol  and  Deterilen 
who  discovered  that  the  primitive  tribe  of  Dogon,  in  the  eastern  center  of  Africa  (Kenya  / Etheopia  / 
Sudan)  owned  wonderful  astronomical  information  such  as  knowing  that  Sirius  has  only  one 
companion  star  that  rotate  around  it  once  every  50  years  and  the  comparison  star  can't  be  seen  with 
the  naked  eye  even  in  our  age. 

The  astronomers  discovered  the  companion  star  in  the  ninteenth  century  only,  it  has  been  classified 
since  a short  time  as  it  is  a white  dwarf,  and  named  it  as  Sirius  B.  Where  Sirius  A is  the  brightest  star 
in  the  night  sky,  its  mass  is  twice  the  mass  of  the  sun,  and  the  temperature  of  its  atmosphere  is 
9000oK.  But,  Sirius  B is  less  in  the  brightness,  and  the  temperature  of  its  photosphere  is  more  higher 
than  that  of  Sirius  A,  but  its  mass  is  equal  to  the  mass  of  our  sun,  and  the  average  density  of  the  sun, 
for  that  its  volume  more  less  than  our  sun  (white  dwarf). 

The  two  French  scientists  were  astonished,  when  they  know  that  this  astronomical  observations  was  a 
method  used  in  the  tribe  for  thousand  of  years  and  there  were  dancing  celebration  were  given  every 
50  years,  that  represent  the  rotation  period  of  the  companion  star  (Sirius  B)around  Sirius  A. 

There  was  an  explanation  for  the  German  scientist  Lotrbrown  from  Hamburg  observatory  that  the 
information  about  the  companion  star  of  Sirius  was  provided  to  the  tribe  of  Dogoon  in  an  easy  way, 


he  thinks  when  the  state  of  the  Pharaohs  in  ancient  Egypt  in  its  glory  there  was  still  a huge  block  over 
run  between  Sirius  and  its  companion  star  this  exchange  case  the  historical  docuements  assume  this 
made  the  sirius  group  seemed  to  be  as  a bright  red  star. 

In  page  93  from  "The  Back  of  the  Ancient  Astronomers"  for  Antony  Aveni  and  published  in  the  U.S. 
there  was  a picture  of  bone  dated  at  6500  B.C  that  was  found  near  a lake  on  the  border  between 
Zaire  and  Uganda  in  Africa,  this  bone  was  called  Ishango  bone  and  it  was  used  as  a lunar  calendar. 

Kim  Malville  and  Alfred  Wendorf  published  in  "Nature"  April  1997,  about  the  megalithics  that  were 
discovered  in  Nabta  region  in  the  south  of  the  western  desert  of  Egypt  are  the  oldest  stones  posts  that 
were  discovered  up  to  date,  and  are  used  probably  as  a temple  and  calendar  at  the  same  time. 

The  researchers  mentioned  in  a report  published  that:  these  megalithics  were  discovered  in  a position 
of  Nabta  and  its  date  returns  to  6000  or  6500  years.  So  these  stone  posts  become  1000  years  older 
than  the  megalithic  in  Welet  Shire  in  England  (stone  heng)  which  carried  before  the  title  as  the  oldest 
stone  posts.  Kim  Malville  the  Professor  of  astronomy  in  Colorado  University  in  the  U.S.A  said  in  a 
statement: 


These  are  (Nabta  Megalithics)  the  oldest  megalithics  notarized  to  the  calendar  in  the  world,  the  height 
of  these  megalithics  are  3 metres  high  and  arranged  side  by  side  in  the  east  west  direction. 


Malville  who  specialized  in  the  ancient  science  of  astronomy  said:  These  megalithics  are  arranged 
vertically  in  a circle  represent  the  sun  at  the  time  of  Summer  Solistic  (21  June).  In  several  civilizatsions 
in  the  equatorial  region  the  Zenth  considers  an  important  event  in  the  milenium,  in  the  same  site 
there  are  several  megalithic  stand  alone  during  the  summer  and  fall  seasons,  the  Nile  water  partially 
covered  the  position  site,  the  ancient  Egyptians  may  use  it  in  the  religious  celebrations  to  celebrate 
the  beginning  of  the  rain  season.  Malville  added  saying  : Arranging  these  stones  reveal  to  symbolic 
engineering  that 
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"We  find  when  we  discover  Egypt  in  what  we  call  the  First  Dynasty, 
under  Menes,  that  it  is  at  its  absolute  zenith  of  culture  in  painting, 
sculpture,  architecture.  From  this  peak  period,  the  Egyptian  culture 


steadily  declines.  It  is  very  much  as  if  the  Egyptians  found  themeselves 
the  inheritors  of  a great  ready-made  culture  of  which  they  could  take 
advantafe,  which  they  could  utilize  and  even  to  some  degree  emulate, 
but  which  they  themselves  did  not  create  ....  This  very  strongly

"The  land  of  Punt,  with  its  reed,  beehive  shaped  houses  raised  on  stilts 
above  water,  was  the  most  exotic  and  mysterious  of  places  to  visit,  and 
from  which  to  receive  visitors,  for  more  than  once  the  Royaly  of  Punt 
came  to  the  court  of  the  Pharaoh  in  Egypt.  It  seems  to  have  been 
considered  by  them  a most  unique  haven;  an  emporium  of  goods  for 
both  king  and  gods,  and  gradually  acquired  an  air  of  fantasy 

"Punt  seems  to  have  been  a commercial  center  for  goods  not  only  from 
within  its  own  borders,  but  from  elsewhere  in  Africa.  Here,  the  Egyptians 
sought  and  found  many  items  that  did  not  exist  within  the  Two  Lands. 
From  Punt,  they  received  the  incense  known  as  antyu,  which  was 
produced  in  considerable  quantities  near  Punt  in  the  region  of  Utjenet 
(God's  Land),  as  well  as  ivory,  ebony  (hebny)  and  gum  (kemy).  From  this 
mystical  place  they  also  imprted  the  skins  of  giraffes,  panthers  and 
cheetahs  which  were  worn  by  temple  priests  ....  Cynocephalus 
baboons  were  imported  from  Punt.  Because  of  the  goods  from  Punt  used 
by  priests  and  to  adorn  temples,  it  was  known  as  a region  of  God's  Land, 
and  considered  a perosnal  pleasure  garden  of  the  god,  Amun  . . ." 

"We  will  see  below  that  [Queen  Hatshepsut's]  ambitious  'Ship  and  Safari 
Expedition  to  the  Land  of  the  Ancestors/Gods'  (Ta  Neter)'  includes  sailing 
the  Red  Sea  by  ship  to  the  coast  of  Punt  (today  called  Eritrea),  and  then 
undertaking  an  interior  of  Africa  land  Safari  on  foot  across  Sheba  (today 
called  Ethiopia)  into  the  Nile  River  Equatorial  Great  Lakes  region  known 
then  as  Khenthunefer.  The  'Welcome  and  Tribute  by  the  Country  of  Punt' 
Wall  Relief  from  the  Hatshepsut  Deir  El  Bahari  Burial  Temple  specifically 
shows  the  Puntian  people  bringing  welcoming  gifts  (lower  level)  and  later 
delivering  tribute  (upper  level)  to  the  Egyptian  soldiers  . . . aboard  5 ships 
which  sailed  from  Egypt/Kemit  by  way  of  a canal  from  the  Nile  River  to 
the  Red  Sea  ...  .In  1962  the  American  Research  Center  in  Egypt 
published  a computer  enhancement  of  the  heavily  vandalized  'Safari' 

Wall  Relief  and  exposed  for  the  first  time  the  presence  of  a male  giraffe. 
Specifically  the  left  portion  of  the  3rd  level  of  the  'Safari'  Wall  Relief  is 
inhabited  by  a male  giraffe.  Additionally  the  left  portion  of  the  4th  level  of 

the  'Safari'  Wall  Relief  shows  a hippopotamus  and  baboon The 

proximity  of  the  male  giraffe  with  the  hippopotamus  strongly  suggests 
that  the  ;Land  of  the  Ancestors/Gods'  is  in  the  Nile  River  Region  of  the 
Great  Lakes  in  Equatorial  Africa  starting  at  the  northern  most  Lake  Tana;

of  the  African  rain  forest  from  Liberia  to  Rwanda  at  that  time It  is 

likely  [Bes  and  the  Pygmy  brought  by  Prince  Harkhuf]  are  from  a group 
that  had  adapted  to  the  open  forest  like  the  Twa  around  Lake  Kivu  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  Mountains  of  the  Moon.  The  Twa  Pygmies  are 
smiths,  potters,  and  Jacks-of-all-trades,  and  are  more  aclimated  to  life 
outside  the  Ituri  Forest  and  to  the  tall  peoples."

According  to  the  last  Student  of  the  Kemetic  Mystery  School  System  of 
the  Anu  (called  "On"  in  the  Bible  and  "Heliopolis"  by  the  Greeks),  as  well 
as  recent  scientific  discovery,  there  was 

1.  Rule  of  Gods  on  Earth  begins  34,525  BCE  (Germinga  shock  wave, 
Late  Wisconsin 

Glaciation)  and  lasts  13,900  years. 

2.  Rule  of  Demigods  and  Spirits  of  the  Dead  begins  20,625  BCE  (last 
Glacial 

Maximum)  and  lasts  1 1 ,025  years. 

3.  From  the  Rule  of  Gods  on  Earth  to  the  end  of  the  Rule  of  Demigods 
and  Spirits 

of  the  Dead  is  therefore  about  34,525-  9,600  = 24,925  years,  which  is 
approximately  the  Earth  precession  period  of  26,000  years  and  the  travel 


time  of 

a light  beam  from  the  center  of  our  Galaxy  to  our  Sun,  about  25,000  light 

years 

distance. 

4.  Rule  of  Mortal  Humans  on  Earth  begins  9,600  BCE  at  the  same  time 
the  Vela  X supernova  caused  a dramatic  warming  period  of  about  50 
years  that  caused  glaciers  to  melt  and  sea  levels  to  rise  more  than  35 
meters  with  30  percent  per  year  net  precipitation  over  evaporation  loss 
by  5,600  BCE,  forcing  the  earth's  creatures  to  higher  ground. 

ACCORDING  TO  RESEARCH  DONE  BY  THE  ISSEMBLY  FOR 
RASTAFARI  INIVERSAL  EDUCATION: 

5.  In  9,600  BCE,  the  Bongo,  Kango,  Efe,  Akka  and  Twa  - the  Anu 
peoples,  lived  in 

the  forest  at  the  foot  of  BABA  TIBA  ("Mountains  of  the  Moon")  (Mt. 
Ruwenzori, 

east  of  Lake  Kivu,  Rwanda).  The  ANU  say  that  in  the  beginning  there 
was  ELIMA 

(supreme  being),  TA-HU  (Sacred  Tree)  of  TA-HU-TI  (Moon  God)  on 
BABA  TIBA 

("Mountains  of  the  Moon").  The  Anu  gathered  fruits,  nuts  and  plants. 
When  the 

Anu  could  not  find  fruit,  nuts,  or  plants  to  eat,  they  hunted  the  creatures 
of 

the  land  for  meat.The  Anu  listened  to  the  sounds  of  the  forests  and 
learned  to 

mimic  them,  therby  learning  how  to  sing  from  the  creatures  of  the  air. 
With 

their  photograph  aural  memory  preserving  the  intrusion  of  sounds,  words 
and 

legends  in  the  most  ancient  form,  virtually  unchaged  compared  to  the 
changes 

that  have  occurred  outside  the  forest,  even  among  literate  peoples,  their 
pronunciations  may  be  the  closest  to  the  original. 

6.  The  Tswa  say  that  Djakoba  descended  from  the  sky,  dividing  the 
waters  by  the 

power  of  ELIMA,  the  supreme  being.The  Efe  say  that  the  fruit  of  TA-HU 
(Sacred 

Tree  of  the  Moon)  was  pillaged.  The  Kango  say  that  a sinful  woman 
caused  a 

primordial  disaster  for  which  she  is  condemend  to  bring  forth  children  in 
sorrow 

and  do  all  the  hardest  work. 

7.  The  Efe  say  that  Lulu,  a monster  that  lives  deep  in  the  forest,  came 
out  one 

day  with  a terrible  roar,  demolished  the  camps  and  devoured  the  people. 
The  only 

survivor  was  a pregnant  woman.  Her  son  killed  the  Lulu  and  released  all 
those 

swallowed  alive.  The  Efe  say  that  TA-WA  ascended  to  the  heavens  after 


governing 

righteously  his  fellow  Anu. 

8.  TA-HATO,  the  Anubis  "dog-faced"  baboon  was  considered  the  most 
intelligent  of 

the  land  creatures.  When  the  Anu  found  unknown  fruits,  nuts  and  plants, 
they 

gave  them  to  TA-HATO  to  test  for  human  consumption.  The  Anu  also 
followed 

TA-HATO  to  the  sources  of  water. 

9.  The  Anu  also  watched  the  Sacred  Ibis  that  appeared  from  time  to  time 
from  the 

northeast. 

1 0.  The  Ishango,  the  first  to  move  west  from  Baba  Tiba,  along  the 
Lualaba 

tributaries  the  Ulindi,  the  Lowa,  the  Maiko  and  the  Lindi  to  Kis-Ng-Ani, 
made 

marks  on  the  bone  (dated  100,000  BCE)  to  calculate  when  the  Sacred 
Ibis  would 

appear.  Further  west  along  the  Ng-gr  (Niger  river)  moved  the  Nupe  who 
say  that 

an  Oya  (river)  priest  named  Shango  harnessed  her  powers,  practised 
herbology, 

and  defeated  the  priest  Ologbajo  wearing  the  Dje-n-dju  (Jenju)  mask  in  a 
bardic-singing  contest  between  rainmaking  gods.  Shango  won  and 
established 

canoe-priests  called  Kede  at  Dje-abba  (Jabba)  on  the  Ng-gr  river  and 
towns 

called  Owo  and  Oya.  Further  west  and  up  river  are  the  Bariba  and  Sorko 
tribes 

who  worship  Dongo,  a deity  that  throws  lightning,  thunder,  stones,  and 
rain. 

Further  north  and  west  near  the  source  of  the  Ng-gr  river  are  the 
Bambara  who 

say  that  Dji-Wa-Ra,  an  Onyx  antelope,  brough  them  knowledge  of 
agriculture.  From 

Gao,  descendants  of  Nupe,  Bariba,  Sorko  and  Bambara  moved  north  to 
the  western 

foot  of  Mt.  Ta-Hat  where  lived  the  Bel-la.Some  Anu  moved  north  along 
the 

Lualaba  to  Ba-ng-ui,  north  to  N'Dja-mena  to  Lac  Tchad,  past  the  Te-nere 
to 

Akka-dez,  Ta-sili  Ta-N-Ahaggar  to  Ta-Men-ghest  to  Mt.  Ta-Hat,  Mt  Dje- 
Bel 

Te-ter-Tiba  (Theba),  Dj-Anet  and  Anak  in  west  Ta-Tjaemen.  what  is 
called  Algeria 

today.  Thus  spread  the  Anu  sounds  ta,  tiba,  dje,  ng,  ai(ui)  and  an(ak)(et). 
Rock 

paintings  found  in  Tasili-n-Ahaggar  dated  6,000  to  4,000  BCE  depict  a 
great 

giant  monster  which  destroyed  the  elephants,  rhinos,  and  hippos  and  left 
only 

horses  and  camel.  North  of  Mt.  Ta-Hat  is  llezi,  where  all  the  travelers 


from  Gao 

and  Kis-Ng-Ani  met  to  travel  north  to  OEA  (Ta-ra-bulus  or  Tripoli)  the 
northern 

most  part  of  in  west  Ta-Tjaemen.  what  is  called  Algeria  today.  Thus  is 
the  route 

and  migration  from  OYA  in  the  Gulf  of  Guinea  to  OEA  in  the 
Mediterranean  Sea. 

1 1 . Frome  OEA  the  Anu  people  moved  east  to  MIS-RA-TA  to  BA-NG- 
HA-ZI  and  north 

to  ANU-TA-IL-YA  and  IL-ANU-YA,  MUT,  and  AD-ANU(A)  along  the  TAU- 
RUS Mountains  in 

today's  Southern  Turkey.  There,  the  ANU  people  lived  in  mud  bricks  and 
practiced 

agriculture.  Rock  paintings  from  6,000  to  4,000  BC  found  in  Catal  Huyuk 
show  men 

wearing  leopard  skins  hunting  bulls  and  crop  rituals  for  TAU  ("Bull  God" 
and 

"Leopard  Goddess" ) symbolized  by  bull-horns  which  decorated  their 
houses. 

12.  These  Anu  people  spread  south  to  HAY-TAU,  a wooded  region 
famous  fo  its 

conifers,  junipers  and  a red-wood  called  "MER"  south  of  TA-TUS  (Tartus) 
in  a 

town  called  Byblos  in  today's  Lebanon.  The  god  of  Hay-Tau  was  Ne-ga 
(NG-AI)  and 

TA-AUTOS  invented  their  first  written  records.  The  cheif  deity  of  Byblos 
was 

HAY-TAU  (HA-THOR)  sometimes  called  BA-ALAT  ("Lady  of  Byblos"). 
Thousands  of 

years  later,  the  people  of  Greece  pronounced  TA-AUTOS  as  "THOTH". 

1 3.  Some  Anu  moved  east  of  Baba  Tiba-the  Twa,  Wanyambo,  Maasai, 
Hutu  and  Dorobo. 

The  Maasai  say  that  an  Anu  prophet  brought  them  religion. and 
worshipped  Ng-ai. 

The  ayyantu  (timekeepers)  of  the  Bor-Anu  used  a sophisticated 
calendircal  system 

based  on  the  conjunction  of  seven  stars  (Beta  Triangulum,  Pleiades, 
Aldebarran, 

Belletrix,  Central  Orion,  Saiph,  and  Sirius)  with  certain  lunar  phases  of 
either 

29  or  20  days.  Bitotesa  (New  Year's  day)  is  observed  whene  a new 
moon  is  in 

conjunction  with  Beta  Triangulum.  The  first  six  months  of  the  calendar 
are 

started  by  new  moon  conjunctions  with  six  specific  locations  in  the  sky 
marked 

by  seven  stars  . The  method  is  switched  and  the  final  six  months  are 
identified 

by  six  different  phases  of  the  moon  being  found  in  conjunction  with  only 
one 

position  in  the  sky  - the  one  marked  by  Beta  triangulum. 


14.  Some  Anu  moved  northeast  of  Baba  Tiba  - Shilluk,  Nuer(  Sudan)  and 
the 

Anu-Ak  of  Ta-  Seti  and  Ta-Nehisi  (llubabor,  Ethiopia).  Ori  of  the  Anu 
(Ori-Anu) 

is  listed  in  Ethiopian  records  as  the  first  "Ng-Ai"  ("Negus")  in  4530  BCE. 
The 

first  calendar  date  of  the  sideral  (first  known  calendar)  starts  at  4241  BC 
with 

the  helical  rising  of  the  Siris  star. The  first  alphabet  appeared  around 

4100 

BC. 

15.  Around  5,600  BCE  the  warm  climate  caused  evaporation  levels  to 
supercede 

precipitation  levels  and  water  levels  began  to  drop.  Vast  areas  became 
desserts 

separated  by  large  lakes  that  still  existed  for  another  1 ,000  years  in  the 
area 

from  the  Baba  Tiba  Mountains  to  Taurus  Mountains.  This  phenomenon 
left  a remnant 

of  hihgland  peoples  living  in  caves  and  on  plateaus.  These  people 
learned  from 

what  they  saw  - spectacular  views  of  the  skies  above.  Here  then  is  the 
basis  for 

the  sciences  of  astronomy  and  the  zodiac.  The  Anu  peoples  living  in  the 
highlands  studied  the  stars,  the  moon  and  the  sun.  Moreover,  until  the 
drying  up 

of  the  lakes,  the  Anu  peoples  developed  a system  of  water  navigation 
between  the 

interconnected  lakes  and  rivers.  This  would  explain  the  emergence  of  a 
well-organized  civilization  possessing  knowledge  of  the  celestial  bodies, 
capable  of  navigation  on  the  lakes,  rivers,  seas  and  oceans  of  the  earth, 
needed 

to  know  the  circumference  of  the  planer,  the  length  of  the  year,  the  mean 
length 

of  the  Earth's  orbit  around  the  sun,  the  25,920  year  cycle  of  the 
equinoxes,  the 

accelration  of  gravity,  and  the  speed  of  light  in  order  to  build  the  HU 
("Sphinx")  and  Pyramid  Complex  at  Dje-SAH  (Giza).  Clear  geological 
signs  of 

rain-water  weathering  on  the  HU/Sphinx  indicate  that  it  was  constructed 
by  the 

Anu  peoples  before  the  end  of  the  rainy  weather  in  the  Nile  River  Valley. 

THE  HU/SPHINX  AND  THE  ANCIENT  MYSTERY  SCHOOL  OF  THE 
ANU 

The  pre-dawn  on  the  vernal  equinox  in  10,500  BCE,  with  the  sun  12 
degrees  below 

the  horizon,  HU,  the  Great  Sphinx,  would  have  gazed  directly  at  his  own 
celestial  counterpart,  the  constellation  of  Leo  which  experienced  it's 
"helical 

rising"  at  this  moment.  There  is  a relationship,  in  a scale  of  1 :43,200  that 
exists  between  the  dimensions  of  the  Great  Pyramid  and  the  dimensions 
of  the 


earth.  If  you  take  the  monuments's  original  height  (481 .3949  feet)  and 
multiply 

it  by  43,200  you  get  a quotient  of  3,938.685  miles.  This  is  an 
underestimate  by 

just  1 1 miles  of  the  true  figure  for  the  polar  radius  of  the  earth  (3949 
miles) 

worked  out  by  the  best  modern  methods.  Likewise,  if  you  take  the 
monument's 

perimeter  at  the  base  (3023.1 6 feet)  and  multiply  by  43,200  then  you  get 
24,734.94  miles,  a result  that  is  within  170  miles  of  the  true  equatorial 
circumference  of  the  earth  (24,902  miles)  ....  a minus-error  of  only 
three 

quarters  of  a single  percent. 

Moreover,  esoterically,  at  the  Vernal  (spring)  Equinox  of  10,500  BC, 
marking 

the  beginning  of  the  Astonomical  Age  of  Leo  the  DJESAH  Pyramid  (Giza 
Egypt/Kemit)  Plateau  Complex  located  just  west  of  the  Nile  River  on  a 
limestone 

rock  plateau  at  the  earth's  30  degree  North  Latitudinal  Line;  had  the 
ground 

plan  position  of  the  Sphinx  Rock  Sculpture  and  the  3 Pyraminds  facing 
exactly 

due  east.  Together  they  mimicked  on  the  ground  the  celestial  position  of 
the 

unique  convergence  of  the  Constellation  Leo  (rising  helically  due  east 
above  the 

horizon)  with  the  Constellation  of  Orion  (Ori-Anu,  aligned  due  south  on 
the 

dissecting  north-south  Meridian  Line)  in  the  sky  over  the  Anu  Djesah 
Pyramid 

(Giza  Egypt/Kemit)  Plateau  Complex.  Consequently,  in  the  sky  at  the 
spring 

equinox  of  10,500  BC,  the  celestial  position  of  the  Constellation  Leo 
helically 

rose  exactly  east  of  the  Milky  Way  on  the  Eliptical  Path  of  the  Sun  and 
converged  with  the  Constellation  Orion  (Ori-Anu)  lying  just  west  of  the 
Milky 

Way  exactly  on  the  north-south  Meridian  line  at  9 degrees  20'  latitude 
south  in 

the  sky  over  the  Anu  Djesah  Pyramid(Giza  Egypt/Kemit)  Plateau 
Complex. 

Consequently,  on  earth  at  the  Spring  Equinox  of  10,500  BC  the  gorund 
plan 

position  of  the  Sphinx  Rock  Sculpture  pointed  directly  east  across  the 
Nile 

River  to  the  helically  rising  Constellation  Leo  on  the  eastern  horizon.  The 
First  ("Great " of  Khufu)  Pyramid,  the  Second  (Khefra)  Pyramid  and  Third 
(Menkare)  Pyramid  on  the  ground  reflected  their  analogous  celestial 
positions  in 

the  Orion  (Ori-Anu)  Constellation  as  its  Belt  Stars  of  Al  Nitak,  Al  Nilam 
and 

Mintaka  respectively.  The  Nile  River  flows  south  to  north  just  east  of  the 
Giza 

Limestone  Rock  Plateau  on  earth  analogous  to  the  celestial  Milky  Way 
spanning 


the  length  of  our  galaxy  just  east  of  the  Orion  Constellation  in  the  sky 
along  a 

south  to  north  course. 

Esoterically,  prior  to  the  Spring  Equinox  of  10,500  BC,  from  the  Rule  of 
the 

Gods  on  Earth  (34,525  BCE)  to  the  evaporation  of  the  Nile  valley  lakes 
(4,600 

BCE)  ....  the  astronomer,  architecture  and  temple  engineering  priests 
of  the 

Ancient  Egyptian  Mystery  School  of  Anu,  known  in  the  Bible  as  the 
School  of  On, 

designed,  surveyed  and  constructed  the  Djesah  Pyamid  Plateau 
Complex.  It  was  the 

main  instructional  university  campus  based  on  the  42  Books  of 
DJEHUTI,  the  "Moon 

God"  and  was  the  spirituality  system  initiation  and  training  center  of  the 
Aten 

Path.  The  leaders  and  staff  of  the  Ancient  Egyptian  Mystery  School  of 
the  ANU 

from  TA-NETJER  ("God's  Land")  were  by  definition  priests  who  had 
attained 

spiritual  deification  and  become  'human  gods'  called  in  the  ancient 
documents  of 

Egypt/Kemit  as  the  aakhu-hammet  or  'Sun  People'.  By  4241  BCE  they 
had  worked  out 

the  Sidereal  Calendar  and  by  4100  BCE  they  were  using  the  PER-UM- 
HERU  ("Book  of 

Coming  Forth  by  Day").  The  School  of  Anu  trained  amongst  others  Vizar 
Imhotep 

(2650  BCE),  Pharaoh  Amenemhet  III  ("Memnon"  1843  to  1797  BCE), 
Pharoah-Queen 

Hatshepsut  (1484-1462  BCE),  Pharaoh  Thuthmoses  III  and  IV,  and  his 
Prime 

Minister  YU-SEFI  or  YU-SEP  (Joseph  of  the  Bible,  1500-1429  BCE).  At 
the  Temple 

of  WA-SET  built  by  Amenhotep  III  (1391  BCE),  students  Pharaoh 
Akhenaton  and 

Queen  Nefertiti  (1350-1340  BCE),  Thales  (600  BCE),  Plato  (400  BCE, 
studied  1 1 

years),  Socrates  (15  years),  Aristotle  (11-13  years)  Euclid  (20  years), 
studied 

along  with  Pythagoras,  Solon,  Archemides,  Euripides,  Herodotus  and 

80,000  other 

students. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  18th  Dynasty,  Egyptian  rulers  began  calling 
themselves  "Thutmose"  which  means  "reborn  son  of  Thoth".  Thoth  was 
the  mispronounciationof  Dje-Hu-Ti  or  Ta-Hu-Ti  (shortend  to  Ta-Hut,  Thut, 
and  finally  Thoth). 

"Thoth,  Thot,  or  Hermes  as  he  was  known  to  the  Greeks  is  the  last  divine 
personage  of  the  ancient  pre-dynastic  Anu.  ...  To  Thot  we  may  attribute 
writing  medicine,  chemistry,  law,  rhetoric,  the  higher  aspects  of 
mathematics,  astronomy  and  astrology,  not  to  mention  the  early  Egyptian 


understanding  of  the  intricate  dynamics  of  universal  order.  Thoth  or  Thot 
was  divine  mind.  He  was  known  as  the  messenger  of  the  gods  ....  The 
word  'thought'  is  derived  from  this  deity's  name  Thot.  Francis  Barret  said 
of  Thoth,  'If  God  ever  appeared  in  man,  he  appeared  in  him."  Legend 
holds  that  Thoth  was  the  grand  architect  of  the  Great  Pyramid  aided  by  a 
high  priest  named  RA  or  Ra  Ta,  and  Isis,  as  counselor  and  advisor.  This 
is  said  to  have  taken  place  in  the  year  10,490  BCE.  The  fourth  century 
philospher  lamblichus  (330  CE),  attributes  to  Thoth  the  writing  of  1,100 
books  and  Seleucus  estimates  no  less  than  20,000  of  his  works  were 
done  before  the  period  of  Menes.  Eusebius  saw  but  forty-two  of  these 
books  in  his  time  (360  CE).  . . . Tradition  declares  that  on  the  dead  body 
of  Thoth,  at  Hebron,  was  found  by  an  initiate,  the  tablet  known  as  the 
Smaragdine  (the  Emerald  Tablet).  . . . From  this  tablet  evolved  the  key  to 
comprehending  the  axioms  of  the  universe  and  how  they  affect  mankind; 
the  book  came  to  Be  known  as  th  KYBALION.'

The  Dispersed  Olden  Egyptians 


Egypt  was  the  most  dominant,  populous,  and  famed  country  in  the  ancient  world,  as  affirmed  by 
Diodorus, Book  /,  [31,  6-9], 

In  density  of  population  Egypt  far  surpassed  of  old  all  known  regions  of  the 

inhabited  world,  and  even  in  our  own  day  is  thought  to  be  second  to  none 

.The  total  population,  they  say,  was  of  old  about  seven  million  and  the  number 
has  remained  no  less  down  to  our  day. 

Herodotus  affirmed  that  20,000  populous  cities  existed  in  Egypt  during  the  reign  of  Amasis. 


Diodorus  reported  that  there  were  18,000  large  villages  and  towns;  and  stated  that,  under 
Ptolemy  Lagus,  they  amounted  to  more  than  30,000.  Josephus  estimated  the  population  during 
the  reign  of  Vespasian,  at  7.5  million  in  the  valley  of  the  Nile,  in  addition  to  the  population  of 
Alexandria,  which  was  about  800,000. 

Superficially,  Ancient  Egypt  seems  isolated  and  distinct  from  the  rest  of  the  world,  isolated  by 
the  deserts  that  hem  in  the  narrow  valley  of  the  Nile.  Yet  the  Egyptians  were  in  constant  contact 
with  other  countries.  Classical  writers  such  as  Plutarch,  Herodotus,  and  Diodorus  told  how 
Ancient  Egypt  had  peaceful  colonies  throughout  the  world.  Diodorus  of  Sicily,  Book  I,  [29,  5], 
states: 

In  general,  the  Egyptians  say  that  their  ancestors  sent  forth  numerous  colonies  to 
many  parts  of  the  inhabited  world,  by  reason  of  the  pre-eminence  of  their  former 
kings  and  their  excessive  population; 

DiodorusJ3ook  I,  [28,  1-4],  tells  of  some  Egyptian  peaceful  colonies  that  were  reported  to  him  in 
Asia  and  Europe: 

...  a great  number  of  colonies  were  spread  from  Egypt  over  cdl  the  inhabited 
world.  To  Babylon,  for  instance,  colonists  were  led  by  Belus,  who  was  held  to  be 
the  son  of  Poseidon  and  Libya 

They  say  cdso  that  those  who  set  forth  with  Danaus,  likewise  from  Egypt, 

settled  what  is  practically  the  oldest  city  of  Greece,  Argos,  and  that  the  nation  of 
the  Colchi  in  Pontus  and  that  of  the  Jews,  which  lies  between  Arabia  and  Syria, 
were  founded  as  colonies  by  certain  emigrants  from  their  country 

By  virtue  of  the  eminence  of  the  Egyptian  colonists  in  Asia  and  Europe,  they  played  a major  role 
in  their  new  settlements.  Diodorus,  Book  I,  [28,6-7],  discusses  the  significant  role  of  the 
Egyptian  colonists  as  rulers  of  these  new  colonies: 

Moreover,  certain  of  the  rulers  of  Athens  were  originally  Egyptians,  they  say. 

Petes,  [Called  Peteus  in  Iliad  2.  552.]  for  instance,  the  father  of  that  Menestheus 
who  took  part  in  the  expedition  against  Troy,  having  clearly  been  an  Egyptian, 
later  obtained  citizenship  at  Athens  and  the  kingship. 

Diodorus, Book  /,  [29,  1-5],  also  states: 

In  the  same  way,  they  continue,  Erechtheus  also,  who  was  by  birth  an  Egyptian, 
became  king  of  Athens.  . . . Erechtheus,  through  his  racicd  connection  with  Egypt, 
brought  from  there  to  Athens  a great  supply  of  grain,  and  in  return  those  who  had 
enjoyed  this  aid  made  their  benefactor  king.  After  he  had  secured  the  throne  he 
instituted  the  initiatory  rites  of  Demeter  in  Eleusis  and  established  the  mysteries, 
transferring  their  ritual  from  Egypt.  ....  And  their  sacrifices  as  well  as  their 
ancient  ceremonies  are  observed  by  the  Athenians  in  the  same  way  as  by  the 
Egyptians 

in  charge  of  the  more  important  religious  ceremonies  of  Attica;  the 

pastophoroi  were  those  Egyptian  priests  who  carried  in  processions  small  shrines 
of  the  gods.  They  are  cdso  the  only  Greeks  who  swear  by  Isis,  and  they  closely 


resemble  the  Egyptians  in  both  their  appearance  and  manners. 


Herodotus  (500  BCE)  stated  that  he  came  from  Halicarnassus,  a Dor-ian  town.  He  clearly  stated 
the  connection  between  the  Dor-ians  and  Egypt,  in  The  Histories  [Book  Six,  Sections  53-55]: 

[53]  . . . if  one  were  to  trace  back,  generation  by  generation,  the  lineage  of 
Dana  flhe  daughter  ofAcrisius,  the  chiefs  of  the  Dorians  would  turn  out  to  be 
true-born  Egyptians. 

[55]  Enough  has  been  said  about  cdl  this.  Others  have  explained  how  and  through 
what  achievements  they  became  kings  over  the  Dorians,  despite  being  Egyptians, 
and  so  1 will  not  go  into  that.  1 will  record  things  that  others  have  not  picked  up. 

Herodotus,  in  [55]  above,  stated  that  such  a fact  was  common  knowledge  at  his  time  (500  BCE) 
and  needed  no  elaboration.  Other  similarities  between  the  Dor-ians  and  Egyptians  were  made 
reference  to,  several  times  by  Herodotus,  such  as  in  The  Histories  [Book  Two,  Section  91]. 

The  Egyptian  Dor-ian  influence  extended  throughout  the  Mediterranean  basin.  At  Tarentum  in 
southern  Italy,  the  celebrated  Pythagorean  center  was  established  by  Pythagoras  and  his 
followers,  after  he  spent  20  years  studying  in  Egypt,  in  the  5th  century  BCE.  The  center  became 
their  great  cultural  and  philosophical  headquarters.  The  Doric  language  of  the  Dor-ians  was 
spoken  in  the  Peloponnese,  various  Greek  islands,  and  in  Magna  Graecia,  in  southern  Italy, 
where  Tarentum  was  established. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Ancient  Egyptian  records  (as  well  as  records  in  other  areas)  have 
countless  names  of  places  in  the  world  that  are  not  recognizable  in  our  present  time.  Names  of 
places,  ethnic  groups,  and  countries  keep  on  changing.  The  country  names  of  Europe  just  100 
years  ago,  for  example,  are  unrecognizable  to  most  present-day  Europeans.  When  these  records 
disappear,  a few  centuries  from  now,  the  names  of  such  countries  will  be  totally  unrecognizable. 
The  same  point  can  be  made  for  places  throughout  the  world. 

In  numerous  locations  in  the  world,  there  are  references  to  tanned/brown-  skinned  people  who 
caused  the  enlightenment  in  regions  throughout  the  world.  They  are  described  as: 

1.  of  "oriental"  origin  and  characteristics. 

2.  un-warlike  people  who  settled  peacefully  among  the  local  population. 

3.  highly  advanced  in  metallurgy,  and  have  manufactured  large  quantities  of  metal  products. 

4.  highly  organized  and  very  talented  in  management. 

5.  highly  advanced  in  dry  weather  farming,  irrigation,  etc. 

6.  experienced  builders  and  artisans,  and  have  built  megalithic  tombs,  etc. 

7.  very  religious  people  who  had  Animistic  beliefs. 


The  above  descriptions  can  only  apply  to  one  countryEgypt.  By  combining  oral  traditions,  ethno- 
history,  and  archeological  evidence  (dating  of  major  settlements,  tombs,  mining  activities,  etc.) 
of  all  the  people  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin,  one  can  see  that  the  civilized  newcomers  could 
come  only  from  the  Nile  Valley. 


Immigration  from  Egypt  occurred  in  several  waves.  It  was  closely  related  to  the  events  in 
Ancient  Egypt.  Some  left  in  prosperous  times  to  pursue  business  contacts.  The  majority  left  in 
stressful  times. 


The  Spread  of  the  Egyptian  Religion 

The  Ancient  Egyptian  deities  were  adopted  throughout  the  Mediterranean  Basin  and  beyond.  For 
example,  the  bas-reliefs,  coins,  and  other  antiquities  that  have  been  found  in  Thessaly,  Epirus, 
Megara,  Corinth,  Argos,  Malta,  and  many  other  places,  portray  Ancient  Egyptian  deities. 
Herodotus,  in  th ^Histories,  Book  2[ 2-8],  wrote: 

The  names  of  nearly  all  the  gods  came  to  Greece  from  Egypt. 

This  makes  sense  once  we  recognize  that  replacing  letters  (sound  shift)  is  a common 
phenomenon,  worldwide.  From  the  earliest  days  of  comparative  philology,  it  was  noticed  that  the 
sounds  of  related  languages  corresponded  in  apparently  systematic  ways.  As  an  example  of  the 
phenomenon  of  sound  shift,  a person's  name  can  still  be  recognized  in  vastly  different  sounds, 
such  as  Santiago  / San  Diego  / San  Jacob  and  Saint  James.  Jacob  / Jack  / Jaques  / James,  are  one 
and  the  same  name,  which  exemplifies  the  phenomenon  of  sound  shift. 

It  should  be  noted  that  what  we  commonly  consider  names  of  deities  are  actually  the  "attributes 
(names)"  of  such  deities.  The  real  names  of  the  deities  (gods,  goddesses)  were  kept  secret.  The 
real  name  was/is  imbued  with  magical  powers  and  properties.  To  know  and  pronounce  the  real 
name  of  a neter/netert  (god/goddess)  is  to  exercise  power  over  it.  To  guard  the  cosmic  power  of 
the  deity,  the  Ancient  Egyptians  (and  later  others  throughout  the  Mediterranean  Basin  and 
beyond)  often  used  "names"  with  religious  connotations.  Baal  simply  means  Lord  or  ruler,  and 
so  we  hear  of  the  Baal  or  the  Baalat  (Lady)  of  such-and-such  a city.  Similarly,  a deity  will  be 
called  Melek,  meaning  King.  So  too  Adon,  which  means  Lord  or  Master .MelqartmemtKing  of 
the  City.  Other  "names"  meaning  favored  by  the  godsoxgranted  by  the  godswcrc  translated  to 
Latin  as Fortunatus,  Felix,  Donatus,  Concessus,  and  so  on. 

To  affirm  Herodotus'  reports  of  the  Greek  adoption  of  Egyptian  deities,  archeological  evidence  in 
the  4th  century  BCE  shows  that  Athens  was  basically  a center  of  the  Egyptian  religion,  and 
shrines  to  Auset  (Isis),  both  public  and  private,  were  erected  in  many  parts  of  Greece  at  that 
period. 

In  Magna  Graecia,  the  monuments  found  in  Catania  in  Sicily  show  that  this  city  was  a center  of 
the  worship  of  Egyptian  deities.  Southern  Italy  contained  many  temples  of  Auset  (Isis),  and  the 
remains  of  statues,  etc,  found  in  Reggio,  Puteoli,  Pompeii,  and  Herculaneum  prove  that  the 
worship  of  Egyptian  deities  must  have  been  common. 

The  Ancient  Egyptian  religious  practices  were  mirrored  in  Greece,  for  example,  as  confirmed  by 
the  Greek  father  of  history,  Herodotus  in  the  Histories,  Book  2,  [107]: 

It  was  the  Egyptians  too  who  originated,  and  taught  the  Greeks  to  use  ceremonial 
meetings,  processions,  and  processional  offerings:  a fact  that  can  be  inferred 
from  the  obvious  antiquity  of  such  ceremonies  in  Egypt,  compared  with  Greece, 
where  they  have  been  only  recently  introduced.  The  Egyptians  meet  in  solemn 
assembly  not  once  a year  only,  but  on  a number  of  occasions. 

Affirming  Herodotus'  statement,  Plutarch  states  in  Moralia,  Isis  and  Osiris,  [378-9,  69], 


Among  the  Greeks  also  many  things  are  done  which  are  similar  to  the  Egyptian 
ceremonies  in  the  shrines  of  Isis,  and  they  do  them  at  about  the  same  time. 

In  Rome,  in  the  1st  century  BCE,  Auset  (Isis)was  regarded  as  the  principal  netert  (goddess)  of 
the  city.  Great  buildings  and  temples  were  set  up  in  her  honor,  filled  with  Egyptian  objects, 
obelisks,  altars,  statues,  etc,  which  were  brought  from  Egypt  in  order  to  make  the  shrines  of 
Auset  (Isis)  resemble  those  of  her  native  country.  Priestesses,  who  professed  to  be  well 
acquainted  with  the  "mysteries"  of  Auset,  dwelt  in  or  near  these  temples,  and  assisted  in 
performing  services  and  ceremonies  in  which  large  congregations  participated.  From  Rome,  the 
reverence  for  Auset  naturally  spread  to  the  provinces  and  beyond. 

In  the  Ancient  Egyptian  cosmology,  Auset  represents  the  power  responsible  for  the  creation  of 
all  living  creatures.  Accordingly,  Ancient  Egyptians  called  her  Auset  (Isis)  with  the  10,000 
Names/ Attributes.  Plutarch  took  note  of  that  and  wrote  in  his  Moralia  Vol  V, 

Isis  is,  in  fact,  the  female  principle  of  Nature,  and  is  receptive  of  every  form  of 
generation,  in  accord  with  which  she  is  ccdled  by  Plato  the  gentle  nurse  and  the 
all-receptive,  and  by  most  people  has  been  ccdled  by  countless  names,  since, 
because  of  the  force  of  Reason,  she  turns  herself  to  this  thing  or  that  and  is 
receptive  of  all  manner  of  shapes  and  forms. 

The  "many  names"  of  Auset  (Isis)  were  adopted  throughout  Greece  and  in  Italy,  and  beyond. 
Thus  the  Greeks  and  Romans  identified  her  frequently  as  Selene,  Demeter,  Ceres,  and  with 
several  goddesses  of  crops  and  of  the  harvest  in  general.  She  was  also  regarded  as  an  Earth- 
goddess,  and  as  such  was  the  mother  of  all  fertility  and  abundance.  Some  of  her  attributes  caused 
her  to  be  identified  as  Aphrodite,  Juno,  Nemesis,  Fortuna,  and  Panthea. 

The  Ancient  Egyptian  religious  practices  associated  with  Auset  (Isis)  and  Ausar  (Osiris)  had 
made  major  strides  in  Italy.  In  Campania,  an  inscription,  dated  at  105  BCE,  was  found  in  a 
temple  of  the  Ancient  Egyptian  Sarapis  (Sar-Apis),  at  Puteoli,  which  is  evidence  that  the  temple 
existed  prior  to  that  date.  About  80  BCE  (in  the  time  of  Sulla),  a College  of  the  Servants  of 
Auset,  or  Pastophori,  was  founded  in  Rome,  and  a temple  was  built  in  the  city.  In  44  BCE,  a 
temple  was  built  in  Rome  to  honor  Auset  (Isis)  and  Ausar  (Osiris),  and  a few  decades  later,  the 
festival  of  these  Egyptian  deities  was  recognized  in  the  public  calendar. 

The  main  festival  in  Italy  corresponded  exactly  to  the  Ancient  Egyptian  festival  that 
commemorated  the  murder  of  Ausar  (Osiris)  and  the  finding  of  his  body  by  Auset  (Isis).  As  in 
Ancient  Egypt,  it  opened  in  November  with  the  singing  of  dirges  and  heartbreaking  lamentations 
for  the  death  of  Ausar,  which  were,  no  doubt,  based  upon  the  compositions  that  were  sung  in 
Egypt  about  the  same  time.  Then,  on  the  second  day,  scenes  that  represented  the  frantic  grief  and 
anxiety  of  those  who  went  about  searching  for  the  body  of  Ausar  were  enacted.  On  the  third  day 
Auset  found  the  body  of  her  husband,  and  there  was  great  rejoicing  in  the  temple.  Grief  gave 
place  to  gladness  and  tears  to  laughter,  musicians  of  all  kinds  assembled  and  played  their 
instruments,  and  men  and  women  danced,  and  everyone  celebrated. 

The  Ancient  Egyptian  religious  practices,  as  they  relate  to  the  model  story  of  Auset  and  Ausar, 
spread  all  over  southern  Europe,  and  into  many  parts  of  North  Africa,  and  it  continued  to  be  a 
religious  power  in  these  regions  until  the  close  of  the  4th  century  CE.  These  Ancient  Egyptian 
ideas  and  beliefs  survived  in  Christianity,  whereby  Mary  the  Virgin  assumed  the  attributes  of 
Auset  the  Everlasting  Mother,  and  the  Babe  Jesus  assumed  those  of  Heru  (Horus).

However,  instead  of  having  a different  sign  every  month, 
Chinese  astrology  has  12  animal  zodiacs  for  12  years,  multiplied  by  five  elements,  for  a total 
cycle  of  sixty  signs.  Chinese  astrology,  like  many  forms  of  Kung  Fu,  is  based  upon  the  yin  yang 
five-element  theory  of  Feng  Shui.  Beyond  the  twelve  zodiac  animals,  the  five  elements  of  Earth, 
Metal  (or  Gold),  Water,  Wood,  and  Fire  play  an  important  role. 

The  succession  of  elements  over  this  sixty-year  cycle  is  simple.  Each  element  influences  two 
consecutive  years.  After  ten  years,  when  all  five  elements  have  passed  twice,  it  repeats  from  the 
beginning  again.  After  six  repetitions,  the  cycle  of  sixty  is  complete.  For  example,  the  year  2000 
was  the  Gold  Dragon.  The  following  year,  2001  is  still  governed  by  metal,  so  it  will  be  the  Gold 
Snake.  The  cycle  continues  as  follows:  2002:  Water  Horse,  2003:  Water  Ram,  2004:  Wood 
Monkey,  2005:  Wood  Rooster,  2006:  Fire  Dog,  2007:  Fire  Pig,  2008:  Earth  Rat,  2009:  Earth  Ox. 
Then  the  elements  repeat,  so  to  finish  out  the  zodiac,  2010  will  be  the  Gold  Tiger  and  2012  will 
be  the  Gold  Hare.  The  next  Dragon  (in  2013)  will  be  the  Water  Dragon.  You  can  do  the  math  for 
the  rest  of  the  cycle.

The  constellations  we  are  currently  familiar  with  originate  from  ysRoePtolemyVsRftirOs  48 
constcllations/oR  compiled  from  ancient  Greek  constellations  by  Claudius  Ptolemaeus  (from  90 
A.D.  to  about  168  A.D.).  He  was  a Greek  astronomer  flourishing  in  Alexandria,  Egypt  in  the 
second  century  A.  D.  Though  it  is  believed  these  constellations  originate  from  Mesopotamia  or 
ancient  Greece,  there  are  still  various  views  on  the  origin  of  constellations.  Ancient  Egypt  had  its 
own  constellations. 

1 . Constellations  specific  to  ancient  Egypt 

Ancient  Egyptians  called  the  northern  stars  around  the  circumpolar  star  YRocIkhcmw-sekYR 
(imperishable  stars)  and  the  southern  stars  ysRodkhemw-wredjYR  (unwearying  stars).  This 
naming  (tireless  stars)  is  probably  because  the  southern  stars  especially  on  and  about  the  celestial 
equator  travel  a very  long  distance  after  they  rise  above  the  East  horizon  before  they  sink  below 
the  West  horizon,  while  the  northern  stars  move  counterclockwise  around  the  celestial  north 
pole. 

2.  Northern  constellations,  imperishable  stars 

On  ancient  Egyptian  tombs  and  ceilings  of  temples,  northern  constellations  were  discovered. 
These  stars  are  called  YRocIkhemw-sekYR  (imperishable  stars)  because  they  are  generally 
assumed  to  be  YRocnorthern  circumpolar  starsYR  never  sinking  below  the  horizon.  The  oldest 
existing  northern  constellation  is  a constellation  named  YRocMeskhctyw.YR  It  was  drawn  as  a 
forefoot  of  a bull  on  the  interior  lid  of  the  wooden  coffin  for  the  man  named  Idy  which  dated 
from  the  First  Intermediate  Period  (from  2145  B.C.  to  about  2025  B.C.)  and  was  excavated  in 
Asyut.  This  constellation  corresponds  to  our  YRocBig  Dipper.  YR  On  the  left  of  the  foreleg, 
hieroglyph  showing  YRocMcskhctyw  m pet  mchctctYR  (Meskhetyw  in  the  northern  sky)  was 
vertically  written. 

As  for  representation  of  the  whole  northern  constellations,  the  tomb  of  Senenmut,  an  official  for 
Hatshepsut  (around  1460  B.C.)  in  the  18th  Dynasty  in  New  Kingdom,  is  widely  known.  On  the 
top  of  the  center  pole,  a bull  having  short  legs  was  drawn  together  with  Meskhety  written  in 
hieroglyph.  We  can  see  Selket,  scorpion-goddess  with  a sun  disk  on  her  head,  behind  the  bull, 
and  a constellation  named  Anu,  a falcon-headed  man  harpooning  the  bull,  below  the  bull.  Further 
on  the  right  of  the  pole,  there  is  a female  hippopotamus  carrying  a crocodile  on  her  back  and  the 
astronomical  instrument  called  Merekhet  as  well  as  a crocodile  in  her  hands.  Also  a lying  lion, 
crocodile,  and  human  beings  were  drawn  on  the  left. 


Northern  constellations  were  also  found  on  ceilings  of  tombs  in  the  Valley  of  the  Kings.  Among 
them,  the  constellations  drawn  on  the  ceiling  of  the  burial  chamber  in  the  tomb  of  Seti  I in  the 
19th  Dynasty  are  famous.  Compared  to  the  northern  constellations  in  the  tomb  of  Senenmut  in 
the  18th  Dynasty  as  described  before,  almost  same  figures  were  drawn,  but  all  the  figures  were 
not  located  in  the  same  positions.  This  implies  it  makes  little  sense  to  identify  current 
constellations  with  the  northern  constellations  in  the  tomb  of  Seti  I.  This  is  why  it  is  difficult  to 
determine  correspondence  between  ancient  Egyptian  constellations  and  our  current 
constellations. 

3.  Southern  constellations,  unwearying  stars 

There  are  two  famous  constellations  among  the  southern  stars  called  Ikhemw-wredj  (unwearying 
stars):  a constellation  called  Sah  corresponding  to  the  current  Onion's  Belt  and  Sirius  called 
Sepdet.  The  name  Sah  was  first  found  in  the  YRoePyramid  TcxtYR  engraved  in  the  Pyramid  of 
Unas,  the  last  king  of  the  5th  Dynasty,  Old  Kingdom  (reign:  from  2340  B.C.  to  2320  B.C.).  The 
figures  of  Sah  and  Sepdet  were  also  drawn  on  lids  of  wooden  coffins  between  the  First 
Intermediate  Period  and  Middle  Kingdom.  Since  Sah  represented  in  hieroglyph  was  positioned 
above  the  head,  the  Orion's  Belt  was  assumed  to  be  crown  on  the  head  of  Sah.  Further  Sepdet 
(Sirius)  opposed  to  Sah  was  drawn  as  goddess  with  was  scepter  in  her  hand. 

The  tomb  of  Senenmut  as  described  before  also  shows  a man  on  board  as  a figure  representing 
Sah.  This  man  holds  Was  scepter  in  his  left  hand  and  YRocAnkhYR,  symbol  of  life,  in  his  right 
hand.  Due  to  his  long  beard,  he  is  believed  to  be  a god.  In  ancient  Egypt,  a male  figure  with  a 
long  beard  represents  either  king  or  god.  Around  Sah  in  the  tomb  of  Senenmut,  a constellation 
composed  of  big  three  stars  was  drawn,  which  corresponds  to  the  Oriony5R(tm)s  Belt.  In  the 
lower  right  position  of  these  three  stars,  rather  little  nine  stars  were  aligned  vertically  toward 
under  SahYR(tm)s  boat.  From  this  point,  we  can  presume  Sah  was  the  constellation  containing 
some  stars  in  addition  to  the  Oriony5R(tm)s  Belt. 

Sah  was  also  drawn  on  the  uranometry  in  the  Dendera  temple  constructed  at  the  end  of  the 
Ptolemaic  Dynasty  (around  first  century  B.C.).  Though  this  Sah  figure  is  a man  with  Was  scepter 
in  his  hand,  he  wears  an  elongate  Upper  Egyptian  kingYR(tm)s  crown  YRocwhitc  crown. YR 
From  the  fact  that  he  holds  a flail  in  his  right  hand  and  wears  a bull%R(tm)s  tail,  we  can 
determine  this  figure  represents  Osiris.

> > This  past  Friday,  Clarkson  hosted  the  first  liberal 

> arts  colloquium  of  the  semester  featuring  Dr.  Steven  Stannish  of  SUNY

> polytheistic  Gods  of  Ancient  Greece  with  Zeus  being  the  supreme  ruler 

> and  Hera,  Athena,  and  Hades  surrounding  him,  and  then  flipped  to  a 

> depiction  of  the  Christian  God  with  angels  surrounding  Him  in  a 

> similar  manner  to  the  first  picture. 

> > At  this  point,  Dr.  Stannish  redefined  polytheism  and  monotheism 

> without  referencing  the  number  of  gods  involved. 

> > Instead,  he  reasoned,  monotheism  normally  refers  to  the  "desert 

> faiths,"  namely  Hebrew,  Christianity,  and  Islam.  He  outlined  three 

> ways  in  which  "desert  faiths"  were  unique  from  those  deemed 

> monotheistic.  Dr.  Stannish  claimed  that  monotheism  really  reflects  a 

> personal,  responsive  god,  whom  you  could  ask  and  thank  for  things. 

> > He  also  defined  monotheism  as  being  a religion  in  which  there  is  a 

> single  unified  and  absolute  will  which  does  not  face  any  true 

> opposition.  Third,  Dr.  Stannish  noted  that  these  gods  were 

> ontologically  distinct  from  the  world,  meaning  that  they  are  not 

> involved  in  the  world  at  all  and  are  entirely  separate  from  the 

> cosmos.  He  continued  his  discussion  of  monotheism  with  talk  of 

> misinterpretations,  as  well  as  the  intolerance  of  those  who  claimed  to 

> be  too  close  to  God,  such  as  Joan  of  Arc. 

> > At  this  point,  Dr.  Stannish  transitioned  into  polytheism  using  a 

> myth  from  Greco-Roman  mythology.  He  recollected  how  Prometheus,  a 

> titan,  stole  fire  from  the  Gods  in  order  to  give  it  to  man  and  the 


> punishment  of  being  bound  to  a mountain  that  he  suffered  for  it.  Zeus 

> would  send  an  eagle  every  morning  to  eat  Prometheus's  liver,  and  then 

> every  night  it  would  grow  back  as  Prometheus  was  immortal.  The 

> misconception,  Dr.  Stannish  noted,  was  that  the  second  punishment, 

> involving  the  eagle,  was  for  delivering  the  fire.  This  was  actually 

> due  to  a prophecy  that  there  was  one  goddess  whose  son,  if  also  the 

> son  of  one  of  the  supreme  gods,  would  overthrow  Zeus.  Prometheus  knew 

> who  this  goddess  was  and,  was  being  punished  for  not  revealing  her 

> identity.  From  there.  Dr.  Stannish  discussed  the  concept  of  polytheism 

> with  an  impersonal  god  and  various  wills  and  division  in  the  divine 

> power.  In  polytheism  there  is  no  distinction  between  the  gods  and  the 

> world  of  man.

BALTIMORE,  Jan.  22  (AScribe  Newswire)  — Follow  along  online  as  Johns  Hopkins  University 
Egyptologist  Betsy  Bryan  and  her  team  of  students,  artists,  conservators  and  photographers 
return  to  their  investigation  of  Mut  Temple  this  month,  once  again  focusing  their  attention  on  the 
temple's  Sacred  Lake.  Bryan  and  her  crew  are  resuming  their  excavation  in  Luxor,  Egypt,  and  are 
sharing  their  work  via  "Hopkins  in  Egypt  Today,"  their  popular  digital  diary  offering  a virtual 
window  into  day-to-day  life  on  an  archaeological  dig. 

With  new  posts  appearing  daily  through  the  end  of  January,  visitors  to  "Hopkins  in  Egypt 
Today"  at  http://www.ihu.edu/egvpttoday/  will  find  photos  of  Bryan  and  her  colleagues  working 
on  site  in  Luxor.  In  collaboration  with  the  American  Research  Center  in  Egypt,  which  also 
supports  Johns  Hopkins'  work  inside  the  temple  proper,  Bryan  will  excavate  the  north  perimeter 
of  the  lake,  which  was  drained  of  nearly  all  its  water  in  December.  This  month's  excavation  will 
continue  work  done  in  June  and  July  2008  proceeding  from  the  region  of  an  ancient  stone  dock 


on  the  east  of  the  temple.  Areas  on  the  south  and  west  of  the  temple  will  also  be  investigated. 
Any  materials  found  in  the  lake  bed  will  be  conserved  and  desalinated  near  the  bank  of  the  lake 
before  being  transferred  to  a further  protected  environment.  This  work  will  continue  for  about 
one  month  and  precedes  other  work  by  ARCE  to  clean  and  freshen  the  lake.  The  lake  will  be 
refilled  with  less  saline  water  after  the  work  is  completed  in  July  and  will  be  drained  again  next 
winter. 

The  team  members  are  former  Johns  Hopkins  graduate  student  Violaine  Chauvet,  now  a lecturer 
in  Egyptology  at  University  of  Liverpool  in  England;  conservators  Chuck  Van  Siclen,  Franck 
Burgos,  Kent  Severson,  Hiroko  Kariya,  and  Lotfi  Hassan;  photographers  James  Van  Rensselaer 
and  Norman  Barker;  graduate  students  Ashley  Fiutko,  Shaina  Norvell-Cold,  Meredith  Fraser; 
undergraduate  Jessica  Popkin,  who  is  majoring  in  Near  Eastern  Studies  and  History  of  Art;  and 
alumna  Emily  Russo,  who  earned  her  degree  in  Near  Eastern  Studies  and  is  now  a graduate 
student  in  Egyptology  at  Brown  University. 

The  goal  of  the  "Hopkins  in  Egypt  Today"  Web  site  is  to  educate  visitors  by  showing  them  the 
elements  of  archaeological  work  in  progress.  The  daily  photos  and  detailed  captions  emphasize 
not  only  discoveries,  but  the  teamwork  among  Bryan,  her  colleagues,  students  and  their  "gufti," 
the  local  crew  members  who  are  trained  in  archaeology.  That  teamwork  is  essential  to  a 
successful  dig,  Bryan  said.  The  Web  site  typically  gamers  more  than  50,000  hits  every  winter, 
when  the  dig  ordinarily  is  active. 

According  to  Bryan,  modern-day  Luxor  is  rich  in  finds  from  ancient  Egypt's  New  Kingdom,  like 
the  major  discovery  made  by  the  Johns  Hopkins  team  in  2006:  a 3,400-year-old  nearly  intact 
statue  of  Queen  Tiy,  one  of  the  queens  of  the  powerful  king  Amenhotep  III.  Bryan  has  said  that 
the  statue  is  "one  of  the  true  masterpieces  of  Egyptian  art."  Bryan  is  the  Alexander  Badawy 
Professor  in  Egyptian  Art  and  Archaeology  at  Johns  Hopkins.  Her  work  is  funded  by  grants  from 
the  American  Research  Center  in  Egypt  and  the  U.S.  Agency  for  International  Development.

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2008  Field  Note  2 - Fixing  the  Fort 
Final  2008  operations  and  looking  forward  to  2009

A cooking  pot  incised  with  the  cartouche  of  Queen  Hatshepsut  (New  Kingdom),  is  the  only 
evidence  for  activity  inside  the  Fort  from  the  time  it  was  built  until  the  Sixth  century.  It  appears 
to  have  been  hallowed  ground  for  at  least  2,000  years  after  it  was  built. 

In  February  2009,  we  will  face  one  of  the  biggest  challenges  in  our  efforts  to  conserve  the 
Second  Dynasty  (ca.  2700  B.C.)  mud-brick  enclosure  of  King  Khasekhemwy  (a.k.a.  the  Fort).  It 
will  soon  be  time  to  do  something  permanent  about  the  large  and  ugly  gap  in  the  interior  face  of 
the  west  wall,  the  last,  but  more  serious,  threat  to  the  long-term  survival  of  this  intriguing 
monument.  We  have  long  known  it  was  going  to  be  a big  job,  but  the  true  measure  of  this  task 
only  became  fully  apparent  last  season,  when  we  began  to  flatten  the  dishevelled  ground  surface 
of  the  interior,  which  was  no  small  job  in  itself,  since  it  covers  an  area  of  about  47x57  m (or 
roughly  51x62  yards,  the  size  of  half  an  American  football  field). 

The  area  enclosed  by  the  Fort's  walls  has  been  a mess  since  1905  (if  not  before)  because  of  the 
excavations  of  John  Garstang,  who  uncovered  more  than  166  Predynastic  graves  within  it.  The 
excavations  were  never  properly  back  filled  leaving  a depression  up  to  2 m below  the  level  of  the 
wall  bases,  especially  on  the  north  side,  while  undulating  ridges  of  excavation  back  dirt  towering 
over  2.5  m above  the  level  of  the  original  floor  filled  the  southern  and  western  sectors.  In  order 
to  prevent  further  subsidence  of  the  walls,  improve  the  general  appearance  and  create  workspace 
for  the  large-scale  repairs  we  were  going  to  have  to  make  to  the  interior  walls,  we  embarked  on  a 
massive  flattening  operation  in  January  2008.  Our  aim  was  to  return  the  ground  level  to  near  or 
above  the  original  floor  level  by  manually  redistributing  the  dirt  from  the  higher  piles  into  low 
lying  areas.  A large  local  workforce  was  recruited  for  this  mammoth  task,  for  which  they  were 
remarkably  enthusiastic  especially  as  the  results  soon  became  apparent. 

Our  excavations  inside  the  Fort  in  1999  showed  that  the  higher  heaps  contained  only  redeposited 
debris,  but  we  remained  on  the  alert  for  undisturbed  areas.  None  were  found  except  for  a small 
ridge  in  the  southwest  which  contained  evidence  for  animal  keeping  in  the  form  of  stratified 
layers  of  animal  dung.  Pottery  recovered  nearby  suggests  occupation  in  the  Persian  period  (6th- 
3rd  centuries  B.C.)  and  later.  Interestingly,  one  stratum  was  filled  with  tumbled  bricks,  indicating 
that  already  at  the  relatively  tender  age  of  only  2,500  years,  the  Fort  was  becoming  a little 
fragile.  This  area  has  been  reserved  for  future  investigation  and  it  is  hoped  that  below, 
undisturbed  layers  from  the  Second  Dynasty  will  be  preserved. 

It  was  notable  throughout  the  work  that  we  observed  no  material  from  the  periods  between  the 
Second  Dynasty  and  the  Persian  period.  We  found  no  further  evidence  of  New  Kingdom  activity 
to  complement  the  straw  tempered  cooking  pot  incised  with  the  cartouche  of  Queen  Hatshepsut 
recovered  within  the  Fort  in  unclear  circumstances  in  1978.  Overall,  it  would  appear  that  for  at 
least  two  millennia  after  it  was  built  the  Fort  remained  hallowed  (or  at  least  unused)  ground. 

The  Hierakonpolis  and  Abydos  enclosures  compared.  All  enclosures  sufficiently  explored  have 


evidence  of  an  internal  chapel,  placed  near  the  east  gate,  and  often  oriented  askew  to  the  main 
enclosure  walls. 

The  flattening  operations  also  allowed  us  to  examine  a bit  more  of  the  free-standing  structure,  or 
chapel,  within  the  Fort,  first  uncovered  by  Garstang  and  re-explored  by  us  in  1999.  The  mud- 
brick  funerary  enclosures  of  the  Early  Dynastic  kings  at  Abydos  also  contained  similar  mud- 
brick  chapels  in  their  interiors,  which,  like  that  in  the  Fort,  were  usually  placed  close  to  the  east 
gateway  and  laid  out  with  walls  askew  to  the  orientation  of  the  main  enclosure.  Generally  simple 
three-room  structures,  Khasekhemwy  made  his  at  Abydos  a more  complicated  affair  composed 
of  more  than  9 rooms.  At  Hierakonpolis,  he  also  embellished  his  chapel,  outfitting  it  with  at  least 
two  red  granite  column  bases,  one  of  which  is  still  present  and  the  focus  of  fertility  rituals  by  the 
local  women  (it  seems  to  work). 

However,  learning  more  about  the  Fort's  internal  chapel  has  not  easy  because  of  Garstang's 
previous  "investigations."  From  the  archival  photographs— the  only  record  we  have— he  clearly 
did  not  appreciated  the  purpose  of  the  walls  that  he  encountered.  Although  he  dug  around  them— 
in  some  places  quite  deeply— rather  than  demolish  them,  he  did  not  plan  them,  and  overall  they 
appear  to  have  served  as  convenient  seats  for  archaeologists  and  shelves  for  artifacts.  In  1999, 
light  clearance  of  the  visible  walls  gave  us  the  first  proper  view  of  this  structure,  suggesting  a 
building  at  least  19m  E-W  (external  dimensions)  and  10m  N-S,  apparently  composed  of  at  least 
two  rooms,  but  many  questions  remained  as  the  walls  disappeared  into  the  high  ridges  of  debris.

The  lighter-colored,  slightly  narrower  and  much  harder  bricks  distinctive  of  the  first  phase  of 
construction  were  obvious  at  the  base  of  the  chapel  walls,  indicating  that  this  feature  was  part  of 
the  Fort's  plan  from  the  very  beginning.

Debris  had  obscured  the  traces  of  an  east  wall  observed  earlier,  so  we  took  this  opportunity  to 
investigate  more  closely.  Once  the  debris  was  removed,  nine  meters  of  the  east  wall  and  its 
northeast  corner  were  revealed,  much  bigger  and  better  preserved  than  we  expected.  Much  to  our 
surprise  the  wall  was  more  than  1.80  m wide  (equivalent  to  about  7 rows  of  headers)  and, 
although  only  the  first  2-3  courses  of  brick  survive,  the  west  face  still  retains  its  veneer  of 
alternating  headers  and  stretchers  like  the  main  wall  of  the  enclosure.  Most  interestingly,  the 
lowest  course  was  made  with  the  distinctive  bricks  of  the  first  phase  of  construction,  indicating 
that  this  internal  chapel  was  part  of  the  Fort's  plan  from  the  very  beginning.  Unfortunately,  the 
southern  extension  of  this  wall  still  eludes  us,  buried  beneath  the  ridge  of  debris  that  runs  along 
the  southern  side  of  the  enclosure.  It  is  here  that  potentially  the  entrance  to  the  chapel  may  lie, 
since  the  Abydos  chapels  all  have  their  entrance  on  the  east.  The  concentration  of  Second 
Dynasty  pottery,  especially  the  distinctive  beer  jars,  here  also  suggests  an  entrance  is  close  by,  as 
deposits  of  pottery  have  been  noted  around  the  entrances  in  the  chapel  in  the  Abydos  enclosure 
of  Peribsen  (predecessor  of  Khasekhemwy)  and  Khasekhemwy  himself. 

Not  only  Second  Dynasty  pottery  was  found  in  concentrations  by  the  chapel.  We  also 
encountered  Late  Predynastic  pottery  (ca.  3200-3000  B.C.),  often  well-preserved,  in  some 
quantity.  This  pottery  certainly  originates  from  the  tombs  found  below  the  Fort,  but  why  it 
should  be  so  prevalent  by  the  chapel  was  unclear  until  we  examined  the  archival  photographs.  It 
now  seems  clear  that  Garstang  gathered  the  various  pots  he  found  and  examined  them  on  the 
exposed  walls  of  the  chapel.  After  selecting  what  he  wanted  to  keep,  he  launched  the  rest  over 
the  sides,  for  us  to  find  later.  It  must  be  said,  he  didn't  leave  behind  much  of  interest,  especially 
since  the  grave  context  has  been  lost.

occupation  of  the  area. 

Far  more  intriguing  (and  pretty)  were  the  sherds  of  pottery  of  much  greater  antiquity  found 
mixed  with  the  debris.  In  fact,  some  of  the  earlier  Predynastic  pottery  at  Hierakonpolis  has  been 
recovered  here.  These  include  soot-covered  cooking  pots  of  simple  form,  but  also  fragments  of 
highly  polished  vessels  with  a sharp  carination  at  mid  body.  Pottery  of  this  type  is  known  from 
the  Naqada  I period  (ca.  3800  B.C.)  and  even  earlier  into  the  Badarian.  Unfortunately  it  is  all 
mixed  up  with  later  deposits,  but  it  does  suggest  that  the  prehistory  of  the  Fort  was  far  more 
dynamic  than  its  later  history. 

The  accumulated  evidence  indicates  that  this  area  was  a locus  of  very  early  settlement 
occupation  ca.  3800  B.C.  or  earlier.  If  not  already  the  case,  the  area  was  subsequently  converted 
for  industrial  purposes,  to  judge  from  the  amount  of  kiln  debris  we  also  encountered.  This 


includes  fragments  of  huge  vats  filled  with  residue  from  the  production  of  a grain-based  food, 
probably  some  sort  of  porridge,  and  the  firebars  used  to  support  the  vats,  as  well  as  pottery- 
making tools  and  over- fired  "wasters."  The  area  east  of  the  Fort  is  still  littered  with  debris  of  this 
type,  attesting  a bustling  industrial  zone,  part  of  which  we  investigated  in  2005-2006  (see 
updates  for  FIK24B)  with  plans  for  more  work  in  2009.  Later,  beginning  in  the  Naqada  IIC 
period  (ca.  3500  B.C.),  the  area  was  used  as  a cemetery.  We  suspect  this  change  in  function 
occurred  because  the  course  of  the  Nile  had  shifting  farther  to  the  east,  leaving  the  area  where  the 
Fort  now  sits  high  and  dry  and  well  beyond  the  waters  of  the  annual  flood.  The  cemetery 
continued  to  grow  to  the  west  and  north  with  time,  so  that  by  the  Second  Dynasty  tombs  were 
being  built  nearly  half  a kilometer  to  the  north  of  the  Fort's  location.  An  imposing  location,  at  the 
edge  of  the  cultivation  at  the  mouth  of  the  wadi  that  bisects  the  site,  it  is  no  surprise  that 
Khasekhemwy,  and  those  before  him,  chose  this  spot. 

Flattening  the  Fort  is  a big  job.  We  couldn't  do  it  all,  but  by  the  end  of  the  season,  the  west  side 
of  the  interior  had  been  returned  to  a level  about  30cm  above  the  wall  base.  Any  in  situ  material 
that  may  survive  remains  untouched  for  future  research.  A large  part  of  the  north-central  area 
was  also  leveled,  and  the  ground  surface  around  the  entrance  was  raised  to  the  proper  level.  The 
stability,  appearance  and  manageability  of  the  Fort  have  been  markedly  improved  by  these 
efforts  and  the  sweeping  views  now  possible  allow  its  impressive  size  and  grandeur  to  be 
appreciated  for  the  first  time  in  living  memory. 

Now  able  to  scan  the  interior  in  its  entirety,  it  is  a breathtaking— or  should  I say,  eye-watering— 
sight.  Certainly,  the  unobstructed  view  of  the  damage  to  the  interior  wall  surfaces  is  enough  to 
make  one  cry!  In  addition  to  the  large  gap  in  the  middle  of  the  west  wall,  we  could  now  see  how 
severely  the  wind  had  scoured  the  lower  halves  of  all  the  standing  walls  making  them  top  heavy 
and  fragile.  Deep  undercuts  all  along  the  base  of  the  walls,  created  by  tomb  excavations  and 
general  subsidence,  extend  back  to  the  first  phase  wall  at  the  core,  destabilizing  the  wall  faces.  It 
became  very  clear  that  we  would  have  our  hands  full  even  before  we  got  close  to  our  main 
concern,  the  yawning  hole  in  the  center. 


Leveling  the  west  side  of  the  Fort  allowed  us  to  appreciate 
its  impressive  size  and  grandeur  for  the  first  time. 

The  big  gap  on  the  interior  (about  7 m wide,  5 m high  and  up  to  3.5  m deep)  was  originally 
matched  by  an  equally  large  damaged  area  on  the  exterior  (AKA  "the  central  gap"),  with  only 
ca.1.5  m of  wall  thickness  between  them.  We  repaired  the  outside  gap  in  2006-2007  (see  earlier 
updates),  but  its  partner  on  the  inside  is  a far  more  complicated  affair. 

Originally  two  separate,  deep  and  ugly,  holes,  erosion  has  now  joined  them  into  one  large  spot  of 
bother.  To  compound  the  matter,  these  holes  occur  in  conjunction  with  an  area  of  profound 
weakness  in  the  foundation.  Late  Period  burials  inserted  into  the  wall  base  and  later  excavated  by 
Garstang  were  never  adequately  backfilled.  As  a result  of  this  weakness,  sections  of  the  second 
phase  wall  to  the  north  and  south  of  the  gap  are  separating  and  slipping  downward.  In  addition, 
someone  has  helpfully  dug  out  a small  corridor  at  the  back  of  the  deeper  gap,  which  runs  for 


many  meters  within  the  core  of  the  wall.  Looking  up  inside  this  gap,  if  only  very  briefly,  one  has 
to  wonder  what  in  the  world  is  keeping  this  wall  standing  at  all. 


Widening  cracks  and  falling  bricks  told  us  that  the  central  gap  wasn't  going  to  wait  for  us.  It 
wanted  attention  now. 


Out  of  time  to  implement  permanent  repairs,  we  created  a temporary  support  system  with  steel 
beams,  timbers  and  pillows. 

Near  the  end  of  the  2008  season,  we  discovered  the  answer  to  this  question:  very  little.  Our 
original  plan  had  been  to  approach  this  highly  dangerous  and  frankly  pretty  scary  gap  by 
repairing  the  weakened  areas  adjacent  to  in  succession.  In  this  way,  we  hoped  to  creep  up  on  the 
central  gap  slowly,  conserving  and  stabilizing  the  areas  all  around  it  before  having  to  really 
confront  it  face  to  face,  but  the  Fort  had  a different  timetable.... 

Widening  cracks  and  increasing  brick  fall  indicated  that  the  west  wall  was  on  the  move.  Careful 
examination  revealed  that  it  was  actively  sinking  vertically  at  a place  where  it  was  the  weakest- 
right  over  the  central  gap.  Immediate  action  was  required,  but  unfortunately,  this  perilous  state  of 
affairs  only  became  clear  in  the  last  eight  days  of  the  2008  season,  when  we  lacked  sufficient 
time  and  supplies  to  implement  any  permanent  fix.  Instead,  we  immediately  began  to  design  and 
erect  a series  of  braces  to  hold  the  wall  temporarily  until  final  repairs  could  be  carried  out. 

To  provide  temporary  support  in  the  time  allotted,  a series  of  five  steel  U-section  girders,  up  to  6 
m long,  were  securely  fixed  to  a temporary  bench  in  the  ground  before  the  gap.  The  other  ends  of 
the  girders  were  padded  with  the  team's  donated  pillows  and  then  carefully  positioned  to  make 
contact  with  the  wall  and  act  as  a halting  presence  against  any  further  movement,  without  putting 
undue  pressure  on  the  old  bricks. 

Timber  braces  (similarly  padded)  were  then  placed  to  support  lower  courses,  while  a network  of 
interconnecting  timbers  made  the  props  into  a steady  and  powerful  support  system  to  prevent  the 
upper  and  middle  sections  of  the  wall  from  collapsing.  Padded  steel  tubes  on  screw-threaded 
jacks  were  inserted  into  the  deeper  recesses  to  offer  vertical  assistance  against  the  forces  of 
gravity. 


Minutes  before  we  got  in  the  taxi  to  leave  the  site  for  the  season,  our  dedicated  crew  put  the  final 
touches  on  the  temporary  supporting  structure  after  seven  days  of  non-stop  work.  So  far,  reports 
are  good— the  supports  are  is  still  doing  their  job! 


Then  to  complete  the  supporting  structure,  the  timbers  were  painted  to  protect  them  from  the 
white  ants,  and  their  bases  were  encased  in  a substantial  construction  of  red  (fired)  brick  set  in 
mud  mortar  to  prevent  movement  and  theft. 

Once  this  dangerous  area  was  secured,  it  was  then  possible  for  our  chief  mason,  Abdullah  Nour, 
to  squeeze  between  the  girders  to  implement  the  first  of  the  permanent  repairs— a column  of  mud- 
brick  masonry  at  the  critical  juncture  between  the  two  deepest  parts  of  the  gap.  This  is  a good 
start,  but  we  have  a long  way  to  go. 

Coming  up  in  February  it  will  be  time  to  finish  the  job.  Permanent  repairs  will  require  full 
reinforcement  of  the  heavily  damaged  foundations,  large  quantities  of  new  mud  brick,  industrial 
strength  scaffolding  for  safety  and  height  and  the  skill  and  dedication  of  our  experienced  crew. 
We  are  gathering  the  equipment,  now  we  just  need  a little  luck! 

Keep  your  fingers  crossed  for  us  and  watch  this  space.

PREHISTORIC  DACIA 
PART  1 ? Ch.VII 

The  commemorative  mounds  of  Osiris. 

The  expedition  of  Osiris  to  the  Istru  ? traditions  and  legends  about 
his  battle  with  Typhon,  from  the  country  of  the  Arimi 


Such  commemorative  monuments  of  the  expedition  of  Osiris  existed  not 
only  in  the  countries  of  Dacia,  but  even  across  the  Danube. 

On  the  south-west  side  of  the  city  Philippopoli  (TN  ? today  Plovdiv) 
there  is  even  today  a village  named  Ostra  Mogila,  meaning  the  Mound  of 
Ostrea  or  Osiris.  Another  mound  with  the  name  of  this  legendary 
monarch  was  at  the  ancient  Gate  of  the  Hem  mountain.  From  Philippopoli 
towards  the  Danube,  the  shortest  road  and  most  practicable  was  in 
antiquity  through  the  mountain  pass  between  Karlovo  and  Trojan 
(Jirecek,  Die  Heerstrasse  von  Belgrad  nach  Constantinopel,  p.156; 

Kanitz,  Donau-Bulgarien,  11.97),  which  bears  even  today  the  name  Ostra 
Mogila,  (Kanitz,  Donau-Bulgarien,  III.  17 1).  This  is  an  important 
reminiscence  about  the  crossing  of  the  Balkan  mountains  at  this  point, 
by  the  great  Egyptian  conqueror,  who  came  on  the  North  with  his 
infinite  columns  of  Africans  and  Asians.  At  the  northern  side  of  this 
mountain  pass  there  was  during  the  Roman  epoch  a city  called  Sostra 
(Tab.  Peut.),  which  is  a simple  official  variant  of  the  folk  form 
Ostrea,  Osiris  being  identical  with  Sesostris. 


A promontory  at  the  straits  of  the  Bosphorus,  on  the  territory  of 
Bithynia,  had  in  antiquity  the  name  'Oxirrous  akra,  because  on  this 
height  had  probably  been  erected  a mound,  or  a column,  in  the  memory 
of  the  arrival  of  Osiris  to  the  most  important  point  of  the  ancient 
world,  where  the  roads  of  the  west  and  east  met  with  those  of  the 
north  and  south  (Dionysius  Byzantius,  Anaplus  Bospori,  in  Fragm.  Hist. 
Graec.  V.  p.  188)

Sensational  discoveries  by  a Polish  mission  in  the  Nile 
Delta  have  revealed  that  far  from  being  hostile  regions  as 
previously  supposed,  Upper  and  Lower  Egypt  were 
politically  united  in  predynastic  times,  says  Jill  Kamil

Recent  discoveries  by  a Polish 
archaeological  mission  at  Tel  Al-Farkha 
(literally  "the  chicken  hill")  in  the  north- 
eastern Delta  about  120  kilometres  north- 
east of  Cairo  are  remarkable  and 
sensational.  Remarkable  in  that  they  reveal 
that  the  "Two  Lands"  of  Upper  and  Lower 
Egypt  were  not  rivals  in  predynastic  times  but  culturally 
united.  Sensational  in  the  material  objects  discovered.  They 
include  numerous  statuettes  and  amulets  carved  of 
hippopotamus  tusk,  and  several  dozen  golden  plate 
fragments  came  to  light,  the  latter  arduously  reconstructed 
into  figurines  of  exceptional  beauty.  Although  a mere  60 
centimetres  in  height,  these  naked  standing  men  have  eyes 
made  of  lapis  lazuli,  while  various  details  such  as  sticking 
out  ears,  large  phalluses,  and  detailed  fingers  and  toes  reveal 
characteristics  of  later  Pharaonic  art. 

"From  almost  the  very  beginning  of  our  work  it  became 
obvious  that  the  scientific  value  of  the  site  was  tremendous, 
and  might  lead  to  a completely  different  view  on  the 
processes  resulting  in  the  emergence  of  the  pharaonic 
civilization,"  wrote  M.  Chlodnicki  and  K.  Cialowicz  in 
Ivory  and  Gold , a photo-documentation  of  the  Polish 
excavation  of  the  site  in  the  2006  and  2007  archaeological 
seasons.  The  mission  uncovered  an  extensive  settlement  and 
they  were  thrilled  to  find,  in  a large  pottery  vessel,  the 
above  objects  "which  have  no  counterparts  in  finds  from  the 
other  sites  with  early  Egyptian  architecture  and  art".  They 
have  been  dated  to  the  time  of  Dynasty  "O"  and  the 
beginning  of  the  First  Dynasty  (c.  3100  to  3000  BC). 

One  figurine  of  a man  is  noteworthy  because  he  is  wearing  a 
cloak  which  might  be  the  earliest  representation  of  a leader 
wrapped  in  a long  robe  associated  with  the  Heb  Sed  festival, 
one  of  the  very  oldest  ceremonies,  alluded  to  in  many  of  the 
inscriptions  at  Abydos  dating  to  the  First  and  Second 
dynasties.  This  was  a festival  during  which  the  leader  or 
king  would  prove  his  vigour  and  competence  to  rule  the 
nation.  Another  figurine  has  one  foot  forward  in  a pose  that 
is  almost  identical  to  that  of  later  high  royal  officials.  Also 
found  were  beautifully  carved  but  curious  looking  dwarfs  in 
realistic  poses  that  have  their  counterparts  in  predynastic 
discoveries  made  at  Aswan,  as  well  as  seated  figurines  with 
the  finger  to  mouth  pose  — which  indicates  childhood.

The  deposit  included  miniature  vessels  of  faience,  pottery 
and  stone,  and  the  Polish  mission  gave  special  attention  to 
representations  of  baboons,  cobras,  and  a figurine  depicting 
a prostrate  man  (probably  a captive)  wearing  nothing  by  a 
penis  sheath;  his  hair  and  beard  are  long  and  his  facial 
features  clearly  archaic.  Worth  mentioning  also  were  the 
discoveries  of  pottery  rattles,  decorated  rattles,  pear-shaped 
mace-heads,  miniature  vessels,  faience  beads  and  gaming 
pieces. 

The  discovery  is  important,  because  one  of  the  key  issues  of 
modem  archaeology,  and  indeed  one  that  is  central  to  an 
understanding  of  the  political  and  social  development  of 
ancient  Egypt,  is  the  formative  period  of  the  ancient 
Egyptian  civilisation  and  the  origin  of  the  concept  of  the 
"Two  Lands"  — a term  used  by  the  ancients  themselves  to 
describe  their  own  country.  Until  relatively  recently  it  was 
believed  that  the  predynastic  communities  in  Upper  and 
Lower  Egypt  gradually  coalesced  until  two  independent 
kingdoms  emerged,  Nekhen  in  Upper  Egypt  and  Pe  [Buto] 
in  Lower  Egypt,  and  that  the  formation  of  these  federations 
was  a step  towards  unification. 

Subsequent  discoveries  changed  this  concept,  and  scholars 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  20th  century  hypothesised  that  the 
two  "kingdoms"  were  actually  parallel  institutions, 
artificially  created  by  the  early  kings  who  wanted  to 
establish  a single,  unified  state  in  a country  that  did  not 
easily  lend  itself  to  unification.  Consequently  they  gave 
each  part  of  the  country  a distinctive  name,  thereafter 
treating  Nekhen  in  Upper  Egypt,  and  Pe  in  the  Delta,  as 
though  they  were  once  independent  kingdoms.  The  learned 
pre-historians  admitted  that  the  period  just  before  the  crucial 
political  unification  was  still  clouded  in  mystery  because 
unification  was  accompanied  by  the  establishment  of  a 
strong  centralised  government,  a new  approach  to  the 
perennial  problems  of  river-control  and  irrigation,  and 
Egyptian  artists  developing  new  ways  of  depicting  things  — 
all  apparently  appearing  out  of  the  blue. 

Now,  thanks  to  the  Polish  discoveries,  it  is  fairly  certain  that 
there  were  indeed  two  predynastic  capitals  of  Upper  and 
Lower  Egypt,  but  that  far  from  being  rival  and  hostile 
regions  as  suggested  in  mythological  tradition  they  may 
have  been  culturally  and  politically  united  for  a long  period 
of  time.  Also  significant  is  that  the  incentive  behind 


unification  may  have  been  trade  . 

The  question  of  a predynastic  union  between  the  Two  Lands 
remains  a hotly  debated  issue  because  there  are  no  written 
records  to  confirm  such  a union.  However,  archaeologists 
excavating  at  Abydos  have  found  historical  proof  of  the 
order  of  succession  of  the  earliest  kings  of  Pharaonic  Egypt 
(inscribed  on  a clay  seal),  and  also,  in  a predynastic  and 
already  heavily  excavated  cemetery,  evidence  of  a possible 
15  kings  before  Narmer  (Menes/Aha),  who  stands  at  the 
beginning  of  recorded  dynastic  history. 

During  the  long  predynastic  era,  different  settlements 
(identified  with  totems)  appear  to  have  expanded  their 
boundaries  and  begun  to  coalesce.  Maybe  some  tribal 
groups  gravitated  towards  larger  ones  and  started  to  trade 
and  barter  with  them.  A process  of  assimilation  took  place. 
They  became  more  dependent  on  one  another,  and  there  was 
a natural  fusion  into  larger  social  units.  Gradually  the  affairs 
of  various  villagers  became  tied  to  a major  settlement, 
which  undoubtedly  represented  the  richest  and  most 
powerful  of  them.  This  is  especially  apparent  at  Nekhen 
near  the  modem  town  of  Edfu,  where  there  are  five 
unusually  large  graves  among  the  burials,  and,  as  we  now 
know,  at  Buto  in  the  Delta. 

The  thrust  for  expansion,  and  ultimate  unification,  came 
from  the  south.  About  3400  BC,  when  Egypt  entered  the 
last  stage  of  its  pre-dynastic  experience,  there  is  evidence  of 
the  late  stage  of  what  is  known  as  the  Naqada  culture 
(Naqada  HI),  which  has  been  identified  at  numerous  sites  in 
Upper  Egypt.  In  contrast  to  the  slow  pace  of  earlier 
development,  rapid  advances  were  made.  The  Naqada  III 
people  were  skilled  in  the  execution  of  slate  palettes  for 
grinding  paint,  which  were  carved  in  the  shape  of  decorative 
fish,  birds  and  animal  designs.  Amulets  were  produced  in 
larger  assorted  stones  and  in  different  designs.  Ivory 
statuettes  were  carved  with  exaggerated  sexual 
characteristics.  And  toys  like  small  stone  balls,  game  pieces, 
and  a kind  of  chessboard  were  sometimes  found  buried  with 
children.  Decorated  ware  included  small  boxes  of  ivory  or 
wood  inlaid  with  ivory  to  hold  a woman's  possessions,  and 
at  the  more  practical  level  tools  such  as  axe-heads,  adzes, 
hoes,  daggers  and  knives  of  beaten  metal  were  produced.  As 
for  pottery,  vases  were  produced  from  a variety  of  hard  and 
brightly-coloured  stone:  basalt  and  alabaster,  white 


limestone,  red  breccia,  marble,  diorite  and  granite,  the  stone 
shaped  by  skilled  artisans  using  stone  drills. 

These  objects  were  made  to  serve  a burgeoning  Upper 
Egyptian  elite,  whose  tombs  were  lined  with  matting,  wood 
or  mud-brick,  with  extra  chambers  added  to  accommodate 
grave  goods.  As  a result  of  the  rapidly  developing  upper 
class,  there  was  a demand  for  imported  raw  materials  for  the 
development  of  industries  and  an  acceleration  of  trade  — not 
only  along  the  river  but  also  overland.  The  movement  of 
Upper  Egyptians  northwards  can  be  traced  to  settlements  at 
Omari  (north  of  Helwan  at  the  mouth  of  the  Wadi  Hof  in  the 
Eastern  Desert,  which  gave  on  to  mineral  rich  areas),  and 
various  sites  in  the  eastern  and  central  Delta,  including  Tell 
Ibrahim  Awad,  Tell  Samara,  Tell  Al-Kabirm  and  Tel  Al- 
Farkha,  where  there  is  evidence  of  early  trade  with  the 
Levant  and  the  Far  East. 

When  the  Upper  Egyptians  arrived  on  the  Delta  scene  they 
were  anxious  to  trade  further,  and  archaeological  evidence 
at  Tel  Al-Farkha  indicates  that  they  were  at  first 
accommodated  by  the  local  inhabitants,  to  their  mutual 
advantage.  The  authors  of  Ivory  and  Gold,  point  out  that 
"there  are  no  traces  of  war  or  destruction"  at  the  site,  but 
rather  "assimilation  and  acculturation".  The  Delta 
inhabitants  appear  to  have  accepted  the  southerners,  and 
only  when  the  latter  slowly  gained  an  advantage  did  a 
process  of  colonisation,  the  south  of  the  north,  take  place. 

Based  on  the  present  state  of  research,  the  stages  towards 
establishing  a unified  state  was  much  more  complex  than 
hitherto  supposed.  Cialowcz  points  out  that  before  Upper 
Egyptians  entered  the  Delta,  there  were  at  least  two  centres 
that  rivalled  them  in  every  field.  "Cultural  unification 
[which  is  observed  in  archaeological  materials  all  over 
Egypt,  from  Elephantine  to  the  Mediterranean]  was  not 
equal  to  political  union.  Contemporary  rulers  using  the  same 
language,  writing  or  tools,  competed  for  power  and 
influence,  and  important  in  this  struggle  was  the  desire  to 
conquer  the  Delta  and  its  vital  trade  routes  to  the  east." 

In  other  words,  high-ranking  officials  of  the  leading  elite  in 
Upper  Egypt,  desirous  of  obtaining  luxurious  imported 
material  objects  from  the  Levant,  moved  inexorably 
northwards.  And  the  inhabitants  of  the  Buto,  at  first 
attracted  by  the  more  advanced  and  modem  "southerners", 


accepted  them.  Over  time,  this  enabled  the  latter  to  control 
trade  between  the  Delta  and  the  Near  East  in  addition  to 
Upper  Egypt  and  Nubia. 

Tel  Al-Farkha  by  no  means  supplies  all  the  answers. 
Nevertheless,  it  now  seems  certain  that  several  kings  were 
rivals  in  trade,  and  culturally  united  long  before  Narmer 
ascended  the  throne.  New  avenues  of  research  have  been 
opened  up. 

Important  clues  in  Delta  sites 

THE  REASON  why  the  important  site  at  Tel  Al-Farkha  was 
not  excavated  earlier  was  that,  until  the  second  half  of  the 
20th  century,  the  Delta  was  largely  unchartered  territory. 
One  reason  was  that  there  were  not  many  monuments 
visible  above  the  surface.  Another  was  because  traces  of  the 
oldest  settlements  and  cemeteries,  if  any,  were  covered  with 
a thick  layer  of  alluvial  soil  and  it  was  concluded  that  any 
archaeological  remains  would  have  been  adversely  affected, 
if  not  totally  destroyed,  by  underground  seepage. 

The  introduction  of  modem  archaeological  techniques 
following  the  Nubian  Salvage  Operation  in  the  1960s 
changed  all  that.  Complex  geophysical  prospection  and 
geological  drilling  techniques  have  enabled  serious 
investigation  of  Delta  sites,  and  there  was  an  upsurge  of 
interest  following  a symposium  at  the  Netherlands  Institute 
in  Cairo  in  1986  when  several  papers  described  rewarding 
excavations  at  various  Delta  sites. 

One  of  the  sites  was  Tel  Al-Farkha.  An  Italian 
archaeological  mission  worked  there  for  over  four  seasons 
between  1988  and  1990,  excavating  mud-brick  buildings 
which  enabled  them  to  make  important  scientific 
observations.  But  when  they  failed  to  come  up  with  any 
spectacular  discoveries  — and  like  it  or  not  it  is  difficult  to 
raise  funds  for  continued  work  at  an  "unproductive"  site  — 
they  moved  on  to  other  areas.  Too  bad  for  them  that  they 
abandoned  the  site  too  soon,  because  when  work  was 
resumed  by  the  Poles  they  dug  wider  and  deeper  and  made 
the  above-described  spectacular  discoveries  on  the  "eastern 
kom".  The  lowest  (i.e.  oldest)  strata  revealed  that  people 
lived  there  from  about  3600  to  3300  BC,  which  confirmed 
earlier  assumptions  that  the  site  was  Pe  (Buto),  the 
traditional  counterpart  of  Nekhen  (Greek  Hierakonpolis 


near  the  modem  town  of  Edfu),  the  predynastic  capital  in 
Upper  Egypt.

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Recent  discoveries  by  a Polish  archaeological 
mission  at  Tel  Al-Farkha  (literally  "the  chicken 
hill")  in  the  north-eastern  Delta  about  120 
kilometres  north-east  of  Cairo  are  remarkable  and 
sensational.  Remarkable  in  that  they  reveal  that  the 
"Two  Lands"  of  Upper  and  Lower  Egypt  were  not 
rivals  in  predynastic  times  but  culturally  united. 

Sensational  in  the  material  objects  discovered. 

They  include  numerous  statuettes  and  amulets 
carved  of  hippopotamus  tusk,  and  several  dozen 
golden  plate  fragments  came  to  light,  the  latter  arduously  reconstructed 
into  figurines  of  exceptional  beauty.  Although  a mere  60  centimetres  in 
height,  these  naked  standing  men  have  eyes  made  of  lapis  lazuli,  while 
various  details  such  as  sticking  out  ears,  large  phalluses,  and  detailed 
fingers  and  toes  reveal  characteristics  of  later  Pharaonic  art. 

"From  almost  the  very  beginning  of  our  work  it  became  obvious  that  the 
scientific  value  of  the  site  was  tremendous,  and  might  lead  to  a completely 
different  view  on  the  processes  resulting  in  the  emergence  of  the  pharaonic 
civilization,  " wrote  M.  Chlodnicki  and  K.  Cialowicz  in  Ivory  and  Gold,  a 
photo-documentation  of  the  Polish  excavation  of  the  site  in  the  2006  and 
2007  archaeological  seasons.  The  mission  uncovered  an  extensive 
settlement  and  they  were  thrilled  to  find,  in  a large  pottery  vessel,  the 
above  objects  "which  have  no  counterparts  in  finds  from  the  other  sites 
with  early  Egyptian  architecture  and  art".  They  have  been  dated  to  the  time 
of  Dynasty  "O"  and  the  beginning  of  the  First  Dynasty  (c.  3100  to  3000 
BC). 

One  figurine  of  a man  is  noteworthy  because  he  is  wearing  a cloak  which 
might  be  the  earliest  representation  of  a leader  wrapped  in  a long  robe 
associated  with  the  Heb  Sed  festival,  one  of  the  very  oldest  ceremonies, 
alluded  to  in  many  of  the  inscriptions  at  Abydos  dating  to  the  First  and 
Second  dynasties.  This  was  a festival  during  which  the  leader  or  king 
would  prove  his  vigour  and  competence  to  rule  the  nation.  Another 
figurine  has  one  foot  forward  in  a pose  that  is  almost  identical  to  that  of 
later  high  royal  officials.  Also  found  were  beautifully  carved  but  curious 
looking  dwarfs  in  realistic  poses  that  have  their  counterparts  in  predynastic 
discoveries  made  at  Aswan,  as  well  as  seated  figurines  with  the  finger  to 
mouth  pose  — which  indicates  childhood. 

The  deposit  included  miniature  vessels  of  faience,  pottery  and  stone,  and 
the  Polish  mission  gave  special  attention  to  representations  of  baboons, 
cobras,  and  a figurine  depicting  a prostrate  man  (probably  a captive) 
wearing  nothing  by  a penis  sheath;  his  hair  and  beard  are  long  and  his 
facial  features  clearly  archaic.  Worth  mentioning  also  were  the  discoveries 
of  pottery  rattles,  decorated  rattles,  pear-shaped  mace-heads,  miniature 
vessels,  faience  beads  and  gaming  pieces. 

The  discovery  is  important,  because  one  of  the  key  issues  of  modem 
archaeology,  and  indeed  one  that  is  central  to  an  understanding  of  the 
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political  and  social  development  of  ancient  Egypt,  is  the  formative  period 
of  the  ancient  Egyptian  civilisation  and  the  origin  of  the  concept  of  the 
"Two  Lands"  — a term  used  by  the  ancients  themselves  to  describe  their 
own  country.  Until  relatively  recently  it  was  believed  that  the  predynastic 
communities  in  Upper  and  Lower  Egypt  gradually  coalesced  until  two 
independent  kingdoms  emerged,  Nekhen  in  Upper  Egypt  and  Pe  [Buto]  in 
Lower  Egypt,  and  that  the  formation  of  these  federations  was  a step 
towards  unification. 

Subsequent  discoveries  changed  this  concept,  and  scholars  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  20th  century  hypothesised  that  the  two  "kingdoms"  were  actually 
parallel  institutions,  artificially  created  by  the  early  kings  who  wanted  to 
establish  a single,  unified  state  in  a country  that  did  not  easily  lend  itself  to 
unification.  Consequently  they  gave  each  part  of  the  country  a distinctive 
name,  thereafter  treating  Nekhen  in  Upper  Egypt,  and  Pe  in  the  Delta,  as 
though  they  were  once  independent  kingdoms.  The  learned  pre-historians 
admitted  that  the  period  just  before  the  crucial  political  unification  was  still 
clouded  in  mystery  because  unification  was  accompanied  by  the 
establishment  of  a strong  centralised  government,  a new  approach  to  the 
perennial  problems  of  river-control  and  irrigation,  and  Egyptian  artists 
developing  new  ways  of  depicting  things  — all  apparently  appearing  out  of 
the  blue. 

Now,  thanks  to  the  Polish  discoveries,  it  is  fairly  certain  that  there  were 
indeed  two  predynastic  capitals  of  Upper  and  Lower  Egypt,  but  that  far 
from  being  rival  and  hostile  regions  as  suggested  in  mythological  tradition 
they  may  have  been  culturally  and  politically  united  for  a long  period  of 
time.  Also  significant  is  that  the  incentive  behind  unification  may  have 
been  trade . 

The  question  of  a predynastic  union  between  the  Two  Lands  remains  a 
hotly  debated  issue  because  there  are  no  written  records  to  confirm  such  a 
union.  However,  archaeologists  excavating  at  Abydos  have  found 
historical  proof  of  the  order  of  succession  of  the  earliest  kings  of  Pharaonic 
Egypt  (inscribed  on  a clay  seal),  and  also,  in  a predynastic  and  already 
heavily  excavated  cemetery,  evidence  of  a possible  15  kings  before  Narmer 
(Menes/Aha),  who  stands  at  the  beginning  of  recorded  dynastic  history. 
During  the  long  predynastic  era,  different  settlements  (identified  with 
totems)  appear  to  have  expanded  their  boundaries  and  begun  to  coalesce. 
Maybe  some  tribal  groups  gravitated  towards  larger  ones  and  started  to 
trade  and  barter  with  them.  A process  of  assimilation  took  place.  They 
became  more  dependent  on  one  another,  and  there  was  a natural  fusion  into 
larger  social  units.  Gradually  the  affairs  of  various  villagers  became  tied  to 
a major  settlement,  which  undoubtedly  represented  the  richest  and  most 
powerful  of  them.  This  is  especially  apparent  at  Nekhen  near  the  modem 
town  of  Edfu,  where  there  are  five  unusually  large  graves  among  the 
burials,  and,  as  we  now  know,  at  Buto  in  the  Delta. 

The  thrust  for  expansion,  and  ultimate  unification,  came  from  the  south. 
About  3400  BC,  when  Egypt  entered  the  last  stage  of  its  pre-dynastic 


experience,  there  is  evidence  of  the  late  stage  of  what  is  known  as  the 
Naqada  culture  (Naqada  III),  which  has  been  identified  at  numerous  sites 
in  Upper  Egypt.  In  contrast  to  the  slow  pace  of  earlier  development,  rapid 
advances  were  made.  The  Naqada  III  people  were  skilled  in  the  execution 
of  slate  palettes  for  grinding  paint,  which  were  carved  in  the  shape  of 
decorative  fish,  birds  and  animal  designs.  Amulets  were  produced  in  larger 
assorted  stones  and  in  different  designs.  Ivory  statuettes  were  carved  with 
exaggerated  sexual  characteristics.  And  toys  like  small  stone  balls,  game 
pieces,  and  a kind  of  chessboard  were  sometimes  found  buried  with 
children.  Decorated  ware  included  small  boxes  of  ivory  or  wood  inlaid 
with  ivory  to  hold  a woman's  possessions,  and  at  the  more  practical  level 
tools  such  as  axe-heads,  adzes,  hoes,  daggers  and  knives  of  beaten  metal 
were  produced.  As  for  pottery,  vases  were  produced  from  a variety  of  hard 
and  brightly-coloured  stone:  basalt  and  alabaster,  white  limestone,  red 
breccia,  marble,  diorite  and  granite,  the  stone  shaped  by  skilled  artisans 
using  stone  drills. 

These  objects  were  made  to  serve  a burgeoning  Upper  Egyptian  elite, 
whose  tombs  were  lined  with  matting,  wood  or  mud-brick,  with  extra 
chambers  added  to  accommodate  grave  goods.  As  a result  of  the  rapidly 
developing  upper  class,  there  was  a demand  for  imported  raw  materials  for 
the  development  of  industries  and  an  acceleration  of  trade  — not  only  along 
the  river  but  also  overland.  The  movement  of  Upper  Egyptians  northwards 
can  be  traced  to  settlements  at  Omari  (north  of  Helwan  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Wadi  Hof  in  the  Eastern  Desert,  which  gave  on  to  mineral  rich  areas),  and 
various  sites  in  the  eastern  and  central  Delta,  including  Tell  Ibrahim  Awad, 
Tell  Samara,  Tell  Al-Kabirm  and  Tel  Al-Farkha,  where  there  is  evidence  of 
early  trade  with  the  Levant  and  the  Far  East. 

When  the  Upper  Egyptians  arrived  on  the  Delta  scene  they  were  anxious  to 
trade  further,  and  archaeological  evidence  at  Tel  Al-Farkha  indicates  that 
they  were  at  first  accommodated  by  the  local  inhabitants,  to  their  mutual 
advantage.

The  commemorative  mounds  of  Osiris. 

The  expedition  of  Osiris  to  the  Istru  traditions  and  legends  about 

his  battle  with  Typhon,  from  the  country  of  the  Arimi 

Such  commemorative  monuments  of  the  expedition  of  Osiris  existed  not 
only  in  the  countries  of  Dacia,  but  even  across  the  Danube. 

On  the  south-west  side  of  the  city  Philippopoli  (TN  today  Plovdiv) 
there  is  even  today  a village  named  Ostra  Mogila,  meaning  the  Mound  of 
Ostrea  or  Osiris.  Another  mound  with  the  name  of  this  legendary 
monarch  was  at  the  ancient  Gate  of  the  Hem  mountain.  From  Philippopoli 
towards  the  Danube,  the  shortest  road  and  most  practicable  was  in 
antiquity  through  the  mountain  pass  between  Karlovo  and  Trojan 
(Jirecek,  Die  Heerstrasse  von  Belgrad  nach  Constantinopel,  p.156; 

Kanitz,  Donau-Bulgarien,  11.97),  which  bears  even  today  the  name  Ostra 
Mogila,  (Kanitz,  Donau-Bulgarien,  III.  171).  This  is  an  important 
reminiscence  about  the  crossing  of  the  Balkan  mountains  at  this  point, 
by  the  great  Egyptian  conqueror,  who  came  on  the  North  with  his 
infinite  columns  of  Africans  and  Asians.  At  the  northern  side  of  this 
mountain  pass  there  was  during  the  Roman  epoch  a city  called  Sostra 
(Tab.  Peut.),  which  is  a simple  official  variant  of  the  folk  form 
Ostrea,  Osiris  being  identical  with  Sesostris. 

A promontory  at  the  straits  of  the  Bosphorus,  on  the  territory  of 
Bithynia,  had  in  antiquity  the  name  'Oxirrous  akra,  because  on  this 
height  had  probably  been  erected  a mound,  or  a column,  in  the  memory 


of  the  arrival  of  Osiris  to  the  most  important  point  of  the  ancient 
world,  where  the  roads  of  the  west  and  east  met  with  those  of  the 
north  and  south  (Dionysius  Byzantius,  Anaplus  Bospori,  in  Fragm.  Hist. 

Graec.  V.  p.  188)

"Africa"  "Asia"  and  "Europe".  The  author's  bibliography  is  a venerable  what's  what  of  some  of 
the  modern  Black  Classical  Civilization  sources,  such  as  Ruins  of  Empires  by  C F Volney,  as 
well  as  some  more  obscure  works  that  are  equally  as  valuable  in  establishing  the  primacy  of 
Black  genius  in  antiquity  such  as  A History  of  Architecture  in  All  Countries  from  the  Earliest 
Times  to  the  Present  Day  (Two  Volumes)  by  James  Ferguson. 

The  book  goes  into  a brief  but  extensive  history  of  "African"  societies  that  originated  in  the 
region  of  Ethiopia  and  Nubia  and  extend  down  (north)  the  Nile  Valley  into  Ta  Meri  or  present 
day  Egypt.  Parker  illustrates  the  Caucasian  researchers  that  expose  this  history,  from  Reinsisch  to 
Volney  to  Petrie  to  Virchow  to  Naville.  This  chapter  is  amongst  the  first  forms  of  modem 
literature  where  you  will  see  Ta  Meri  or  Kem/Kemet  or  as  the  author  says  "Chemi"  describe 
boldly  as  "land  of  the  Black  people"  beyond  the  usual  definition  of  "fertile  Black  land". 

For  greater  Asia,  Parker  illustrates  some  of  the  comparisons  of  it's  ancient  and  modem  people  in 
terms  of  phenotype  and  culture  with  that  of  at  large  "African"  / Black  phenotypes  and  cultural 
norms.  Examples  that  are  used  are  the  Daysu  "blue  Black"  Indians,  to  Krisna  the  Blackener  of 
Indian/Hindu  sun  mythos.  Illustrations  of  the  Phoenicians  of  Canaan  as  a Black  culture  are  made. 
Also  the  Black  Presence  in  Arabia  is  illustrated  via  the  Yemen/ Abbas  ids  of  Southern  Arabia. 
Concerning  Sumer,  the  author  fully  backs  the  position  that  Sumer  was  a black  civilization  and 
given  the  presence  of  much  of  it's  ancient  literature,  by  correlation  , further  elaborates  that  all 


major  religions  of  Judeo-Christian-Muslim  umbrella  are  Black  in  origin.  Probably  noticeably 
missing  from  the  discourse  is  the  contested  debate  for  antiquity  of  who  is  oldest,  Sumer  or  Nile 
Valley  society,  or  who  contributed  to  whom,  although  recent  dating  of  writings  in  the  90's  point 
to  Nile  Valley  society  being  anterior  in  terms  of  spread  of  writing,  which  by  inference  would  tie 
into  the  author's  Ethiopia-centric  East  "African"  view  of  the  origins  of  culture  within  the  last 
several  thousand  years. 

Concerning  Europe,  Parker  puts  forth  that  the  Lacedaemonians/Pelasgic/Grecian  states  such  as 
the  Minoans  and  Myceneans  were  Black  Hamitic  and  part  of  a larger  multi-ethnic  Mediterranean 
and  Agean  mulatto  diaspora,  as  quoted: 

"It  is  unquestionable  that  the  whole  region  of  the  Mediterranean  was  first  peopled  by  Hamites, 
and  the  races  who  were  the  bearers  of  the  Aegean  civilization  came  from  the  south.  These 
opened  up  a new  epoch  in  the  history  of  painting  and  are  of  the  utmost  interest  to  the  world.  The 
colors  are  almost  as  brilliant  as  when  laid  down  three  thousand  years  ago.  Among  them  are 
numerous  representations  of  the  race  whose  civilization  they  represent.  It  was  a race  neither 
Aryan  or  Semitic,  but  African.  " 

Although  they  may  have  adopted  SOME  culture  from  "the  south"  (Nile  Valley),  genetic  evidence 
is  pointing  more  to  the  fact  that  the  actual  people  came  more  immediately  from  the  East  from  the 
Syria/Iran/ Anatolia  area.  Not  to  say  that  those  people  were  not  "Black"  but  with  not  as  kinky  hair 
texture,  just  that  they  were  not  immediately  Black  people  from  the  Nile  Valley. 

Coming  in  at  about  32  pages,  this  text  is  a worthy  introduction  to  studies  in  Black  Classical 
Civilizations.  At  times  it  may  come  of  as  heavily  Ethiopia-centric,  which  may  account  for  this 
books  acclaim  by  a significant  number  of  scholars  and  founders  of  the  Ras  Tafari  as  well  as 
modem  Garveyite  communities.  This  heavy  Ethiopia-centric  view  may  appear  to  marginalize 
what  some  may  consider  equally  significant  contributions  to  world  culture  by  other 
ethnolinguistic  groups  such  as  the  Igbo  and  Bantu  people  of  the  Niger  river  valley,  as  well  as 
considerations  of  semi-autonomous  or  full  autonomous  development  of  culture  in  Black  World 
Centers  in  India  and  Oceania  (Australia),  in  addition  to  considerations  of  ancient  climatic  and 
geographic  alterations  which  support  the  view  of  large  concentrations  of  a biosphere  in  regions 
with  high  concentration  of  petrochemicals  such  as  the  Arabian  peninsula.  However,  it  is  a great 
primer  to  tackle  more  thorough  and  intense  studies  done  on  these  subjects  of  Black  Presence 
worldwide  from  the  likes  of  Dr.  Ben  (Yosef  ben  Jochannan)  Cheik  Anta  Diop,  Theophile 
Obenga,  Ivan  Van  Sertima,  Runoko  Rashidi,  and  others.

President  Barack  Obama  and  his  economic  team  are  being  careful  to  couch  all  their  talk 
about  economic  stimulus  programs  and  bank  bailout  programs  in  warnings  that  the 
economic  downturn  is  serious  and  that  it  will  take  considerable  time  to  bounce  back. 

I'm  reminded  of  an  experience  I had  with  Chinese  medicine  when  I was  living  in 
Shanghai  back  in  1992.  I had  come  down  with  a nasty  case  of  the  flu  while  teaching 
journalism  at  Fudan  University  on  a Fulbright  Scholar  program.  A Chinese  colleague 
suggested  I go  to  the  university  clinic.  When  I told  him  there  wasn't  much  point  since 
doctors  couldn't  do  much  for  the  flu  besides  recommend  fluids  and  bed  rest,  he  said, 
"That's  Western  doctors.  You  could  go  to  the  Chinese  medicine  doctors  at  the  clinic. 
They  can  help  you."  I figured,  what  the  hell,  and  we  went.  The  doctor  inquired  into  the 
lurid  details  of  my  illness  - how  my  bowel  movements  looked,  the  color  of  the  mucus  in 
my  nose,  etc.  He  didn't  really  examine  me  physically.  Then  he  prescribed  an  incredible 
number  of  pills  and  teas  and  sent  me  home  with  a huge  bag  of  stuff,  and  instructions  on 
the  regimen  for  taking  them  through  the  course  of  each  day..  I followed  the  directions 
dutifully,  and  my  colleague  came  by  each  day  to  check  on  my  progress.  By  the  fifth  day, 


when  I was  still  running  a fever  and  feeling  terrible,  I told  him  I didn't  think  the  Chinese 
medicine  was  working.  He  replied  confidently,  "Chinese  medicine  takes  a long  time  to 
work." 

I laughed  at  this.  "Sure,"  I said.  "But  the  flu  only  lasts  a week  or  so,  and  now,  when  I get 
better,  you'll  say  it  was  the  Chinese  medicine,  right?" 

He  smiled  and  agreed.  "Yes.  You  are  right." 

Obviously  the  Obama  Administration  recognizes  that  it  needs  to  keep  the  finger  of  blame 
for  the  current  economic  collapse  squarely  pointed  at  the  Bush  Administration,  which  is 
certainly  fair  in  large  part  (though  the  Clinton  deregulation  of  the  banking  industry  played 
a major  part  in  the  financial  crisis  and  its  enthusiastic  promotion  of  globalization  began 
the  massive  shift  of  jobs  overseas  that  has  left  the  nation's  productive  capacity  hollowed 
out).  But  it  also  seems  to  recognize  that  it  cannot  tell  the  bitter  truth,  which  is  that  our 
national  economy  will  never  "bounce  back"  to  where  it  was  in  2007. 

America,  and  individual  Americans,  have  been  living  profligately  for  years  in  an  unreal 
economy,  propped  up  by  easy  credit  that  inflated  the  value  of  real  estate  to  incredible 
levels,  and  which  led  people  to  spend  way  beyond  their  means.  Ordinary  middle-class 
working  people  have  been  encouraged  to  buy  obscenely  oversized  homes  at  5%  down, 
or  even  no  down  payment.  They  have  been  lured  into  buying  cars  the  size  of  trucks,  one 
for  each  driving-aged  member  of  the  family  (in  our  town,  so  many  high  school  kids  drive 
to  school  that  the  school  ran  out  of  parking  spaces  and  the  yellow  school  buses,  largely 
empty  on  their  runs,  are  referred  to  by  the  students  as  the  "shame  train,"  an 
embarrassment  to  be  seen  riding).  They've  installed  individual  backyard  swimming  pools, 
unwilling  to  share  the  water  with  their  neighbors  in  community  pools.  Boring  faux  ethnic 
restaurant  franchises  of  all  kinds  have  befouled  the  landscape,  filling  up  with  families  too 
stressed  out  to  cook,  and  willing  to  endure  over-salted,  over-priced,  and  tasteless  cuisine 
and  tacky  plastic  dtlxr  night  after  night. 

Now  this  is  all  crashing  down.  Property  values  are  in  free-fall.  Car  sales  have  fallen  off  a 
cliff.  Joblessness  is  soaring  (At  present,  it's  approaching  an  official  rate  of  8%,  but  if  the 
methodology  used  in  1980,  before  the  Reagan  Administration  changed  it  to  hide  the 
depth  of  that  era's  deep  recession,  were  applied,  it  would  be  17%  today,  or  one  in  seven 
workers). 

Eventually,  the  economic  slide  will  hit  bottom  and  begin  its  slow  climb  back,  as  all 
recessions  do,  but  there  will  be  no  return  to  the  days  of  $500,000  McMansion 
developments,  three-car  garages  and  a new  car  every  two  or  three  years  for  both  parents 
plus  a car  for  each  highschooler.  Not  only  will  banks  no  longer  be  able  to  offer  such  credit 
to  clients,  but  also  people,  having  been  burned,  will  not  be  willing  to  borrow  so  much. 
Company  health  care  benefits,  pension  programs,  or  401  (k)  matching  programs  that 
were  slashed  during  this  downturn  will  not  be  restored  when  the  economy  picks  up  again. 

Over  the  last  20  years,  America  has  degenerated  into  a nation  of  consumers,  with  72 
percent  of  Gross  Domestic  Product  (sic)  now  being  accounted  for  by  consumer  spending 
- most  of  it  going  for  things  that  are  produced  overseas  and  shipped  here. 

That  is  not  an  economic  model  that  is  sustainable,  and  it  is  a model  that  has  just  suffered 
what  is  certainly  a mortal  blow. 

What  we  are  now  seeing  is  the  beginning  of  an  inevitable  downward  adjustment  in 
American  living  standards  to  conform  with  our  actual  place  in  the  world.  As  a nation  of 
consumers,  and  not  producers,  with  little  to  offer  to  the  rest  of  the  world  except  raw 
materials,  food  crops,  military  hardware,  and  bad  films  (none  of  these  industries  employ 


many  people),  we  are  headed  to  a recovery  that  will  not  feel  like  a recovery  at  all. 
Eventually,  productive  capacity  will  be  restored,  as  lowered  U.S.  wages  make  it  again 
profitable  for  some  things  to  be  made  here  at  home  again,  but  like  people  in  the  1930s 
looking  back  at  the  Roaring  20s  of  yore,  we  are  going  to  look  back  at  the  last  two 
decades  as  some  kind  of  dream.. 

It  would  be  better  if  the  new  administration  would  be  honest  about  this,  because  with 
honesty,  we  could  have  a recovery  program  that  would  actually  address  the  real  critical 
issues  facing  the  country  - the  decline  of  our  educational  system,  the  irrationality  of 
official  promotion  of  home  ownership  that  has  led  to  the  proliferation  not  just  of  suburbs 
but  of  exurbs,  the  over-reliance  on  the  automobile  for  transportation,  the  unprecedented 
waste  of  resources,  the  pillaging  of  the  environment,  not  to  mention  the  decimation  of  the 
retirement  system  and  the  creation  of  a vast  medical-industrial  complex  that  is  sucking 
the  life-blood  out  of  families  and  businesses  alike. 

With  honesty,  we  could  also  confront  the  other  big  obstacle  to  national  recovery  - the 
nation's  obsession  with  militarism  and  foreign  wars.  The  honest  truth  is  that  the  U.S.  is 
technically  bankrupt  and  in  a state  of  chronic  decline,  and  yet  the  nation  persists  in 
spending  a trillion  dollars  a year  on  war  and  preparations  for  war,  as  though  America 
were  in  mortal  danger  from  foreign  enemies. 

The  truth  is  that  we  are  not  threatened  by  Communism,  by  drug  lords,  or  by  Muslim 
Jihadists  in  any  serious  way.  Rather,  we  have  become  our  own  worst  enemy. 

The  administration  could  start  by  telling  us  all  this  straight  up,  but  the  problem  is,  most  of 
us  probably  don't  want  to  hear  it,  which  explains  why  we're  not  hearing  it.  It  also  explains 
why  we're  about  to  blow  another  trillion  or  so  dollars  on  propping  up  failing  banks,  funding 
pointless  highway  and  bridge  construction,  and  blowing  up  illiterate  peasants  in  remote 
places  such  as  Afghanistan  and  Pakistan.

> Globalization  Not  New;  Look  at  Slave  Trade

> 


> 

> Globalization  - or  the  ability  of  many  people,  ideas  and  technology 

> to  move  from  country  to  country  - is  not  new.  In  Africa,  it  was 

> initiated  by  the  slave  trade  and  given  impetus  by  colonialism  and 

> Christian  missionaries.  The  early  missionaries  saw  African  culture 

> and  religion  as  a deadly  adversary  and  as  an  evil  that  had  to  be 

> eliminated.  In  1876,  a 27-year-old  missionary  named  Mary  Slessor 

> emigrated  from  Scotland  to  spend  the  rest  of  her  life  in  Nigeria. 

For 

> her  efforts  in  trying  to  covert  the  people  of  Nigeria,  Mary 
Slessor's 

> photograph  appears  on  Scotland's  ten  pound  note,  and  her  name  can 
be 

> found  on  schools,  hospitals  and  roads  in  Nigeria. 

> The  introduction  to  Mary  Slessor's  biography  titled:  "White  Queen 
of 

> the  Cannibals"  is  revealing: 

> "On  the  west  coast  of  Africa  is  the  country  of  Nigeria.  The  chief 

> city  is  Calabar,"  said  Mother  Slessor.  "It  is  a dark  country 
because 

> the  light  of  the  Gospel  is  not  shining  brightly  there.  Black  people 

> live  there.  Many  of  these  are  cannibals  who  eat  other  people." 


> "They're  bad  people,  aren't  they.  Mother?"  asked  little  Susan. 

> "Yes,  they  are  bad,  because  no  one  has  told  them  about  Jesus,  the 

> Saviour  from  sin,  or  showed  them  what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong." 

> These  opening  words  clearly  show  that  Mary  Slessor  came  to  Africa 
on 

> a mission  to  indoctrinate  us  with  Christian  theology.  She  told  us 
we 

> worshipped  an  inferior  god  and  that  we  belonged  to  an  inferior 
race. 

> She  worked  to  expel  what  she  described  as  "savagism"  from  our 
culture 

> and  heritage  and  to  encourage  European  "civilization"  to  take  root 
in 

> Africa. 

> We  accepted  the  mission  schools  which  were  established  to  enlighten 

> us,  without  questioning  the  unforeseen  costs  of  our  so-called 

> education.  These  mission  schools  plundered  our  children's  self- 
esteem 

> by  teaching  them  that,  as  Africans  they  were  inherently  "bad 
people." 

> Our  children  grew  up  not  wanting  to  be  citizens  of  Africa.  Instead, 

> their  education  fostered  the  colonial  ideal  that  they  would  be 
better 

> off  becoming  citizens  of  the  colonizing  nations. 

> I speak  of  the  price  Africans  have  paid  for  their  education 

> and  "enlightenment"  from  personal  experience.  I was 
bom  "Chukwurah," 

> but  my  missionary  schoolteachers  insisted  I drop  my  "heathen"  name. 

> The  prefix  "Chukwu"  in  my  name  is  the  Igbo  word  for  "God."  Yet, 

> somehow,  the  missionaries  insisted  that  "Chukwurah"  was  a name 

> befitting  a godless  pagan.  The  Catholic  Church  renamed  me  "Philip," 

> and  Saint  Philip  became  my  patron  and  protector,  replacing  God, 
after 

> whom  I was  named. 

> I have  to  argue  that  something  more  than  a name  has  been  lost. 

> Something  central  to  my  heritage  has  been  stripped  away.  This 
denial 

> of  our  past  is  the  very  antithesis  of  a good  education.  Our  names 

> represent  not  only  our  heritage,  but  connect  us  to  our  parents  and 

> past.  As  parents,  the  names  we  choose  for  our  children  reflect  our 

> dreams  for  their  future  and  our  perceptions  of  the  treasures  they 

> represent  to  us. 

> My  indoctrination  went  far  deeper  than  just  a name.  The  missionary 

> school  tried  to  teach  me  that  saints  make  better  role  models  than 

> scientists.  I was  taught  to  write  in  a new  language.  As  a result,  I 

> became  literate  in  English  but  remain  illiterate  in  Igbo  - my 


native 

> tongue.  I learned  Latin^a  dead  language  I would  never  use  in  the 

> modern  world^because  it  was  the  official  language  of  the  Catholic 

> Church,  which  owned  the  schools  I attended. 

> Today,  there  are  more  French  speakers  in  Africa  than  there  are  in 

> France.  There  are  more  English  speakers  in  Nigeria  than  there  are 
in 

> the  United  Kingdom.  There  are  more  Portuguese  speakers  in 
Mozambique 

> than  there  are  in  Portugal.  The  Organization  of  African  Unity  never 

> approved  an  African  language  as  one  of  its  official  languages. 

> We  won  the  battle  of  decolonizing  our  continent,  but  we  lost  the 
war 

> on  decolonizing  our  minds. 

> Many  acknowledge  that  globalization  shapes  the  future,  but  few 

> acknowledge  that  it  shaped  history,  or  at  least  the  world's 

> perception  of  it.  Fewer  acknowledge  that  globalization  is  a two-way 

> street.  Africa  was  a colony,  but  it  is  also  a key  contributor  to 
many 

> other  cultures,  and  the  cornerstone  of  today's  society. 

> The  world's  views  tend  to  overshadow  and  dismiss  the  value  and 

> aspirations  of  colonized  people.  Again,  I must  impart  my  own 

> experiences  to  illustrate  this  point.  I grew  up  serving  as  an  altar 

> boy  to  an  Irish  priest.  I wanted  to  become  a priest,  but  ended  up 

> becoming  a scientist.  Religion  is  based  on  faith,  while  science  is 

> based  on  fact  and  reason^and  science  is  neutral  to  race. 

> Unfortunately,  scientists  are  not  neutral  to  race. 

> Take,  for  example,  the  origin  of  AIDS,  an  international  disease. 

> According  to  scientific  records,  the  first  person  to  die  from  AIDS 

> was  a 25-year-old  sailor  named  David  Carr,  of  Manchester,  England. 

> Carr  died  on  August  31,  1959,  and  because  the  disease  that  killed 
him 

> was  then  unknown,  his  tissue  samples  were  saved  for  future 
analysis.. 

> The  "unknown  disease"  that  killed  David  Carr  was  reported  in  The 

> Lancet  on  October  29,  1960.  On  July  7,  1990,  The  Lancet  retested 

> those  old  tissue  samples  taken  from  David  Carr  and  reconfirmed  that 

> he  had  died  of  AIDS.  Based  upon  scientific  reason,  researchers 
should 

> have  deduced  that  AIDS  originated  in  England,  and  that  David  Carr 

> sailed  to  Africa  where  he  spread  the  AIDS  virus.  Instead,  the  white 

> scientific  community  condemned  the  British  authors  of  those 
revealing 

> articles  for  daring  to  propose  that  an  Englishman  was  the  first 
known 

> AIDS  patient. 


> If  these  scientists  were  neutral  to  race,  their  data  should  have 
led 

> them  to  the  conclusion  that  Patient  Zero  lived  in  England.  If  these 

> scientists  were  neutral  to  race,  they  should  have  concluded  that 
AIDS 

> had  spread  from  England  to  Africa,  to  Asia,  and  to  America. 

Instead, 

> they  proposed  the  theory  that  AIDS  originated  in  Africa. 

> Even  history  has  degraded  our  African  roots.  We  come  to  the  United 

> States  and  learn  a history  filtered  through  the  eyes  of  white 

> historians.  And  we  learn  history  filtered  through  the  eyes  of 

> Hollywood  movie  producers.  Some  of  us  complained  that  Hollywood 

> sending  its  distorted  message  around  this  globalized  world.  Some  of 

> us  complained  that  Hollywood  is  a cultural  propaganda  machine  used 
to 

> advance  white  supremacy.  George  Bush  understood  Hollywood  was  a 

> propaganda  machine  that  could  be  used  in  his  war  against  terrorism. 

> Shortly,  after  the  9/1 1 bombing  of  New  York  City,  Bush  invited 

> Hollywood  moguls  to  the  White  House  and  solicited  their  support  in 

> his  war  against  terrorism. 

> Some  will  even  argue  that  schools  play  a significant  role  as 
federal 

> indoctrination  centers  used  to  convince  children  during  their 

> formative  years  that  whites  are  superior  to  other  races.  Fela  Kuti, 

> who  detested  indoctrination,  titled  one  of  his  musical 

> albums:  "Teacher  Don't  Teach  Me  Nonsense."  It  scares  me  that  an 

> entire  generation  of  African  children  is  growing  up  brainwashed  by 

> Hollywood's  interpretation  and  promotion  of  American  heroes.  Our 

> children  are  growing  up  idolizing  American  heroes  with  whom  they 

> cannot  personally  identify. 

> We  need  to  tell  our  children  our  own  stories  from  our  own 

> perspective.  We  need  to  decolonize  our  thinking  and  examine  the 

> underlying  truths  in  more  than  just  movies.  We  need  to  apply  the 
same 

> principles  to  history  and  science,  as  depicted  in  textbooks. 

> Look  at  African  science  stories  that  were  retold  by  European 

> historians;  they  were  re-centered  around  Europe.  The  earliest 

> pioneers  of  science  lived  in  Africa,  but  European  historians 

> relocated  them  to  Greece. Science  and  technology  are  gifts  ancient 

> Africa  gave  to  our  modern  world.  Yet,  our  history  and  science 

> textbooks,  for  example,  have  ignored  the  contributions  of  Imhotep, 

> the  father  of  medicine  and  designer  of  one  of  the  ancient  pyramids. 

> The  word  "science"  is  derived  from  the  Latin  word  "scientia" 

> or  "possession  of  knowledge."  We  know,  however,  that  knowledge  is 
not 

> the  exclusive  preserve  of  one  race,  but  of  all  races.  By 


definition, 

> knowledge  is  the  totality  of  what  is  known  to  humanity.  Knowledge 
is 

> a body  of  information  and  truth,  and  the  set  of  principles  acquired 

> by  mankind  over  the  ages.  Knowledge  is  akin  to  a quilt,  the  latter 

> consisting  of  several  layers  held  together  by  stitched  designs  and 

> comprising  patches  of  many  colors.  The  oldest  patch  on  the  quilt  of 

> science  belongs  to  the  African  named  Imhotep.  He  was  the  world's 

> first  recorded  scientist,  according  to  the  prolific  American 
science 

> writer  Isaac  Asimov.  The  oldest  patch  on  the  quilt  of  mathematics 

> belongs  to  another  African  named  Ahmes.  Isaac  Asimov  also  credited 

> Ahmes  as  being  the  world's  first  author  of  a mathematics  textbook. 

> Therefore,  a study  of  history  of  science  is  an  effort  to  stitch 

> together  a quilt  that  has  life,  texture  and  color.  African 
historians 

> must  insert  the  patches  of  information  omitted  from  books  written 
by 

> European  historians.  There  are  many  examples  of  the  mark  Africans 

> have  made  on  world  history. 

> Americans  are  surprised  when  I tell  them  Africans  built  both 

> Washington's  White  House  and  Capitol.  According  to  the  US  Treasury 

> Department,  450  of  the  650  workers  who  built  the  White  House  and 
the 

> Capitol  were  African  slaves.  Because  the  White  House  and  Capitol 
are 

> the  two  most  visible  symbols  of  American  democracy,  it  is  important 

> to  inform  all  schoolchildren  in  our  globalized  world  that  these 

> institutions  are  the  results  of  the  sweat  and  toil  of  mostly 
African 

> workers.  This  must  also  be  an  acknowledgement  of  the  debt  America 

> owes  Africa. 

> Similarly,  discussions  of  globalization  should  credit  those 
Africans 

> who  left  the  continent  and  helped  build  other  nations  throughout 
the 

> world  - most  nations  on  Earth.  Africans  who  have  made  contributions 

> in  Australia,  in  Russia,  and  in  Europe  must  be  acknowledged  so  our 

> children  can  have  heroes  with  African  roots  - so  they  can  know 
their 

> own  roots  and  be  proud  of  them. 

> The  enormous  contributions  of  Africans  to  the  development  and 

> progress  of  other  nations  has  gone  unacknowledged.  We  have  yet  to 

> acknowledge,  for  example,  that  St.  Augustine,  who  wrote  the 
greatest 

> spiritual  autobiography  of  all  time,  called  "Confessions  of  St. 


> Augustine,"  was  an  African;  that  three  Africans  became  pope;  that 

> Africans  have  lived  in  Europe  since  the  time  of  the  Roman  Empire; 

> that  Septimus  Severus,  an  Emperor  of  Rome,  was  an  African;  and  that 

> the  reason  Beethoven  was  called  "The  Black  Spaniard"  was  because  he 

> was  a mulatto  of  African  descent.  Why  are  we  reluctant  to 
acknowledge 

> the  contributions  and  legacies  of  our  African  ancestors?  We  cannot 

> inspire  our  children  to  look  toward  the  future  without  first 

> reminding  them  of  their  ancestors'  contributions. 

> Look  at  the  long  struggle  of  African  Australians,  who  recently 
became 

> citizens  with  rights  on  their  native  continent.  Africans  have  been 

> living  in  Australia  for  50,000  years.  Yet,  African  Australians  were 

> granted  Australian  citizenship  just  42  years  ago,  in  1967. 

According 

> to  CNN,  African  Australians  were  not  recognized  as  human  beings 
prior 

> to  1967.  They  "were  governed  under  flora  and  fauna  laws."  African 

> Australians  were,  in  essence,  governed  by  plant  and  animal  laws. 

For 

> many  years,  African  Australians  were  described  as  the  "invisible 

> people."  In  fact,  the  first  whites  to  settle  in  Australia  named  it 

> the  "land  empty  of  people." 

> The  contributions  of  Africans  to  Russia  must  be  reclaimed.  Russia's 

> most  celebrated  author,  A. S. (Aleksandr  Sergeyevich)  Pushkin,  told 
us 

> he  was  of  African  descent.  Pushkin's  great-grandfather  was  brought 
to 

> Russia  as  a slave.  Russians  proclaim  Pushkin  as  their  "national 

> poet,"  the  "patriarch  of  Russian  literature"  and  the  "Father  of  the 

> Russian  language."  In  essence,  Pushkin  is  to  Russia  what 
Shakespeare 

> is  to  Britain.  Yet  Africans  who  have  read  the  complete  works  of 

> Shakespeare  are  not  likely  to  have  read  a single  book  by  Pushkin. 

> I was  asked  to  share  today  the  story  behind  my  supercomputer 

> discovery.  It  would  require  several  books  to  tell  the  whole  story, 

> but  I will  share  a short  one  that  I have  never  told  anyone.  The 

> journey  of  discovery  to  my  supercomputer  was  a titanic,  one-man 

> struggle.  It  was  like  climbing  Mount  Everest..  On  many  occasions  I 

> felt  like  giving  up.  Because  I was  traumatized  by  the  racism  I had 

> encountered  in  science,  I maintained  a self-imposed  silence  on  the 

> supercomputer  discovery  that  is  my  claim  to  fame. 

> I will  share  with  you  a supercomputing  insight  that  even  the 
experts 

> in  my  field  did  not  know  then  and  do  not  know  now.  In  the  1980s, 

> supercomputers  could  perform  only  millions  of  calculations  per 


second 

> and,  therefore,  their  timers  were  designed  to  measure  only  millions 

> of  calculations  per  second.  But  I was  performing  billions  of 

> calculations  per  second  and  unknowingly  attempting  to  time  it  with 
a 

> supercomputer  timer,  which  was  designed  to  measure  millions  of 

> calculations  per  second.  I assumed  my  timer  could  measure  one- 

> billionth  of  a second.  It  took  me  two  years  to  realize  my  timer  was 

> off  a thousand-fold. 

> I was  operating  beyond  a supercomputer' s limitations,  but  I did 
not 

> know  it.  The  supercomputer  designers  did  not  expect  their  timers  to 

> be  used  to  measure  calculations  at  that  rate.  I almost  gave  up 

> because  I could  not  time  and  reproduce  my  calculations  which,  in 

> turn,  meant  I could  not  share  them,  two  years  earlier,  with  the 

> world. 

> After  years  of  research,  my  supercomputer' s timer  was  the  only 
thing 

> stopping  me  from  getting  the  recognition  I deserved.  I realized  the 

> timer  was  wrong,  but  I could  not  explain  why.  I spent  two  years 

> mulling  over  why  the  timer  was  wrong.  It  took  two  long  and  lonely 

> years  to  discover  why  I could  not  time  my  calculations.  My  3.1 

> billion  calculations  per  second,  which  were  then  the  world's 
fastest, 

> were  simply  too  fast  for  the  supercomputer' s timer. 

> What  I learned  from  that  experience  was  not  to  quit  when  faced  with 

> an  insurmountable  obstacle  ^ and  that  believing  in  yourself  makes 
all 

> the  difference.  I learned  to  take  a step  backward  and  evaluate  the 

> options:  Should  I go  through,  above,  under,  or  around  the  obstacle? 

> Quitting,  I decided,  was  not  an  option.  Indeed,  the  old  saying  is 

> true:  When  the  going  gets  tough,  the  tough  get  going.  Looking  back, 

I 

> learned  that  most  limitations  in  life  are  self-imposed.  You  have  to 

> make  things  happen,  not  just  watch  things  happen.  To  succeed,  you 

> must  constantly  reject  complacency.  I learned  I could  set  high 

> objectives  and  goals  and  achieve  them. 

> The  secret  to  my  success  is  that  I am  constantly  striving  for 

> continuous  improvements  in  my  life  and  that  I am  never  satisfied 
with 

> my  achievements.  The  myth  that  a genius  must  have  above-average 

> intelligence  is  just  that,  a myth.  Geniuses  are  people  who  learn  to 

> create  their  own  positive  reinforcements  when  their  experiments 
yield 

> negative  results.  Perseverance  is  the  key.. 

> My  goal  was  to  go  beyond  the  known,  to  a territory  no  one  had  ever 


> reached.  I learned  that  if  you  want  success  badly  enough  and 
believe 

> in  yourself,  then  you  can  attain  your  goals  and  become  anything  you 

> want  in  life.  The  greatest  challenge  in  your  life  is  to  look  deep 

> within  yourself  to  see  the  greatness  that  is  inside  you,  and  those 

> around  you.  The  history  books  may  deprive  African  children  of  the 

> heroes  with  whom  they  can  identify,  but  in  striving  for  your  own 

> goals,  you  can  become  that  hero  for  them  ^ and  your  own  hero,  too. 

> I once  believed  my  supercomputer  discovery  was  more  important  than 

> the  journey  that  got  me  there.  I now  understand  the  journey  to 

> discovery  is  more  important  than  the  discovery  itself;  that  the 

> journey  also  requires  a belief  in  your  own  abilities.  I learned 
that 

> no  matter  how  often  you  fall  down,  or  how  hard  you  fall  down,  what 
is 

> most  important  is  that  you  rise  up  and  continue  until  you  reach 
your 

> goal.  It's  true,  some  heroes  are  never  recognized,  but  what's 

> important  is  that  they  recognize  themselves. 

> It  is  that  belief  in  yourself,  that  focus,  and  that  inner 
conviction 

> that  you  are  on  the  right  path,  that  will  get  you  through  life's 

> obstacles.  If  we  can  give  our  children  pride  in  their  past,  then  we 

> can  show  them  what  they  can  be  and  give  them  the  self-respect  that 

> will  make  them  succeed.

The  economic  crisis  was  created  by  the  fed  lowering  of  interest  rates.  This  has  nothing  to  do  with 


the  Bush  Administration.  It  is  purely  of  bad  monetary  policy.  The  only  thing  Bush  is  to  be 
blamed  for  is  the  budget  deficits. 


Here  is  a summary  of  the  Austrian  View  of  the  Business  Cycle 

if 


1.  Banks  grant  new  loans  on  a massive  scale  and  the  interest  rate  drops. 

After  9/11,  first  the  Federal  Reserve  and  then  the  European  Central  Bank  (ECB)  a few  years 
later,  undertook  an  aggressive  credit-expansion  policy  that  led  them  to  keep  interest  rates  at 
extremely  low  levels  for  some  years.  Thus,  the  Fed  went  so  far  as  to  keep  them  at  1%  from  June 
2003  to  June  2004,  and  the  ECB  at  2%  for  more  than  two  years  from  June  2003  to  December 

2005. 

2.  Credit  expansion  drives  malinvestments  in  projects  far  from  consumption  which 
were  not  profitable  before  the  credit  expansion. 

The  new  credit  was  infused  through  both  consumers  and  producers.  The  former  decided  to 
mortgage  themselves  on  a massive  scale  in  order  to  purchase  homes  that,  before  interest  rates 
were  pushed  down,  were  not  affordable.  These  consumers  would  have  decided,  for  example,  to 
rent  their  homes,  or  possibly  to  continue  saving  for  a later  purchase.  Producers  generally  decided 
to  carry  out  leveraged  buyouts  of  stocks  in  order  to  change  managerial  control  or  reduce  costs  of 
capital.  As  in  the  case  of  the  mortgages,  these  leveraged  buyouts  would  not  have  been  profitable 
before  interest  rates  dropped. 

3.  Capital  goods  rise  in  price. 

House  prices  rose  by  40%  on  average  between  2002  and  2006.  Real-estate  prices  rose  more  in 
these  five  years  than  they  had  in  the  entire  decade  of  the  1980s  (when  prices  rose  by  38%).  In 
Spain,  in  that  same  period,  average  prices  rose  by  65%. 

4.  Prices  climb  on  the  stock  market. 

Between  2003  and  2006,  the  Dow  Jones  Index  climbed  by  45%,  the  S&P  500  by  55%,  and  the 
IBEX  35  by  125%. 

5.  The  capital  structure  is  artificially  lengthened. 

Between  2003  and  2006,  4,627,000  new  homes  were  built  in  the  United  States.  Also,  companies 
displayed  a widespread  trend  of  leveraged  buyouts  of  stocks,  trying  to  arbitrage  between  two 
different  ownership  structures  distinguished  by  such  descriptors  as  "Inc."  and  "L.L.C."  in 
company  names.;  Since  the  debt-service  burden  was  reduced,  they  could  finance  the  transaction 
with  a lower  profit  expectation.  Thus,  for  example,  the  average  ratio  between  Debt/EBITDA 
(how  many  years  of  profits  are  needed  to  pay  off  the  current  debt)  went  from  4 in  2001  to  5.5  in 

2006. 


6.  Large  accounting  profits  appear  in  the  capital-goods  sector. 


Nonfinancial-company  profits  in  the  United  States  increased  by  65%  between  2003  and  2006, 
and  the  profits  of  many  construction  companies  increased  even  more:  Meritage  Homes 
Corporation  (136%),  Cetex  Corporation  (131%),  Lennar  Corporation  (128%),  and  DR  Horton 
Inc.  (97%). 

7.  The  capital-goods  sector  demands  more  workers. 

In  the  United  States,  the  building  industry  did  not  significantly  absorb  the  labor  force  (because  it 
was  not  the  only  sector  where  credit  expansion  flowed  in)  and  its  share  only  increased  from  6.1% 
to  6.7%  between  2001  and  2006.  However,  in  Spain,  where  the  credit  expansion  flowed  into  this 
sector  on  a larger  scale,  the  labor  force  in  the  building  industry  went  from  1 1. 1%  to  12.4% 
between  2000  and  2005. 

8.  At  some  point  the  rate  of  growth  in  credit  expansion  ceases.  The  interest  rate  climbs. 
The  stock  market  crashes. 

From  2004  in  the  United  States  and  2005  in  the  euro  zone,  interest  rates  started  to  rise  from  1% 
to  5.25%  in  2006  and  from  2%  to  4%  in  2007,  respectively. 

By  January  2008,  the  Dow  Jones  Index  had  already  decreased  by  5%,  the  S&P  500  by  nearly 
6.5%,  and  the  IBEX  35  by  nearly  13%.  Stock-market  volatility  had  increased,  as  demonstrated 
by  "Black  Monday"  (January  21),  when  stock  prices  decreased  by  about  7%  in  just  one  day. 

9.  Consumer  goods  prices  grow  faster  than  wages,  in  relative  terms. 

In  the  United  States,  the  average  inflation  rate  was  2.3%  between  2002  and  2006,  whereas  wages 
per  hour  increased  by  an  average  of  1.9%.  In  Spain,  the  difference  was  even  larger.  Average 
annual  wages  went  up  by  2.2%  between  2002  and  2006  and  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (CPI)  by 
3.2%. 

10.  Accounting  profits  appear  in  the  consumer  sector  (demand  increases). 

Accounting  profits  of  the  main  consumer-goods  wholesalers  continued  to  rise  between  2005  and 
2007  or  maintained  virtually  constant,  despite  the  economic  crisis. 

Wal-Mart,  for  example,  earned  $10,267,000  in  January  2005  and  $11,284,000  in  January  2007. 
Costco  Wholesale  Corp.  gained  $1,063,092  in  September  2005  and  $1,082,772  in  September 
2007.  Target  Corporation  suffered  a slight  dip  from  $3,198,000  in  2005  to  $2,787,000  in  2007. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  2007,  the  profits  of  these  companies  fell  by  about  2%  with  regard  to 
previous  quarters,  but  they  remained  solid  compared  to  the  losses  that  construction  and  other 
heavily  leveraged  companies  suffered. 


11.  The  capital- goods  sector  sustains  heavy  accounting  losses. 

As  already  noted,  nearly  all  the  big  construction  companies  mentioned  above  have  sustained 
losses  since  June  2007:  Meritage  Homes  Corporation  ($175,128),  Cetex  Corporation  ($771,792), 
Lennar  Corporation  ($758,057)  and  DR  Horton  Inc.  ($873,900). 

12.  Workers  are  laid  off  in  capital-goods  industries. 

In  the  United  States,  employment  in  the  building  industry  drops  marginally,  from  6.72%  to  6.7%. 
This  development  is  much  more  visible  in  Spain  during  2007,  where  unemployment  in  this 
sector  increased  by  20%. 

13.  Bank  defaults  mount.  Marginally  less  solvent  banks  face  serious  difficulties.  Credit 
crunch. 

In  early  2007,  nonperforming  loans  in  the  United  States  skyrocketed  to  almost  14%  of  the  so- 
called  subprime  mortgages.  In  Spain,  during  the  3rd  quarter  of  2007,  nonperforming  loans  were 
at  0.63%  of  all  mortgages;  although  this  is  a very  low  figure,  it  is  higher  than  at  any  time  in  the 
previous  five  years."  By  Jesus  Huerta  de  Soto

caused  by  central  bank  policy  not  necessarily  fiscal  policy  of  the  executive  branch  of 
government.  The  ultimate  cure  for  business  cycles,  recessions  and  depressions  is  an  elimination 
of  the  central  bank  and  having  the  market  determine  what  is  to  be  money  and  what  is  to  be  the 
interest  rates.  Obama,  Bush  nor  Clinton  had  the  guts  or  have  the  guts  to  do  what  is  right.  They 
will  simply  attempt  cosmetic  policies  of  government  spending  or  higher  and  lower  taxes.  Both  of 
which  are  ineffective  with  dealing  with  a depression.

President  Barack  Obama  and  his  economic  team  are  being  careful  to  couch  all  their  talk  about  economic 
stimulus  programs  and  bank  bailout  programs  in  warnings  that  the  economic  downturn  is  serious  and  that 
it  will  take  considerable  time  to  bounce  back. 

I'm  reminded  of  an  experience  I had  with  Chinese  medicine  when  I was  living  in  Shanghai  back  in  1992.  I 
had  come  down  with  a nasty  case  of  the  flu  while  teaching  journalism  at  Fudan  University  on  a Fulbright 
Scholar  program.  A Chinese  colleague  suggested  I go  to  the  university  clinic.  When  I told  him  there 
wasn't  much  point  since  doctors  couldn't  do  much  for  the  flu  besides  recommend  fluids  and  bed  rest,  he 
said,  "That's  Western  doctors.  You  could  go  to  the  Chinese  medicine  doctors  at  the  clinic.  They  can  help 
you."  I figured,  what  the  hell,  and  we  went.  The  doctor  inquired  into  the  lurid  details  of  my  illness  - how 
my  bowel  movements  looked,  the  color  of  the  mucus  in  my  nose,  etc.  He  didn't  really  examine  me 
physically.  Then  he  prescribed  an  incredible  number  of  pills  and  teas  and  sent  me  home  with  a huge  bag 
of  stuff,  and  instructions  on  the  regimen  for  taking  them  through  the  course  of  each  day..  I followed  the 
directions  dutifully,  and  my  colleague  came  by  each  day  to  check  on  my  progress.  By  the  fifth  day,  when  I 
was  still  running  a fever  and  feeling  terrible,  I told  him  I didn't  think  the  Chinese  medicine  was  working.  He 
replied  confidently,  "Chinese  medicine  takes  a long  time  to  work." 

I laughed  at  this.  "Sure,"  I said.  "But  the  flu  only  lasts  a week  or  so,  and  now,  when  I get  better,  you'll  say 
it  was  the  Chinese  medicine,  right?" 

He  smiled  and  agreed.  "Yes.  You  are  right." 

Obviously  the  Obama  Administration  recognizes  that  it  needs  to  keep  the  finger  of  blame  for  the  current 
economic  collapse  squarely  pointed  at  the  Bush  Administration,  which  is  certainly  fair  in  large  part 
(though  the  Clinton  deregulation  of  the  banking  industry  played  a major  part  in  the  financial  crisis  and  its 
enthusiastic  promotion  of  globalization  began  the  massive  shift  of  jobs  overseas  that  has  left  the  nation's 
productive  capacity  hollowed  out).  But  it  also  seems  to  recognize  that  it  cannot  tell  the  bitter  truth,  which 
is  that  our  national  economy  will  never  "bounce  back"  to  where  it  was  in  2007. 

America,  and  individual  Americans,  have  been  living  profligately  for  years  in  an  unreal  economy,  propped 
up  by  easy  credit  that  inflated  the  value  of  real  estate  to  incredible  levels,  and  which  led  people  to  spend 
way  beyond  their  means.  Ordinary  middle-class  working  people  have  been  encouraged  to  buy  obscenely 
oversized  homes  at  5%  down,  or  even  no  down  payment.  They  have  been  lured  into  buying  cars  the  size 
of  trucks,  one  for  each  driving-aged  member  of  the  family  (in  our  town,  so  many  high  school  kids  drive  to 
school  that  the  school  ran  out  of  parking  spaces  and  the  yellow  school  buses,  largely  empty  on  their  runs, 


are  referred  to  by  the  students  as  the  "shame  train,"  an  embarrassment  to  be  seen  riding).  They've 
installed  individual  backyard  swimming  pools,  unwilling  to  share  the  water  with  their  neighbors  in 
community  pools.  Boring  faux  ethnic  restaurant  franchises  of  all  kinds  have  befouled  the  landscape,  filling 
up  with  families  too  stressed  out  to  cook,  and  willing  to  endure  over-salted,  over-priced,  and  tasteless 
cuisine  and  tacky  plastic  dtSr  night  after  night. 

Now  this  is  all  crashing  down.  Property  values  are  in  free-fall.  Car  sales  have  fallen  off  a cliff.  Joblessness 
is  soaring  (At  present,  it's  approaching  an  official  rate  of  8%,  but  if  the  methodology  used  in  1980,  before 
the  Reagan  Administration  changed  it  to  hide  the  depth  of  that  era's  deep  recession,  were  applied,  it 
would  be  17%  today,  or  one  in  seven  workers). 

Eventually,  the  economic  slide  will  hit  bottom  and  begin  its  slow  climb  back,  as  all  recessions  do,  but 
there  will  be  no  return  to  the  days  of  $500,000  McMansion  developments,  three-car  garages  and  a new 
car  every  two  or  three  years  for  both  parents  plus  a car  for  each  highschooler.  Not  only  will  banks  no 
longer  be  able  to  offer  such  credit  to  clients,  but  also  people,  having  been  burned,  will  not  be  willing  to 
borrow  so  much.  Company  health  care  benefits,  pension  programs,  or  401  (k)  matching  programs  that 
were  slashed  during  this  downturn  will  not  be  restored  when  the  economy  picks  up  again. 

Over  the  last  20  years,  America  has  degenerated  into  a nation  of  consumers,  with  72  percent  of  Gross 
Domestic  Product  (sic)  now  being  accounted  for  by  consumer  spending  - most  of  it  going  for  things  that 
are  produced  overseas  and  shipped  here. 

That  is  not  an  economic  model  that  is  sustainable,  and  it  is  a model  that  has  just  suffered  what  is  certainly 
a mortal  blow. 

What  we  are  now  seeing  is  the  beginning  of  an  inevitable  downward  adjustment  in  American  living 
standards  to  conform  with  our  actual  place  in  the  world.  As  a nation  of  consumers,  and  not  producers, 
with  little  to  offer  to  the  rest  of  the  world  except  raw  materials,  food  crops,  military  hardware,  and  bad  films 
(none  of  these  industries  employ  many  people),  we  are  headed  to  a recovery  that  will  not  feel  like  a 
recovery  at  all.  Eventually,  productive  capacity  will  be  restored,  as  lowered  U.S.  wages  make  it  again 
profitable  for  some  things  to  be  made  here  at  home  again,  but  like  people  in  the  1930s  looking  back  at  the 
Roaring  20s  of  yore,  we  are  going  to  look  back  at  the  last  two  decades  as  some  kind  of  dream.. 

It  would  be  better  if  the  new  administration  would  be  honest  about  this,  because  with  honesty,  we  could 
have  a recovery  program  that  would  actually  address  the  real  critical  issues  facing  the  country  - the 
decline  of  our  educational  system,  the  irrationality  of  official  promotion  of  home  ownership  that  has  led  to 
the  proliferation  not  just  of  suburbs  but  of  exurbs,  the  over-reliance  on  the  automobile  for  transportation, 
the  unprecedented  waste  of  resources,  the  pillaging  of  the  environment,  not  to  mention  the  decimation  of 
the  retirement  system  and  the  creation  of  a vast  medical-industrial  complex  that  is  sucking  the  life-blood 
out  of  families  and  businesses  alike. 

With  honesty,  we  could  also  confront  the  other  big  obstacle  to  national  recovery  - the  nation's  obsession 
with  militarism  and  foreign  wars.  The  honest  truth  is  that  the  U.S.  is  technically  bankrupt  and  in  a state  of 
chronic  decline,  and  yet  the  nation  persists  in  spending  a trillion  dollars  a year  on  war  and  preparations 
for  war,  as  though  America  were  in  mortal  danger  from  foreign  enemies. 

The  truth  is  that  we  are  not  threatened  by  Communism,  by  drug  lords,  or  by  Muslim  Jihadists  in  any 
serious  way.  Rather,  we  have  become  our  own  worst  enemy. 

The  administration  could  start  by  telling  us  all  this  straight  up,  but  the  problem  is,  most  of  us  probably 
don't  want  to  hear  it,  which  explains  why  we're  not  hearing  it.  It  also  explains  why  we're  about  to  blow 
another  trillion  or  so  dollars  on  propping  up  failing  banks,  funding  pointless  highway  and  bridge 
construction,  and  blowing  up  illiterate  peasants  in  remote  places  such  as  Afghanistan  and  Pakistan.

Perfume  was  at  the  centre  of  aesthetics  and  therapeutics  for  both  men 
and  women  in  Ancient  Egypt.  Although  the  techniques  used  are  mostly 
unrecorded,  historians  look  to  the  literature  of  Greek  and  Roman 
writers  and  relief  paintings  and  artefacts  to  determine  the 
production,  fashions  and  uses  of  perfume  in  this  fascinating  era. 

The  act  of  making  perfume  was  considered  an  art  form  in  Ancient  Egypt. 

The  craftsperson  was  considered  to  be  an  artist  and  the  profession  was 
open  to  women  as  well  as  men.  The  perfume  making  process  of  extraction 
can  be  determined  by  reliefs  on  the  walls  of  tombs  in  Petosiris.  These 
show  that  perfume  making  had  an  overseer,  workers  who  completed  the 


extraction  and  a professional  tester  who  completed  rigorous  testing 
using  the  sense  of  smell. 

The  reliefs  also  pictorially  detail  two  extraction  processes.  The 
first  process  shown  was  an  ancient  mechanical  extraction  process  which 
was  similar  to  wine  production.  This  required  a large  bag  and  two 
staffs  which  were  used  as  a press.  The  second  was  a form  of  chemical 
extraction  with  the  assistance  of  heat  and  soaking  in  alcohol.  The 
processes  are  early  versions  of  modern  perfume  extraction  techniques 
that  have  only  really  advanced  in  terms  of  equipment  available  and 
synthetic  ingredients. 

The  reliefs  also  show  red  berries  poured  from  a container,  which 
details  the  nature  of  the  products  used  to  extract  different  scents. 

The  ingredients  used  in  perfume  were  usually  plant  in  origin  such  as 
henna  and  cinnamon.  The  ancient  natural  philosopher,  Pliny  the  Elder, 
records  floral  scents  such  as  iris,  bitter  almond  and  lilies  in  his 
Natural  History  as  being  used  in  abundance.  Myrrh  which  is  a resin 
from  shrubs  and  other  aromatic  woods  were  used.  Animal  fats  such  as 
musk  are  also  recorded  as  being  used  in  some  perfumes.  Some  Egyptian 
recipes  are  still  in  existence  though  they  are  difficult  to  replicate. 

However,  the  Egyptians  had  typically  exotic  tastes,  and  in  addition  to 
home  grown  essences,  they  also  imported  aromatics  such  as  ladanum  from 
Arabia  and  East  Africa,  galbanum  from  Persia,  and  the  coveted 
frankincense  due  to  unsuccessful  attempts  to  grow  it  in  Egyptian 
climes.  The  fact  that  ingredients  were  imported  even  in  ancient  times 
shows  the  importance  of  perfume.  The  imported  varieties  were  expensive 
and  initially  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  gods  or  export  only. 

Excavated  reliefs  show  that  from  ancient  times  the  blend  and  quantity 
of  perfume  was  as  important  as  how  long  the  scent  would  last.  Perfume 
was  a major  export  material  in  ancient  times  with  various  countries 
battling  to  produce  the  highest  quality.  Susinum  was  a particular 
favourite,  and  the  competitive  nature  shows  that  in  ancient  times, 
some  form  of  uniformity  and  standard  was  expected.  Pliny  the  Elder 
described  an  Egyptian  perfume  that  retained  its  scent  after  8 years, 
and  the  ancient  Greek  botanist,  Dioscorides,  agreed  that  Egyptian 
perfume  was  far  superior  to  that  made  by  other  civilisations. 

Egyptian  perfumes  were  usually  named  after  the  town  of  production  or 
the  main  ingredient.  Storage  was  in  glass  or  stone  vessels,  with 
alabaster  being  the  most  coveted.  The  decoration  was  ornate  and  often 
bejewelled,  with  packaging  reflecting  modern  day  requirements  of 
functionality  and  attractiveness.  Perfume  was  burnt  as  incense,  as 
named  in  documents  from  the  reign  of  Thutmose  III  which  detail 


different  varieties  such  as  green  incense  and  white  incense.  Perfume 
was  worn  for  aesthetic  reasons,  in  the  form  of  oil  based  liquid 
infusions,  or  wax  and  fat  for  creams  and  salves.  This  suggests  there 
was  also  a medicinal  purpose  recognised. 

Perfume  was  mainly  for  the  elite  classes  until  the  golden  age.  It  was 
used  by  kings  who  were  believed  to  be  of  divine  descent  as  it  was 
believed  that  the  gods  favoured  perfume.  High  officials  were  anointed 
with  perfume  when  they  were  appointed  to  office  to  call  the  favour  of 
the  gods. 

Incense  was  used  to  hide  the  smell  of  animal  sacrifice  during 
ceremonies.  Balms  were  seen  as  medicinal  as  perfume  was  thought  to 
repel  demons  and  win  the  favour  of  the  gods.  Perfume  was  also  an 
important  part  of  death  and  burial  rites.  Bodies  were  perfumed  during 
mummification  as  it  was  believed  the  soul  would  visit  the  gods  and  so 
perfume  would  repel  demons.  Interestingly,  3300  years  after 
Tutankhamen  death,  scent  could  still  be  detected  in  his  tomb.

The  economic  crisis  was  created  by  the  fed  lowering  of  interest  rates.  This  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  Bush  Administration.  It  is  purely  of  bad  monetary  policy.  The  only  thing  Bush  is  to  be 
blamed  for  is  the  budget  deficits. 

Here  is  a summary  of  the  Austrian  View  of  the  Business  Cycle 


1.  Banks  grant  new  loans  on  a massive  scale  and  the  interest  rate  drops. 

After  9/11,  first  the  Federal  Reserve  and  then  the  European  Central  Bank  (ECB)  a few  years 
later,  undertook  an  aggressive  credit-expansion  policy  that  led  them  to  keep  interest  rates  at 
extremely  low  levels  for  some  years.  Thus,  the  Fed  went  so  far  as  to  keep  them  at  1%  from  June 
2003  to  June  2004,  and  the  ECB  at  2%  for  more  than  two  years  from  June  2003  to  December 
2005. 

2.  Credit  expansion  drives  malinvestments  in  projects  far  from  consumption  which 
were  not  profitable  before  the  credit  expansion. 

The  new  credit  was  infused  through  both  consumers  and  producers.  The  former  decided  to 
mortgage  themselves  on  a massive  scale  in  order  to  purchase  homes  that,  before  interest  rates 
were  pushed  down,  were  not  affordable.  These  consumers  would  have  decided,  for  example,  to 
rent  their  homes,  or  possibly  to  continue  saving  for  a later  purchase.  Producers  generally  decided 
to  carry  out  leveraged  buyouts  of  stocks  in  order  to  change  managerial  control  or  reduce  costs  of 
capital.  As  in  the  case  of  the  mortgages,  these  leveraged  buyouts  would  not  have  been  profitable 
before  interest  rates  dropped. 

3.  Capital  goods  rise  in  price. 

House  prices  rose  by  40%  on  average  between  2002  and  2006.  Real-estate  prices  rose  more  in 
these  five  years  than  they  had  in  the  entire  decade  of  the  1980s  (when  prices  rose  by  38%).  In 
Spain,  in  that  same  period,  average  prices  rose  by  65%. 

4.  Prices  climb  on  the  stock  market. 


Between  2003  and  2006,  the  Dow  Jones  Index  climbed  by  45%,  the  S&P  500  by  55%,  and  the 
IBEX  35  by  125%. 


5.  The  capital  structure  is  artificially  lengthened. 


Between  2003  and  2006,  4,627,000  new  homes  were  built  in  the  United  States.  Also,  companies 
displayed  a widespread  trend  of  leveraged  buyouts  of  stocks,  trying  to  arbitrage  between  two 
different  ownership  structures  distinguished  by  such  descriptors  as  "Inc."  and  "L.L.C."  in 
company  names.;  Since  the  debt-service  burden  was  reduced,  they  could  finance  the  transaction 
with  a lower  profit  expectation.  Thus,  for  example,  the  average  ratio  between  Debt/EBITDA 
(how  many  years  of  profits  are  needed  to  pay  off  the  current  debt)  went  from  4 in  2001  to  5.5  in 
2006. 

6.  Large  accounting  profits  appear  in  the  capital-goods  sector. 

Nonfinancial-  company  profits  in  the  United  States  increased  by  65%  between  2003  and  2006, 
and  the  profits  of  many  construction  companies  increased  even  more:  Meritage  Homes 
Corporation  (136%),  Cetex  Corporation  (131%),  Lennar  Corporation  (128%),  and  DR  Horton 
Inc.  (97%). 

7.  The  capital-goods  sector  demands  more  workers. 

In  the  United  States,  the  building  industry  did  not  significantly  absorb  the  labor  force  (because  it 
was  not  the  only  sector  where  credit  expansion  flowed  in)  and  its  share  only  increased  from  6.1% 
to  6.7%  between  2001  and  2006.  However,  in  Spain,  where  the  credit  expansion  flowed  into  this 
sector  on  a larger  scale,  the  labor  force  in  the  building  industry  went  from  1 1.1%  to  12.4% 
between  2000  and  2005. 

8.  At  some  point  the  rate  of  growth  in  credit  expansion  ceases.  The  interest  rate  climbs. 
The  stock  market  crashes. 

From  2004  in  the  United  States  and  2005  in  the  euro  zone,  interest  rates  started  to  rise  from  1% 
to  5.25%  in  2006  and  from  2%  to  4%  in  2007,  respectively. 

By  January  2008,  the  Dow  Jones  Index  had  already  decreased  by  5%,  the  S&P  500  by  nearly 
6.5%,  and  the  IBEX  35  by  nearly  13%.  Stock-market  volatility  had  increased,  as  demonstrated 
by  "Black  Monday"  (January  21),  when  stock  prices  decreased  by  about  7%  in  just  one  day. 

9.  Consumer  goods  prices  grow  faster  than  wages,  in  relative  terms. 

In  the  United  States,  the  average  inflation  rate  was  2.3%  between  2002  and  2006,  whereas  wages 
per  hour  increased  by  an  average  of  1.9%.  In  Spain,  the  difference  was  even  larger.  Average 
annual  wages  went  up  by  2.2%  between  2002  and  2006  and  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (CPI)  by 
3.2%. 

10.  Accounting  profits  appear  in  the  consumer  sector  (demand  increases). 

Accounting  profits  of  the  main  consumer-goods  wholesalers  continued  to  rise  between  2005  and 


2007  or  maintained  virtually  constant,  despite  the  economic  crisis. 

Wal-Mart,  for  example,  earned  $10,267,000  in  January  2005  and  $11,284,000  in  January  2007. 
Costco  Wholesale  Corp.  gained  $1,063,092  in  September  2005  and  $1,082,772  in  September 
2007.  Target  Corporation  suffered  a slight  dip  from  $3,198,000  in  2005  to  $2,787,000  in  2007. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  2007,  the  profits  of  these  companies  fell  by  about  2%  with  regard  to 
previous  quarters,  but  they  remained  solid  compared  to  the  losses  that  construction  and  other 
heavily  leveraged  companies  suffered. 

11.  The  capital- goods  sector  sustains  heavy  accounting  losses. 

As  already  noted,  nearly  all  the  big  construction  companies  mentioned  above  have  sustained 
losses  since  June  2007:  Meritage  Homes  Corporation  ($175,128),  Cetex  Corporation  ($771,792), 
Lennar  Corporation  ($758,057)  and  DR  Horton  Inc.  ($873,900). 

12.  Workers  are  laid  off  in  capital-goods  industries. 

In  the  United  States,  employment  in  the  building  industry  drops  marginally,  from  6.72%  to  6.7%. 
This  development  is  much  more  visible  in  Spain  during  2007,  where  unemployment  in  this 
sector  increased  by  20%. 

13.  Bank  defaults  mount.  Marginally  less  solvent  banks  face  serious  difficulties.  Credit 
crunch. 

In  early  2007,  nonperforming  loans  in  the  United  States  skyrocketed  to  almost  14%  of  the  so- 
called  subprime  mortgages.  In  Spain,  during  the  3rd  quarter  of  2007,  nonperforming  loans  were 
at  0.63%  of  all  mortgages;  although  this  is  a very  low  figure,  it  is  higher  than  at  any  time  in  the 
previous  five  years."  By  Jesus  Huerta  de  Soto

caused  by  central  bank  policy  not  necessarily  fiscal  policy  of  the  executive  branch  of 
government.  The  ultimate  cure  for  business  cycles,  recessions  and  depressions  is  an  elimination 
of  the  central  bank  and  having  the  market  determine  what  is  to  be  money  and  what  is  to  be  the 
interest  rates.  Obama,  Bush  nor  Clinton  had  the  guts  or  have  the  guts  to  do  what  is  right.  They 
will  simply  attempt  cosmetic  policies  of  government  spending  or  higher  and  lower  taxes.  Both  of

I'm  reminded  of  an  experience  I had  with  Chinese  medicine  when  I was  living  in  Shanghai  back  in 
had  come  down  with  a nasty  case  of  the  flu  while  teaching  journalism  at  Fudan  University  on  a Ful 
Scholar  program.  A Chinese  colleague  suggested  I go  to  the  university  clinic.  When  I told  him  ther 
wasn't  much  point  since  doctors  couldn't  do  much  for  the  flu  besides  recommend  fluids  and  bed  re 
said,  "That's  Western  doctors.  You  could  go  to  the  Chinese  medicine  doctors  at  the  clinic.  They  ca 
you."  I figured,  what  the  hell,  and  we  went.  The  doctor  inquired  into  the  lurid  details  of  my  illness  - 
my  bowel  movements  looked,  the  color  of  the  mucus  in  my  nose,  etc.  He  didn't  really  examine  me 
physically.  Then  he  prescribed  an  incredible  number  of  pills  and  teas  and  sent  me  home  with  a hu< 
of  stuff,  and  instructions  on  the  regimen  for  taking  them  through  the  course  of  each  day..  I followec 
directions  dutifully,  and  my  colleague  came  by  each  day  to  check  on  my  progress.  By  the  fifth  day, 
was  still  running  a fever  and  feeling  terrible,  I told  him  I didn't  think  the  Chinese  medicine  was  worf 
replied  confidently,  "Chinese  medicine  takes  a long  time  to  work." 

I laughed  at  this.  "Sure,"  I said.  "But  the  flu  only  lasts  a week  or  so,  and  now,  when  I get  better,  yoi 
it  was  the  Chinese  medicine,  right?" 

He  smiled  and  agreed.  "Yes.  You  are  right." 


Obviously  the  Obama  Administration  recognizes  that  it  needs  to  keep  the  finger  of  blame  for  the  current 
economic  collapse  squarely  pointed  at  the  Bush  Administration,  which  is  certainly  fair  in  large  part 
(though  the  Clinton  deregulation  of  the  banking  industry  played  a major  part  in  the  financial  crisis  and  its 
enthusiastic  promotion  of  globalization  began  the  massive  shift  of  jobs  overseas  that  has  left  the  nation's 
productive  capacity  hollowed  out).  But  it  also  seems  to  recognize  that  it  cannot  tell  the  bitter  truth,  which 
is  that  our  national  economy  will  never  "bounce  back"  to  where  it  was  in  2007. 

America,  and  individual  Americans,  have  been  living  profligately  for  years  in  an  unreal  economy,  propped 
up  by  easy  credit  that  inflated  the  value  of  real  estate  to  incredible  levels,  and  which  led  people  to  spend 
way  beyond  their  means.  Ordinary  middle-class  working  people  have  been  encouraged  to  buy  obscenely 
oversized  homes  at  5%  down,  or  even  no  down  payment.  They  have  been  lured  into  buying  cars  the  size 
of  trucks,  one  for  each  driving-aged  member  of  the  family  (in  our  town,  so  many  high  school  kids  drive  to 
school  that  the  school  ran  out  of  parking  spaces  and  the  yellow  school  buses,  largely  empty  on  their  runs, 
are  referred  to  by  the  students  as  the  "shame  train,"  an  embarrassment  to  be  seen  riding).  They've 
installed  individual  backyard  swimming  pools,  unwilling  to  share  the  water  with  their  neighbors  in 
community  pools.  Boring  faux  ethnic  restaurant  franchises  of  all  kinds  have  befouled  the  landscape,  filling 
up  with  families  too  stressed  out  to  cook,  and  willing  to  endure  over-salted,  over-priced,  and  tasteless 
cuisine  and  tacky  plastic  df&r  night  after  night. 

Now  this  is  all  crashing  down.  Property  values  are  in  free-fall.  Car  sales  have  fallen  off  a cliff.  Joblessness 
is  soaring  (At  present,  it's  approaching  an  official  rate  of  8%,  but  if  the  methodology  used  in  1980,  before 
the  Reagan  Administration  changed  it  to  hide  the  depth  of  that  era's  deep  recession,  were  applied,  it 
would  be  17%  today,  or  one  in  seven  workers). 

Eventually,  the  economic  slide  will  hit  bottom  and  begin  its  slow  climb  back,  as  all  recessions  do,  but 
there  will  be  no  return  to  the  days  of  $500,000  McMansion  developments,  three-car  garages  and  a new 
car  every  two  or  three  years  for  both  parents  plus  a car  for  each  highschooler.  Not  only  will  banks  no 
longer  be  able  to  offer  such  credit  to  clients,  but  also  people,  having  been  burned,  will  not  be  willing  to 
borrow  so  much.  Company  health  care  benefits,  pension  programs,  or  401  (k)  matching  programs  that 
were  slashed  during  this  downturn  will  not  be  restored  when  the  economy  picks  up  again. 

Over  the  last  20  years,  America  has  degenerated  into  a nation  of  consumers,  with  72  percent  of  Gross 
Domestic  Product  (sic)  now  being  accounted  for  by  consumer  spending  - most  of  it  going  for  things  that 
are  produced  overseas  and  shipped  here. 

That  is  not  an  economic  model  that  is  sustainable,  and  it  is  a model  that  has  just  suffered  what  is  certainly 
a mortal  blow. 

What  we  are  now  seeing  is  the  beginning  of  an  inevitable  downward  adjustment  in  American  living 
standards  to  conform  with  our  actual  place  in  the  world.  As  a nation  of  consumers,  and  not  producers, 
with  little  to  offer  to  the  rest  of  the  world  except  raw  materials,  food  crops,  military  hardware,  and  bad  films 
(none  of  these  industries  employ  many  people),  we  are  headed  to  a recovery  that  will  not  feel  like  a 
recovery  at  all.  Eventually,  productive  capacity  will  be  restored,  as  lowered  U.S.  wages  make  it  again 
profitable  for  some  things  to  be  made  here  at  home  again,  but  like  people  in  the  1930s  looking  back  at  the 
Roaring  20s  of  yore,  we  are  going  to  look  back  at  the  last  two  decades  as  some  kind  of  dream.. 

It  would  be  better  if  the  new  administration  would  be  honest  about  this,  because  with  honesty,  we  could 
have  a recovery  program  that  would  actually  address  the  real  critical  issues  facing  the  country  - the 
decline  of  our  educational  system,  the  irrationality  of  official  promotion  of  home  ownership  that  has  led  to 
the  proliferation  not  just  of  suburbs  but  of  exurbs,  the  over-reliance  on  the  automobile  for  transportation, 
the  unprecedented  waste  of  resources,  the  pillaging  of  the  environment,  not  to  mention  the  decimation  of 
the  retirement  system  and  the  creation  of  a vast  medical-industrial  complex  that  is  sucking  the  life-blood 
out  of  families  and  businesses  alike. 

With  honesty,  we  could  also  confront  the  other  big  obstacle  to  national  recovery  - the  nation's  obsession 


with  militarism  and  foreign  wars.  The  honest  truth  is  that  the  U.S.  is  technically  bankrupt  and  in  a state  of 
chronic  decline,  and  yet  the  nation  persists  in  spending  a trillion  dollars  a year  on  war  and  preparations 
for  war,  as  though  America  were  in  mortal  danger  from  foreign  enemies. 

The  truth  is  that  we  are  not  threatened  by  Communism,  by  drug  lords,  or  by  Muslim  Jihadists  in  any 
serious  way.  Rather,  we  have  become  our  own  worst  enemy. 

The  administration  could  start  by  telling  us  all  this  straight  up,  but  the  problem  is,  most  of  us  probably 
don't  want  to  hear  it,  which  explains  why  we're  not  hearing  it.  It  also  explains  why  we're  about  to  blow 
another  trillion  or  so  dollars  on  propping  up  failing  banks,  funding  pointless  highway  and  bridge 
construction,  and  blowing  up  illiterate  peasants  in  remote  places  such  as  Afghanistan  and  Pakistan.

Perfume  was  at  the  centre  of  aesthetics  and  therapeutics  for  both  men 
and  women  in  Ancient  Egypt.  Although  the  techniques  used  are  mostly 
unrecorded,  historians  look  to  the  literature  of  Greek  and  Roman 
writers  and  relief  paintings  and  artefacts  to  determine  the 
production,  fashions  and  uses  of  perfume  in  this  fascinating  era. 

The  act  of  making  perfume  was  considered  an  art  form  in  Ancient  Egypt. 
The  craftsperson  was  considered  to  be  an  artist  and  the  profession  was 
open  to  women  as  well  as  men.  The  perfume  making  process  of  extraction 
can  be  determined  by  reliefs  on  the  walls  of  tombs  in  Petosiris.  These 
show  that  perfume  making  had  an  overseer,  workers  who  completed  the 
extraction  and  a professional  tester  who  completed  rigorous  testing 
using  the  sense  of  smell. 

The  reliefs  also  pictorially  detail  two  extraction  processes.  The 
first  process  shown  was  an  ancient  mechanical  extraction  process  which 
was  similar  to  wine  production.  This  required  a large  bag  and  two 
staffs  which  were  used  as  a press.  The  second  was  a form  of  chemical 
extraction  with  the  assistance  of  heat  and  soaking  in  alcohol.  The 
processes  are  early  versions  of  modern  perfume  extraction  techniques 
that  have  only  really  advanced  in  terms  of  equipment  available  and 
synthetic  ingredients. 


The  reliefs  also  show  red  berries  poured  from  a container,  which 
details  the  nature  of  the  products  used  to  extract  different  scents. 

The  ingredients  used  in  perfume  were  usually  plant  in  origin  such  as 
henna  and  cinnamon.  The  ancient  natural  philosopher,  Pliny  the  Elder, 
records  floral  scents  such  as  iris,  bitter  almond  and  lilies  in  his 
Natural  History  as  being  used  in  abundance.  Myrrh  which  is  a resin 
from  shrubs  and  other  aromatic  woods  were  used.  Animal  fats  such  as 
musk  are  also  recorded  as  being  used  in  some  perfumes.  Some  Egyptian 
recipes  are  still  in  existence  though  they  are  difficult  to  replicate. 

However,  the  Egyptians  had  typically  exotic  tastes,  and  in  addition  to 
home  grown  essences,  they  also  imported  aromatics  such  as  ladanum  from 
Arabia  and  East  Africa,  galbanum  from  Persia,  and  the  coveted 
frankincense  due  to  unsuccessful  attempts  to  grow  it  in  Egyptian 
climes.  The  fact  that  ingredients  were  imported  even  in  ancient  times 
shows  the  importance  of  perfume.  The  imported  varieties  were  expensive 
and  initially  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  gods  or  export  only. 

Excavated  reliefs  show  that  from  ancient  times  the  blend  and  quantity 
of  perfume  was  as  important  as  how  long  the  scent  would  last.  Perfume 
was  a major  export  material  in  ancient  times  with  various  countries 
battling  to  produce  the  highest  quality.  Susinum  was  a particular 
favourite,  and  the  competitive  nature  shows  that  in  ancient  times, 
some  form  of  uniformity  and  standard  was  expected.  Pliny  the  Elder 
described  an  Egyptian  perfume  that  retained  its  scent  after  8 years, 
and  the  ancient  Greek  botanist,  Dioscorides,  agreed  that  Egyptian 
perfume  was  far  superior  to  that  made  by  other  civilisations. 

Egyptian  perfumes  were  usually  named  after  the  town  of  production  or 
the  main  ingredient.  Storage  was  in  glass  or  stone  vessels,  with 
alabaster  being  the  most  coveted.  The  decoration  was  ornate  and  often 
bejewelled,  with  packaging  reflecting  modern  day  requirements  of 
functionality  and  attractiveness.  Perfume  was  burnt  as  incense,  as 
named  in  documents  from  the  reign  of  Thutmose  III  which  detail 
different  varieties  such  as  green  incense  and  white  incense.  Perfume 
was  worn  for  aesthetic  reasons,  in  the  form  of  oil  based  liquid 
infusions,  or  wax  and  fat  for  creams  and  salves.  This  suggests  there 
was  also  a medicinal  purpose  recognised. 

Perfume  was  mainly  for  the  elite  classes  until  the  golden  age.  It  was 
used  by  kings  who  were  believed  to  be  of  divine  descent  as  it  was 
believed  that  the  gods  favoured  perfume.  High  officials  were  anointed 
with  perfume  when  they  were  appointed  to  office  to  call  the  favour  of 
the  gods. 


Incense  was  used  to  hide  the  smell  of  animal  sacrifice  during 


ceremonies.  Balms  were  seen  as  medicinal  as  perfume  was  thought  to 
repel  demons  and  win  the  favour  of  the  gods.  Perfume  was  also  an 
important  part  of  death  and  burial  rites.  Bodies  were  perfumed  during 
mummification  as  it  was  believed  the  soul  would  visit  the  gods  and  so 
perfume  would  repel  demons.  Interestingly,  3300  years  after 
Tutankhamen  death,  scent  could  still  be  detected  in  his  tomb.

In  ancient  time, 
crocodiles  waded  in  the  river.  There  are  two  entrances,  two  courts,  two  colonnades,  two  hypostyle  halls 
and  two  sanctuaries.  There  were  probably  even  two  sets  of  priests  for  the  two  temples.  Despite  being  badly 
damaged,  the  temple  is  a beautiful  sight  as  one  approach  from  either  direction  on  the  river,  particularly  as 
sunset  nears  and  the  colors  change.  Overnight  in  Edfu. 

Day  06:  Edfu  - Esna  - Luxor 

After  breakfast,  visit  the  temple  of  Horus  in  Edfu 

The  Temple  of  Horus: 

Of  all  the  temples  of  ancient  Egypt,  the  one  at  Edfu  is  the  most  complete  and  best  preserved.  The  reason  is 
that  the  temple  had  been  totally  submerged  under  the  desert  except  for  the  very  top  of  the  pylon  entrance. 
A small  amount  of  stone  had  been  removed  from  the  exposed  part,  but  when  excavated  it  was  found  to  be 
in 

near  perfect  condition.  Sail  to  Esna,  cross  the  lock,  then  sail  to  Luxor  and  overnight.

Some  of  these  Roman  walls 
still  exist.  Later,  it  became  a Christian  stronghold,  with  as  many  as  20  churches  built  within 
an  area  of  one  square  mile.  There  are  only  five  remaining  from  which  is  the  Church  of  St. 
Sergius  (Abu  Serga),  which  legend  has  it  is  built  atop  one  of  the  sites  where  the  Holy  Family 
rested  on  their  flight  from  Herod.  Overnight  at  hotel.

Barack  Obama  was  groomed  for  the  presidency  by  key  members  of  the  Trilateral 
Commission.  Most  notably,  it  was  Zbigniew  Brzezinski,  co-founder  of  the 
Trilateral  Commission  with  David  Rockefeller  in  1973,  who  was  Obama's 
principal  foreign  policy  advisor. 

The  pre-election  attention  is  reminiscent  of  Brzezinski's  tutoring  of  Jimmy  Carter 
prior  to  Carter's  landslide  election  in  1976.

According  to  official  Trilateral  Commission  membership  lists,  there  are  only  87 
members  from  the  United  States  (the  other  337  members  are  from  other  regions). 
Thus,  in  less  than  two  weeks  since  his  inauguration,  Obama's  appointments 
encompass  more  than  10%  of  Commission's  entire  U.S.  membership. 

Is  this  a mere  coincidence  or  is  it  a continuation  of  dominance  over  the  Executive 
Branch  since  1976?

There  are  many  other  incidental  links  to  the  Trilateral  Commission,  for  instance, 
Secretary  of  State  Hillary  Clinton  is  married  to  Commission  member  William 
Jefferson  Clinton. 

Geithner's  informal  group  of  advisors  include  E.  Gerald  Corrigan,  Paul  Volker, 
Alan  Greenspan  and  Peter  G.  Peterson,  among  others.  His  first  job  after  college 
was  with  Henry  Kissinger  at  Kissinger  Associates. 

Brent  Scowcroft  has  been  an  unofficial  advisor  to  Obama  and  was  mentor  to 
Defense  Secretary  Robert  Gates. 

Robert  Zoelick  is  currently  president  of  the  World  Bank. 

Laurence  Summers,  White  House  Economic  Advisor,  was  mentored  by  former 
Treasury  Secretary  Robert  Rubin  during  the  Clinton  administration. 


There  are  many  other  such  links,  but  these  are  enough  for  you  to  get  the  idea  of 
what's  going  on  here. 


Notice  that  five  of  the  Trilateral  appointees  involve  the  State  Department,  where 
foreign  policy  is  created  and  implemented.  Hillary  Clinton  is  certainly  in  line  with 
these  policies  because  her  husband.

What  is  more  important  than  economic  recovery?  Paul  Volker  is  the  answer.

What  is  more  important  than  the  Treasury  and  the  saving  of  our  financial  system? 
Timothy  Geithner  says  he  has  the  answers. 

This  leaves  Susan  Rice,  Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations.  The  U.N.  is  the 
chosen  instrument  for  ultimate  global  governance.  Rice  will  help  to  subvert  the 
U.S.  into  the  U.N.  umbrella  of  vassal  states. 

Since  1973,  the  Commission  has  met  regularly  in  plenary  sessions  to  discuss 
policy  position  papers  developed  by  its  members.

Six  out  of  eight  World  Bank  presidents,  including  the  current  appointee,  Robert

President  and/or  Vice-President  of  every  elected  administration 

Seven  out  of  twelve  Secretaries  of  State 

Nine  out  of  twelve  Secretaries  of  Defense

When  did  the  USA  find  a need  to  become  a "fully 
autonomous"  combatant  entity  in  EVERY  COUNTRY  IN

Notice  some  of  the  wording  of  NSCM/46 

"The  objective  of  our  policy  toward  Black  Africa  is  to  prevent  social 
upheavals  which  could  radically  change  the  political  situation  throughout  the 

area.  The  success  or  failure  of  our  policy  in  the  region  depends  on  the  solution 
international  and  internal  issues  whose  importance  of  the  United  States  is  on  the 
increase. 

II.  A.  U.S.  INTERESTS  IN  BLACK  AFRICA 

A multiplicity  of  interests  influences  the  U.S.  attitude  toward  black  Africa  . The 
most  important  of  these  interests  can  be  summarized  as  follows: 


1.  POLITICAL 


If  black  African  states  assume  attitudes  hostile  to  the  U.S.  national  interest,  our 
policy  toward  the  white  regimes;  which  is  a key  element  in  our  relations  with  the 
black  states,  may  be  subjected  by  the  latter  to  great  pressure  for  fundamental 
change.  Thus  the  West  may  face  a real  danger  of  being  deprived  of  access  to 
the  enormous  raw  material  resources  of  southern  Africa  which  are  viral  for 
our  defense  needs  as  well  as  losing  control  over  the  Cape  sea  routes  by  which 
approximately  65%  of  Middle  Eastern  oil  is  supplied  to  Western  Europe  . 

2.  ECONOMIC 

Black  Africa  is  increasingly  becoming  an  outlet  for  U.S.  exports  and  investment. 

The  mineral  resources  of  the  area  continue  to  be  of  great  value  for  the  normal 
functioning  of  industry  in  the  United  States  and  allied  countries.  In  1977,  U.S. 
direct  investment  in  black  Africa  totaled  about  $1.8  billion  and  exports  $2.2 
billion.  New  prospect  of  substantial  profits  would  continue  to  develop  in  the 
countries  concerned. 

Internationally,  damage  could  be  done  to  the  United  States  by  coordinated 
activity  of  African  states  designed  to  condemn  U.S.  policy  toward  South 
Africa,  and  initiate  discussions  on  the  U.S.  racial  issue  at  the  United  Nations 
where  the  African  representation  constitutes  a powerful  bloc  with  about  one 
third  of  all  the  votes. 


3.  Political  options 

In  the  context  of  long-term  strategy,  the  United  States  can  not  afford  a radical 
change  in  the  fundamentals  of  its  African  policy,  which  is  designed  for 
maximum  protection  of  national  security.  In  the  present  case,  emphasis  is  laid 
on  the  importance  of  Black  Africa  for  U.S.  political,  economic  and  military 
interests. 

The  FBI  should  mount  surveillance  operations  against  Black  African 
representatives  and  collect  sensitive  information  on  those,  especially  at  the  U.N., 
who  oppose  U.S.  policy  toward  South  Africa  . The  information  should  include 
facts  on  their  links  with  the  leaders  of  the  Black  movement  in  the  United  States  , 
thus  making  possible  at  least  partial  neutralization  of  the  adverse  effects  of  their 
activity. 


B.  THE  RANGE  OF  POLICY  OPTIONS 


The  concern  for  the  future  security  of  the  United  States  makes  necessary  the 
range  of  policy  options. 

(h)  to  support  the  nomination  at  federal  and  local  levels  of  loyal  Black  public 
figures  to  elective  offices,  to  government  agencies  and  the  Court.  This  would 
promote  the  achievement  of  a twofold  purpose: 

first,  it  would  be  easier  to  control  the  activity  of  loyal  black  representatives 
within  existing  institutions; 

second,  the  idea  of  an  independent  black  political  party  now  under  discussion 
within  black  leadership  circles  would  soon  lose  all  support. 

Now,  remember,  this  NSCM  was  done  in  March  of  1978  by  the  hand  of  the  then 
National  Security  Advisor,  Zbigniew  Brezinski.  Is  it  any  matter  that  this  same 
person  selected  Barak  Obama  while  he  was  a law  student  in  college,  groomed  him, 
trained  him,  and  is  de  facto  his  "daddy"  in  world  affairs?  What  is  so  hard  to  see 
here? 

Now,  the  Brezinski  profit  (Barak  Obama)  is  the  Commander  in  Chief  of 
AFRICOM.  And  in  case  it  got  pass  you,  AFRICOM  is  acronym  of  the  U.S. 
military  take  over  of  the  ENTIRE  continent  of  Africa  (except  Egypt ).  But  then 
again,  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau  decided  years  ago  that  Egypt  wasn't  in  Africa 
anyway  (it  is  now  in  the  Middle  East  according  to  them). 

How  is  it  that  something  of  this  magnitude  was  not  mentioned  in  any  of  Obama's 
speechesnot  a word.  Maybe  it's  because  he  knew  that  if  he  said  one  word  about 
AFRICOM  that  Black  people  would  have  said,  "Wait  a minute  herewhat  are  you 
trying  to  do  man?  Get  us  to  vote  you  in  so  that  you  can  be  the  one  who  carries  out 
the  Global  2000  program  to  eliminate  75%  of  the  world's  non-white  population?" 
(See  NS  CM/200) 

Well,  my  people  THAT'S  exactly  what  has  been  done.  And  the  most  insulting  part 
of  it  all  is  that  the  people  who  own  Barak  Obama  (i.e.,  The  Rothchilds, 
Oppenheimers,  Schiffs,  and  other  members  of  The  Crown)  have  appointed 
chocolate-colored  men  (i.e.,  Barak  Obama  & General  William  "Kip"  Ward,  et  al.)

In  international  relations,  a hegemon  is  a power  that  dictates  the  policies  of  all 
other  powers  in  its  vicinity,  or  one  that  is  able  to  defeat  any  other  power  or 
combination  of  powers  that  it  might  be  at  war  with. 

Pertinent  to  the  concept  are  the  processes  by  which  a dominant  culture  maintains 
its  dominant  position  (i.e.,  the  use  of  institutions  to  formalize  power,  the 
employment  of  a bureaucracy  to  make  power  seem  abstract  and,  therefore,  not 
attached  to  any  one  individual,  the  inculcation  of  the  populace  in  the  ideals  of  the 
hegemonic  group  through  education,  advertising,  publication,  etc.,  and  the 
mobilization  of  a police  force  as  well  as  military  personnel  to  subdue 
opposition."

Africa  Command  Coming 
Norman  Polmar  I May  11,  2007 

U.S.  military  planners  are  hard  at  work  establishing  the  U.S.  Africa  Command  (AFRICOM),  the 
tenth  U.S.  unified  combatant  command.  A staff  in  Stuttgart,  Germany,  under  Rear  Admiral 
Robert  Moeller,  is  planning  the  establishment  of  AFRICOM  before  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2008. 

The  continued  regional  conflicts  in  Africa,  the  tragic  events  in  Darfur,  and  the  increasing 
importance  of  African  oil  and  other  resources  led  President  George  W.  Bush  to  announce  the 
plan  to  establish  AFRICOM  on  February  7,  2007. 

AFRICOM's  tasks  will  be  to  (1)  build  partnerships  with  the  United  States,  (2)  support  U.S. 
government  agencies  in  implementing  security  policies,  (3)  conducting  theater  security 
cooperation  activities,  (4)  increasing  counter-terrorism  skills  of  partnering  nations,  (5)  enhancing 
humanitarian  assistance,  disaster  mitigation,  and  response  activities,  (6)  fostering  respect  for 
human  rights,  (7)  supporting  African  regional  organizations,  and  (8)  conducting  military 
operations. 

Today  U.S.  military  contingency  planning  for  Africa  is  divided  among  the  U.S.  European 
Command,  Central  Command,  and  Pacific  Command.  With  the  establishment  of  AFRICOM,  the 
new  unified  command  will  be  responsible  for  the  entire  continent  except  for  Egypt,  which  will 
remain  under  Central  Command's  purview.  (The  Central  Command  now  has  responsibility  for 
U.S.  military  interests  in  Djibouti,  Egypt,  Sudan,  Eritrea,  Ethiopia,  Somalia,  and  Kenya.) 

While  the  AFRICOM  planning  staff  is  now  located  at  Kelley  Barracks  in  Stuttgart,  eventually 
the  AFRICOM  headquarters  will  be  located  on  that  continent.  At  this  time  the  most  likely 
location  for  the  headquarters  appears  to  be  the  Republic  of  Djibouti  on  the  Red  Sea.  A former 
French  colony,  Djibouti  is  host  to  a French  military  base,  which  is  also  used  by  U.S.  forces. 

Some  consideration  has  also  been  given  to  initially  basing  the  AFRICOM  staff  aboard  a Navy 
command  ship. 

AFRICOM  is  the  sixth  U.S.  unified  combatant  command  based  on  geographic  areas.  The  four 
other  unified  commands  are  functional.

Barack  Obama  was  groomed  for  the  presidency  by  key  members  of  the  Trilateral  Commission. 
Most  notably,  it  was  Zbigniew  Brzezinski,  co-founder  of  the  Trilateral  Commission  with  David 
Rockefeller  in  1973,  who  was  Obama's  principal  foreign  policy  advisor. 

The  pre-election  attention  is  reminiscent  of  Brzezinski's  tutoring  of  Jimmy  Carter  prior  to 
Carter's  landslide  election  in  1976. 

For  anyone  who  doubts  the  Commission's  continuing  influence  on  Obama,  consider  that  he  has 
already  appointed  no  less  than  nine  members  of  the  Commission  to  top-level  and  key  positions  in 
his  Administration. 

According  to  official  Trilateral  Commission  membership  lists,  there  are  only  87  members  from 
the  United  States  (the  other  337  members  are  from  other  regions).  Thus,  in  less  than  two  weeks 
since  his  inauguration,  Obama's  appointments  encompass  more  than  10%  of  Commission's  entire 
U.S.  membership. 

Is  this  a mere  coincidence  or  is  it  a continuation  of  dominance  over  the  Executive  Branch  since 
1976?

There  are  many  other  incidental  links  to  the  Trilateral  Commission,  for  instance,  Secretary  of 
State  Hillary  Clinton  is  married  to  Commission  member  William  Jefferson  Clinton. 


Geithner's  informal  group  of  advisors  include  E.  Gerald  Corrigan,  Paul  Volker,  Alan  Greenspan 
and  Peter  G.  Peterson,  among  others.  His  first  job  after  college  was  with  Henry  Kissinger  at 
Kissinger  Associates. 

Brent  Scowcroft  has  been  an  unofficial  advisor  to  Obama  and  was  mentor  to  Defense  Secretary 
Robert  Gates. 

Robert  Zoelick  is  currently  president  of  the  World  Bank. 

Laurence  Summers,  White  House  Economic  Advisor,  was  mentored  by  former  Treasury 
Secretary  Robert  Rubin  during  the  Clinton  administration. 

There  are  many  other  such  links,  but  these  are  enough  for  you  to  get  the  idea  of  what's  going  on 
here. 

Notice  that  five  of  the  Trilateral  appointees  involve  the  State  Department,  where  foreign  policy  is 
created  and  implemented.  Hillary  Clinton  is  certainly  in  line  with  these  policies  because  her 
husband,  Bill  Clinton,  is  also  a member. 

What  is  more  important  than  economic  recovery?  Paul  Volker  is  the  answer. 

What  is  more  important  than  national  intelligence?  Thomas  Donilon  and  Adm.  Dennis  Blair  hold 
the  two  top  positions. 

What  is  more  important  than  the  Treasury  and  the  saving  of  our  financial  system?  Timothy 
Geithner  says  he  has  the  answers. 

This  leaves  Susan  Rice,  Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations.  The  U.N.  is  the  chosen  instrument 
for  ultimate  global  governance.  Rice  will  help  to  subvert  the  U.S.  into  the  U.N.  umbrella  of 
vassal  states. 

Since  1973,  the  Commission  has  met  regularly  in  plenary  sessions  to  discuss  policy  position 
papers  developed  by  its  members.  Policies  are  debated  in  order  to  achieve  consensuses. 
Respective  members  return  to  their  own  countries  to  implement  policies  consistent  with  those 
consensuses. 

The  original  stated  purpose  of  the  Trilateral  Commission  was  to  create  a "New  International 
Economic  Order."  Its  current  statement  has  morphed  into  fostering  a "closer  cooperation  among 
these  core  democratic  industrialized  areas  of  the  world  with  shared  leadership  responsibilities  in 
the  wider  international  system."  (See  the  Trilateral  Commission  website.)

Africa 
Command  was  established  October  1 , 2007  as  a temporary  sub- 
unified command  of  U.S.  European  Command,  but  became  fully 
autonomous  and  operational  on  October  1,  2008,  when  it  officially 
took  command  of  U.S.  military  operations  within  the 
aforementioned  area  of  responsibility." 

When  did  the  USA  find  a need  to  become  a "fully  autonomous"

Thus  the  West  may  face  a real  danger  of  being  deprived  of  access  to 
the  enormous  raw  material  resources  of  southern  Africa  which  are  viral  for 
our  defense  needs  as  well  as  losing  control  over  the  Cape  sea  routes  by  which 
approximately  65%  of  Middle  Eastern  oil  is  supplied  to  Western  Europe  . 

2.  ECONOMIC 

Black  Africa  is  increasingly  becoming  an  outlet  for  U.S.  exports  and  investment. 

The  mineral  resources  of  the  area  continue  to  be  of  great  value  for  the  normal 
functioning  of  industry  in  the  United  States  and  allied  countries.  In  1977,  U.S. 
direct  investment  in  black  Africa  totaled  about  $1.8  billion  and  exports  $2.2 
billion.  New  prospect  of  substantial  profits  would  continue  to  develop  in  the 
countries  concerned. 

Internationally,  damage  could  be  done  to  the  United  States  by  coordinated 
activity  of  African  states  designed  to  condemn  U.S.  policy  toward  South 
Africa,  and  initiate  discussions  on  the  U.S.  racial  issue  at  the  United  Nations 
where  the  African  representation  constitutes  a powerful  bloc  with  about  one 
third  of  all  the  votes. 


3.  Political  options 

In  the  context  of  long-term  strategy,  the  United  States  can  not  afford  a radical 
change  in  the  fundamentals  of  its  African  policy,  which  is  designed  for 
maximum  protection  of  national  security.  In  the  present  case,  emphasis  is  laid 
on  the  importance  of  Black  Africa  for  U.S.  political,  economic  and  military 
interests. 

The  FBI  should  mount  surveillance  operations  against  Black  African 
representatives  and  collect  sensitive  information  on  those,  especially  at  the  U.N., 


who  oppose  U.S.  policy  toward  South  Africa  . The  information  should  include 
facts  on  their  links  with  the  leaders  of  the  Black  movement  in  the  United  States  , 
thus  making  possible  at  least  partial  neutralization  of  the  adverse  effects  of  their 
activity. 

B.  THE  RANGE  OF  POLICY  OPTIONS

Air  Force  Special  Operations  Command  currently  has  nine  CV-22s  in  its  young  fleet,  including 
five  here  at  Hurlburt  (with  a sixth  expected  soon)  and  four  at  Kirtland  Air  Force  Base,  N.M.  for 
training,  says  Brig.  Gen.  Bradley  Heithold,  the  command's  director  of  plans,  programs, 
requirements  and  assessments. 

The  CV-22  recently  completed  the  initial  operational  test  and  evaluation  (IOT&E)  period,  and  a 


final  report  is  being  written.  However,  command  officials  wanted  to  press  the  aircraft  into 
service  as  soon  as  possible  to  support  activities  abroad.  Meanwhile,  the  last  MH-53  Pave  Low 
helicopter,  the  CV-22's  predecessor,  is  retiring  this  month.  CV-22  initial  operational  capability  is 
expected  next  year. 

The  aircraft  will  also  deploy  with  the  Suite  of  Integrated  Radio  Frequency  Countermeasures 
(SIRFC)  defensive  system. 

Accelerating  the  CV-22  buy  is  a top  priority  for  Lt.  Gen.  Donald  Wurster,  who  oversees  the 
command.  The  service  plans  to  buy  50  of  the  aircraft,  but  the  requirement  could  increase  to 
support  the  additional  manpower  being  added  to  the  Army  and  Navy  special  operations  units.

Thus  the  West  may  face  a 
real  danger  of  being  deprived  of  access  to  the  enormous  raw 
material  resources  of  southern  Africa  which  are  viral  for  our 
defense  needs  as  well  as  losing  control  over  the  Cape  sea  routes  by 
which  approximately  65%  of  Middle  Eastern  oil  is  supplied  to 
Western  Europe  . 


2.  ECONOMIC 


Black  Africa  is  increasingly  becoming  an  outlet  for  U.S.  exports  and 
investment.  The  mineral  resources  of  the  area  continue  to  be  of 
great  value  for  the  normal  functioning  of  industry  in  the  United 
States  and  allied  countries.  In  1977,  U.S.  direct  investment  in  black 
Africa  totaled  about  $1.8  billion  and  exports  $2.2  billion.  New 
prospect  of  substantial  profits  would  continue  to  develop  in  the 
countries  concerned. 

Internationally,  damage  could  be  done  to  the  United  States  by 
coordinated  activity  of  African  states  designed  to  condemn  U.S. 
policy  toward  South  Africa,  and  initiate  discussions  on  the  U.S. 
racial  issue  at  the  United  Nations  where  the  African 
representation  constitutes  a powerful  bloc  with  about  one  third  of 
all  the  votes. 

3.  Political  options 

In  the  context  of  long-term  strategy,  the  United  States  can  not 
afford  a radical  change  in  the  fundamentals  of  its  African  policy, 
which  is  designed  for  maximum  protection  of  national  security.  In 

the  present  case,  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  importance  of  Black  Africa 
for  U.S.  political,  economic  and  military  interests. 

The  FBI  should  mount  surveillance  operations  against  Black  African 
representatives  and  collect  sensitive  information  on  those,  especially 
at  the  U.N.,  who  oppose  U.S.  policy  toward  South  Africa  . The 
information  should  include  facts  on  their  links  with  the  leaders  of  the 
Black  movement  in  the  United  States  , thus  making  possible  at  least 
partial  neutralization  of  the  adverse  effects  of  their  activity. 

B.  THE  RANGE  OF  POLICY  OPTIONS 

The  concern  for  the  future  security  of  the  United  States  makes 
necessary  the  range  of  policy  options. 

(h)  to  support  the  nomination  at  federal  and  local  levels  of  loyal 
Black  public  figures  to  elective  offices,  to  government  agencies 
and  the  Court.  This  would  promote  the  achievement  of  a twofold 
purpose: 


first,  it  would  be  easier  to  control  the  activity  of  loyal  black 
representatives  within  existing  institutions; 

second,  the  idea  of  an  independent  black  political  party  now 
under  discussion  within  black  leadership  circles  would  soon  lose 
all  support. 

Now,  remember,  this  NSCM  was  done  in  March  of  1978  by  the  hand 
of  the  then  National  Security  Advisor,  Zbigniew  Brezinski.  Is  it  any 
matter  that  this  same  person  selected  Barak  Obama  while  he  was  a 
law  student  in  college,  groomed  him,  trained  him,  and  is  de  facto  his 
"daddy"  in  world  affairs?

And  the  most 
insulting  part  of  it  all  is  that  the  people  who  own  Barak  Obama  (i.e., 
The  Rothchilds,  Oppenheimers,  Schiffs,  and  other  members  of  The

Jiegemony  is  "the  dominance  of  one  social  group  over 
another,  such  that  the  ruling  group  (i.e.,  AFRICOM)  or  hegemon 
acquires  some  degree  of  consent  from  the  subordinate  (i.e,  Africa  ),  as 
opposed  to  dominance  purely  by  force.  It  is  used  broadly  to  mean  any 
kind  of  dominance,  and  narrowly  to  refer  to  specifically  cultural  and 
non-military  dominance,  as  opposed  to  the  related  notions  of  empire 
and  suzerainty. 

In  international  relations,  a hegemon  is  a power  that  dictates  the 
policies  of  all  other  powers  in  its  vicinity,  or  one  that  is  able  to 
defeat  any  other  power  or  combination  of  powers  that  it  might  be 
at  war  with. 

Pertinent  to  the  concept  are  the  processes  by  which  a dominant  culture 
maintains  its  dominant  position  (i.e.,  the  use  of  institutions  to 
formalize  power,  the  employment  of  a bureaucracy  to  make  power 
seem  abstract  and,  therefore,  not  attached  to  any  one  individual,  the 
inculcation  of  the  populace  in  the  ideals  of  the  hegemonic  group 
through  education,  advertising,  publication,  etc.,  and  the  mobilization 
of  a police  force  as  well  as  military  personnel  to  subdue 
opposition."

"From  our  modem  perspective,  it  is  upsetting  to  see  how  the  villagewas  first  excavated  and  then 
left  to  be  destroyed.  Passers-by  have  usedthe  huts  as  dumps  and  restrooms,"  says  Jaana  Toivari- 
Viitala,  Docent  ofEgyptology  at  the  University  of  Helsinki.  "Fortunately,  while  we  stillhave 
some  surface  cleaning  to  do,  documentation  and  conservation  areoff  to  a good  start." 

The  hut  village  offers  rare  insight  into  everyday  life  in  ancient  Egypt. 

"In  the  early  twentieth  century,  archaeologists  were  only  interestedin  the  tombs  of  kings.  The 
workmen's  huts  they  discovered  were  seen  asa  necessary  evil  in  the  quest  for  the  real  treasures." 

"Now  several  international  research  groups  on  different  excavationsare  delving  into  everyday  life 
and  work  in  the  Valley  of  the  Kings. This  seems  to  be  a trend  in  archaeology  right  now,"  Toivari- 
Viitalasays. 

Her  research  group  wants  to  find  out  why  the  hut  village  was  builton  the  slope  of  a mountain, 
halfway  between  the  construction  site  andDeir-el-Medina.  They  are  also  interested  in  how  many 
workers  lived  inthe  village  at  a time,  when  they  lived  there,  and  what  their  role  wasin  the 
construction  work. 

"Comparing  the  names  found  in  the  village  and  in  Deir-el-Medinaprovides  useful  information. 
Judging  from  the  construction  methods, settlement  in  the  village  can  be  divided  into  two  separate 
periods:  theinitial  settlement  and  a later  one." 

For  the  time  being,  much  is  up  to  speculation,  but  Toivari-Viitalabelieves  that  the  coming  four 
field  seasons,  three  months  each,  willsee  results. 

"The  working  conditions  are  not  nearly  as  difficult  as  I thoughtthey  would  be.  The  cool  winds  in 
the  mountains  nicely  alleviate  theheat." 

The  research  group  working  on  the  "Workmen's  huts  in  the  Thebanmountains"  project  is 
planning  to  return  to  the  Valley  of  the  Kings  inOctober.

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The  10th  Parliament  in  Kenya  4th  February  2009 

Yesterday,  3 February  2009, 1 was  impressed  by  the  calibre  of  debate  in  the  House  as  captured 
on  Television.

The  Alhambra 

"Legend  of  the  Moor's  Legacy" 

http://www.voutube.com/watch?v=sD-71s7qst8&feature=related 

http://www.youtube.com/watch?v=arklXmbNAlk&feature=related 


JUST  within  the  fortress  of  the  Alhambra,  in  front  of  the  royal 


palace,  is  a broad  open  esplanade,  called  the  Place  or  Square  of  the 
Cisterns  (la  Plaza  de  los  Algibes),  so  called  from  being  undermined  by 
reservoirs  of  water,  hidden  from  sight,  and  which  have  existed  from 
the  time  of  the  Moors.  At  one  corner  of  this  esplanade  is  a Moorish 
well,  cut  through  the  living  rock  to  a great  depth,  the  water  of  which 
is  cold  as  ice  and  clear  as  crystal.  The  wells  made  by  the  Moors  are 
always  in  repute,  for  it  is  well  known  what  pains  they  took  to 
penetrate  to  the  purest  and  sweetest  springs  and  fountains.  The  one  of 
which  we  now  speak  is  famous  throughout  Granada,  insomuch  that 
water-carriers,  some  bearing  great  water-jars  on  their  shoulders, 
others  driving  asses  before  them  laden  with  earthen  vessels,  are 
ascending  and  descending  the  steep  woody  avenues  of  the  Alhambra,  from 
early  dawn  until  a late  hour  of  the  night. 

Fountains  and  wells,  ever  since  the  scriptural  days,  have  been  noted 
gossiping  places  in  hot  climates;  and  at  the  well  in  question  there  is 
a kind  of  perpetual  club  kept  up  during  the  livelong  day,  by  the 
invalids,  old  women,  and  other  curious  do-nothing  folk  of  the 
fortress,  who  sit  here  on  the  stone  benches,  under  an  awning  spread 
over  the  well  to  shelter  the  toll-gatherer  from  the  sun,  and  dawdle 
over  the  gossip  of  the  fortress,  and  question  every  water-carrier  that 
arrives  about  the  news  of  the  city,  and  make  long  comments  on  every 
thing  they  hear  and  see.  Not  an  hour  of  the  day  but  loitering 
housewives  and  idle  maid-servants  may  be  seen,  lingering  with  pitcher 
on  head,  or  in  hand,  to  hear  the  last  of  the  endless  tattle  of  these 
worthies. 

Among  the  water-carriers  who  once  resorted  to  this  well,  there  was  a 
sturdy,  strong-backed,  bandy-legged  little  fellow,  named  Pedro  Gil, 
but  called  Peregil  for  shortness.  Being  a water-carrier,  he  was  a 
Gallego,  or  native  of  Galicia,  of  course.  Nature  seems  to  have  formed 
races  of  men,  as  she  has  of  animals,  for  different  kinds  of  drudgery. 

In  France  the  shoeblacks  are  all  Savoyards,  the  porters  of  hotels  all 
Swiss,  and  in  the  days  of  hoops  and  hair-powder  in  England,  no  man 
could  give  the  regular  swing  to  a sedan-chair  but  a bog-trotting 
Irishman.  So  in  Spain,  the  carriers  of  water  and  bearers  of  burdens 
are  all  sturdy  little  natives  of  Galicia.  No  man  says,  "Get  me  a 
porter,"  but,  "Call  a Gallego." 

To  return  from  this  digression,  Peregil  the  Gallego  had  begun  business 
with  merely  a great  earthen  jar  which  he  carried  upon  his  shoulder;  by 
degrees  he  rose  in  the  world,  and  was  enabled  to  purchase  an  assistant 
of  a correspondent  class  of  animals,  being  a stout  shaggy-haired 
donkey.  On  each  side  of  this  his  long-eared  aide-de-camp,  in  a kind  of 
pannier,  were  slung  his  water-jars,  covered  with  fig-leaves  to  protect 
them  from  the  sun.  There  was  not  a more  industrious  water-carrier  in 


all  Granada,  nor  one  more  merry  withal.  The  streets  rang  with  his 
cheerful  voice  as  he  trudged  after  his  donkey,  singing  forth  the  usual 
summer  note  that  resounds  through  the  Spanish  towns:  "Quien  quiere 
agua?agua  mas  fria  que  la  nieve?"?"Who  wants  water?water  colder  than 
snow?  Who  wants  water  from  the  well  of  the  Alhambra,  cold  as  ice  and 
clear  as  crystal?"  When  he  served  a customer  with  a sparkling  glass, 
it  was  always  with  a pleasant  word  that  caused  a smile;  and  if, 
perchance,  it  was  a comely  dame  or  dimpling  damsel,  it  was  always  with 
a sly  leer  and  a compliment  to  her  beauty  that  was  irresistible.  Thus 
Peregil  the  Gallego  was  noted  throughout  all  Granada  for  being  one  of 
the  civilest,  pleasantest,  and  happiest  of  mortals. 

Yet  it  is  not  he  who  sings  loudest  and  jokes  most  that  has  the 
lightest  heart.  Under  all  this  air  of  merriment,  honest  Peregil  had 
his  cares  and  troubles.  He  had  a large  family  of  ragged  children  to 
support,  who  were  hungry  and  clamorous  as  a nest  of  young  swallows, 
and  beset  him  with  their  outcries  for  food  whenever  he  came  home  of  an 
evening.  He  had  a helpmate,  too,  who  was  any  thing  but  a help  to  him. 
She  had  been  a village  beauty  before  marriage,  noted  for  her  skill  at 
dancing  the  bolero  and  rattling  the  castanets;  and  she  still  retained 
her  early  propensities,  spending  the  hard  earnings  of  honest  Peregil 
in  frippery,  and  laying  the  very  donkey  under  requisition  for 
junketing  parties  into  the  country  on  Sundays,  and  saints'  days,  and 
those  innumerable  holidays  which  are  rather  more  numerous  in  Spain 
than  the  days  of  the  week.  With  all  this  she  was  a little  of  a 
slattern,  something  more  of  a lie-abed,  and,  above  all,  a gossip  of 
the  first  water;  neglecting  house,  household,  and  every  thing  else,  to 
loiter  slipshod  in  the  houses  of  her  gossip  neighbors. 

He,  however,  who  tempers  the  wind  to  the  shorn  lamb,  accommodates  the 
yoke  of  matrimony  to  the  submissive  neck.  Peregil  bore  all  the  heavy 
dispensations  of  wife  and  children  with  as  meek  a spirit  as  his  donkey 
bore  the  water-jars;  and,  however  he  might  shake  his  ears  in  private, 
never  ventured  to  question  the  household  virtues  of  his  slattern  spouse. 

He  loved  his  children  too  even  as  an  owl  loves  its  owlets,  seeing  in 
them  his  own  image  multiplied  and  perpetuated;  for  they  were  a sturdy, 
long-backed,  bandy-legged  little  brood.  The  great  pleasure  of  honest 
Peregil  was,  whenever  he  could  afford  himself  a scanty  holiday,  and 
had  a handful  of  marevedis  to  spare,  to  take  the  whole  litter  forth 
with  him,  some  in  his  arms,  some  tugging  at  his  skirts,  and  some 
trudging  at  his  heels,  and  to  treat  them  to  a gambol  among  the 
orchards  of  the  Vega,  while  his  wife  was  dancing  with  her  holiday 
friends  in  the  Angosturas  of  the  Darro. 


It  was  a late  hour  one  summer  night,  and  most  of  the  water-carriers 


had  desisted  from  their  toils.  The  day  had  been  uncommonly  sultry;  the 
night  was  one  of  those  delicious  moonlights,  which  tempt  the 
inhabitants  of  southern  climes  to  indemnify  themselves  for  the  heat 
and  inaction  of  the  day,  by  lingering  in  the  open  air,  and  enjoying 
its  tempered  sweetness  until  after  midnight.  Customers  for  water  were 
therefore  still  abroad.  Peregil,  like  a considerate,  painstaking 
father,  thought  of  his  hungry  children.  "One  more  journey  to  the 
well,"  said  he  to  himself,  "to  earn  a Sunday's  puchero  for  the  little 
ones."  So  saying,  he  trudged  manfully  up  the  steep  avenue  of  the 
Alhambra,  singing  as  he  went,  and  now  and  then  bestowing  a hearty 
thwack  with  a cudgel  on  the  flanks  of  his  donkey,  either  by  way  of 
cadence  to  the  song,  or  refreshment  to  the  animal;  for  dry  blows  serve 
in  lieu  of  provender  in  Spain  for  all  beasts  of  burden. 

When  arrived  at  the  well,  he  found  it  deserted  by  every  one  except  a 
solitary  stranger  in  Moorish  garb,  seated  on  a stone  bench  in  the 
moonlight.  Peregil  paused  at  first  and  regarded  him  with  surprise,  not 
unmixed  with  awe,  but  the  Moor  feebly  beckoned  him  to  approach.  "I  am 
faint  and  ill,"  said  he,  "aid  me  to  return  to  the  city,  and  I will  pay 
thee  double  what  thou  couldst  gain  by  thy  jars  of  water."

"It  is  not 
yet  day,"  said  he;  "I  can  convey  the  dead  body  out  of  the  city,  and 
bury  it  in  the  sands  on  the  banks  of  the  Xenil.  No  one  saw  the  Moor 
enter  our  dwelling,  and  no  one  will  know  any  thing  of  his  death." 

So  said,  so  done.  The  wife  aided  him;  they  rolled  the  body  of  the 
unfortunate  Moslem  in  the  mat  on  which  he  had  expired,  laid  it  across 
the  ass,  and  Peregil  set  out  with  it  for  the  banks  of  the  river. 

As  ill  luck  would  have  it,  there  lived  opposite  to  the  water-carrier  a 
barber  named  Pedrillo  Pedrugo,  one  of  the  most  prying,  tattling,  and 
mischief-making  of  his  gossip  tribe.  He  was  a weasel-faced, 
spider-legged  varlet,  supple  and  insinuating;  the  famous  barber  of 
Seville  could  not  surpass  him  for  his  universal  knowledge  of  the 
affairs  of  others,  and  he  had  no  more  power  of  retention  than  a sieve. 

It  was  said  that  he  slept  but  with  one  eye  at  a time,  and  kept  one  ear

This  meddlesome  barber  heard  Peregil  arrive  at  an  unusual  hour  at 
night,  and  the  exclamations  of  his  wife  and  children.  His  head  was 
instantly  popped  out  of  a little  window  which  served  him  as  a 
look-out,  and  he  saw  his  neighbor  assist  a man  in  Moorish  garb  into 
his  dwelling.  This  was  so  strange  an  occurrence,  that  Pedrillo  Pedrugo 
slept  not  a wink  that  night.  Every  five  minutes  he  was  at  his 
loophole,  watching  the  lights  that  gleamed  through  the  chinks  of  his 
neighbor's  door,  and  before  daylight  he  beheld  Peregil  sally  forth 
with  his  donkey  unusually  laden. 

The  inquisitive  barber  was  in  a fidget;  he  slipped  on  his  clothes, 
and,  stealing  forth  silently,  followed  the  water-carrier  at  a 
distance,  until  he  saw  him  dig  a hole  in  the  sandy  bank  of  the  Xenil, 
and  bury  something  that  had  the  appearance  of  a dead  body.

Copts  Between  an  Islamic  Government  and  Their  Own  Church 


Voice  of  the  Copts  February  04  2009 

Throughout  its  history,  Egypt  has  always  been  the  ambition  of  foreign 
invaders.  In  fact,  Egypt  was  invaded  several  times,  by  different 
occupiers  and  for  different  periods.  However,  the  worst  one  of  them 
all,  was  the  Arab  occupation  of  Coptic  Egypt,  from  the  7th  century 
until  our  present  day. 

None  of  the  occupiers,  except  for  the  Arabs,  tried  or  were  able  to 
change  the  Coptic  identity  or  language;  they  kept  their  distinctly 
different  Christian  faith,  enduring  massive  hardships  and  horrors  in 
order  to  do  so. 

The  Arabs  on  the  other  hand,  have  been  trying  from  the  start  and  for 
over  1400  years,  to  destroy  and  erase  everything  related  to  the 
Egyptian  civilization. 

I am  certain  that  inside  their  hearts,  destroying  the  Pyramids  would 
be  considered  a great  achievement  for  the  'sake  of  Allah'.  I am  also 
certain  that  a lot  of  readers  would  consider  me  suffering  from  Islam 
phobia  or  Arab  phobia  for  saying  that.  Before  judging  me,  I invite  you 
to  research  who  burnt  in  642AD  the  famous  library  of  Alexandria,  once 
the  largest  library  in  the  ancient  world,  and  who  cut  off  the  nose  of 
the  Sphinx  (please  refer  to  the  Arab  historian  al  Maqrizi)  or  who 
destroyed  the  Buddhas  of  Bamyan  in 
Afganistan  in  2001. 

Understanding  the  reasons  behind  these  actions  will  help  in 
comprehending  the  dire  situation  of  the  people  living  under  this  kind 
of  occupation. 

For  more  than  1400  years  and  until  today,  the  Arab  occupiers  of  Coptic 
Egypt,  are  still  destroying  Coptic  Churches  and  Monasteries, 
condemning  priests  unjustly,  torturing  monks  to  convert  to  Islam, 
killing  Copts,  destroying  their  livelihoods  and  properties,  abducting 
and  forced  Islamization  of  their  girls;  the  atrocities  list  is  too 
long. 

In  the  last  50  years,  the  situation  of  the  Copts  has  been  increasingly 
getting  worse  by  the  day. 

The  Copts  are  the  people  who  preserved  the  spirit  of  Ancient  Egypt  and 
who  always  stood  firm  defending  their  faith,  may  have  now  fallen  prey 
to  a devious  plan  devised  by  the  present  rulers  who  are  heavily 


financed  by  outside  Arab  forces. 


Some  Copts,  especially  the  ones  in  the  Diaspora,  are  increasingly 
getting  the  feeling  that  the  Egyptian  government  is  now  using  the 
Church  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  Copts  from  getting  their  rights. 
Clearly  said,  the  government  is  manipulating  the  influence  of  the 
Church  on  its  followers,  who  followed  it  blindly  for  almost  2000 
years,  to  achieve  its  ends,  which  is  to  simply  giving  the  Copts  just 
'empty  promises'! ! ! This  is  an  alarming  situation  indeed. 

Based  on  my  experience  as  a human  rights  activist  who  closely  follows 
events  in  Egypt,  by  listening  to  Copts'  reaction  and  comments  to 
certain  events,  but  over  all  by  scrutinizing  the  action  and  reaction 
between  the  Egyptian  government,  the  Church  leaders  and  Copts,  this 
government  plan  becomes  more  obvious. 

Recently  with  every  incident,  however  serious,  the  same  scenario  is 
repeated;  the  government  pressurizes  the  Church,  which  for  the  sake  of 
'social  peace',  give  instructions  to  the  Copts  to  relinquish  their 
rights. 

In  order  to  understand  the  tremendous  influence  the  Church  has  on  an 
ordinary  Copt,  one  has  to  comprehend  the  close  relationship  between 
the  Copts  and  their  Church. 

The  Copts  have  been  living  under  oppression  and  discriminated  against 
for  more  than  1400  years;  resulting  in  feeling  as  inferior  citizens  in 
their  own  country,  which  drove  them  into  isolation  within  the  walls  of 
the  Church. 

There,  they  feel  they  can  express  themselves  without  prejudices,  they 
see  in  he  Church  and  its  leaders  their  own  leaders  since  the  State  and 
their  fellow  Muslims  consider  them  second  and  third  class  citizen. 

Also  the  Church  is  very  active  in  taking  care  of  their  social  needs, 
and  offers  financial  support  for  the  needy.  Besides,  the  Copts  are 
very  religious  people,  and  become  very  attached  to  their  serving 
priest  and  follow  their  directions  blindly. 

Naturally,  like  in  every  society  one  find  Copts  who  attack  the  Church 
publicly,  mostly  for  personal  reasons,  whether  it  be  to  gain  great 
publicity  or  great  income,  since  attacking  the  Coptic  Church  in  Egypt 
is  seldom  coming  from  a Copt,  and  is  therefore,  an  easy  way  to  make 
money  by  being  engaged  by  the  media. 

I would  like  to  highlight  my  personal  stance  on  this  matter.  I hold  a 


great  respect  for  the  church  leaders,  and  obey  any  religious 
instructions  given  by  the  Church,  related  to  my  spiritual  life.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  the  Church  initiates  a political  issue,  then  I have  the 
right  to  agree  or  disagree  with  its  directions  and  I do  not  feel 
obliged  to  follow  them. 

In  political  life,  a party  explains  its  policy,  what  it  stands  for, 
and  recruits  members  which  enable  it  to  realize  its  objectives.  Egypt 
is  not  a democratic  country,  actually  the  opposite  is  true,  so  if  the 
Church  is  pushed  into  being  a part  of  the  political  game,  either  by 
issuing  statements,  giving  instructions  or  politically  taking  sides, 
this  would  be  against  its  long-held  principal  of  non-interference  of 
the  Church  in  civic  matters. 

This  meddling,  in  the  long  run,  is  sure  to  destroy  the  Church  by 
continuously  ceding  its  rights,  pressurizing  its  followers  to  follow 
certain  directions  which  they  are  against,  besides  losing  the  trust 
and  love  the  Copts  have  for  their  mother  Church.  In  addition  it  will 
also  destroy  all  Copts'  hopes  of  ever  getting  their  usurped  rights  as 
equal  citizens  in  their  motherland. 

In  the  light  of  the  above  it  is  easy  to  see  that  an  ordinary  Copt  is 
confused,  receiving  contradicting  signal  from  different  sources. 

As  an  example,  during  the  last  couple  of  weeks,  we  find  a new  game 
being  played  by  the  Egyptian  political  leaders,  in  preparation  for 
Mubarak's  visit  to  the  United  States.  Although,  a new  game,  but  still 
banking  on  the  support  of  the  Church  leaders  to  gag  the  Copts  and  stop 
them  from  asking  for  their  rights. 

It  is  by  no  means  sporadic  incidents  where  Church  leaders  interfere, 
instruct  and  blackmail  their  angry  congregation  in  order  to  prevent 
them  from  participating  in  any  event,  aiming  at  informing  the 
civilized  world  what  is  happening  in  our  uncivilized  country. 

A couple  of  weeks  ago,  a commission  of  diplomats  from  the  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs  visited  Canada  and  USA  to  meet  with  some  activists  to 
inquire  about  the  Copts'  grievances! ! ! As  if  they  never  heard  of  these 
grievances ! ! ! 

Only  in  the  span  of  the  last  six  months  of  2008,  several  incidents 
took  place,  such  as  the  attacks  on  Abu  Fana  Monastery,  attacks  by 
thousands  of  Muslim  thugs  on  Coptic  Churches  in  various  parts  of 
Egypt,  demolishing  Coptic  Church's  social  services  centers,  killing  of 
Copts,  abduction  of  Coptic  girls,  and  various  other  saddening 
incidents.  In  all  those  incidents  no  one  has  heard  one  word  from  any 


Egyptian  official,  as  if  all  those  incidents  took  place  in  another 
country. 

Maybe  some  delusional  Copts,  may  have  been  fooled  by  this  government 
bamboozle,  and  believed  their  "Taquia"(  a provision  in  Islam  to  lie  to 
promote  an  aim),  but  not  here  at  Voice  of  the  Copts,  we  consider  every 
opportunity  as  a great  occasion  to  reveal  to  the  entire  world,  the 
situation  of  the  Copts  in  Egypt. 

It  is  irrelevant  how  many  people  would  be  demonstrating  or  from  which 
nationality.  Whether  it  is  one  person  or  a thousand,  it  would  make  no 
difference;  the  question  is  how  many  people  would  get  our  message? 

Voice  of  the  Copts  has  learned  that  His  Holiness  Pope  Shenoda  III  will 
be  coming  soon  to  the  USA  regarding  his  health,  we  pray  to  our  Lord  to 
keep  him  safe  for  his  Church  and  his  People,  who  greatly  need  his 
spiritual  guidance. 

We  also  hope  that  the  Egyptian  government  will  not  try  to  take 
advantage  of  His  Holiness's  visit  to  stop  us  from  carrying  out  what  we 
are  planning  to  do  for  our  people  in  Egypt. 

Furthermore,  we  hope  that  His  Holiness's  visit  which  is  just  for  a 
medical  review  of  his  state  of  health,  will  not  be  hijacked  by  the 
government  to  involve  the  Church  in  a political  issue. 

To  the  Egyptian  government  we  say  that  we  are  not  threatening  or 
blackmailing  any  one,  we  are  just  asking  for  our  rights,  you  sent  your 
commission  to  talk  to  us,  we  did  not  request  you  to  come  and  talk. 

The  Egyptian  government  and  its  representatives  in  the  USA  are  all 
well  acquainted  with  the  Copts'  demands.  We  do  not  need  more  promises, 
we  need  action: 

* Remove  the  second  article  from  the  constitution  which  states 
that  Islamic  jurisprudence  is  the  principal  source  of  legislation. 

* Stop  defaming  Christianity  in  school  text  books  and  publicly  on 
the  Media. 

* Free  Father  Mataos  who  was  jailed  unfairly. 

* Free  Martha  the  converted  woman  and  her  husband. 

* Stop  harassing  other  religious  minorities. 

As  a sign  of  good  will  on  your  part,  carry  out  the  above,  prior  to  the 
arrival  of  Mubarak,  we  may  then  agree  to  work  with  you  to  achieve  the 
stability  that  has  been  long  missing  in  Egypt;  otherwise  we  would  be

pyramids.  After  all,  just  like  the  cultures  of  Egypt  and  South  America,  the  Guanche's  mummified 
their  dead.  The  Guanche's  are  thought  to  have  originated  from  North  African  Berber  region 
which  is  estimated  to  have  been  inhabited  by  the  Berbers  as  far  back  as  3,000  BC.  This  region 
covers  Morocco,  Algeria,  Tunisia,  Libya,  and  Egypt.  They  had  their  own  religion.  In  fact  the 
term  'Berber'  is  derived  from  the  Roman  word  for  barbarians  and  defined  non-Arabic  tribes.  The 
location  of  the  Berbers/Guanches  in  North  Africa  could  suggest  that  there  is  a link  between  them 
and  Egypt  and  therefore  it  is  likely  that  they  would  have  had  some  knowledge  of  the  great 
pyramids  of  Egypt. 

There  are  two  main  schools  of  thought  regarding  similarities  found  in  different  cultures.  The 
question  is  whether  those  cultures  have  had  contact  in  the  past  or  whether  they  developed  their 
similarities  independently.  Take  the  bow  and  arrow  for  example.  Many  cultures  of  the  past  used 
the  bow  and  arrow,  from  medieval  England  to  the  jungles  of  South  America.  The  boomerang  is 
another  example.  Both  the  Aboriginal  nation  of  Australia  and  the  ancient  Eyptian's  used  the 
boomerang.  Did  they  have  a common  origin  or  did  they  develop  this  tool  independently?  You 
see  the  dilemma  here?  Did  the  Guanches  build  pyramids  and  mummify  their  dead  as  a result  of 
knowledge  of  ancient  Egypt;  knowledge  that  we  no  longer  have?  Or  did  they  do  this  from  an 
independent  source  of  knowledge?  Or,  in  fact,  did  they  build  the  pyramids  at  all?  Or  are  they  just 
a pile  of  lava  stones  dumped  there  by  local  farmers? 

Phil  Coppens  and  Sam  Semir  Osmanagich,  two  eminent 
specialists  on  the  subject  of  pyramids  have  recently  visited 
Tenerife.

Phil  Coppens  spoke  about  the  many  pyramids  that  are  located 
around  the  globe,  and  included  little  known  pyramids  like  these 
in  Italy.  In  fact,  this  formation  conforms  to  the  same  shape  as 
those  on  the  Giza  plateau,  which  mirror  the  three  stars  in  the 
Belt  of  the  constellation  of  Orion.  But  have  your  heard  of 
these? 

His  study  of  a variety  of  pyramids  located  around  the  globe  had 
indicated  a number  of  similarities,  including  a 'vault'  or  cave 
located  beneath  these  structures  and  that  the  comers  of  the  pyramid  point  to  the  four  cardinal 
direction  of  North,  South,  East  and  West  or  to  the  solstices..  He  sites  numerous  examples  of 
pyramids  with  this  anomaly  and  has  reported  that  his  initial  conclusions  were  that  the  pyramids 
at  Gimar  were  in  fact  genuine,  being  aligned  to  the  summer  solstice  and  having  a 'cave'  beneath 
its  structure.  It  is  also  reported  by  the  University  of  La  Laguna  that  Dr.  Heyerdahl  is  correct  in 
that  the  stones  are  not  randomly  piled  up  but  are  in  fact  deliberately  turned  with  the  flat  side  out. 
Thor  Heyerdahl's  expressed  wish  was  that  no  theory  should  be  forced  on  visitors  to  Guimar.  In 
fact  the  symbol  of  the  exhibit  is  a question  mark  leaving  each  to  draw  his  or  her  own 
conclusions. 


The  case  of  the  Bosnian  Pyramid  is  raising  more 
questions  every  day.  When  I first  heard  that  someone 
was  going  to  give  a talk  on  the  Bosnian  Pyramids, I 
must  admit  that  I was  sceptical.  However,  having 
listened  to  the  talk  by  Semir  Osmanagich  I am  left  in  no 
doubt  that  what  he  has  found  is  a genuine  pyramid.  It  is 
the  largest  pyramid  known  to  exist  standing  some  220 
metres  high  and  is  aligned  to  the  four  cardinal  points. 
However,  it  is  presently  covered  by  woodland. 

Historian  Osmanagich  discovered  the  pyramids  while 

studying  the  Visoko  valley  of  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina 
using  satellite,  topography,  thermal  and  radar  analysis  of  the  country  in  an  attempt  to  locate 
anomalies  in  the  landscape  and  has  discovered  9 unusual  hills  that  do  not  conform  to  the  typical 
landscape.  Five  of  these  have  been  located  in  the  Visoko  region.  Further  analysis  of  three  of 
these  anomalies  has  shown  paved  footways  and  roads,  and  a huge  network  of  interconnecting 
tunnels  beneath  these  pyramids.  Coping  and  comer  stones  have  been  exposed,  and  artefacts  have 
been  discovered  (www.samosmanagich.com)  . 

There  is  little  doubt  that  Osmanagich  is  onto  something 
and  at  the  end  of  the  day,  when  one  looks  at  all  the 
evidence  (and  there  is  much)  one  has  toconclude  that 
Semir  Osmanagich  has  discovered  the  first  pyramid  in 
Europe  and  possibly  the  largest  man-made  structure 
found  so  far  on  the  face  of  the  planet. 

Not  surprisingly,  critics  have  come  forward  to 
denounce  Osmanagich's  work,  but  this  does  not  distract 
or  concern  him  as  he  keeps  his  focus  on  uncovering 

these  extraordinary  monuments.  If  Semir  is  right,  and  | | 

all  the  evidence  so  far  would  indicate  that  he  is,  then  the 

history  books  will  have  to  be  re-written.  This,  of  course,  is  so  often  the  issue  with  'experts'  who 
would  rather  that  we  leave  the  past  we  cannot  explain  buried,  where  no  one  will  ask  questions 
and  the  established  'time  line'  of  history  will  not  be  challenged.  And  so  the  dilemma  arises  as  to 
whether  we  choose  to  ignore  discoveries  such  as  Osmanagich's  in  favour  of  believing  in  what  is, 
essentially  a very  narrow  and  mostly  incorrect  view  of  our  past;  or  whether  we  dare  to  look  at 
such  discoveries  and  question  our  perception  of  the  history  of  humankind  on  this  planet.  We 
should  never  forget,  in  our  quest  for  the  truth,  that  those  who  do  not  study  the  past  are 
condemned  to  repeat  it.

However, 
having  listened  to  the  talk  by  Semir  Osmanagich  I am 
left  in  no  doubt  that  what  he  has  found  is  a genuine 
pyramid.  It  is  the  largest  pyramid  known  to  exist 
standing  some  220  metres  high  and  is  aligned  to  the 
four  cardinal  points.  However,  it  is  presently  covered 
by  woodland. 

Historian  Osmanagich  discovered  the  pyramids  while 
studying  the  Visoko  valley  of  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina  using  satellite,  topography,  thermal  and 
radar  analysis  of  the  country  in  an  attempt  to  locate  anomalies  in  the  landscape  and  has 
discovered  9 unusual  hills  that  do  not  conform  to  the  typical  landscape.  Live  of  these  have  been 
located  in  the  Visoko  region.  Lurther  analysis  of  three  of  these  anomalies  has  shown  paved 
footways  and  roads,  and  a huge  network  of  interconnecting  tunnels  beneath  these  pyramids. 
Coping  and  comer  stones  have  been  exposed,  and  artefacts  have  been  discovered 
(www.samosmanagich.  com) . 

There  is  little  doubt  that  Osmanagich  is  onto 
something  and  at  the  end  of  the  day,  when  one  looks  at 
all  the  evidence  (and  there  is  much)  one  has 
toconclude  that  Semir  Osmanagich  has  discovered  the 
first  pyramid  in  Europe  and  possibly  the  largest  man- 
made structure  found  so  far  on  the  face  of  the  planet. 

Not  surprisingly,  critics  have  come  forward  to 
denounce  Osmanagich's  work,  but  this  does  not 
distract  or  concern  him  as  he  keeps  his  focus  on 
uncovering  these  extraordinary  monuments.  If  Semir  is 
right,  and  all  the  evidence  so  far  would  indicate  that  he  is,  then  the  history  books  will  have  to  be 
re-written.  This,  of  course,  is  so  often  the  issue  with  'experts'  who  would  rather  that  we  leave 
the  past  we  cannot  explain  buried,  where  no  one  will  ask  questions  and  the  established  'time 
line'  of  history  will  not  be  challenged.  And  so  the  dilemma  arises  as  to  whether  we  choose  to 


ignore  discoveries  such  as  Osmanagich's  in  favour  of  believing  in  what  is,  essentially  a very 
narrow  and  mostly  incorrect  view  of  our  past;  or  whether  we  dare  to  look  at  such  discoveries 
and  question  our  perception  of  the  history  of  humankind  on  this  planet.  We  should  never  forget, 
in  our  quest  for  the  truth,  that  those  who  do  not  study  the  past  are  condemned  to  repeat  it.

On  December  8th,  17-year-old  Billey  Joe  Johnson  died  from  a gunshot  wound  to  the  head.  Police 
say  he  killed  himself  with  a shotgun  after  being  stopped  for  a simple  traffic  violation  in 
Lucedale,  Mississippi. 1 Several  things  seem  to  cast  doubt  on  the  official  story,  including  an 
independent  investigation  that  concluded  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the  shot  that  killed 
Johnson  to  have  been  self-inflicted. 

Many  on  the  ground  smell  a murder  and  a cover-up.  We  don't  have  all  the  answers,  but  it's  clear 
that  in  the  racially  divided  town  of  Lucedale,  all  the  ingredients  exist  for  a miscarriage  of  justice. 


Your  voice  can  help  ensure  that  the  District  Attorney  feels  the  presence  of  a national  spotlight 
when  he  presents  his  findings  to  a grand  jury  on  Monday.  Let  him  know  that  anything  short  of  a 
thorough  investigation  will  result  in  massive  attention  and  a call  for  outside  intervention.

From  the  beginning,  the  District  Attorney  has  treated  the  investigation  of  Billey  Joe's  death  as  a 
suicide  or  the  result  of  an  accidental  self-inflicted  injury.  Based  on  his  public  statements  and 
interactions  with  Billey  Joe's  family,  it  appears  that  the  District  Attorney  hasn't  looked  into 
whether  Billey  Joe  was  killed  by  an  officer  or  someone  else.  Again,  we  don't  have  all  the 
answers,  but  here's  what  we  do  know: 

• Billey  Joe  was  at  his  former  girlfriend's  house  minutes  before  the  killing.”  He  never 
entered  the  house,  but  police  were  called  to  respond  to  an  attempted  burglary  there.3  This 
fact  was  not  a part  of  the  original  story  given  by  the  police. 

• Billey  Joe's  family  says  that  his  ex-girlfriend  had  been  staying  at  her  father's  house 
because  her  mother  threw  her  out  for  dating  Billey  Joe  (she  is  White  and  Billey  Joe  was 
Black).  They  said  Billey  Joe  knew  to  only  go  to  the  house  when  the  girl's  father  was  not 
present,  that  the  two  of  them  were  on  good  terms  even  after  they  had  broken  up,  and  that 
the  breakup  was  largely  because  of  pressure  from  her  father.  The  family  also  claims  that 
there  is  a relationship  between  the  officer  present  at  the  scene  of  Billey  Joe's  death  and 
the  girl's  father. 

• A witness  heard  two  shots,  not  one,  at  the  scene  where  Billey  Joe  died,  according  to  an 
independent  investigation  launched  by  the  Mississippi  NAACP.  The  pathologist  in  that 
investigation  has  indicated  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  a bullet  from  a self-inflicted 
shot  to  enter  in  the  manner  that  it  did.  He  also  said  that  given  the  length  of  Billey  Joe's 
arms  and  the  length  of  the  shotgun,  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  him  to  hold  the 
weapon  and  fire  it  at  himself. 

• Billey  Joe  was  a star  athlete  with  scholarship  offers  from  more  than  half  a dozen  schools. 
No  one— including  family,  friends,  and  coaches— could  think  of  a reason  that  Billey  Joe 
would  want  to  end  his  life. 4,5,6 

A true  investigation  would  sort  out  fact  from  rumor.  But  we  can't  be  sure  that  Johnson's  family 
will  get  the  investigation  it  deserves.  In  the  case  of  the  Jena  6 we  saw  a District  Attorney  and  a 
judge  incapable  of  carrying  out  justice  in  a racially  charged  environment.  In  the  recent  case  of 
the  murder  of  Oscar  Grant  by  police  (and  many  like  it),  we  see  how  unlikely  it  is  for  District 
Attorneys  to  do  their  job  when  the  suspect  is  an  officer  of  the  law.  But  in  both  these  cases,  public 
pressure  has  made  all  the  difference  by  shining  a spotlight  on  local  authorities. 

In  the  case  of  Billey  Joe  Johnson,  we're  looking  for  the  truth  and  for  justice.  A minute  of  your

Feb.  5,  2009  — A rare  mummified  child  from  the  early  period  of  Egyptian  history  was 
discovered  buried  with  a bright  green  amulet  stone  once  believed  to  hold  magical  powers, 
according  to  a new  study. 

The  finds  help  to  explain  why  hieroglyphics  and  historical  textsrecord  that  Egyptian  children 
wore  green  eye  makeup.  It  also  adds  tothe  growing  body  of  evidence  that  ancient  Egyptians 
thought  coloritself  held  sacred  energy  that  could  help  or  hurt  individuals. 

Lead  author  Raffaella  Bianucci  explained  that  the  first  Egyptiancolored  amulets  occurred  as 
early  as  the  predynastic  Badarian  period, from  4500  to  3800  B.C.  The  recently  analyzed  child 
mummy,  containingthe  remains  of  a 15-  to  18-month-old  toddler,  dates  to  4,700  years  ago. 

"Even  in  limited  forms  and  materials,  these  earliest  amulets  give  a good  indication  of  the 
dangerous  forces  that  the  early  Egyptiansfelt  were  present  in  their  world  and  needed  to  be 
harnessed  by  magicalmeans,"  said  Bianucci,  a scientist  in  the  Department  of  Animal  andHuman 
Biology  at  Via  Accademia  Albertina  in  Turin,  Italy.

She  and  her  colleagues  first  examined  the  child's  remains, which  were  wrapped  in  linen  bandages. 
Immunological  evidence  determinedthat  the  youngster  died  from  an  acute  malarial  infection. 

The  researchers  then  turned  their  attention  to  a fossilized  leatherbag  tied  with  linen  twine,  which 
was  wrapped  in  the  bandages  with  the  mummy  .Two  stones  were  found  within  the  bag.  The 
researchers  focused  on  abright  green  one,  found  poking  through  the  fossilized  leather. 

Powerful  X-rays,  as  well  as  scanning  electron  microscope  analysis, revealed  that  the  stone  was 
chrysocolla,  or  hydrated  copper  silica, according  to  the  paper  that  will  be  published  in  the  March 
issue  of  theJournal  of  Archaeological  Science.  To  this  day,  chrysocolla  is  valued  as  an 
ornamental  stone  that,  in  its  bluer  forms,  is  sometimes  confused  with  turquoise. 

Bianucci  said  malachite  was  a more  common  green  mineral  in  earlyEgypt,  since  chrysocolla  ores 
were  limited  to  very  few  in  the  Sinai  andthe  Eastern  Egyptian  Desert.  Chrysocolla  may  have 
been  special  forchildren,  as  archaeologists  previously  unearthed  a small  figure  of  achild  made  of 
the  green  material  in  another  grave.

Africans  Must  Rewrite  their  Own  History 

We  need  to  tell  our  children  our  own  stories  from  our  perspective.  We 
need  to  decolonize  our  thinking  and  examine  the  underlying  truths  in 
more  than  just  movies.  We  need  to  apply  the  same  principles  to  history 
and  science,  as  depicted  in  textbooks. 

Look  at  African  science  stories  that  were  retold  by  European 
historians;  they  were  re-centered  around  Europe.  The  earliest  pioneers 
of  science  lived  in  Africa,  but  European  historians  relocated  them  to 
Greece.  Science  and  technology  are  gifts  ancient  Africa  gave  to  our 
modem  world.  Yet,  our  history  and  science  textbooks,  for  example, 
have  ignored  the  contributions  of  Imhotep,  the  father  of  medicine  and 
designer  of  one  of  the  ancient  pyramids. 

The  word  "science"  is  derived  from  the  Latin  word  "scientia"  or 
"possession  of  knowledge."  We  know,  however,  that  knowledge  is  not  the 
exclusive  preserve  of  one  race,  but  of  all  races.  By  definition, 
knowledge  is  the  totality  of  what  is  known  to  humanity.  Knowledge  is  a 
body  of  information  and  truth,  and  the  set  of  principles  acquired  by 
mankind  over  the  ages.  Knowledge  is  akin  to  a quilt,  the  latter 
consisting  of  several  layers  held  together  by  stitched  designs  and 
comprising  patches  of  many  colors. 


The  oldest  patch  on  the  quilt  of  science  belongs  to  the  African  named 
Imhotep.  He  was  the  world's  first  recorded  scientist,  according  to  the 
prolific  American  science  writer  Isaac  Asimov.  The  oldest  patch  on  the 
quilt  of  mathematics  belongs  to  another  African  named  Ahmes.  Isaac 
Asimov  also  credited  Ahmes  as  being  the  world's  first  author  of 
mathematics  textbook. 

Therefore,  a study  of  history  of  science  is  an  effort  to  stitch 
together  a quilt  that  has  life,  texture  and  color.  African  historians 
must  insert  the  patches  of  information  omitted  from  books  written  by 
European  historians. 

There  are  many  examples  of  the  mark  Africans  have  made  on  world 
history.  Americans  are  surprised  when  I tell  them  Africans  built  both 
Washington's  White  House  and  Capitol.  According  to  the  US  Treasury 
Department,  450  of  the  650  workers  who  built  the  White  House  and  the 
Capitol  were  African  slaves. 

Because  the  White  House  and  Capitol  are  the  two  most  visible  symbols 
of  American  democracy,  it  is  important  to  inform  all  schoolchildren  in 
our  globalized  world  that  these  institutions  are  the  results  of  the 
sweat  and  toil  of  mostly  African  workers.  This  must  also  be  an 
acknowledgement  of  the  debt  America  owes  Africa. 

Similarly,  discussions  of  globalization  should  credit  Africans  who 
left  the  continent  and  helped  build  other  nations  throughout  the  world 
- most  nations  on  Earth.  Africans  who  have  made  contributions  in 
Australia,  Russia,  and  Europe  must  be  acknowledged,  so  that  our 
children  can  have  heroes  with  African  roots  - and  be  proud  of  them. 

The  enormous  contributions  of  Africans  to  the  development  and  progress 
of  other  nations  has  gone  unacknowledged. 

We  have  yet  to  acknowledge,  for  example,  that  St.  Augustine,  who  wrote 
the  greatest  spiritual  autobiography  of  all  time,  called  "Confessions 
of  St.  Augustine,"  was  an  African;  that  three  Africans  became  pope; 
that  Africans  have  lived  in  Europe  since  the  time  of  the  Roman  Empire; 
that  Septimus  Severus,  an  Emperor  of  Rome,  was  an  African;  and  that 
the  reason  Beethoven  was  called  "The  Black  Spaniard"  was  because  he 
was  a mulatto  of  African  descent.  Why  are  we  reluctant  to  acknowledge 
the  contributions  and  legacies  of  our  African  ancestors? 

We  cannot  inspire  our  children  to  look  toward  the  future  without  first 
reminding  them  of  their  ancestors'  contributions.  Look  at  the  long 
struggle  of  African  Australians,  who  recently  became  citizens  with 
rights  on  their  native  continent.  Africans  have  been  living  in 
Australia  for  50,000  years.  Yet,  African  Australians  were  granted 


Australian  citizenship  just  37  years  ago,  in  1967.  According  to  CNN, 
African  Australians  were  not  recognized  as  human  beings  prior  to  1967. 
They  "were  governed  under  flora  and  fauna  laws."  For  many  years, 
African  Australians  were  described  as  the  "invisible  people."  In  fact, 
the  first  whites  to  settle  in  Australia  named  it  the  "land  empty  of 
people." 

The  contributions  of  Africans  to  Russia  must  be  reclaimed.  Russia's 
most  celebrated  author,  A.S.  (Aleksandr  Sergeyevich)  Pushkin,  told  us 
he  was  of  African  descent.  Pushkin's  great-grandfather  was  brought  to 
Russia  as  a slave.  Russians  proclaim  Pushkin  as  their  "national  poet," 
the  "patriarch  of  Russian  literature"  and  the  "Father  of  the  Russian 
language."  In  essence,  Pushkin  is  to  Russia  what  Shakespeare  is  to 
Britain.  Yet  Africans  who  have  read  the  complete  works  of  Shakespeare 
are  not  likely  to  have  read  a single  book  by  Pushkin. 

Supercomputer  discovery. 

The  journey  of  discovery  to  my  supercomputer  was  a titanic,  one-man 
struggle.  It  was  like  climbing  Mount  Everest.  On  many  occasions  I felt 
like  giving  up.  Because  I was  traumatized  by  the  racism  I had 
encountered  in  science,  I maintained  a self-imposed  silence  on  the 
supercomputer  discovery  that  is  my  claim  to  fame. 

In  the  1980s,  supercomputers  could  perform  only  millions  of 
calculations  per  second  and,  therefore,  their  timers  were  designed  to 
measure  only  millions  of  calculations  per  second. 

But  I was  performing  billions  of  calculations  per  second  and 
unknowingly  attempting  to  time  it  with  a supercomputer  timer,  which 
was  designed  to  measure  millions  of  calculations  per  second.  I assumed 
my  timer  could  measure  one -billionth  of  a second.  It  took  me  two  years 
to  realize  my  timer  was  off  a thousand  fold. 

I was  operating  beyond  a supercomputer's  limitations,  but  I did  not 
know  it.  The  supercomputer  designers  did  not  expect  their  timers  to  be 
used  to  measure  calculations  at  that  rate.  I almost  gave  up  because  I 
could  not  time  and  reproduce  my  calculations  which,  in  turn,  meant  I 
could  not  share  them,  two  years  earlier,  with  the  world. 

After  years  of  research,  my  supercomputer's  timer  was  the  only  thing 
stopping  me  from  getting  the  recognition  I deserved.  I realized  the 
timer  was  wrong,  but  I could  not  explain  why.  I spent  two  years 
mulling  over  why  the  timer  was  wrong.  It  took  two  long  and  lonely 
years  to  discover  why  I could  not  time  my  calculations.  My  3.1  billion

My  goal  was  to  go  beyond  the  known,  to  a 
territory  no  one  had  ever  reached.  I learned  that  if  you  want  success 
badly  enough  and  believe  in  yourself,  then  you  can  attain  your  goals 
and  become  anything  you  want  in  life.  The  greatest  challenge  in  your 
life  is  to  look  deep  within  yourself  to  see  the  greatness  that  is 
inside  you,  and  those  around  you. 

The  history  books  may  deprive  African  children  of  the  heroes  with  whom 
they  can  identify,  but  in  striving  for  your  own  goals,  you  can  become 
that  hero  for  them  ? and  your  own  hero,  too. 

I once  believed  my  supercomputer  discovery  was  more  important  than  the 
journey  that  got  me  there.

'Green  Magic'  Protected  Egyptian  Child  Mummies

Feb.  5,  2009  — A rare  mummified  child  from  the  early  period  of  Egyptian  history  was 


discovered  buried  with  a bright  green  amulet  stone  once  believed  to  hold  magical  powers, 
according  to  a new  study. 

The  finds  help  to  explain  why  hieroglyphics  and  historical  textsrecord  that  Egyptian  children 
wore  green  eye  makeup.  It  also  adds  tothe  growing  body  of  evidence  that  ancient  Egyptians 
thought  coloritself  held  sacred  energy  that  could  help  or  hurt  individuals. 

Lead  author  Raffaella  Bianucci  explained  that  the  first  Egyptiancolored  amulets  occurred  as 
early  as  the  predynastic  Badarian  period, from  4500  to  3800  B.C.  The  recently  analyzed  child 
mummy,  containingthe  remains  of  a 15-  to  18-month-old  toddler,  dates  to  4,700  years  ago. 

"Even  in  limited  forms  and  materials,  these  earliest  amulets  give  a good  indication  of  the 
dangerous  forces  that  the  early  Egyptiansfelt  were  present  in  their  world  and  needed  to  be 
harnessed  by  magicalmeans,  " said  Bianucci,  a scientist  in  the  Department  of  Animal  andHuman 
Biology  at  Via  Accademia  Albertina  in  Turin,  Italy.

She  and  her  colleagues  first  examined  the  child's  remains, which  were  wrapped  in  linen  bandages. 
Immunological  evidence  determinedthat  the  youngster  died  from  an  acute  malarial  infection. 

The  researchers  then  turned  their  attention  to  a fossilized  leatherbag  tied  with  linen  twine,  which 
was  wrapped  in  the  bandages  with  the  mumnr  .Two  stones  were  found  within  the  bag.  The 
researchers  focused  on  abright  green  one,  found  poking  through  the  fossilized  leather. 

Powerful  X-rays,  as  well  as  scanning  electron  microscope  analysis, revealed  that  the  stone  was 
chrysocolla,  or  hydrated  copper  silica, according  to  the  paper  that  will  be  published  in  the  March 
issue  of  th  ^Journal  of  Archaeological  Science.  To  this  day,  chrysocolla  is  valued  as  an 
ornamental  stone  that,  in  its  bluer  forms,  is  sometimes  confused  with  turquoise. 

Bianucci  said  malachite  was  a more  common  green  mineral  in  earlyEgypt,  since  chrysocolla  ores 
were  limited  to  very  few  in  the  Sinai  andthe  Eastern  Egyptian  Desert.  Chrysocolla  may  have 
been  special  forchildren,  as  archaeologists  previously  unearthed  a small  figure  of  achild  made  of 
the  green  material  in  another  grave.

Africans  Must  Rewrite  their  Own  History 

We  need  to  tell  our  children  our  own  stories  from  our  perspective.  We 
need  to  decolonize  our  thinking  and  examine  the  underlying  truths  in 
more  than  just  movies.  We  need  to  apply  the  same  principles  to  history 
and  science,  as  depicted  in  textbooks. 

Look  at  African  science  stories  that  were  retold  by  European 
historians;  they  were  re-centered  around  Europe.  The  earliest  pioneers 
of  science  lived  in  Africa,  but  European  historians  relocated  them  to 
Greece.  Science  and  technology  are  gifts  ancient  Africa  gave  to  our 
modem  world.  Yet,  our  history  and  science  textbooks,  for  example, 
have  ignored  the  contributions  of  Imhotep,  the  father  of  medicine  and 
designer  of  one  of  the  ancient  pyramids. 

The  word  "science"  is  derived  from  the  Latin  word  "scientia"  or 
"possession  of  knowledge."  We  know,  however,  that  knowledge  is  not  the 
exclusive  preserve  of  one  race,  but  of  all  races.  By  definition, 
knowledge  is  the  totality  of  what  is  known  to  humanity.  Knowledge  is  a 
body  of  information  and  truth,  and  the  set  of  principles  acquired  by 
mankind  over  the  ages.  Knowledge  is  akin  to  a quilt,  the  latter 
consisting  of  several  layers  held  together  by  stitched  designs  and 
comprising  patches  of  many  colors. 

The  oldest  patch  on  the  quilt  of  science  belongs  to  the  African  named 
Imhotep.  He  was  the  world's  first  recorded  scientist,  according  to  the 
prolific  American  science  writer  Isaac  Asimov.  The  oldest  patch  on  the 
quilt  of  mathematics  belongs  to  another  African  named  Ahmes.  Isaac 
Asimov  also  credited  Ahmes  as  being  the  world's  first  author  of 
mathematics  textbook. 

Therefore,  a study  of  history  of  science  is  an  effort  to  stitch 
together  a quilt  that  has  life,  texture  and  color.  African  historians 
must  insert  the  patches  of  information  omitted  from  books  written  by 
European  historians. 

There  are  many  examples  of  the  mark  Africans  have  made  on  world 
history.  Americans  are  surprised  when  I tell  them  Africans  built  both 
Washington's  White  House  and  Capitol.  According  to  the  US  Treasury 
Department,  450  of  the  650  workers  who  built  the  White  House  and  the 


Capitol  were  African  slaves. 


Because  the  White  House  and  Capitol  are  the  two  most  visible  symbols 
of  American  democracy,  it  is  important  to  inform  all  schoolchildren  in 
our  globalized  world  that  these  institutions  are  the  results  of  the 
sweat  and  toil  of  mostly  African  workers.  This  must  also  be  an 
acknowledgement  of  the  debt  America  owes  Africa. 

Similarly,  discussions  of  globalization  should  credit  Africans  who 
left  the  continent  and  helped  build  other  nations  throughout  the  world 
- most  nations  on  Earth.  Africans  who  have  made  contributions  in 
Australia,  Russia,  and  Europe  must  be  acknowledged,  so  that  our 
children  can  have  heroes  with  African  roots  - and  be  proud  of  them. 

The  enormous  contributions  of  Africans  to  the  development  and  progress 
of  other  nations  has  gone  unacknowledged. 

We  have  yet  to  acknowledge,  for  example,  that  St.  Augustine,  who  wrote 
the  greatest  spiritual  autobiography  of  all  time,  called  "Confessions 
of  St.  Augustine,"  was  an  African;  that  three  Africans  became  pope; 
that  Africans  have  lived  in  Europe  since  the  time  of  the  Roman  Empire; 
that  Septimus  Severus,  an  Emperor  of  Rome,  was  an  African;  and  that 
the  reason  Beethoven  was  called  "The  Black  Spaniard"  was  because  he 
was  a mulatto  of  African  descent.  Why  are  we  reluctant  to  acknowledge 
the  contributions  and  legacies  of  our  African  ancestors? 

We  cannot  inspire  our  children  to  look  toward  the  future  without  first 
reminding  them  of  their  ancestors'  contributions.  Look  at  the  long 
struggle  of  African  Australians,  who  recently  became  citizens  with 
rights  on  their  native  continent.  Africans  have  been  living  in 
Australia  for  50,000  years.  Yet,  African  Australians  were  granted 
Australian  citizenship  just  37  years  ago,  in  1967.  According  to  CNN, 
African  Australians  were  not  recognized  as  human  beings  prior  to  1967. 
They  "were  governed  under  flora  and  fauna  laws."  For  many  years, 
African  Australians  were  described  as  the  "invisible  people."  In  fact, 
the  first  whites  to  settle  in  Australia  named  it  the  "land  empty  of 
people." 

The  contributions  of  Africans  to  Russia  must  be  reclaimed.  Russia's 
most  celebrated  author,  A.S.  (Aleksandr  Sergeyevich)  Pushkin,  told  us 
he  was  of  African  descent.  Pushkin's  great-grandfather  was  brought  to 
Russia  as  a slave.  Russians  proclaim  Pushkin  as  their  "national  poet," 
the  "patriarch  of  Russian  literature"  and  the  "Father  of  the  Russian 
language."  In  essence,  Pushkin  is  to  Russia  what  Shakespeare  is  to 
Britain.  Yet  Africans  who  have  read  the  complete  works  of  Shakespeare 
are  not  likely  to  have  read  a single  book  by  Pushkin. 


Supercomputer  discovery. 


The  journey  of  discovery  to  my  supercomputer  was  a titanic,  one-man 
struggle.  It  was  like  climbing  Mount  Everest.  On  many  occasions  I felt 
like  giving  up.  Because  I was  traumatized  by  the  racism  I had 
encountered  in  science,  I maintained  a self-imposed  silence  on  the 
supercomputer  discovery  that  is  my  claim  to  fame. 

In  the  1980s,  supercomputers  could  perform  only  millions  of 
calculations  per  second  and,  therefore,  their  timers  were  designed  to 
measure  only  millions  of  calculations  per  second. 

But  I was  performing  billions  of  calculations  per  second  and 
unknowingly  attempting  to  time  it  with  a supercomputer  timer,  which 
was  designed  to  measure  millions  of  calculations  per  second.  I assumed 
my  timer  could  measure  one -billionth  of  a second.  It  took  me  two  years 
to  realize  my  timer  was  off  a thousand  fold. 

I was  operating  beyond  a supercomputer' s limitations,  but  I did  not 
know  it.  The  supercomputer  designers  did  not  expect  their  timers  to  be 
used  to  measure  calculations  at  that  rate.  I almost  gave  up  because  I 
could  not  time  and  reproduce  my  calculations  which,  in  turn,  meant  I 
could  not  share  them,  two  years  earlier,  with  the  world.

Feb.  5,  2009  — A rare  mummified  child  from  the  early  period  of  Egyptian  history  was 
discovered  buried  with  a bright  green  amulet  stone  once  believed  to  hold  magical  powers, 
according  to  a new  study. 

The  finds  help  to  explain  why  hieroglyphics  and  historical  textsrecord  that  Egyptian  children 
wore  green  eye  makeup.  It  also  adds  tothe  growing  body  of  evidence  that  ancient  Egyptians 
thought  coloritself  held  sacred  energy  that  could  help  or  hurt  individuals. 

Lead  author  Raffaella  Bianucci  explained  that  the  first  Egyptiancolored  amulets  occurred  as 
early  as  the  predynastic  Badarian  period, from  4500  to  3800  B.C.  The  recently  analyzed  child 
mummy,  containingthe  remains  of  a 15-  to  18-month-old  toddler,  dates  to  4,700  years  ago.. 

"Even  in  limited  forms  and  materials,  these  earliest  amulets  give  a good  indication  of  the 
dangerous  forces  that  the  early  Egyptiansfelt  were  present  in  their  world  and  needed  to  be 
harnessed  by  magicalmeans,  " said  Bianucci,  a scientist  in  the  Department  of  Animal  andHuman 
Biology  at  Via  Accademia  Albertina  in  Turin,  Italy.

She  and  her  colleagues  first  examined  the  child's  remains, which  were  wrapped  in  linen  bandages. 
Immunological  evidence  determinedthat  the  youngster  died  from  an  acute  malarial  infection. 

The  researchers  then  turned  their  attention  to  a fossilized  leatherbag  tied  with  linen  twine,  which 
was  wrapped  in  the  bandages  with  the  rnumnr  .Two  stones  were  found  within  the  bag.  The 
researchers  focused  on  abright  green  one,  found  poking  through  the  fossilized  leather. 

Powerful  X-rays,  as  well  as  scanning  electron  microscope  analysis, revealed  that  the  stone  was 
chrysocolla,  or  hydrated  copper  silica, according  to  the  paper  that  will  be  published  in  the  March 
issue  of  th  e Journal  of  Archaeological  Science.  To  this  day,  chrysocolla  is  valued  as  an 
ornamental  stone  that,  in  its  bluer  forms,  is  sometimes  confused  with  turquoise. 

Bianucci  said  malachite  was  a more  common  green  mineral  in  earlyEgypt,  since  chrysocolla  ores 
were  limited  to  very  few  in  the  Sinai  andthe  Eastern  Egyptian  Desert.  Chrysocolla  may  have 
been  special  forchildren,  as  archaeologists  previously  unearthed  a small  figure  of  achild  made  of 
the  green  material  in  another  grave.

> Africans  Must  Rewrite  their  Own  History 

> 

> We  need  to  tell  our  children  our  own  stories  from  our  perspective.  We 

> need  to  decolonize  our  thinking  and  examine  the  underlying  truths  in 

> more  than  just  movies.  We  need  to  apply  the  same  principles  to  history 

> and  science,  as  depicted  in  textbooks. 

> 

> Look  at  African  science  stories  that  were  retold  by  European 

> historians;  they  were  re-centered  around  Europe.  The  earliest  pioneers 

> of  science  lived  in  Africa,  but  European  historians  relocated  them  to 

> Greece.  Science  and  technology  are  gifts  ancient  Africa  gave  to  our 

> modern  world.  Yet,  our  history  and  science  textbooks,  for  example, 

> have  ignored  the  contributions  of  Imhotep,  the  father  of  medicine  and 

> designer  of  one  of  the  ancient  pyramids. 

> 

> The  word  "science"  is  derived  from  the  Latin  word  "scientia"  or 

> "possession  of  knowledge."  We  know,  however,  that  knowledge  is  not  the 

> exclusive  preserve  of  one  race,  but  of  all  races.  By  definition, 

> knowledge  is  the  totality  of  what  is  known  to  humanity.  Knowledge  is  a 

> body  of  information  and  truth,  and  the  set  of  principles  acquired  by 

> mankind  over  the  ages.  Knowledge  is  akin  to  a quilt,  the  latter 

> consisting  of  several  layers  held  together  by  stitched  designs  and 

> comprising  patches  of  many  colors. 

> 

> The  oldest  patch  on  the  quilt  of  science  belongs  to  the  African  named 

> Imhotep.  He  was  the  world's  first  recorded  scientist,  according  to  the 

> prolific  American  science  writer  Isaac  Asimov.  The  oldest  patch  on  the 

> quilt  of  mathematics  belongs  to  another  African  named  Ahmes.  Isaac 

> Asimov  also  credited  Ahmes  as  being  the  world's  first  author  of 

> mathematics  textbook. 

> 

> Therefore,  a study  of  history  of  science  is  an  effort  to  stitch 


> together  a quilt  that  has  life,  texture  and  color.  African  historians 

> must  insert  the  patches  of  information  omitted  from  books  written  by 

> European  historians. 

> 

> There  are  many  examples  of  the  mark  Africans  have  made  on  world 

> history.  Americans  are  surprised  when  I tell  them  Africans  built  both 

> Washington's  White  House  and  Capitol.  According  to  the  US  Treasury 

> Department,  450  of  the  650  workers  who  built  the  White  House  and  the 

> Capitol  were  African  slaves. 

> 

> Because  the  White  House  and  Capitol  are  the  two  most  visible  symbols 

> of  American  democracy,  it  is  important  to  inform  all  schoolchildren  in 

> our  globalized  world  that  these  institutions  are  the  results  of  the 

> sweat  and  toil  of  mostly  African  workers.  This  must  also  be  an 

> acknowledgement  of  the  debt  America  owes  Africa. 

> 

> Similarly,  discussions  of  globalization  should  credit  Africans  who 

> left  the  continent  and  helped  build  other  nations  throughout  the  world 

> - most  nations  on  Earth.  Africans  who  have  made  contributions  in 

> Australia,  Russia,  and  Europe  must  be  acknowledged,  so  that  our 

> children  can  have  heroes  with  African  roots  - and  be  proud  of  them. 

> The  enormous  contributions  of  Africans  to  the  development  and  progress 

> of  other  nations  has  gone  unacknowledged. 

> 

> We  have  yet  to  acknowledge,  for  example,  that  St.  Augustine,  who  wrote 

> the  greatest  spiritual  autobiography  of  all  time,  called  "Confessions 

> of  St.  Augustine,"  was  an  African;  that  three  Africans  became  pope; 

> that  Africans  have  lived  in  Europe  since  the  time  of  the  Roman  Empire; 

> that  Septimus  Severus,  an  Emperor  of  Rome,  was  an  African;  and  that 

> the  reason  Beethoven  was  called  "The  Black  Spaniard"  was  because  he 

> was  a mulatto  of  African  descent.  Why  are  we  reluctant  to  acknowledge 

> the  contributions  and  legacies  of  our  African  ancestors? 

> 

> We  cannot  inspire  our  children  to  look  toward  the  future  without  first 

> reminding  them  of  their  ancestors'  contributions.  Look  at  the  long 

> struggle  of  African  Australians,  who  recently  became  citizens  with 

> rights  on  their  native  continent.  Africans  have  been  living  in 

> Australia  for  50,000  years.  Yet,  African  Australians  were  granted 

> Australian  citizenship  just  37  years  ago,  in  1967.  According  to  CNN, 

> African  Australians  were  not  recognized  as  human  beings  prior  to  1967. 

> They  "were  governed  under  flora  and  fauna  laws."  For  many  years, 

> African  Australians  were  described  as  the  "invisible  people."  In  fact, 

> the  first  whites  to  settle  in  Australia  named  it  the  "land  empty  of 

> people." 

> 

> The  contributions  of  Africans  to  Russia  must  be  reclaimed.  Russia's 


> most  celebrated  author,  A.S.  (Aleksandr  Sergeyevich)  Pushkin,  told  us 

> he  was  of  African  descent.  Pushkin's  great-grandfather  was  brought  to 

> Russia  as  a slave.  Russians  proclaim  Pushkin  as  their  "national  poet," 

> the  "patriarch  of  Russian  literature"  and  the  "Father  of  the  Russian 

> language."  In  essence,  Pushkin  is  to  Russia  what  Shakespeare  is  to 

> Britain.  Yet  Africans  who  have  read  the  complete  works  of  Shakespeare 

> are  not  likely  to  have  read  a single  book  by  Pushkin. 

> 

> Supercomputer  discovery. 

> 

> The  journey  of  discovery  to  my  supercomputer  was  a titanic,  one-man 

> struggle.  It  was  like  climbing  Mount  Everest.  On  many  occasions  I felt 

> like  giving  up.  Because  I was  traumatized  by  the  racism  I had 

> encountered  in  science,  I maintained  a self-imposed  silence  on  the 

> supercomputer  discovery  that  is  my  claim  to  fame. 

> 

> In  the  1980s,  supercomputers  could  perform  only  millions  of 

> calculations  per  second  and,  therefore,  their  timers  were  designed  to 

> measure  only  millions  of  calculations  per  second. 

> 

> But  I was  performing  billions  of  calculations  per  second  and 

> unknowingly  attempting  to  time  it  with  a supercomputer  timer,  which 

> was  designed  to  measure  millions  of  calculations  per  second.  I assumed 

> my  timer  could  measure  one-billionth  of  a second.  It  took  me  two  years 

> to  realize  my  timer  was  off  a thousand  fold. 

> 

> I was  operating  beyond  a supercomputer' s limitations,  but  I did  not 

> know  it.  The  supercomputer  designers  did  not  expect  their  timers  to  be 

> used  to  measure  calculations  at  that  rate.  I almost  gave  up  because  I 

> could  not  time  and  reproduce  my  calculations  which,  in  turn,  meant  I 

> could  not  share  them,  two  years  earlier,  with  the  world. 

> 

> After  years  of  research,  my  supercomputer' s timer  was  the  only  thing 

> stopping  me  from  getting  the  recognition  I deserved.  I realized  the 

> timer  was  wrong,  but  I could  not  explain  why.  I spent  two  years 

> mulling  over  why  the  timer  was  wrong.  It  took  two  long  and  lonely 

> years  to  discover  why  I could  not  time  my  calculations.  My  3.1  billion 

> calculations  per  second,  which  were  then  the  world's  fastest,  were 

> simply  too  fast  for  the  supercomputer' s timer. 

> 

> What  I learned  from  that  experience  was  not  to  quit  when  faced  with  an 

> insurmountable  obstacle  ? and  that  believing  in  yourself  makes  all  the 

> difference.  I learned  to  take  a step  backward  and  evaluate  the 

> options:  Should  I go  through,  above,  under,  or  around  the  obstacle? 

> Quitting,  I decided,  was  not  an  option.  Indeed,  the  old  saying  is 

> true:  When  the  going  gets  tough,  the  tough  get  going. 


> 

> Looking  back,  I learned  that  most  limitations  in  life  are 

> self-imposed.  You  have  to  make  things  happen,  not  just  watch  things 

> happen.  To  succeed,  you  must  constantly  reject  complacency.  I learned 

> I could  set  high  objectives  and  goals  and  achieve  them.  The  secret  to 

> my  success  is  that  I am  constantly  striving  for  continuous 

> improvements  in  my  life  and  that  I am  never  satisfied  with  my 

> achievements.  The  myth  that  a genius  must  have  above-average 

> intelligence  is  just  that,  a myth. 

> 

> Geniuses  are  people  who  learn  to  create  their  own  positive 

> reinforcements  when  their  experiments  yield  negative  results. 

> Perseverance  is  the  key.  My  goal  was  to  go  beyond  the  known,  to  a 

> territory  no  one  had  ever  reached.  I learned  that  if  you  want  success 

> badly  enough  and  believe  in  yourself,  then  you  can  attain  your  goals 

> and  become  anything  you  want  in  life.  The  greatest  challenge  in  your 

> life  is  to  look  deep  within  yourself  to  see  the  greatness  that  is 

> inside  you,  and  those  around  you. 

> 

> The  history  books  may  deprive  African  children  of  the  heroes  with  whom 

> they  can  identify,  but  in  striving  for  your  own  goals,  you  can  become 

> that  hero  for  them  ? and  your  own  hero,  too. 

> 

> I once  believed  my  supercomputer  discovery  was  more  important  than  the 

> journey  that  got  me  there.  I now  understand  the  journey  to  discovery 

> is  more  important  than  the  discovery  itself;  that  the  journey  also 

> requires  a belief  in  your  own  abilities. 

> 

> I learned  that  no  matter  how  often  you  fall  down,  or  how  hard  you  fall 

> down,  what  is  most  important  is  that  you  rise  up  and  continue  until 

> you  reach  your  goal.  It's  true,  some  heroes  are  never  recognized,  but 

> what's  important  is  that  they  recognize  themselves. 

> 

> It  is  that  belief  in  yourself,  that  focus,  and  that  inner  conviction 

> that  you  are  on  the  right  path,  that  will  get  you  through  life's 

> obstacles. 

> 

> If  we  can  give  our  children  pride  in  their  past,  then  we  can  show  them 

> what  they  can  be  and  give  them  the  self-respect  that  will  make  them 

> succeed. 

>

CAIRO  (Reuters)  - Egyptian  archaeologists  have  found  about  30  mummies  and  at  least  one 
unopened  sarcophagus  in  a burial  chamber  about  4,300  years  old,  the  government  said  in  a 
statement  on  Monday. 

They  found  the  chamber  in  the  desert  on  the  western  side  of  the  Step  Pyramid  of  Saqqara,  one  of 
the  earliest  large  stone  structures  in  the  world,  dating  from  about  2,650  BC. 

The  mummies  appear  to  vary  in  age.  One  dates  from  about  640  BC  while  the  unopened 
sarcophagus,  which  is  made  of  limestone  and  sealed  with  plaster,  is  probably  much  older. 

"We  think  it  is  Old  Kingdom,  maybe  Fifth  Dynasty,"  archaeologist  Abdel  Hakim  Karar  told 
Reuters.  The  Fifth  Dynasty  ruled  Egypt  from  about  2,494  BC  to  2,345  BC. 

It  is  unusual  to  find  intact  burials  in  well-known  necropolises  such  as  Saqqara,  which  served  the 
nearby  city  of  Memphis,  because  thieves  scoured  the  area  in  ancient  times. 

The  archaeologists  expect  to  open  it  later  this  week  and  they  may  find  amulets  among  the 
mummy  wrappings. 

The  statement  said  another  sarcophagus,  made  of  wood,  had  not  been  opened  since  pharaohnic 
times  but  Karar  said  ancient  grave  robbers  probably  reached  it  first. 

Inside  it , the  archaeologists  found  the  complete  mummy  of  a man  called  Badi  Enhery,  according 
to  the  inscriptions  on  the  sarcophagus,  Karar  said. 

Most  of  the  mummies  were  in  niches  in  the  walls  of  the  chamber,  which  is  about  1 1 meters  (34 
feet)  below  ground  level.

SAQQARA,  Egypt  (Reuters)  ? Egyptian  archaeologists  found  a rare  intact  mummy  dating  to 
pharaonic  times  when  they  opened  a sealed  limestone  sarcophagus  on  Wednesday  in  the  shadow 
of  the  world's  oldest  standing  step  pyramid  at  Saqqara. 

The  well-preserved  mummy,  which  escaped  plunder  by  thieves  in  ancient  times,  could  contain 
scores  of  gold  amulets  in  the  folds  of  its  linen  wrappings,  Egypt's  chief  archeologist  Zahi  Hawass 
said. 

"It  is  a typical  mummy  of  the  26th  dynasty... This  mummy  should  contain  amulets,  golden 
amulets,  to  help  the  deceased  go  to  the  afterlife,"  Hawass  told  reporters  after  ascending  from  the 
mummy's  burial  chamber,  accessible  only  by  a rope  pulley. 

"To  find  an  intact  mummy  inside  a limestone  sarcophagus  is  not  common.  It's  rare.  It's  very 
rare,"  he  said. 

Archaeologists  found  the  ancient  mummy  when  they  removed  the  lid  of  its  sarcophagus  deep  in 
a burial  chamber  in  the  desert  on  the  western  side  of  Saqqara,  about  20  km  (12  miles)  south  of 
Cairo.  Thirty  other  mummies  were  also  found  in  the  same  room. 

The  26th  dynasty  ruled  Egypt  from  about  664  to  525  BC,  immediately  before  Persians  occupied 
the  area.  Hawass  said  the  mummy  found  in  the  sarcophagus,  believed  to  be  the  original  owner  of 
the  burial  room,  would  undergo  scans  to  determine  if  it  did  contain  amulets. 

It  is  unusual  to  find  intact  burials  in  well-known  necropolises  such  as  Saqqara,  which  served  the 
nearby  city  of  Memphis,  because  thieves  scoured  the  area  in  ancient  times. 

MORE  TOMBS  COULD  BE  FOUND 

Hawass  said  the  mummy's  burial  room,  built  via  a shaft  next  to  a much  older  burial  chamber, 
was  one  of  three  tombs  archaeologists  had  recently  unearthed  near  Saqqara  that  were  thought  to 
be  part  of  a much  larger  cemetery. 

"I  always  say  that  we  have  found  30  percent  of  the  Egyptian  monuments,  and  still  70  percent  is 
buried  underneath  the  ground,"  Hawass  said. 

"We  expect  to  discover  more  tombs.  You  have  to  wait.  Every  week  (there)  will  be  a tomb  to  be 
discovered  in  this  area.  This  is  the  beginning  of  the  cemetery,"  he  said. 

The  identity  of  the  main  mummy  found  in  the  tomb  was  not  known,  but  Hawass  said  he  would 
have  been  wealthy.  The  lid  of  his  sarcophagus  was  cracked,  but  Hawass  said  it  had  been  sealed 
with  mortar  in  antiquity,  preserving  the  mummy. 


If  a mummy  is  inside  the  limestone  sarcophagus,  it  means  this  person  is  rich,"  he  said. 


Of  the  roughly  30  mummies  found  inside  the  burial  chamber  alongside  the  limestone 
sarcophagus  and  its  mummy,  Hawass  said  some  would  have  been  poor  and  some  wealthy.  They 
may  have  been  relatives  of  the  original  owner. 

Most  of  the  additional  mummies  were  found  in  niches  in  the  walls  of  the  burial  room,  about  1 1 
meters  (34  feet)  below  ground  level,  and  they  included  four  mummies  buried  with  a dog.  But  the 
finds  also  included  two  anthropoid  wood  coffins  with  hieroglyphic  inscriptions. 

Hawass  found  a 26th  dynasty  mummy  in  one  of  the  wood  coffins  when  he  opened  it  on 
Wednesday  after  brushing  away  loose  sand.  The  other  wood  coffin  was  deemed  too  fragile,  and 
would  be  opened  later  after  conservation  efforts.

Barack 
Obama.I  believethat  teaching  or  relaying  the  information  that  we  already  have  is  a part  of  the 
process  of  re-writing  our  history  in  the  context  of  the  Continent  and  The  Diaspora. 

Therefore  I feel  that  Black  Children  and  Adults  would  be  better  served  if  real  Black/ African 
History  was  taught  from  Elementary  or  Middle  School  on  up. I also  believe  that  we  have  to 
pressure  our  legislators,  parents,  churches  and  mosques  to  facilitate  this  process  or  Afrocentric 
programming.

Medicine  is  expected  to  be  only  one  of  the  fields  to  benefit  most  from  the  techno 
One  of  the  first  things  we  learn  in  science  class  is  that  there  are  three  states  of  matter,  gas, 
and  solid.  All  black  materials  belong  to  the  solid  state  and  follow  its  laws.  Black  materials 
present  in  the  entire  universe  and  are  of  great  interest  for  the  evolution  of  our  planet  and  li 
systems.  They  are  present  in  the  lithosphere  as  minerals,  graphite,  black  shale,  fullerenes; 
hydrosphere  as  black  particles  in  seas,  lakes  and  rivers;  in  the  atmosphere  as  soot  and  smo 
cosmos  as  fullerenes  and  cosmids;  and  in  the  universe  as  black  holes.  In  the  biosphere,  bla 
matter  is  better  known  as  the  melanin  (black  pigment)  molecule,  in  all  its  forms.  The  chen 
element  carbon  is  the  basis  of  most  life  on  this  planet  and  is  also  black  in  colour.  Melanin 
constitutes  a class  of  pigments,  which  are  widespread  in  humans,  animals  and  vegetables, 
the  name  melanin  in  Greek  means  black,  not  all  melanin  as  pigments  are  black  but  may  va 
from  brown  to  yellow.  It  belongs  to  a family  of  unique  and  very  stable  black  substances  th 
present  throughout  nature  and  the  universe. 

Physical  Characteristics  of  Black  Materials  and  Melanin 

But  even  before  we  learn  about  the  different  states  of  matter,  we  learn  that  matter  cannot  t 


created  or  destroyed,  only  rearranged.  One  of  the  physical  characteristics  of  black  materials  is  the 
ability  to  rearrange  its  chemical  structure  to  absorb  all  energy  across  the  radiant  energy  spectrum. 
Reflected  energy  is  white  light,  i.e.  from  the  sun,  in  the  visible  range  whereas  absorbed  energy  is 
black  in  colour.  Melanin  absorbs  light  energy,  sound  energy  and  electromagnetic  energy. 

Melanin  has  many  other  interesting  properties  too,  such  as  ultraviolet  absorption,  where  it  is 
currently  being  utilized  in  the  preparation  of  UV-absorbing  optical  lenses  and  in  cosmetic 
creams. 

The  colours  of  melanin  are  those  of  a pure  semiconductor.  As  with  other  black  materials,  such  as 
graphite  and  fullerenes,  this  state  is  subject  to  changes  by  doping  with  other  materials.  All  black 
materials,  including  melanin,  show  a remarkable  affinity  for  metals  and  exhibit  the  ability  to 
form  charge-transfer  complexes,  which  can  carry  either  a positive  or  a negative  charge.  Melanin 
can  conduct  electricity  without  offering  resistance  to  the  flow  of  electricity.  This  means  that 
melanin  has  super-conducting  capabilities.  It  also  behaves  like  an  insulator  in  that  it  will  not 
allow  electrical  current  to  pass  through  its  structure,  similar  to  rubber  and  plastic  insulators.  The 
added  ability  of  melanin  to  undergo  polymerization  is  of  great  interest  in  Industry  for  its  nano- 
technological use  in  bio-plastics  and  biopolymers. 

Melanin  also  displays  what  is  called  threshold  switching  (an  on/off  switch),  which  means  it  can 
function  as  a bio-mechanical  regulator  of  biological  functions.  Of  even  greater  interest  to  the 
scientific  community  is  its  use  in  the  genetic  engineering  of  pharmaceutical  drugs  for  specific 
diseases  and  other  microbial  applications  using  nanotechnology.  For  example,  two  research 
laboratories  at  the  Savannah  River  Site  in  the  US  are  undertaking  a study  to  better  understand 
how  scientists  can  encourage  certain  bacteria  to  produce  more  of  a type  of  melanin,  a pigment 
similar  to  the  one  that  makes  humans'  skin  darker,  which  could  be  use  to  clean  up  metals  and 
radionuclides  (radiation  particles)  in  the  environment. 

This  is  called  bioremediation,  the  use  of  living  things,  such  as  microbes  or  plants  to  clean  up 
environmental  contamination.  Melanin  has  been  shown  to  accelerate  the  rate  at  which  microbes 
transform  metals  and  radionuclides  in  the  soil.  Researchers  hope  to  stimulate  the  bacteria  to 
produce  more  melanin  by  providing  them  certain  nutrients,  which  in  turn,  could  speed  up  the  rate 
at  which  metals  and=2  Oradionuclides  currently  in  the  environment  are  detoxified  or 
immobilized. 

In  another  example,  experiments  on  mice  have  shown  promise  for  the  future  of  nanotechnology 
in  treating  cancer.  The  technology  being  tested  involves  a nano-particle  of  a hydrogen  and 
carbon  polymer  with  bits  of  drug  bound  up  in  its  fabric  and  attached  to  a substance  that  hones  in 
on  cancer  cells.  By  successfully  treating  prostate  cancer  tumour  in  mice,  this  research  brings 
doctors  one  step  closer  to  being  able  to  inject  patients  with  nanoparticles  that  bore  inside  tumours 
and  release  powerful  doses  of  cancer-killing  drugs  while  leaving  the  rest  of  the  body  untouched. 
However,  one  major  problem  scientists  were  having  in  perfecting  the  blood  injection  is  that  the 
nanoparticles  are  ending  up  in  the  liver  and  spleen  - an  unwanted  side  effect  because  once  they 
dissolve  in  those  organs,  they  release  toxic  levels  of  chemotherapy  to  healthy  tissue. &n  bsp; 

Melanin  in  Human  Physiology 

African  physiology  is  based  on  the  melanin  biochemical  molecule. Melanin  is  a unique  life 
chemical  found  in  high  concentration  in  people  of  African  descent.  In  addition  to  providing 
pigmentation  to  hair,  skin  and  eyes,  melanin  is  incorporated  into  all  major  systems  and  vital 
organs  in  the  body,  bringing  control  of  all  bodily  systems  under  the  central  nervous  system,  the 
body's  information  network.  It  is  in  the  nervous  system,  the  spinal  cord,  the  glands,  the  brain,  the 
DNA,  the  muscles,  intestines,  the  heart,  blood  and  the  liver.  Its  presence  can  be  found  throughout 


nature  and  is  also  found  in  many  of  our  foods. 

As  a free  radical  scavenger  or  oxygen  scavenger,  melanin  has  additional  anti-toxin 
characteristics  and  as  such,  can  serve  as  a terminator  of  free  radical  chain  reactions.  As  a free 
radical  scavenger,  melanin  plays  an  important  role  in  preserving  cells  from  the  toxic  effects  of 
oxygen  (antioxidant  effect)  and  is  generally  present  at  the  site  of  tissue  repair,  regeneration  of 
cuts  and  wounds,  and  infectious  diseases.  Melanin  also  increases  the  speed  of  nerve  and  brain 
messages  which  are  transmitted  between  the  left  and  right  hemispheres  of  the  brain  and  all 
signals  transmitted  throughout  the  bodily  nerve  network.  Melanin  can  bind  and  release  many  of 
the  known  elements  that  are  essential  for  proper  body  metabolism.  It  readily  crosses  the  blood- 
brain  barrier,  and  is  therefore  useful  as  a carrier  for  other  therapeutic  agents  that  must  reach  brain 
tissue  to  produce  their  therapeutic  responses.  A variety  of  drugs,  such  as  chloroquine,  cocaine, 
heroin,  amphetamines,  etc.,  were  designed  to  have  a high  affinity  for  melanin. 

In  the  past,  western  medicine  considered  melanin  a waste  product  of  human  metabolism,  serving 
no  useful  function  in  the  body.  Modern  science  has  since  discovered  that  the  melanin  molecule, 
like  other  black  materials  to  which  it  is  related,  is  very  old,  very  refined,  complex, 
multifunctional,  biochemical  polymer  having  a wide  variety  of  important  functions  within  the 
human  body  and  throughout  nature.  Earlier  scientific  studies  elucidating  human  biochemical 
structures  never  took  into  account  the  importance  of  melanin  in  the  human  body.  Therefore,  early 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  determinations  based  the  physical,  neurological  and  metabolic 
responses  of  animals,  in  the  treatment  of  disease,  only  on  white  or  albino  animals  as  a means  of 
extrapolating  the  mean  response  of  humans  to  laboratory -produced  drugs,  chemicals  and 
pesticides.  Consequently,  the  physiological,  metabolic  and  neurological  differences  in  the 
biological  makeup  of  black  people  were  not  included  in  those  studies.  This  is  one  of  the  reasons 
why  western  medicine  does  not  work  adequately  in  melanated  people  and  the  reason  why  we 
suffer  so  many  side-effects  from  these  substances.  Race-based  medicine,  now  being  developed 
by  the  pharmaceutical  industry,  is  based  on  synthetic  and  genetically-  engineered  drugs, 
chemicals,  food  and  now,  melanin. 

Naturally-occurring  melanins  include  eumelanins,  phaeomelanins,  neuromelanins  and 
allomelanins  (plant-based)  . Colours  in  humans  are  determined  chiefly  by  two  types  of  melanin, 
eumelanins  and  phaeomelanin.  Eumelanins  are  derived  from  the  precursor,  tyrosine,  generally 
insoluble  and  black  or  brown  in  colour.  Phaeomelanins  have  tyrosine  and  cysteine  as  their 
precursors,  are  generally  alkali- soluble  and  much  lighter  in  colour.  Under  the  microscope 
melanin  is  brown,  non-refractile  and  finely  granular  with  individual  granules,  having  a diameter 
of  less  than  800  nanometers. 

Melanins  are  polymers  produced  by  polymerization  of  reactive  intermediates.  The  reactive 
intermediates  are  produced  chemically  or  enzymatically  from  precursors  consisting  of  smaller 
chemical  species  in  varying  amounts,  such  as  tyrosine,  tryptophan,  glutamate,  phenylalanine, 
serotonin,  melantonin,  dopamine,  norepinephrine  (noradrenaline) , and  epinephrine  (adrenaline)  . 
The  term  melanin  includes  naturally-  occurring  melanins,  which  are  usually  high  molecular 
weight  polymers  (generally,  molecular  weights  in  the  millions). 

Naturally-occurring  melanin  is  formed  through  natural  biochemical  pathways.  One  is  diet, 
involving  the  amino  acids  phenylalanine  and  tyrosine.  Phenylalanine  is  a dietary  chemical  that 
comes  from  red  meat  and  soya.  It  is  a melanin  precursor,  which  can  raise  blood  pressure. 

Another  pathway  for  natural  melanin  production  involves  the  use  of  the  neurotransmitters, 
epinephrine  and  norepinephrine.  Melanin  production  is  intimately  involved  with  the  neural 
system  (neuromelanin)  because  tyrosine  and  phenylalanine  are  also  precursors  for  the 


neurotransmitters  epinephrine,  norepinphrine  and  dopamine. 

The  metabolic  pathway,  for  the  production  of  melanin  from  amino  acid  building  blocks,  finds 
maximal  presence  in  those  cells  that  have  a high  demand  for  those  products,  the  brain.  Brain 
cells  have  high  levels  of  tyrosinase  because  there  is  a high  demand  for  dopamine.  The  enzyme, 
tyrosinase  plays  a key  role  in  the  syntheses  of  melanins  and  its  derivatives.  The  substantia  nigra, 
the  region  of  the  brain  where  the  concentration  of  melanin  is  very  high,  is  noted  for  ce  11s  with 
high  levels  of  tyrosinase.  Insufficient  amounts  of  this  enzyme  causes  melanin  deficiencies  in 
some  humans.  The  gene  for  human  tyrosinase  has  been  isolated,  genetically  sequenced  and 
cloned. 

Currently,  melanin  is  being  produced  synthetically  or  isolated  from  natural  sources.  Natural 
sources  include  beef  eyes,  squid,  hair,  bacteria  such  as  Streptococcus  antibioticus  and  E.  coli, 
and  the  human  brain,  among  others. 

Benefits  and  Risks 

With  the  use  of  genetic  engineering  and  nano-technology,  melanins,  its  precursors  and  its 
derivatives  are  being  synthetically  produced  and  patented  with  predictable  molecular  weights, 
particle  sizes,  and  compositions.  Consequently,  melanins  can  now  be  attached  to  antibodies  and 
thus  targeted  for  specific  cells  (e.g.  liver  cells).  Melanin  has  a number  of  properties,  which  can 
be  exploited  to  alter  both  cellular  metabolism  and/or  remove  or  introduce  intra-  and  intercellular 
toxins.  Such  properties  include  oxygen  and  free  radical  scavenging,  metal  binding,  binding  of 
organic  cationic  species,  catalysis  of  coupled  reduction-oxidation  reactions.  These  properties  are 
not  interdependent,  and  melanin  can  be  selectively  altered  and  optimized.  Drugs  can  be 
covalently  bound  to  melanin  or  just  adsorbed  on  its  surface.  They  can  be  attached  in  such  a 
manner  that  induces  cellular  metabolism  at  the  target  cell  and  cause  release  of  the  therapeutic 
agent. 

Other  therapeutic  uses  of  bio-synthetic  melanin  are:  1)  to  treat  melanin  deficiencies;  2)  to  prevent 
neurodegenerative  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  caused  by  exposure  to  toxic  agents;  and  3)  to 
assist  in  the  recovery  of  neurons,  injured  as  a result  of  direct  injury  or  disease.  In  fact,  the 
therapeutics  uses  of  melanin  and  its  derivatives  stated  above  have  already  been  patented  in  the 
U.S.  In  fact,  there  are  a number  of  patents  on  the  process  of  genetically-  engineered  melanin 
production  using  genetically-  engineered  microorganisms.  In  addition,  nanoparticles  of  melanin 
can  enter  human  cells  as  well  as  the  soil,  can  trigger  chemical  reactions  and  can  interfere  with 
normal  biological  and  ecological  processes.  Synthetic  nanoparticles  can  readily  cross  the  skin- 
blood-brain  barrier,  which  should  be  of  major  concern  to  people  of  colour.  This  technology  is 
suitable  for  bioterrorism  and  this  is  just  the  tip  of  the  iceberg.  A recent  analysis  of  human 
genome  data  in  public  databases  reveals  that  hundreds,  possibly  thousands  of  markers  for  ethnic- 
specific  weapons  do  exist.  In  Black  people  there  are  some  15,000  possible  biochemical  markers 
that  exist  as  future  bioweapons. 

The  world  is  truly  becoming  a very  dangerous  place.  The  genetic  modification  of  the  common 
foods  we  eat  in  the  p roduction  of  vaccines,  herbicides  and  pesticides  and  the  rearrangement  of 
plant  and  animal  cells  in  bio/nanotechnology  to  produce  so-called  desired  physical  and 
biochemical  characteristics  across  species  is  arrogant  and  foolish.  The  melanated  God  that 
created  the  universe  and  us  along  with  it,  cannot  be  outdone.  Is  western  science  trying  to 
demonstrate  that  God  is  not  perfect  because  some  of  his  creations  require  fixing?  The  illnesses 
and  diseases  with  which  we  are  confronted  are  not  from  God.  Although  we  have  no  control  over 
the  type  of  genes  we  receive  at  birth,  the  majority  of  the  diseases  that  we  acquire  in  our  lifetime 
are  from  our  own  doing.  It  is  humans  that  are  polluting  the  earth  and  in  polluting  the  earth,  we 


pollute  ourselves  and  our  environment.  Through  genetic  engineering  and  nanotechnology,  they 
have  opened  up  Pandora's  box  and  we  may  not  be  able  to  close  it.  It  has  already  gone  too  far. 

The  United  States  is  the  world  leader  in  nanotechnology  but  is  not  paying  enough  attention  to  the 
environmental,  health  and  safety  risks  posed  by  nanoscale  products,  says  a report  released  by  the 
independent  National  Research  Council.

> Mumia,  a powder  derived  from  dried  Egyptian  mummies,  was  one  of  the 

most  valued  commodities  on  the  apothecaries'  shelves.  Believed  to 
contain  powerful,  mystical  cures  for  many  diseases,  the  demand  for 
mumia  in  17th-century  Europe  was  so  great  that  it  was  impossible  to 
supply  it.  As  a result,  medical  charlatans  grew  wealthy  selling  fake 
mumia,  made  from  the  remains  of  recently  executed  prisoners.  In 
addition,  the  oils  and  resins  used  in  embalming  the  body  were  so 
potent,  that  the  mummies  sold  to  doctors  in  Europe  distilled  the 
dressings  for  use  in  their  medicines.  Embalming  was  one  of  the 
principal  uses  of  aromatherapy,  preserving  the  tissue  of  the  bodies 
for  thousands  of  years  - Empirics,  Quacks,  and  Alternative  Medical 
Practices 

> Nanotechnology  is  the  science  of  manipulating  matter,  such  as  black 

materials,  sometimes  smaller  than  100  nanometers  and  taking  advantages 
of  the  properties,  such  as  electrical  conductivity,  that  is  present 


only  at  that  level.  A nanometer  is  one-billionth  of  a meter,  or  about 
one-millionth  the  size  of  a pin  head.  The  prefix  comes  from  "nanos," 
the  Greek  word  for  dwarf.  Nanotechnology  has  been  around  for  several 
decades,  but  only  now  is  its  pot  ential  starting  to  be  realized. 

Medicine  is  expected  to  be  only  one  of  the  fields  to  benefit  most  from 
the  technology. 

> One  of  the  first  things  we  learn  in  science  class  is  that  there  are 

three  states  of  matter,  gas,  liquid  and  solid.  All  black  materials 
belong  to  the  solid  state  and  follow  its  laws.  Black  materials  are 
present  in  the  entire  universe  and  are  of  great  interest  for  the 
evolution  of  our  planet  and  living  systems.  They  are  present  in  the 
lithosphere  as  minerals,  graphite,  black  shale,  fullerenes;  in  the 
hydrosphere  as  black  particles  in  seas,  lakes  and  rivers;  in  the 
atmosphere  as  soot  and  smoke;  in  cosmos  as  fullerenes  and  cosmids;  and 
in  the  universe  as  black  holes.  In  the  biosphere,  black  matter  is 
better  known  as  the  melanin  (black  pigment)  molecule,  in  all  its 
forms.  The  chemical  element  carbon  is  the  basis  of  most  life  on  this 
planet  and  is  also  black  in  colour.  Melanin  constitutes  a class  of 
pigments,  which  are  widespread  in  humans,  animals  and  vegetables. 
While  the  name  melanin  in  Greek  means  black,  not  all  melanin  as 
pigments  are  black  but  may 

> vary  from  brown  to  yellow.  It  belongs  to  a family  of  unique  and 

very  stable  black  substances  that  is  present  throughout  nature  and  the 
universe. 

> 

> Physical  Characteristics  of  Black  Materials  and  Melanin 

> But  even  before  we  learn  about  the  different  states  of  matter,  we 

learn  that  matter  cannot  be  created  or  destroyed,  only  rearranged.  One 
of  the  physical  characteristics  of  black  materials  is  the  ability  to 
rearrange  its  chemical  structure  to  absorb  all  energy  across  the 
radiant  energy  spectrum.  Reflected  energy  is  white  light,  i.e.  from 
the  sun,  in  the  visible  range  whereas  absorbed  energy  is  black  in 
colour.  Melanin  absorbs  light  energy,  sound  energy  and  electromagnetic 
energy.  Melanin  has  many  other  interesting  properties  too,  such  as 
ultraviolet  absorption,  where  it  is  currently  being  utilized  in  the 
preparation  of  UV- absorbing  optical  lenses  and  in  cosmetic  creams. 

> The  colours  of  melanin  are  those  of  a pure  semiconductor.  As  with 

other  black  materials,  such  as  graphite  and  fullerenes,  this  state  is 
subject  to  changes  by  doping  with  other  materials.  All  black 
materials,  including  melanin,  show  a remarkable  affinity  for  metals 
and  exhibit  the  ability  to  form  charge-transfer  complexes,  which  can 
carry  either  a positive  or  a negative  charge.  Melanin  can  conduct 


electricity  without  offering  resistance  to  the  flow  of  electricity. 

This  means  that  melanin  has  super-conducting  capabilities.  It  also 
behaves  like  an  insulator  in  that  it  will  not  allow  electrical  current 
to  pass  through  its  structure,  similar  to  rubber  and  plastic 
insulators.  The  added  ability  of  melanin  to  undergo  polymerization  is 
of  great  interest  in  Industry  for  its  nano-technological  use  in 
bio-plastics  and  biopolymers. 

> Melanin  also  displays  what  is  called  threshold  switching  (an  on/off 

switch),  which  means  it  can  function  as  a bio-mechanical  regulator  of 
biological  functions.  Of  even  greater  interest  to  the  scientific 
community  is  its  use  in  the  genetic  engineering  of  pharmaceutical 
drugs  for  specific  diseases  and  other  microbial  applications  using 
nanotechnology.  For  example,  two  research  laboratories  at  the  Savannah 
River  Site  in  the  US  are  undertaking  a study  to  better  understand  how 
scientists  can  encourage  certain  bacteria  to  produce  more  of  a type  of 
melanin,  a pigment  similar  to  the  one  that  makes  humans  □ skin 
darker,  which  could  be  use  to  clean  up  metals  and  radionuclides 
(radiation  particles)  in  the  environment. 

> This  is  called  bioremediation,  the  use  of  living  things,  such  as 

microbes  or  plants  to  clean  up  environmental  contamination.  Melanin 
has  been  shown  to  accelerate  the  rate  at  which  microbes  transform 
metals  and  radionuclides  in  the  soil.  Researchers  hope  to  stimulate 
the  bacteria  to  produce  more  melanin  by  providing  them  certain 
nutrients,  which  in  turn,  could  speed  up  the  rate  at  which  metals 
and=2  Oradionuclides  currently  in  the  environment  are  detoxified  or 
immobilized. 

> In  another  example,  experiments  on  mice  have  shown  promise  for  the 

future  of  nanotechnology  in  treating  cancer.  The  technology  being 
tested  involves  a nano-particle  of  a hydrogen  and  carbon  polymer  with 
bits  of  drug  bound  up  in  its  fabric  and  attached  to  a substance  that 
hones  in  on  cancer  cells.  By  successfully  treating  prostate  cancer 
tumour  in  mice,  this  research  brings  doctors  one  step  closer  to  being 
able  to  inject  patients  with  nanoparticles  that  bore  inside  tumours 
and  release  powerful  doses  of  cancer-killing  drugs  while  leaving  the 
rest  of  the  body  untouched.  However,  one  major  problem  scientists  were 
having  in  perfecting  the  blood  injection  is  that  the  nanoparticles 
are  ending  up  in  the  liver  and  spleen  - an  unwanted  side  effect 
because  once  they  dissolve  in  those  organs,  they  release  toxic  levels 
of  chemotherapy  to  healthy

> Melanin  in  Human  Physiology 

> African  physiology  is  based  on  the  melanin  biochemical 

molecule.  Melanin  is  a unique  life  chemical  found  in  high 
concentration  in  people  of  African  descent.  In  addition  to  providing 
pigmentation  to  hair,  skin  and  eyes,  melanin  is  incorporated  into  all 
major  systems  and  vital  organs  in  the  body,  bringing  control  of  all 
bodily  systems  under  the  central  nervous  system,  the  bodyDs 
information  network.  It  is  in  the  nervous  system,  the  spinal  cord,  the 
glands,  the  brain,  the  DNA,  the  muscles,  intestines,  the  heart,  blood 
and  the  liver.  Its  presence  can  be  found  throughout  nature  and  is 
also  found  in  many  of  our  foods. 

> As  a free  radical  scavenger  or  oxygen  scavenger,  melanin  has 

additional  anti-toxin  characteristics  and  as  such,  can  serve  as  a 
terminator  of  free  radical  chain  reactions.  As  a free  radical 
scavenger,  melanin  plays  an  important  role  in  preserving  cells  from 
the  toxic  effects  of  oxygen  (antioxidant  effect)  and  is  generally 
present  at  the  site  of  tissue  repair,  regeneration  of  cuts  and  wounds, 
and  infectious  diseases.  Melanin  also  increases  the  speed  of  nerve  and 
brain  messages  which  are  transmitted  between  the  left  and  right 
hemispheres  of  the  brain  and  all  signals  transmitted  throughout  the 
bodily  nerve  network.  Melanin  can  bind  and  release  many  of  the  known 
elements  that  are  essential  for  proper  body  metabolism.  It  readily 
crosses  the  blood-brain  barrier,  and  is  therefore  useful  as  a carrier 
for  other  therapeutic  agents  that  must  reach  brain  tissue  to  produce 
their  therapeutic  responses.  A variety  of  drugs,  such  as  chloroquine, 
cocaine,  heroin, 

> amphetamines,  etc.,  were  designed  to  have  a high  affinity  for  melanin. 

> In  the  past,  western  medicine  considered  melanin  a waste  product  of 

human  metabolism,  serving  no  useful  function  in  the  body.  Modern 
science  has  since  discovered  that  the  melanin  molecule,  like  other 
black  materials  to  which  it  is  related,  is  very  old,  very  refined, 
complex,  multifunctional,  biochemical  polymer  having  a wide  variety  of 
important  functions  within  the  human  body  and  throughout  nature. 
Earlier  scientific  studies  elucidating  human  biochemical  structures 
never  took  into  account  the  importance  of  melanin  in  the  human  body. 
Therefore,  early  medical  and  pharmaceutical  determinations  based  the 
physical,  neurological  and  metabolic  responses  of  animals,  in  the 
treatment  of  disease,  only  on  white  or  albino  animals  as  a means  of 
extrapolating  the  mean  response  of  humans  to  laboratory -produced 
drugs,  chemicals  and  pesticides.  Consequently,  the  physiological, 


metabolic  and  neurological  differences  in  the  biological  makeup  of 
black  people  were  not 

> included  in  those  studies.  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  western 

medicine  does  not  work  adequately  in  melanated  people  and  the  reason 
why  we  suffer  so  many  side-effects  from  these  substances.  Race-based 
medicine,  now  being  developed  by  the  pharmaceutical  industry,  is  based 
on  synthetic  and  genetically-  engineered  drugs,  chemicals,  food  and 
now,  melanin. 

> Naturally-occurring  melanins  include  eumelanins,  phaeomelanins, 

neuromelanins  and  allomelanins  (plant-based)  . Colours  in  humans  are 
determined  chiefly  by  two  types  of  melanin,  eumelanins  and 
phaeomelanin.  Eumelanins  are  derived  from  the  precursor,  tyrosine, 
generally  insoluble  and  black  or  brown  in  colour.  Phaeomelanins  have 
tyrosine  and  cysteine  as  their  precursors,  are  generally 
alkali-soluble  and  much  lighter  in  colour.  Under  the  microscope 
melanin  is  brown,  non-refractile  and  finely  granular  with  individual 
granules,  having  a diameter  of  less  than  800  nanometers. 

> Melanins  are  polymers  produced  by  polymerization  of  reactive 

intermediates.  The  reactive  intermediates  are  produced  chemically  or 
enzymatically  from  precursors  consisting  of  smaller  chemical  species 
in  varying  amounts,  such  as  tyrosine,  tryptophan,  glutamate, 
phenylalanine,  serotonin,  melantonin,  dopamine,  norepinephrine 
(noradrenaline) , and  epinephrine  (adrenaline)  . The  term  melanin 
includes  naturally-  occurring  melanins,  which  are  usually  high 
molecular  weight  polymers  (generally,  molecular  weights  in  the  millions). 

> Naturally-occurring  melanin  is  formed  through  natural  biochemical 

pathways.  One  is  diet,  involving  the  amino  acids  phenylalanine  and 
tyrosine.  Phenylalanine  is  a dietary  chemical  that  comes  from  red  meat 
and  soya.  It  is  a melanin  precursor,  which  can  raise  blood  pressure. 
Another  pathway  for  natural  melanin  production  involves  the  use  of  the 
neurotransmitters,  epinephrine  and  norepinephrine.  Melanin  production 
is  intimately  involved  with  the  neural  system  (neuromelanin)  because 
tyrosine  and  phenylalanine  are  also  precursors  for  the 
neurotransmitters  epinephrine,  norepinphrine  and  dopamine. 

> The  metabolic  pathway,  for  the  production  of  melanin  from  amino  acid 

building  blocks,  finds  maximal  presence  in  those  cells  that  have  a 
high  demand  for  those  products,  the  brain.  Brain  cells  have  high 
levels  of  tyrosinase  because  there  is  a high  demand  for  dopamine.  The 
enzyme,  tyrosinase  plays  a key  role  in  the  syntheses  of  melanins  and 
its  derivatives.  The  substantia  nigra,  the  region  of  the  brain  where 
the  concentration  of  melanin  is  very  high,  is  noted  for  ce  11s  with 


high  levels  of  tyrosinase.  Insufficient  amounts  of  this  enzyme  causes 
melanin  deficiencies  in  some  humans.  The  gene  for  human  tyrosinase  has 
been  isolated,  genetically  sequenced  and  cloned. 

> Currently,  melanin  is  being  produced  synthetically  or  isolated  from 

natural  sources.  Natural  sources  include  beef  eyes,  squid,  hair, 
bacteria  such  as  Streptococcus  antibioticus  and  E.  coli,  and  the  human 
brain,  among  others. 

> Benefits  and  Risks 

> With  the  use  of  genetic  engineering  and  nano-technology,  melanins, 

its  precursors  and  its  derivatives  are  being  synthetically  produced 
and  patented  with  predictable  molecular  weights,  particle  sizes,  and 
compositions.  Consequently,  melanins  can  now  be  attached  to  antibodies 
and  thus  targeted  for  specific  cells  (e.g.  liver  cells).  Melanin  has  a 
number  of  properties,  which  can  be  exploited  to  alter  both  cellular 
metabolism  and/or  remove  or  introduce  intra-  and  intercellular  toxins. 
Such  properties  include  oxygen  and  free  radical  scavenging,  metal 
binding,  binding  of  organic  cationic  species,  catalysis  of  coupled 
reduction-oxidation  reactions.  These  properties  are  not 
interdependent,  and  melanin  can  be  selectively  altered  and  optimized. 
Drugs  can  be  covalently  bound  to  melanin  or  just  adsorbed  on  its 
surface.  They  can  be  attached  in  such  a manner  that  induces  cellular 
metabolism  at  the  target  cell  and  cause  release  of  the  therapeutic  agent. 

> Other  therapeutic  uses  of  bio- synthetic  melanin  are:  1)  to  treat 

melanin  deficiencies;  2)  to  prevent  neurodegenerative  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system  caused  by  exposure  to  toxic  agents;  and  3)  to  assist  in 
the  recovery  of  neurons,  injured  as  a result  of  direct  injury  or 
disease.  In  fact,  the  therapeutics  uses  of  melanin  and  its  derivatives 
stated  above  have  already  been  patented  in  the  U.S.  In  fact,  there  are 
a number  of  patents  on  the  process  of  genetically-  engineered  melanin 
production  using  genetically-  engineered  microorganisms.  In  addition, 
nanoparticles  of  melanin  can  enter  human  cells  as  well  as  the  soil, 
can  trigger  chemical  reactions  and  can  interfere  with  normal 
biological  and  ecological  processes.  Synthetic  nanoparticles  can 
readily  cross  the  skin-blood-brain  barrier,  which  should  be  of  major 
concern  to  people  of  colour.  This  technology  is  suitable  for 
bioterrorism  and  this  is  just  the  tip  of  the  iceberg.  A recent 
analysis  of  human  genome 

> data  in  public  databases  reveals  that  hundreds,  possibly  thousands 

of  markers  for  ethnic-specific  weapons  do  exist.  In  Black  people  there 
are  some  15,000  possible  biochemical  markers  that  exist  as  future 
bio  weapons. 


> The  world  is  truly  becoming  a very  dangerous  place.  The  genetic 

modification  of  the  common  foods  we  eat  in  the  p roduction  of 
vaccines,  herbicides  and  pesticides  and  the  rearrangement  of  plant  and 
animal  cells  in  bio/nanotechnology  to  produce  so-called  desired 
physical  and  biochemical  characteristics  across  species  is  arrogant 
and  foolish.  The  melanated  God  that  created  the  universe  and  us  along 
with  it,  cannot  be  outdone.  Is  western  science  trying  to  demonstrate 
that  God  is  not  perfect  because  some  of  his  creations  require  fixing?

Three  Are  Named  to  Black  History  Panel

Marion  Ettlinger/Pantheon  Books  The  lawyer  and  writer  Debra  J.  Dickerson  was  named 
to  the  Amistad  Commission. 

Gov.  David  A.  Paterson^s  administration  announced  on  Thursday  that  it  had 
appointed  three  more  people  to  the  Amistad  Commission,  a statewide  group  established 
in  2005  to  encourage  the  teaching  of  black  history  in  schools. 

That  leaves  only  two  more  seats  to  be  filled  on  the  19-member  commission,  which  is  to 
be  led  by  the  secretary  of  state  and  also  includes  the  state  education  commissioner  and 
the  chancellor  of  the  State  University  of  New  York.  The  remaining  two  members  are  to 
be  appointed  by  the  State  Assembly.  The  positions  are  unpaid. 

The  New  York  Times  reported  on  Thursday  that  nearly  four  years  after  the  commission 
was  created,  it  had  never  met  and  5 of  its  19  seats  had  yet  to  be  filled.  The  commission, 
named  for  a slave  ship  seized  by  its  captives  in  1839,  has  become  a symbol  of 
bureaucratic  inertia. 

The  newest  members  are  Nuriyah  Angela  Marie  Bon  Owens  of  Onondaga 
County,  a cultural  heritage  executive  who  had  done  work  with  Colgate  University; 
Lisa  Catalfamo  of  Washington  County;  and  Debra  J.  Dickerson,  a lawyer,  Air 
Force  veteran  and  author  of  ^>The  End  of  Blackness^  (2004),  who  lives  in  Albany 
County. 

Other  members  of  the  Amistad  Commission  are:  Harold  Bellinger  of  Nassau 
Community  College;  Manning  Marable,  a Columbia  University  professor  of  history 
and  public  affairs;  Mary  Kennedy  Carter,  a longtime  educator  on  Long  Island; 
Constance  B.  Eve,  a retired  English  professor  in  Buffalo;  Jane  Schmieder,  a lawyer  in 
Warsaw,  N.Y.;  Robert  P.  Balachandran,  a former  lawyer  for  Gov.  George  E.  Pataki, 
chief  executive  of  the  Hudson  River  Park  Trust  and  executive  at  Bear  Stearns;  Enid 
Schildkrout,  an  anthropologist  who  studies  Africa  and  worked  at  the  American 


Museum  of  Natural  History;  David  Byer-Tyer,  director  of  the  African  American 
Museum  of  Nassau  County;  Julius  Edwards,  a community  advocate  in  Syracuse;  Louis 
Grachos,  director  of  the  Albright-Knox  Art  Gallery  in  Buffalo;  and  Mark  G.  Pearce,  a 
Buffalo  lawyer.

Three  Are  Named  to  Black  History  Panel

to  the  Amistad  Commission. 

Gov.  David  A.  Paterson's  administration  announced  on  Thursday  that  it  had  appointed 
three  more  people  to  the  Amistad  Commission,  a statewide  group  established  in  2005  to 
encourage  the  teaching  of  black  history  in  schools. 

That  leaves  only  two  more  seats  to  be  filled  on  the  19-member  commission,  which  is  to 
be  led  by  the  secretary  of  state  and  also  includes  the  state  education  commissioner  and 
the  chancellor  of  the  State  University  of  New  York.  The  remaining  two  members  are  to 
be  appointed  by  the  State  Assembly.  The  positions  are  unpaid. 

The  New  York  Times  reported  on  Thursday  that  nearly  four  years  after  the  commission 
was  created,  it  had  never  met  and  5 of  its  19  seats  had  yet  to  be  filled.  The  commission, 
named  for  a slave  ship  seized  by  its  captives  in  1839,  has  become  a symbol  of 
bureaucratic  inertia. 

The  newest  members  are  Nuriyah  Angela  Marie  Boniffiwens  of  Onondaga  County, 
a cultural  heritage  executive  who  had  done  work  with  Colgate  University;  Lisa 
Catalfamo  of  Washington  County;  and  Debra  J.  Dickerson,  a lawyer,  Air  Force 
veteran  and  author  of  "The  End  of  Blackness"  (2004),  who  lives  in  Albany 
County. 

Other  members  of  the  Amistad  Commission  are:  Harold  Bellinger  of  Nassau 
Community  College;  Manning  Marable,  a Columbia  University  professor  of  history 
and  public  affairs;  Mary  Kennedy  Carter,  a longtime  educator  on  Long  Island; 
Constance  B.  Eve,  a retired  English  professor  in  Buffalo;  Jane  Schmieder,  a lawyer  in 
Warsaw,  N.Y.;  Robert  P.  Balachandran,  a former  lawyer  for  Gov.  George  E.  Pataki, 
chief  executive  of  the  Hudson  River  Park  Trust  and  executive  at  Bear  Stearns;  Enid 
Schildkrout,  an  anthropologist  who  studies  Africa  and  worked  at  the  American 
Museum  of  Natural  History;  David  Byer-Tyer,  director  of  the  African  American 


Museum  of  Nassau  County;  Julius  Edwards,  a community  advocate  in  Syracuse;  Louis 
Grachos,  director  of  the  Albright-Knox  Art  Gallery  in  Buffalo;  and  Mark  G.  Pearce,  a 
Buffalo  lawyer.

Doctors  rid  man  of  the  virus  with  bone  marrow  transplant  breakthrough. 

Doctors  have  succeeded  in  ridding  a man  of  the  HIV  virus  by  giving  him  a bone  marrow 
transplant  in  what  they  claim  is  the  closest  treatment  yet  to  a cure  for  the  disease. 

The  remarkable  case  gives  new  impetus  to  the  development  of  gene  therapy  for  HIV  which  could 
ultimately  replace  the  need  for  expensive  and  toxic  antiretroviral  drugs.  Instead  of  taking  drugs 
for  life,  HIV  sufferers  might  instead  have  a one-off  treatment  that  would  leave  them  virus-free. 

The  42-year-old  American  had  been  infected  with  HIV  for  a decade.  He  was  treated  with 
antiretroviral  drugs  in  Berlin,  where  he  lives,  for  four  years  to  hold  the  disease  in  check,  but  then 
developed  leukaemia.  Since  being  given  a bone  marrow  transplant  two  years  ago,  he  has  not 
taken  antiretroviral  drugs  to  control  HIV  and  has  had  no  resurgence  of  either  disease.  He  is 


believed  to  be  the  longest  HIV-free  survivor  who  was  previously  treated  with  antiretroviral 
drugs.  Full  details  of  the  case  are  published  for  the  first  time  today  in  The  New  England  Journal 
of  Medicine.  An  editorial  in  the  journal  says  it  "places  further  emphasis  on  gene  therapies"  for 
HIV,  adding:  "The  case  paves  the  way  for  innovative  approaches  that  provide  long-lasting  viral 
control  with  limited  toxicities  for  persons  with  HIV  infection." 

The  man's  treatment  began  with  a search  by  doctors  at  Berlin's  ChariUjCospital  for  a bone 
marrow  donor  with  a genetic  resistance  to  HIV.  One  of  the  strangest  features  of  the  disease  is  the 
way  some  people  who  have  been  exposed  to  the  virus  on  many  occasions  remain  uninfected. 
Twenty  years  ago,  it  was  noticed  that  certain  prostitutes  in  Nairobi  remained  uninfected  despite 
exposure  to  the  virus  through  thousands  of  sexual  contacts. 

It  has  since  emerged  that  some  people  carry  a mutation  of  a gene  (CCR5)  that  confers  protection 
against  HIV.  In  Western  populations  an  estimated  one  to  three  per  cent  have  the  mutation. 

Dr  Gero  Hutter,  a haematologist  at  the  Berlin  Chari Gfjospital,  and  colleagues  tested  61  potential 
donors  before  they  found  one  with  the  CCR5  genetic  mutation,  who  agreed  to  the  operation. 

The  American  recipient  of  the  transplant,  who  runs  a holiday  rentals  business  in  the  German 
capital,  has  undergone  regular  checks  in  the  two  years  since  the  treatment.  The  doctors  have 
tested  his  bone  marrow,  blood  and  tissues  and  found  no  sign  of  HIV.  "For  as  long  as  the  viral 
load  remains  undetectable,  this  patient  will  not  require  antiretroviral  therapy,"  they  say  in  the 
journal. 

Speaking  to  The  Independent  yesterday.  Dr  Hutter  said  there  had  been  several  previous  reports 
of  patients  being  virus-free  following  treatment  but  none  to  compare  with  the  latest  case.  "The 
difference  is  that  in  our  patient  we  had  a plan.  It  was  not  an  accident,"  he  added.  "It  is  the  longest 
time  someone  who  has  had  antiretroviral  therapy  and  stopped  has  lasted  without  the  virus 
rebounding.  Normally  it  rebounds  within  weeks.  It  is  the  closest  we  have  come  to  a cure." 

Dr  Hutter  said  a bone  marrow  transplant  would  be  too  risky  as  a routine  treatment  for  HIV  and 
too  difficult  to  find  donors  with  the  right  genetic  make-up.  But  a modification  of  the  approach 
using  gene  therapy  to  render  a patient  HIV-resistant  could  work,  he  said. 

Even  a costly  treatment  could  be  worthwhile.  The  price  of  treatment  with  antiretrovirals  in 
Europe  is  70,000  to  80,000  (63,000  to  72,000)  a year  compared  with  a one-off  cost  of  20,000  to 
30,000  for  a bone  marrow  transplant. 

Dr  Hutter  said:  "When  I started  in  medicine,  HIV  was  completely  unbeatable.  Now  the  situation 
has  changed  completely.  Perhaps  our  case  is  a glimpse  of  hope  for  the  future." 

Professor  Jay  Levy,  an  AIDS  specialist  at  the  University  of  California,  and  author  of  the  US 
journal's  editorial,  said  claims  that  the  patient  had  been  cured  of  HIV  would  be  premature 
because  of  the  virus's  capacity  to  hide  in  other  parts  of  the  body  including  the  brain,  gut,  liver 
and  lymphatic  system,  from  which  it  could  always  re-emerge. 


"Nevertheless,  the  results  ...  provide  further  encouragement  for  those  examining  approaches  to 
treatment  that  reduce  CCR5  expression  in  persons  with  HIV  infection,"  he  writes.  In  2007,  an 
estimated  two  million  people  died  from  AIDS  and  2.7  million  were  newly  infected  with  HIV. 

25  Years  of  Research:  The  HIV  Virus 

When  the  discovery  of  HIV  was  announced  in  1984,  US  politicians  predicted  that  a cure  for 
AIDS  would  be  found  within  five  years,  but  it  is  still  a distant  prospect. 

Over  the  past  10  years,  a cocktail  of  aggressive  antiretroviral  drugs  has  been  developed  to  help 
keep  the  effects  of  the  disease  at  bay.  Eliminating  it  has  proved  far  more  difficult  because  of  the 
virus's  unique  nature. 

HIV  integrates  itself  into  an  infected  person's  DNA  and  attacks  the  cells  the  immune  system 
sends  to  attack  it.  Once  infected,  these  T-cells  take  the  virus  deeper  into  the  body.  Gene  therapy 
is  a new  approach  that  harnesses  the  natural  resistance  to  HIV  shared  by  3 per  cent  of  people. 

Experts  hope  that  by  tweaking  a sufferer's  DNA,  they  can  achieve  "long-lasting  viral  control."

The  so-called  Palermo  Stone  is  the  largest 
and  best  preserved  fragment  of  a 
rectangular  slab  of  basalt  known  as  the 
Royal  Annals  of  ancient  Egypt's  Old 
Kingdom.  Its  origin  is  unknown,  but  it  may 
have  come  from  a temple  or  another 
important  building.

Stone,  and  the  recent

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The  stone  has  been  in  Palermo  in  Sicily  — 
hence  its  name  — since  1866,  and  is  now  in  the  Museo 
Archaeologico.  Other  fragments  of  the  same  slab  appeared 
on  the  market  between  1895  and  1963,  and  are  now  in  the 
Egyptian  Museum  in  Cairo  and  the  Petrie  Museum  at 
University  College  London. 


The  extract  from  the  Royal  Annals,  the  "King  List"  of 
predynastic  rulers,  is  in  the  upper  register  of  the  Palermo 
Stone.  It  is  followed  by  the  annuals  of  the  kingdom  of  Egypt 
from  its  inception  up  to  the  kings  of  the  Fifth  Dynasty. 
Below  each  name,  the  years  are  named  by  important  events, 
most  of  a ritual  nature,  and  the  height  of  the  Nile  inundation 
is  noted  at  the  bottom. 


Some  13  major  studies  have  been  undertaken  on  the 
fragments  of  the  stone,  and  ever  since  the  first  was 
published  by  Heinrich  SchQD  in  1902  scholars  have  been 
divided  as  to  how  to  interpret  the  implications  of  the  text. 
Some  have  insisted  that  the  predynastic  kings  listed  on  the 


stone  indeed  existed,  although  no  further  evidence  had  yet 
come  to  light.  Others  held  the  view  that  their  inclusion  on  a 
King  List  was  only  of  ideological  value  — which  is  to  say,  in 
order  to  show  that  before  the  unification  of  the  Two  Lands 
of  Upper  and  Lower  Egypt  by  Narmer/Menes  there  was 
chaos.  Disorder  before  order.  Strange  to  say,  outside  of 
scholarly  circles,  the  stone  was  not  widely  known.  Or 
maybe  not  so  strange  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  stone  was 
in  fragments  and  of  no  artistic  value. 

Now,  however,  we  know  the  truth  at  last,  because 
archaeologists  have  identified  as  many  as  15  predynastic 
kings  listed  on  the  Palermo  Stone.  They  were  real.  They 
existed.  And  the  Palermo  Stone,  with  its  apparently  cryptic 
series  of  notations,  can  be  given  its  historical  worth. 

The  stone  reveals  that  the  earliest  kings,  before  the 
beginning  of  the  historic  period,  travelled  widely  and  with 
some  regularity.  It  also  records  that,  in  the  Early  Dynastic 
periods,  which  is  to  say  between  2890  and  2686  BC,  copper 
smelting  was  already  taking  place  and  statues  in  this 
medium  were  being  fashioned.  Also  that  military  campaigns 
carried  out  in  Nubia  resulted  in  the  capture  of  7,000  slaves 
and  200,000  head  of  cattle.  There  were  quarrying 
expeditions  to  the  turquoise  mines  of  Sinai;  and  80,000 
measures  of  myrrh,  6,000  units  of  electrum,  2,900  units  of 
wood,  and  23,020  measures  of  unguent  were  imported  from 
Punt  on  the  coast  of  modern  Somalia.  This  was  no  primitive 
struggling  community  on  the  threshold  of  civilisation.  This 
was  an  already  established  society  that  was  forging  its  own 
character  and  establishing  an  identity. 

When  Toby  Wilkinson  of  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
author  of  Early  Dynastic  Egypt , presented  a paper  on  the 
Palermo  Stone  at  the  International  Egyptology  Conference 
held  in  London  in  December  2000,  he  resuscitated  interest 
in  the  stone.  In  fact,  it  is  astonishing  that  in  this  day  and  age 
of  computer  technology,  he  was  the  first  scholar  to  bring 
together  and  examine  all  seven  fragments  of  the  stone  as  a 
whole.  He  cited  early  arguments  for  and  against  the 
significance  of  the  text,  and  concluded  that  it  was  carved  for 
display  purposes  (somewhat  like  the  Rosetta  Stone)  to 
register  an  ancestor  cult,  and  to  chart  an  unbroken  line  of 
succession  up  to  the  reign  of  the  Fifth-Dynasty  king 
Sneferu,  which  came  at  a great  peak  of  prosperity;  a period 
when  great  monuments  were  built  and  when  no  fewer  than 


40  ships  brought  wood  from  an  unknown  region  outside  the 
country. 

In  its  original  form  the  Royal  Annals  must  have  measured 
more  than  two  metres  long  and  half  a metre  wide.  It  was 
divided  into  two  registers,  with  the  top  register  subdivided 
into  departments  that  chronicled  the  names  of  predynastic 
kings  along  with  regnal  years  and  important  events  in  their 
reigns,  followed  by  notations  of  such  events  as  the  flooding 
of  the  Nile,  the  biennial  cattle  count,  cult  ceremonies, 
taxation,  sculpture,  buildings  and  warfare.  It  listed  hundreds 
of  rulers.  It  is  the  oldest  surviving  historical  text  of  ancient 
Egypt  and  the  basis  of  subsequent  histories  and 
chronologies. 

Some  kings  explicitly  recorded  that  Egyptian  deities  came 
into  being  simultaneously  with  their  visit.  The  god  Sheshat, 
for  example,  was  associated  with  an  activity  known  as 
"stretching  the  cord"  (probably  referring  to  measuring  out 
areas  for  sacred  buildings  or  shrines).  Others  lay  the 
foundations  of  buildings  that  were  called  "throne  of  the 
gods".  Such  activities  were  regarded  as  sufficiently 
important  to  serve  as  reference  points  and  were  expressed  in 
such  specific  terms  as  "the  birth  of  Anubis",  "the  birth  of 
Min"  and  the  "birth"  of  other  gods  associated  with  fertility 
and  male  potency  such  as  Min  of  Coptos,  and  Heryshef  who 
was  usually  represented  in  the  form  of  a ram. 

Until  now,  such  notations  had  little  meaning  for  us.  But 
today's  scholars  know  so  much  more  about  the  formative 
period  of  the  Egyptian  civilisation  that  we  can  reconsider  at 
least  21  of  the  30-odd  entries  on  the  Palermo  Stone, 
especially  those  that  relate  to  the  fashioning  of  images  of 
gods  by  kings,  because  archaeological  evidence  supports  the 
idea  of  uniform  cult  centre  development;  that  is  to  say, 
excavations  carried  out  at  some  of  the  earliest  settlement 
sites  reveal  uniformity.  A common  feature,  for  example,  is 
that  all  sacred  enclosures  were  kept  apart  from  the  eyes  of 
the  public  and  surrounded  by  a wall.  Another  is  the  finds  of 
votive  offerings,  crudely-baked  clay  objects  sometimes 
numbering  hundreds,  probably  made  by  local  artisans  for 
simple  people  who  wished  to  make  offerings  to  the  god. 
Indeed,  uniformity  can  clearly  be  seen  in  the  gods 
themselves.  Whether  in  human  form,  or  a human  body  with 
animal,  bird,  reptile,  or  insect  heads,  they  remained 
archetypes  to  which  future  generations  had  recourse. 


Interestingly  enough,  the  gods  remained  vague  characters 
throughout  Egyptian  history,  later  described  in  terms  such 
as  "he  of  Ombos"  (Set),  "he  of  Edfu"  (Horns),  "she  of  Sais" 
(Neith),  and  "he  of  Qift"  (Coptos).  In  other  words,  no  single 
one  was  more  important  than  the  others.  Prayers  and  hymns 
addressed  to  them  differed  only  in  epithets  and  attributes.  It 
was  clearly  the  place,  not  the  god,  that  mattered,  with  the 
place  being  chosen  for  its  strategic  position. 

The  cult  centre  of  the  vulture-goddess  Nekhbet,  for 
example,  was  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Nile  at  Nekheb 
(modern  Al-Kab),  which  gave  access  to  the  mineral-rich 
Eastern  Desert  with  its  deposits  of  copper,  agate,  and  jasper. 
That  of  Pe  (Buto)  in  the  Nile  Delta  was  a departure  point  for 
trade  with  the  Near  East.  And  Coptos  (Qift)  was  almost 
opposite  the  mouth  of  Wadi  Hammamat,  the  shortest  route 
to  the  Red  Sea  and  the  gold-bearing  veins  of  the  Eastern 
Desert. 

The  creation  of  images  and  establishment  of  cult  centres 
mentioned  on  the  Palermo  Stone  is  also  mentioned  in  the 
Pyramid  Texts  (inscribed  on  the  walls  of  the  kings  who 
ruled  towards  the  end  of  the  Old  Kingdom),  and  in  the  so- 
called  Memphite  Drama  (a  text  which  survived  in  a late 
copy  and  which  is  also  explicit  on  the  creation  of  cults,  the 
establishment  of  shrines,  and  the  making  of  divine  statues 
with  distinctive  ensigns  representing  a plant,  bird  or  animal 
distinctive  to  a community,  and  made  "of  every  wood,  every 
stone,  every  clay").  Apart  from  being  identified  with  the 
king,  they  served  at  the  popular  level.  Early  Egyptians  came 
to  believe  that  the  statue  in  the  shrine  held  the  key  to  a good 
crop,  health,  and  fertility,  and  they  made  pious  gestures  that 
were  not  much  different  from  today's  offerings  and  prayers 
to  the  shrines  of  Christian  saints  and  Muslim  sheikhs. 
Gestures  of  devotion  are  a time  honoured  practice  which 
clearly  has  its  roots  in  the  most  ancient  past. 

This  is  what  is  so  fascinating  about  Wilkinson's  studies  on 
the  Palermo  Stone.  The  material  achievements  of  a unified 
state  depended  on  the  resources  of  the  land,  and  on  trade, 
and  there  is  every  indication  that  its  administration  was 
mapped  out  early  on.  The  creation  of  cult  centres  not  only 
neutralised  the  differences  between  the  various  settlements 
of  Upper  and  Lower  Egypt,  but  it  created  a strong  bond 
between  the  people  of  all  walks  of  society.  And,  more 
important,  when  the  king  attended  the  "birth"  days  of  the 


gods  and  made  royal  endowments  in  the  form  of  bread  and 
cakes,  oxen  and  other  cattle,  geese  and  other  birds,  and  jars 
of  beer  and  wine,  the  occasion  of  his  visit  was  accompanied 
by  annual  celebrations  which  involved  the  slaughter  of 
sacrificial  animals  in  his  honour.  These  offerings,  having 
once  lain  on  the  altar  of  the  shrine  and  fulfilled  their 
religious  function,  were  taken  by  the  "servants  of  the  god", 
which  is  to  say  the  priests  who  maintained  the  shrines  and 
the  statues  of  gods  within  them,  and  the  balance  was 
distributed  to  the  people,  the  laity. 

The  construction  of  buildings  for  the  royal  cult  seems  to 
have  been  the  most  important  project  in  each  king's  reign, 
absorbing  much  of  the  court's  revenue.  The  concept  that  the 
gods  and  the  king  had  mutual  claims  on  one  another  must 
have  been  strong,  but  there  was  always  the  risk  of  resistance 
and  when  this  happened  the  king,  it  appears,  denied  the 
performance  of  the  cult.  In  the  Pyramid  Texts  (many  of 
which  date  to  predynastic  times,  like  those  that  include 
phrases  referring  to  a time  when  the  dead  were  laid  to  rest  in 
simple  sand  pits  and  when  desert  animals  were  prone  to 
desecrate  bodies),  are  utterances  in  which  the  king 
emphasises  that  he  has  power  over  the  gods,  that  he 
"bestows  power  and  takes  away  power,  and  that  there  are 
none  that  shall  escape". 

The  effect  of  such  a threat  on  a community,  which  already 
has  a strong  identity,  and  the  "servants  of  god"  attending 
shrines,  can  well  be  imagined.  It  amounted  to  a threat  of 
annihilation  and  the  loss  of  prestige.  According  to 
Herodotus,  a tradition  survived  that  Khufu,  builder  of  the 
Great  Pyramid,  closed  temples  in  the  land.  Among  his 
remembered  designations  from  early  times  were  "Horus 
fights",  "Horus  seizes",  and  "Horus  decapitates".  And,  on  an 
ivory  label  found  at  Abydos  dating  to  the  reign  of  the  First- 
Dynasty  king  Den,  the  king  is  shown  in  a pose  that  was  to 
become  classic:  smiting  an  enemy  with  a raised  club. 

Did  the  king  of  Egypt,  having  recognised  places  that  gave 
access  to  the  natural  resources,  and  those  from  neighbouring 
lands;  and  who  built  shrines  to  the  gods  as  recorded  on  the 
Palermo  Stone,  come  to  share  a common  feature  with  the 
leaders  of  many  early  societies?  Was  he  a warlord? 

EVIDENCE  on  seal  impressions  and  pottery  of  the  Early 
Dynastic  Period  reveal  images  of  Pharaohs  engaged  in 


various  ritual  activities,  and  some  of  the  accompanying  texts 
refer  to  statues  made  of  gold  and  copper.  This  image  is  from 
the  fifth  register  of  the  Palermo  Stone  and  refers  to  a copper 
statue  made  in  the  reign  of  Khesekhemwy,  or  his  successor 
of  the  same  name.  Here  is  written  evidence  that  copper 
statuary  was  created  long  before  the  well-known  images  of 
Pepi  I and  Merenre  found  in  the  temple  of  Hierakonpolis 
and  now  in  the  Egyptian  Museum.

I think  Dr.  Malidoma  Some's  Of 
Water  and  the  Spirit  and  Credo  Mutwa's  Indaba  My  Children  sheds  much  light  on  this  African 
practice. 

I want  to  do  a cultural  comparative  analysis  on  the  Ga-Adangbe  people  of  Ghana  with  those  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Kush.  There  seems  to  be  a lot  of  parallels  not  only  in  terms,  but  practices. 


Where  I find  a major  difference  in  the  Zulu  account  and  the  Meroitic  account  concerning  the 
shadow  and  the  soul,  is  that  in  the  Zulu  account,  the  female  soul  has  wings:  the  Ena  does  not.

Ghana's  new  President,  John  Atta  Mills,  has  promised  to  cut  wasteful  government 
spending  in  his  first  State  of  the  Nation  speech. 

The  government  needs  to  make  drastic  cuts  to  get  by  after  it  discovered  that  spending 
before  last  year's  election  had  left  the  country  "broke". 

President  Atta  Mills  said  he  would  cut  back  on  the  presidential  jet,  wages  and  civil 
service  training  seminars.

The  Post  would  have  us  believe  that  the  cartoon  is  not  about  Obama.  But  on  the  page  just 
before  the  cartoon  appears,  there's  a big  picture  of  Obama  signing  the  stimulus  bill.2  A 
reader  paging  through  The  Post  would  see  Obama  putting  pen  to  paper,  then  turn  the  page 
to  see  this  violent  cartoon.  The  imagery  is  chilling. 

There  is  a clear  history  in  our  country  of  racist  symbolism  that  depicts  Black  people  as  apes 
or  monkeys,  and  it  came  up  multiple  times  during  the  presidential  campaign.3 
We're  also  in  a time  of  increased  race-based  violence.  In  the  months  following  President 
Obama's  election  there  has  been  a nationwide  surge  in  hate  crimes  ranging  from  vandalism 
to  assaults  to  arson  on  Black  churches.4,5  There  has  been  an  unprecedented  number  of 
threats  against  President  Obama  since  he  was  elected,6  with  hate-based  groups  fantasizing 
about  the  killing  of  the  president.

But  let's  be  clear  about  who's  behind  The  Post : Rupert  Murdoch.  Murdoch,  the  Post's  owner, 
is  the  man  behind  FOX  News  Channel.  FOX  has  continually  attacked  and  denigrated  Black 
people,  politicians,  and  institutions  at  every  opportunity,  and  we've  run  several  campaigns 
to  make  clear  how  FOX  poisons  public  debate.8 

We  don't  expect  much  from  Murdoch.  However,  with  enough  public  pressure  we  can  set  the 
stage  for  advertisers  and  subscribers  to  think  long  and  hard  before  patronizing  outlets  like 
the  Post  that  refuse  to  be  held  accountable.

John  Atta  Mills  says  that  Ghana  is  in  need  of  "austerity" 

Ghana's  new  President,  John  Atta  Mills,  has  promised  to  cut  wasteful  government 
spending  in  his  first  State  of  the  Nation  speech. 

The  government  needs  to  make  drastic  cuts  to  get  by  after  it  discovered  that 
spending  before  last  year's  election  had  left  the  country  "broke". 

President  Atta  Mills  said  he  would  cut  back  on  the  presidential  jet,  wages  and 
civil  service  training  seminars. 

But  he  did  not  mention  a key  election  promise  to  reduce  the  price  of  fuel. 


"What  is  called  for  is  savings  on  our  part  to  use  those  savings  in  the  productive 
areas  of  the  economy,"  said  President  Atta  Mills. 

He  said  Ghana  was  drastically  in  need  of  "austerity". 

Fast  month  a member  of  the  new  president's  transitional  team  told  reporters  that 
Ghana  was  "broke". 

The  government  of  former  President  John  Kufuor  had  exceeded  its  forecast 
budget  deficit  for  2008  by  nearly  seven  times,  Hanna  Tetteh  told  Reuters  news 
agency.

Israel  and  the  Ongoing  Holocaust  in  Congo  (Part  1)

Maurice  Tempelsman  is  one  of  the  top  funders  of  the  Democratic  Party  who  has 
funded  Barrack  Obama  and  Hillary  Clinton.  Templesman  was  the  unofficial 
ambassador  to  the  Congo  (Zaire)  for  years,  but  a new  Israeli- American  tycoon 
has  replaced  him.  In  the  world  of  bling  bling  and  bling  bang,  some  things 
change,  some  stay  the  same.  The  CIA,  the  MOSSAD,  the  big  mining  companies, 
the  offshore  accounts  and  weapons  dealsall  hidden  by  the  Western  media.  The 
holocaust  in  Central  Africa  has  claimed  some  six  to  ten  million  people  in 
Congo  since  1996,  with  1500  people  dying  daily.  1 But  while  the  Africans  are 
the  victims  of  perpetual  Holocaust,  the  persecutors  hide  behind  history, 
complaining  that  they  are  the  persecuted,  or  pretending  they  are  the 
saviors.  Who  is  responsible? 

For  Israeli- American  Dan  Gertler,  business  in  blood  drenched  Congo  is  not 
merely  business,  it  is  a quest  for  the  Holy  Grail.  Young  Dan  Gertler  goes 
nowheredoes  nothingwithout  the  spiritual  guidance  of  Brooklyn-born  Rabbi 
Chaim  Yaakov  Leibovitch,  a personal  friend  of  Condoleeza  Rice. 2 Gertler  and 
Leibovitch  are  two  of  the  principals  behind  a diamond  mining  company,  Emaxon 
Finance  Corporation,  involved  in  the  Democratic  Republic  of  Congo  (DRC). 

Gertler  and  gang  won  the  majority  rights  to  the  diamonds  from  the  state 
mining  company,  Social  Mini|/C  de  Bakwange,  MIBA,  found  near  the 
government-controlled  town  of  Mbuji-Mayi,  the  rough  diamond  capital  of  the 
world. 

Emaxon  Finance  Corp.  has  apparently  out-maneuvered  diamond  competitors, 
especially  the  big  rivals  Energem  and  De  Beers.  Energem  is  one  of  the  many 
shady  mining  companies  connected  to  Anthony  Teixeira,  a Portuguese  born 
businessman  now  residing  in  South  Africa  whose  daughter  married  Congolese 
warlord  Jean-Pierre  Bemba.  The  warlord's  deadly  battle  in  Congo  in  March 
2007  was  a bid  between  rival  agentsJean-Pierre  Bemba  and  Joseph  Kabilato 
be  the  black  gatekeeper  for  the  mining  cartels  run  by  dynastic  families  like 
Templesman,  Oppenheimer,  Mendell,  Forrest,  Blattner,  Hertzov,  Gertler  and 
Steinmetz,  and  for  companies  like  NIKANOR,  whose  stock  prices  rose  early  in 
July  2006  in  expectation  of  a July  30th  "win"  for  Joseph  Kabila.3  Africa 
Confidential  called  President  Kabila's  2003  visit  to  the  Bush  White  House  a 
"coup"  for  the  Israeli  diamond  magnates  Dan  Gertler  and  Beny  Steinmetz. 

Canadian-based  Energem,  formerly  DiamondWorks,  is  owned  by  British  mercenary 
Tony  Buckingham  and  its  director/shareholders  include  Mario  and  Tony 
Teixeira,  J.P.  Morgan,  and  Gertler's  partner  Israeli-American  Beny  Steinmetz 
(50%). 4 Through  subsidiary  Branch  Energy,  the  Energem-DiamondWorks  gang  has 
perpetuated  war  in  11  African  countries. 5 In  December  2007,  Energem 


re-launched  itself  on  the  London  Stock  Market  with  the  newly  laundered  image 
of  a renewable  energy  company.  Regarding  diamonds,  it  said  only  it  "had 
decided  to  give  up  exploration  rights  in  the  Central  African  Republic. "6  The 
Energem  spokesman  explained  that  Tony  Teixeira  "had  a clean  bill  of  health" 
etc.,  etc.  Of  course,  Energem  "quit"  the  C.A.R.  because  Jean-Pierre  Bemba 
marched  his  troops  into  C.A.R.,  where  they  raped  and  pillaged  widely.7 
Energem  is  still  operating  in  Congo,  but  Dan  Gertler  is  the  new,  unofficial 
ambassador  to  the  Congo  for  the  George  W.  Bush  gang. 

Gertler  and  partners  like  Beny  and  Danny  Steinmetz,  Nir  Livnat,  Chaim 
Leibovitz  and  Yaakov  Neeman  run  a hornet's  nest  of  companies  involved  in 
African  hotspots,  including:  Dan  Gertler  International  (DGI),  Steinmetz 
Global  Resources,  International  Diamond  Industries,  NIKANOR  and  Global 
Enterprises  Corporate. 

"Dan  Gertler  is  'the  new  kid  on  the  block,"'  writes  Yossi  Melman  in  Israel's 
Haaretz  news.  "Bold,  sophisticated,  brutal,  he  is  an  adventurer  with  a short 
fuse."  Haaratz  confirmed  that  Dan  Gertler  owns  a complex  network  of 
interconnected  companies,  often  registered  in  offshore  tax  havens  and 
involved  in  India,  Russia,  Belgium  and  the  United  States,  and  that  Dan 
Gertler  is  looking  to  God  for  guidance. 8 

THOU  SHALT  NOT  STEAL 

"In  the  diamond  industry,"  Melman  wrote,  "Gertler  is  considered  something  of 
an  odd  bird.  He  maintains  few  ties  with  the  other  merchants  and  is  not  very 
sociable  Alongside  his  business  affairs,  most  of  his  energy  is  channeled 
into  matters  of  faith.  He  is  a donor  to  religious  institutions  and  from  time 
to  time  makes  a pilgrimage  to  the  rabbi  he  most  admires,  Rabbi  David 
Abuhatzeira,  from  Nahariya,  in  order  to  consult  with  him  and  receive  his 
blessing.  Gertler  is  surrounded  mostly  by  religious  people  and  laces  his 
speech  liberally  with  praise  to  God. "8 

In  2003,  Condoleeza  Rice,  then  Assistant  to  President  Bush  for  National 
Security  Affairs,  introduced  Dan  Gertler  and  Chaim  Leibovitch  to  U.S. 
official  Jendayi  Frazer,  a Harvard  Kennedy  School  affiliate  and  former 
National  Security  Council  agent  focused  on  Africa.  On  December  6,  2006, 
Frazer,  then  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  African  Affairs,  was  one  of 
seven  special  Bush  delegates  sent  to  the  inauguration  of  Congo's  newly 
installed  President  Joseph  Kabila  in  Kinshasa.9 

When  Dan  Gertler  and  Chaim  Leibovitch  and  their  friends  visit  the  luxury 
Gertler  villa  in  Lumumbashi,  the  capital  of  Katanga,  Congo's  large  southern 
province,  their  kosher  meals  arrive  by  private  plane  from  Kinshasa.  The 
special  executive  jet  that  flies  their  kosher  meals  a few  hundred  miles  over 
the  roadless  Congo  costs  some  $US  23,000  per  trip.  10 


The  average  income  for  Congolese  citizens  each  yearif  they  survive  itis 
about  $95.  Shootings  at  mining  facilities  and  diamond  mines  are  common,  land 
is  stolen  from  Congolese  people,  strikes  are  crushed  by  security  forces  that 
companies  are  partnered  with,  and  black  overseers  of  state  terror  routinely 
arrest  and  torture  any  vocal  oppositionand  sometimes  disappear  themin 
support  of  white  bosses.  The  Social  Mini^/i  de  BakwangeMIBA  and  the 
diamond  fields  of  Mbuji-Mayi  in  Congo  have  a long  history  of  bloodshed 
backed  by  Western  powers,  including  Israel,  from  the  beginning.  1 1 Amnesty 
International  points  out  that  not  a single  state  agent  has  ever  been 
prosecuted  for  the  extrajudicial  executions  of  suspected  "illegal"  miners  in 
Mbuji-Mayi.  12 

After  a century  of  exploitation  and  slavery,  we  find  MIBA  consistently 
withholding  payment  of  salaries  to  starving  Congolese  laborers  and  middle 
managers  for  months  at  a time.  April  and  May  2007  saw  strikes  and  protests 
leading  to  the  Kabila  government's  arbitrary  arrest,  detention  and  torture 
of  trade  union  organizers  like  Leon  Ngoy  Bululu;  police  have  also  shot 
protestors.  13  So-called  'illegal'  diamond  workersdisenfranchised  local 
Congolese  people  forced  into  "criminal"  activities  to  survivewere  summarily 
executed  on  MIBA  concessions  in  Mbuji-Mayi.  MIBA  security  guards  have  also 
been  sniping  unemployed  diamond  miners.  14 

Meanwhile,  Dan  Gertler's  kosher  meals  depart  Kinshasa,  the  capital  of  the 
big  Congo,  through  the  arrangements  of  Rabbi  Chlomo  Bentolila,  high  priest 
of  the  Chabad  of  Central  Africa.  Rabbi  Chlomo  Bentolila  has  been  a Kinshasa 
Rabbi  since  1991,  and  he  was  a spiritual  force  who  survived  the  terrorism  of 
the  old  dinosaur,  Mobutu  Sese  Seko,  the  way  most  elites  did:  by  working  with 
him.  Rabbi  Bentolila  is  a member  of  the  Chabad  Lubavitch  Global  Emissary 
Network,  headquartered  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  his  wife  Miriam  is  the 
sister  of  Rabbi  Mena'hem  Hadad,  a high  priest  in  Brussels.  15 

"Kosher  does  not  mean  that  a Rabbi  blesses  the  food,"  Rabbi  Betolila 
corrected  me,  "but  rather  that  the  food  was  supervised  by  a Rabbinical  Thora 
[sic]  authority  who  sees  that  the  ingredients  were  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  Kashrut  expressed  in  the  Bible  (Leviticus  and  Deuteronomy). "16 

Dan  Gertler  often  flies  people  into  Congo,  on  his  private  jet,  for  sacred 
Jewish  rituals.  For  the  Bar  Mitsvah  of  Rabbi  Chlomo  Bentolila's  son  Binyamin 
Avrahim  in  June  2005,  guests  included  eminent  Rabbis,  Hassidic  singer  Yoni 
Shlomo  and  special  orchestra  Yossef  Brami,  all  arriving  in  "special  flights" 
from  Israel,  New  York  and  Brussels.  The  reception  was  held  at  the  luxurious 
and  exclusive  Memling  Hotel.  Joseph  Kabila  sent  a sizeable  delegation  but 
did  not  attend:  his  closest  advisers  provided  a blessing  on  his  behalf.  17 


The  Gertler,  Steinmetz  and  Templesman  interests  are  advanced  in  part  through 


the  support  of  the  Committee  of  the  Jewish  Community  of  Kinshasale  ComitftajT>  de  la 
Communautlljisrallfltethat  is  tightly  coordinated  with  the  power 
structure  in  Kinshasa  to  exert  influence  and  assure  control  of 
Israeli-Belgian-Anglo-American  interests  over  the  geopolitical  arena. 

From  June  26-30,  2007,  the  Communaute  Israelite  de  Kinshasa  received  a visit 
from  the  Israeli  Ambassador  Yaakov  Rev  ah,  director  of  the  Africa  Department 
of  the  Israeli  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs;  Revah  also  flew  to  Lumumbashi 
for  meetings  with  Dan  Gertler  and  his  agents,  including  Moishe  (Moses) 

Katumbi,  the  Governor  of  Katanga,  and  they  most  likely  enjoyed  a lovely, 

$23,000  kosher  meal  sent  from  the  Chabad  in  Kinshasa.  18  The  Communaute 
Israelite  de  Kinshasa  maintains  very  intimate  political  relations  with 
President  Joseph  Kabila's  PPRD  party,  the  People's  Party  for  Reconstruction 
and  Democracy.  On  March  1,  2006,  in  a formal  ceremony,  the  President  of  the 
Communaute  Israelite  de  Kinshasa,  Ashlan  Piha,  was  awarded  the  Congo's  Medal 
of  Civil  Merit. 

THOU  SHALT  NOT  COVET 

Before  his  assassination  on  January  16,  2001,  Laurent  Desire  Kabilathe 
President  of  the  Democratic  Republic  of  Congo  (DRC)made  a deal  with  the 
Gertler  gang  that  would  play  out  in  favor  of  the  current  President  Joseph 
Kabila  and,  it  seems,  be  a central  factor  in  relation  to  both  Congo's 
ongoing  war  and  the  bloody  warlord's  battle  in  Kinshasa  in  March  2007.19 

Back  in  2000,  former  Congolese  president  Laurent  Kabila  offered  a monopoly 
on  Congolese  diamonds,  and  88%  of  the  proceeds,  to  Gertler's  International 
Diamond  Industries  (ID I)  in  exchange  for  Israeli  military  assistance  to  his 
new  government. 20  Top  Congolese  military  officials  apparently  flew  to  Israel 
in  2000  to  negotiate  the  deal.  Gertler  pledged  military  assistance  to 
President  Laurent  Kabila  through  top  Israeli  officials. 21 

The  original  Gertler- Kabila  deal  fell  through  after  Laurent  Kabila  was 
assassinated  for  not  cooperating  with  the  Great  White  Lathers  of  industry 
(January  2001),  but  Gertler  and  Leibovitch  and  their  disciples  formed 
another  company,  Dan  Gertler  International,  and  advanced  their  Congo  plan. 22 
By  2002  Gertler's  company  was  the  leading  exporter  of  Congolese  gems, 
controlling  a diamond  mining  franchise  worth  about  $US  1 billion  annually. 23 

In  2003,  the  mighty  Congolese  diamond  parastatal  Societe  Miniere  De  Bakwanga 
(MIBA)which  has  been  forever  controlled  by  the  Great  White  Lathers  in 
Belgium,  Israel  and  Americasigned  an  exclusive  contract  with  Gertler's 
startup  company,  Emaxon  Linance  International.  The  deal  involved  Israeli's 
Loreign  Defense  Assistance  and  Defense  Export  Organization  (SIBAT),  and 
high-level  Israeli  defense  and  intelligence  officials.  Gertler  and  his 
buddies  reportedly  bribed  Congolese  officials  and  Angolan  generals  who,  on 


and  off,  have  commanded  Angolan  Army  troops  protecting  Kinshasa,  Congo's 
capital.  2 1,24 

Security  for  mining  operations  in  Congo  is  provided  by  exclusive  security 
companies  like  Overseas  Security  Services  (OSS)  one  of  the  many  DRC 
interests  of  Belgian  billionaire  tycoon  Philippe  de  Moerloose.  A member  of 
the  Kinshasa  elite,  de  Moerloose  supplies  jets  and  other  presidential  toys 
to  DRC  President  Kabila.  In  2006,  President  Joseph  Kabila's  campaign 
helicopter  was  at  the  centre  of  a legal  battle  involving  Philippe  de 
Moerloose. 25  De  Moerloose's  companies  operated  in  Mobutu's  Zaire  from  at 
least  1991,  backing  state  terrorism  and  Western  corporate  plunder  that  was 
rendered  invisible  by  the  Western  media.  De  Moerloose  is  also  an  adviser  to 
European  Union  (EU)  Commissionerand  diamantaireLouis  Michel. 

Dan  Gertler  and  Philippe  de  Moerloose  were,  reportedly,  the  only  two  white 
men  who  attended  the  wedding  of  Joseph  Kabila  and  the  two  clearly  share 
interests  in  "security"  provided  by  OSS  at  MIBA  and  elsewhere  in  Congo.  The 
April  2003  secret  agreement  signed  between  the  Gertler/Steinmetz  company 
Emaxon  Finance  and  the  Kabila  government  involved  MIBA  and  two  de  Moerloose 
companies,  OSS-Congo  and  Demimpex,  and  other  firms. 

Overseas  Security  Services  (OSS)  operations  are  apparently  grounded  in  the 
experience  of  top  expatriate  security  operatives  formerly  involved  with  the 
biggest  security  firm  in  Mobutu's  Zaire. 26  According  to  OSS  public  relations 
materials,  "these  persons  have  a not  unimportant  experience  in  the  safety  of 
this  country. "26  Providing  mine  security,  body-guard  and  protection 
services,  OSS  operates  in  Burundi,  Ivory  Coast,  Rwanda,  Dubai,  South  Africa, 
Republic  of  Congo  (Brazzavile)  and  Belgium,  placing  them  in  cahoots  with  all 
sides  warring  and  plundering  eastern  Congo  today. 27 

Emaxon  Finance  International  is  a real  gem,  one  of  these  octopuses  of  mining 
tangled  up  with  interlocking  companies  and  subsidiaries  based  in  specious 
geographical  offshore  "tax  havens"  that  work  to  shield  from  prosecution 
people  who  are  responsible  for  money  laundering,  weapons  and  drugs 
operations,  assassinations  and  other  terrorism. 

NIKANOR  is  registered  as  an  Isle  of  Man  (UK)  company,  an  offshore  tax  haven 
that  helps  to  conceal  criminal  activities  and  maximize  profits.  NIKANOR 
directors  include  Dan  Kurtzer,  former  U.S.  ambassador  to  Israel  (2001-2005) 
and  Principal  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  Intelligence  and 
Research  under  Madeleine  Albright.  NIKANOR  partners  include  Mende  and  Moshe 
Gertner  [sic],  Israeli  property  tycoons  with  vast  holdings  in  London  who 
control  22  percent  of  NIKANOR.  Another  partner  is  Israeli-born  Nir  Livnat, 
managing  director  of  Johannesburg-based  Ascot  Diamonds,  a member  of  the 
Steinmetz  Group  of  Diamond  Companies,  and  a principal  involved  in  numerous 
U.S. -based  businesses  from  Miami  to  New  York.28 


THOU  SHALT  NOT  BEAR  FALSE  WITNESS 


Back  in  2001,  when  the  Gertler  enterprises  surfaced  in  dirty  diamond  deals, 
public  relations  was  handled  by  Lior  Chorev,  the  "Special  Strategic  and 
Communications  Consultant"  to  International  Diamond  Industries  (ID I),  and 
Chorev  continued  in  this  role  to  support  Dan  Gertler  businesses. 29  Today, 

Lior  Chorev  is  partnered  with  the  brothers  Yuval  and  Eyal  Arad  as 
director-owners  of  the  Israeli  marketing  and  public  relations  firm,  ARAD 
Communications. 30 

"We  do  work  for  Mr.  Gertler  on  some  of  his  business  issues,"  said  Lior 
Chorev. 31  ARAD's  many  clients  include  Dan  Gertler  companies,  Los 
Angeles-based  Coral  Diamonds  and  an  Israeli  aeronautics  weaponry 
manufacturer  producing  Unmanned  Aerospace  Vehicles  (UAVs)robotic  weapons 
and  intelligence  platforms  like  those  being  used  against  the  people  of  Congo 
today. 32  As  a political  strategist,  Lior  Chorev  has  worked  for  Israeli  Prime 
Minister  Ariel  Sharon  and  current  Prime  Minister  Ehud  Olmert.33  He  has  also 
participated  in  Israel-NATO  defense  planning  conferences. 34 

Dan  Gertler  is  close  to  Israeli  politicians,  especially  Avigdor  Lieberman, 
head  of  the  right-wing  Yisrael  Beiteinu  party,  and  he  is  very  close  to 
diamantaire  Beny  Steinmetz,  a good  friend  of  Prime  Minister  Ehud  Olmert. 
Gertler's  inseperable  friend,  Chaim  Leibovitz,  is  also  very  close  to 
Lieberman,  and  was  "a  regular  fixture"  in  Prime  Minister  Benjamin  Netanyahu' 
s offices. 35 

Beny  Steinmetz  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  richest  billionaires  in 
Israel.  The  Steinmetz  Group,  controlled  with  his  brother  Daniel,  is  one  of 
the  biggest  clients  of  the  de  Beers  diamond  syndicate.  Steinmetz  is  also 
involved  in  an  Israeli  real  estate  group  that  purchased  the  assets  of  the 
British  Haslemere  real  estate  company  for  $1.46  billion.  Steinmetz's  real 
estate  partners  include  the  billionaire  Israeli  investors  David  and  Simon 
Reuben,  and  the  Saudi  Arabian  Olayan  Group,  an  investment  company  that  is 
deeply  connected  with  Bechtel  Corporation. 36  The  Steinmetz  web  site  map  of 
operations  hides  their  involvement  in  war-tom  Congo. 37 

Seems  Dan  Gertler's  land  grabs  and  exclusion  in  Congo  have  a lot  in  common 
with  the  current  crimes  against  humanity  being  committed  by  Israel  through 
its  illegal  partition  in  the  Middle  East.  On  January  3,  2008,  the  Jerusalem 
Post  reported  that  Lior  Chorev  was  an  integral  part  of  past  Prime  Minister 
Ariel  Sharon's  advisers,  and  he  was  recently  quoted  to  say  that  even  though 
Sharon  did  not  get  to  finalize  Israel's  final  borders  (he  suffered  a 
debilitating  stroke  in  2006),  the  route  of  the  security  fencewhich  he 
decidedwould  ultimately  serve  as  the  basis  for  the  border  and  as  Sharon's 
lasting  legacy. 38 


"He  felt  he  needed  to  set  the  border  because  he  didn't  trust  the  younger 
generations,"  Chorev  was  quoted  to  say.  "He  knew  the  fence  route  by  heart 
and  the  reason  for  every  stretch  of  land  being  on  one  side  or  the  other.  "3 8 

In  2003,  the  U.N.  Panel  of  Experts  on  war  in  Congo  revealed  that  Emaxon 
Finance  International  is  controlled  by  Israeli  diamond  traders  Chaim 
Leibovitz  and  Dan  Gertler.39  Emaxon  lists  as  its  address  an  office  in 
Montreal,  Canada,  but  Emaxon's  majority  shareholder  is  listed  as  FTS 
Worldwide,  a nebulous  global  corporation  whose  business  address  is  that  of  a 
firm  of  lawyers,  Mossack  Fonseca  & Company,  in  Panama  City.  FTS  Worldwide  is 
registered  with  the  U.S.  Securities  Exchange  Commission  to  lawyer  Andre 
Zolty  of  Geneva  Switzerland.  A copy  of  the  MIBA-Emaxon  contract  was  signed 
on  13  April  2003  by  Israeli-Americans  Yaakov  Neeman  and  Chaim  Leibovitz.40 

Yaakov  Neeman  is  a founding  partner  of  Herzog,  Fox  and  Neeman,  Tel  Aviv,  one 
of  Israel's  top  law  firms,  and  he  has  held  Israeli  government  cabinet  and 
ministerial  positions.41  Neeman  is  on  the  Advisory  Board  of  Markstone 
Capital  Group,  a very  influential  group  of  investment  bankers,  with  Eli 
Hurvitz.  On  the  board  of  Israel's  Teva  Pharmaceutical  Industries  with  Eli 
Hurvitz  is  Northrup-Grumman  director  Philip  Frost.42  Both  Philip  Frost  and 
Maurice  Templesman  are  top-level  councilors  for  the  American  Stock  Exchange. 
Eli  Hurvitz  sat  on  the  International  Advisory  Counsel  of  Harvard  University' 
s Belfer  Center,  2002-2005,  during  the  period  when  the  Belfer  Center  and 
their  intelligence  operative  Robert  Rotberg  formalized  the  "Kimberley 
Process"  to  officially  whitewash  blood  diamonds.43  Yakov  Neeman  is  also  a 
governor  of  the  World  Zionist  Organization  and  Jewish  Agency  for  Israel. 

One  of  the  main  objectives  of  the  Kimberley  Process,  and  the  Harvard  Belfer 
Center's  role,  was  to  protect  the  South  African  Oppenheimer  and  De  Beers 
diamond  cartels  and  their  leading  buyers  and  agents  like  Maurice  Templesman 
and  Beny  Steinmetz.44  Added  to  those  diamond  industry  firms  whitewashed  by 
the  Kimberley  Process  are  all  the  Zionist  diamond  dealers  and  cartels  that 
have  risen  like  a phoenix  out  of  the  ashes  of  the  Holocaust. 

The  Israeli-American  enterprises  of  the  Gertler/Steinmetz  gang  have 
proliferated  and  today  are  major  shareholders  or  owners  of  diamond 
concessions  in  Congo's  Kasai  province  and  copperbelt  concessions  in  Katanga. 

The  copperbelt  is  the  big  money  in  Congo.  Copper  prices  recently  hit  an  all 
time  high  due  to  monopoly  control  by  corporations  and  new  applications  in 
transportation,  aerospace  and  weaponry.  Cobalt  is  used  in  dye  and  paint 
processes  for  manufacturing.  More  importantly,  it  is  elemental  to 
superalloys  used  for  tank  armor,  spacecraft,  turbines,  ship  hulls,  ship 
hulls,  blast  furnaces,  refineries,  petroleum  drilling  rigs,  nuclear  reactors 
and  nuclear  weapons.  Like  coltan,  or  columbium-tantalite,  cobalt  is  also 
used  in  cell  phone  batteries.  The  Katanga  copperbelt  is  also  rich  in 


germanium,  a rare  metal  used  in  optical  fibers,  infrared  lenses  and 
telecommunication  satellites. 45 

The  entire  military-industrial-prisons  complex  revolves  around  minerals  like 
cobalt,  niobium  and  heterogenite  (cobalt  oxide),  yet  the  truth  about  what 
happens  to  African  people  in  lands  taken  over  by  these  mining  companies  is 
hidden  by  the  corporate  media.  More  and  more  land  is  being  stolen,  more  and 
more  atrocities  committed,  with  less  and  less  transparency,  and  less  and 
less  accountability,  and  fewer  and  fewer  voices  for  the  voiceless.  And,  as 
usual,  there  are  always  a lot  of  empty  promises. 

THOUGH  SHALT  HAVE  NO  OTHER  GODS 

Over  the  past  fifty  years,  elite  Israeli  nationals  have  perpetrated  conflict 
and  injustice  in  Africa,  fueled  by  and  for  minerals.  Operatives  associated 
with  the  Israeli  military  or  intelligence  servicesthe  Mossadmaintain 
strategic  criminal  syndicates  in  competition  and  in  partnership  with  other 
syndicates  involving  men  like  Philippe  De  Moerloose,  Louis  Michel,  Viscount 
Etienne  Davignon,  John  Bredenkamp  and  Tony  Buckingham. 

Israeli  trained  shock  troops  became  Mobutu's  bodyguards,  with  Mossad 
advisers.  According  to  a report  by  the  American  Jewish  Committee:  after  1980 
"Mossad  agents,  military  emissaries,  and  a small  group  of  private 
businessmen  replaced  diplomats  as  Israel's  main  interlocutors  with  African 
leaders  and  political  (mainly  opposition)  groups."  The  report  cites  rising 
involvement  of  private  defense  and  security  interests,  especially  in  Angola, 
DRC  and  Central  Africa  Republic,  since  1992.46 

Israeli  operatives  and  "businessmen"  appear  everywhere  there  is  egregious 
suffering  and  dispossession.  Dan  Gertler's  forays  into  the  bloody  world  of 
diamonds  involve  Israeli  arms  dealers  Yair  Klein,  who  is  reportedly  wanted 
by  the  U.S.  for  training  Medellin  drug-cartel  militias  in  Colombia,  and  Dov 
Katz. 47  Klein  was  convicted  by  Israel  (1991)  for  his  involvement  with  groups 
that  targeted  and  assassinated  Colombian  politicians,  journalists,  and 
police.  Jailed  in  Sierra  Leone  in  1999,  Klein  was  a field  representative  for 
Gertler  in  war-torn  Sierra  Leone  and  Liberia.  Gertler  also  mingles  with  the 
Russian  Military  Brotherhood,  a group  of  "retired  Russian  generals  whom 
Gertler  describes  as  good  friends. "48,49 

Retired  Israeli  Defense  Lorces  Colonel  Yair  Klein  reportedly  organized  arms 
for  diamonds  networks  in  Sierra  Leone  and  Liberia  after  President  Charles 
Taylor  was  deposed.  In  1999,  Klein  was  arrested  in  Sierra  Leone  on  charges 
of  smuggling  arms  to  the  rebel  Revolutionary  United  Lront.50  The  U.N.  also 
documented  collaborations  between  Sierra  Leone'  rebels  and  Lazare  Kaplan 
agent  Damian  Gagnon;  Lazare  Kaplan  International  is  one  of  the  organized 
crime  syndicates  of  Jewish  American  Maurice  Templesman.5 1 


The  Steinmetz  Group  of  companies  are  also  involved  in  the  bloody  diamond 
fields  of  Sierra  Leone,  along  with  Energem  (formerly  DiamondWorks),  the 
company  described  above  that  is  connected  to  the  white  mercenaries  depicted 
in  Hollywood's  Blood  Diamond  propaganda  film. 52  In  December  2007,  local 
people  in  Sierra  Leone  struggling  to  gain  the  smallest  livelihood  from  their 
own  resources  were  shot  by  police  during  peaceful  protests  against  the 
Steinmetz-controlled  Koidu  Holdings  site.  It's  the  same  old  local  people's 
story  happening  everywhere.  These  were  people  from  communities  driven  off 
their  own  land  by  mining  companies  that  promised  the  world,  cajoled  the 
trusting  people,  and  gave  nothing  after.  The  Steinmetz  gang  called  in  the 
local  paramilitary,  a curfew  was  imposed  and  people  were  shot;  the  police, 
as  usual,  falsely  claimed  that  protesters  were  armed. 53 

Like  most  mining  mafias  in  Africa,  the  Israeli  octopusorganized  crime 
syndicates,  offshore  subsidiaries,  interlocking  directorships  and  affiliated 
mercenarieshas  gripped  the  very  heart  of  Congo  like  an  octopus  grips  and 
stuns  its  prey.  Mining  regulates  the  pulse  of  Congo,  and  foreign  mining 
companies  with  their  black  sell-out  agents  are  sucking  the  blood  out  of  the 
people  and  the  wealth  out  of  the  land. 

THOU  SHALT  NOT  KILL 

Beyond  the  intriguing  Jewish  rivalry  for  diamonds  in  the  heart  of  darkness, 
this  tale  takes  a chilling  turn  with  the  involvement  of  certain  German  firms 
and  New  York  City  lawyers.  NIKANOR,  another  Gertler/Steinmetz  company  of 
dubious  origins  operating  in  DRC,  has  a subcontract  with  the  notorious 
ThyssenKrupp  conglomerate,  a company  comprised  of  two  former  Nazi  weapons 
manufacturers  linked  to  the  New  York  law  firm  of  Sullivan  and  Cromwell,  to 
Brown  Brothers  Harriman  & Co.,  Lehman  Brothers,  Chase  Manhattan  Bank,  J.P. 
Morgan,  DuPont  and  IBM,  in  the  great  Nazi- American  money  plot. 54 

These  companies  were  all  behind  the  Jewish  Holocaust.  The  infamous  German 
Krupp  firm  is  the  industrial  corporation  that  collaborated  with  former  CIA 
director  Allen  Dulles  and  former  U.S.  Secretary  of  State  John  Poster  Dulles. 
Clients  of  the  Dulles  brothers'  law  firm  Sullivan  and  Cromwell  included 
Adolph  Hitler.54  Ted  Terry,  one  of  the  senior  counselors  of  the  law  firm 
Sullivan  and  Cromwell  today,  is  also  a director  of  a philanthropy  called  the 
Harold  K.  Hochschild  (HKH)  Poundation,  named  for  the  mining  magnate  behind 
AMAX,  a company  operating  in  the  copperbelt  in  Zambia,  but  whose  parent 
company,  Phelps  Dodge,  operates  in  Katanga,  Congo.  Harold  K.  Hochschild  was 
close  to  the  CIA,  and  he  appears  to  have  backed  the  Katanga  succession  in 
the  1960's  just  as  Dan  Gertler  in  recent  years  backed  the  reorganization  of 
power  in  Congo  by  force.  Sullivan  and  Cromwell  was  also  the  law  firm  for 
AMAX.  55,56 


Brown  Brothers  Harriman  & Company  (BBH)  was  the  primary  Wall  Street 
connection  for  German  companies  and  the  U.S.  financial  interests  of  Fritz 
Thyssen,  an  early  financial  backer  of  the  Nazi  party.  BBH  bought  and  shipped 
millions  of  dollars  of  gold,  steel,  fuel,  coal,  and  U.S.  treasury  bonds  to 
Germany.  These  were  used  to  build  Hitler's  war  machine,  and  the  ties 
proliferated  even  after  the  Nazi  concentration  camps  began  churning  out 
skeletons.  The  horrors  of  the  concentration  camps  at  Auschwitz,  Birkenau  and 
Buckenwald  became  public  knowledge  long  before  they  became  public  outrage. 

It  is  the  same  story  for  Congo. 

A PRAYER  FOR  THE  DEAD 

There  are  no  records  or  statistics  of  the  numbers  of  people  brutalized  or 
killed  in  the  diamond  or  cobalt  mining  areas,  like  Kolwezi,  Mbuji  Mayi, 

Tshikapa,  Banalia,  or  Kananga  in  DRC,  or  Ndola  in  Zambia,  and  many  of  the 
victims  of  security  abuses  will  never  be  known. 

When  Gertler  and  Steinmetz  and  their  buddies  came  to  Congo  it  was  soon  clear 
that  they  had  to  challenge  Zimbabwean  tycoons  John  Bredenkamp  and  Billy 
Rautenbachtwo  cronies  of  dictator  Robert  Mugabe  involved  in  pillaging  Congo 
and  Zimbabwe  for  decades.  The  United  Nations  Panel  of  Experts  on  DRC  named 
both  men  for  plundering  copper  and  cobalt  from  Katanga,  and  both  deal 
globally  in  weapons.  Bredenkamp  is  one  of  the  fifty  richest  men  in  England 
and  he  reportedly  owns  a mansion  several  doors  down  from  Margaret  Thatcher's 
residence  in  London. 

On  November  7,  2007  it  was  reported  that  Dan  Gertler  was  instrumental  in 
putting  together  a deal  in  which  Katanga  Mining  Ltd.  would  buy  rival  NIKANOR 
for  $2.1  billion  and  merge  their  adjacent  mine  projects  in  Congo  to  form  the 
world's  largest  cobalt  company.  Also  announced  was  a joint  venture  between 
the  Central  African  Mining  & Exploration  Company  (CAMEC)  and  another 
Gertler-controlled  firm  called  Prairie  International  Limited. 

The  CAMEC/Prairie  joint  venture  will  exploit  DRC's  Luita  copper  processing 
facility,  develop  the  Mukondo  Mountain  cobalt  minecalled  the  world's 
richest  cobalt  mineand  work  on  "other"  exploration  properties.  Prairie  is 
majority  owned  by  the  family  of  Dan  Gertler.  CAMEC  is  connected  to 
Zimbabwean/South  African/British  tycoon  Billy  Rautenbach.57  The  DRC 
government  effectively  banned  controversial  Zimbabwean  businessman  Billy 
Rautenbach  from  the  country  by  declaring  him  persona  non  grata  in  July  2007, 
but  this  doesn't  seem  to  stop  him  from  getting  what  he  wants.  Rautenbach  is 
also  wanted  in  South  Africa  on  300  charges  of  fraud,  corruption  and  theft. 

Rautenbach  is  a former  motor  car  rally  driver  who  controls  a business  empire 
in  Southern  and  Central  Africa  through  a British  Virgin  Islands  company 
called  Ridgepoint  Overseas  Development  Limited.  In  1998,  the  short-lived 


President  of  Congo,  Laurent  Kabila,  named  Rautenbach  the  managing  director 
of  La  GMrale  des  CarriH/is  et  des  Mines  (Gamines),  one  of  Africa's 
biggest  cobalt  mines,  the  Katanga  properties  of  the  Union  Miniere  de  Haut 
Katanga  formerly  developed  by  the  Belgian  colonial  government.  Rautenbach 
today  is  one  of  the  Africa's  largest  exporters  of  heterogenite  (cobalt  ore) 
from  the  DRC  through  his  Congo  Cobalt  Company  (CoCoCo),  but  he  also  has 
shares  in  two  other  lucrative  DRC  mining  firmsBoss  and  Mukondowhich 
reportedly  earn  over  US$100  million  a month. 58 

While  there  has  been  a lot  of  Western  media  fanfare  over  the  Kabila 
governments'  supposed  "independent"  review  of  mining  contracts,  little 
substantive  change  can  be  expected. 59  Structural  factors  exploit  the 
Congolese  people  and  lands  and  benefit  white  businessmen,  arms  dealers, 
bankers,  and  their  embraceable  black  agents.  Big  business  benefits  from 
perception  management  articles  well-placed  in  media  to  give  the  impression 
that  the  international  system  is  just,  that  there  are  watchdogs,  checks  and 
balances. 

However,  while  the  DRC  and  the  World  Bank  present  a propaganda  front  about 
their  ostensible  attention  to  mining  reform  and  the  new  mining  code, 
NIKANORMining  Journal  reports"is  in  the  advantageous  position  of  having 
entered  into  a post  mining-code  contract,  'which  makes  us  [NIKANOR] 
relatively  comfortable'"60  In  other  words,  the  mining  review  is  a sham,  it 
may  force  some  changes,  but  it  will  be  cosmetic  at  best. 

Dan  Gertler  and  the  Steinmetz  Group's  partner  Jewish-American  Nir  Livnat  is 
also  a director  of  Anglovaal  Mining  with  Rick  and  Brian  Menell  and  Basil 
Hersov  of  the  South  African  Menell  and  Hersov  dynasties. 61  Hersov  has  been 
named  as  a beneficiary  of  fraud  and  racketeering  involving  British  BAE 
Systems  weapons  deals  with  shady  offshore  companies. 62 

The  octopus  of  South  African  connections  is  a story  in  itself,  with  links  to 
top  officials  from  Britain  to  Canada,  like  Canadian  Senator  J.  Trevor  Eyton, 
and  offshore  mining  companies  involved  in  all  the  big  money  (diamonds,  gold, 
petroleum,  cobalt)  and  big  corporations  with  interlocking  directorships: 

Coca  Cola,  NcstlWGcneral  Motors,  and  the  Bush-connected  Barrick  Gold 
Corporation.  Barrick,  of  course,  is  partnered  up  with  the  Oppenheimer/De 
Beers  firm  Anglo-American  Corporation  at  six  sites  in  Africa,  including 
Congo. 

Rick  Menell  is  a director  of  Bateman  Engineeringowned  by  Benny 
Steinmetzthe  junior  partner  of  the  NIKANOR  projects  in  Katanga.  Britain's 
Earl  of  Balfour  is  a director  of  both  Bateman  and  NIKANOR.  Menell  is  also 
the  director  of  Teal  Exploration  and  Mining,  whose  directors  include  Joaquim 
Chissano,  former  President  of  Mozambique;  Murray  Hitzman,  a Clinton 
administration  official  with  the  White  House  Office  of  Science  and 


Technology  Policy  (1994-1996);  Hannes  Meyer,  who  worked  with  Anglo-Gold 
Ashanti  in  Congo,  1999-2006,  when  militias  in  Ituri  were  funded  to  get  the 
gold  out.  Teal  Exploration  also  has  ties  to  Anvil  Mining  and  Anglo-American 
Corporation.  63 

Brian  Menell,  Nir  Livnat's  associate  on  the  board  of  Anglovaal,  is  on  the 
board  of  Energem  (formerly  DiamondWorks)  with  Tony  and  Mario  Teixeira.  The 
Livnat  connection  ties  Teixeira  into  networks  that  have  supported  both 
Joseph  Kabila  and  Jean-Pierre  Bemba  in  Congo's  bloody  wars.  Energem  is  also 
involved  in  the  trans-Uganda- Kenya  pipeline,  along  with  Nexant,  a subsidiary 
of  the  deep  intelligence  and  defense  insider  Bechtel  Corporation. 64 

Brian  Menell  is  also  on  the  board  of  First  Africa  Oil,  which  operates  in 
seven  African  countries,  and  First  Africa  Oil  director  John  Bentley  is  a 
director  of  Osprey  Oil  and  Gas,  whose  directors  include  Carol  Bell,  a 
director  of  the  Rockefeller's  Chase  Manhattan  Bank.  Bentley  is  also  on  the 
board  of  Adastra  Mineralsformerly  America  Mineral  Fields  (AMF,  AMFI,  AMX), 
a company  based  in  1995  in  Hope,  Arkansasand  set  up  by  Robert  Friedland  and 
Max  and  Jean-Raymond  Boulle,  notable  "friends  of  Bill"  Clinton.  Since  1995, 
American  Mineral  Fields  has  been  involved  in  Brazil,  Russia,  Norway,  Zambia, 
Angola  and  the  DRC.  A criminal  backer  of  the  war  in  DRC,  Jean-Raymond 
Boulle,  who  holds  36.4  % of  the  company  stock,  was  the  former  General 
Director  of  De  Beers  in  Zaire,  part  of  the  Templesman  alliance  of  terrorism 
under  the  Mobutu  regime. 65, 66 

The  Gertler/Steinmetz  interests  apparently  curry  huge  favors  with  Congo's 
number  two  most  powerful  man,  Augustine  Katumba  Mwanke,  one  of  Joseph  Kabila 
's  closest  allies  and  financiers,  former  Governor  of  Katanga  (1998-2001)  and 
director  of  Australia's  Anvil  Mining.  The  UN  Panel  of  Experts  (2002)  cited 
Mwanke  for  illegal  arms  deals  and  plunder  of  Congo:  Mwanke  negotiated  arms 
purchases  through  Belgian  banks  and  the  DRC  mining  company  MIBA.67 
Reportedly,  Mwanke  personally  clears  $US  1,000,000  a day  through  his 
interests  in  Katanga  mining  deals. 68 

Anvil  Mining  has  been  involved  in  massacres  in  DRC. 69  Anvil  directors 
include  former  U.S.  Ambassador  Kenneth  F.  Brown,  who  served  at  U.S. 
embassies  in  Brussels,  Kinshasa,  Congo-Brazzaville  and  South  Africa.  Brown 
was  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  Africa  (1987-1989)  under  George 
Schultz  and  George  H.W.  Bush  and  Director  of  Central  African  Affairs 
(1980-1981).  The  former  top  internal  intelligence  and  security  chief  of  the 
United  Nations  Observer's  Mission  in  the  Democratic  Republic  of  Congo 
(MONUC)  has  been  worked  for  Anvil  mining  in  Katanga  since  2006.70 

THOU  SHAFT  NOT  RAPE  AND  PFUNDER 

Gertler/Steinmetz  interests  have  also  been  jostling  for  copper  and  cobalt 


concessions  with  Kinross-Forrest  Group.  Gertler  has  bought  up  or  invested 
heavily  in  companies  just  to  close  them  down.  George  Forrest  also  made  the 
UN  hit  list  of  Congo's  looters  and  Forrest  and  his  three  sons  helped 
bankroll  Joseph  Kabila's  2006  election  "victory". 71  George  Forrest's 
daughter  is  reportedly  married  to  the  son  of  Louis  Michel.  Malta  and  George 
Forrest  are  controlling  directors  in  Katanga  Mining  Limited. 

Bom  as  Entreprise  GMrale  Malta  Forrest,  the  Belgian  Forrest  interests 
have  been  pillars  of  exploitation  in  Congo  since  at  least  1922,  when  they 
launched  mining  operations  in  Katanga.  Forrest's  Katanga  Mining  directors 
include:  three  Canadians;  Congo's  Jean-Claude  Masangu  Mulongo,  a former 
Governor  of  DRC  and  high  official  at  the  IMF  and  World  Bank;  and  the  current 
Governor  of  the  Central  Bank  of  DRC.  The  Forrest  dynasty  has  munitions 
factories  in  Belgium  and  Kenya,  and  has  partnered  with  OM-Group,  in  Ohio 
[USA],  dealing  in  Congo's  cobalt  and  coltan.  Forrest  International  also 
operates  in  Europe,  Burundiinvolving  him  on  both  sides  of  Congo's  bloody 
warand  the  Middle  East. 72  Forrest  interests  in  DRC  include  aviation,  foods, 
plantations,  construction,  logging,  copper  and  cobalt  mining.  Forrest 
companies  are  enmeshed  in  the  coltan  plunder  in  eastern  Congo. 

Katanga  is  the  world's  richest  mining  metropolis,  part  of  the  vast  copper 
belt  that  stretches  across  northern  Zambia  and  southern  Congoand  the  home 
to  unprecedented  human  misery  due  to  state  orchestrated  repression  and 
communities  overrun  with  toxic  mining,  tuberculosis,  cancers,  immune 
disorders,  racial  discrimination  and  slavery.  The  Zambian  copperbelt 
concessions  over  the  border  involve  many  of  the  same  companies  and  interests 
mentioned  above,  and  others. 73 

Workers  and  communities  in  and  around  these  mines  suffer  all  the  standard 
treatable  maladies  (typhoid,  malaria,  tetanus,  polio,  malnutrition)  as  well. 
However,  such  stories  are  off  the  agenda  for  the  North  American,  European, 
Japanese,  Australian  and  Israeli  media  corporations  providing  the  mainstay 
of  English  language  indoctrination  meant  to  instill  racial  superiority  and  a 
vast  ignorance  and  obliviousness  that  leaves  westerns  populations  shaking 
their  heads  and  wringing  their  hands  and  clicking  their  tongues,  while  all 
the  while  wondering  "what  is  to  be  done?"  It  does  not  cross  people's  minds 
that  their  own  hands  are  dirty,  that  their  own  consciousness  has  been 
falsified,  as  all  the  raw  materials  from  Congo  enrich  the  lives  of  people  in 
the  United  States,  Canada,  Europe  and  Israel. 

The  immediate  capital  investment  required  for  just  one  Gertler  project  in 
Katangathe  Komoto  Oliveira  Virgule  (KOV)  projectis  reportedly  $US  1.8 
billion  dollars,  income  to  kick  start  billions  of  dollars  of  unused 
equipment  mothballed  in  the  middle  Mobutu  era.  There  are  rumors  that  Bechtel 
is  involved,  but  the  KOV  project  involves  ThyssenKrupp  AG  as  a minor 
player.  74 


The  Krupp  firm  is  one  of  several  German  firms  involved  in  the  plunder  in 
eastern  Congo,  exploitation  which  involves  the  DeutscheGesellschaft  fr 
technische  ZusammenarbeitGTZa  "German  technological  cooperation  agency" 
whose  Supervisory  Board  has  representatives  of  four  Federal  [German] 
Ministries. 75  Krupp  industries  use  coltan  and  cobalt  for  superalloys. 76 
Dr.-Ing.  Ekkehard  D.  Schultz,  a ThyssenKrupp  director,  is  also  a director  of 
Bayer  AG,  the  Germany  firm  whose  subsidiary  H.C.  Starck  was  named  for  its 
involvement  in  the  ongoing  illegal  plunder  of  coltan  and  cassiterite  (tin) 
in  eastern  Congo.  NIKANOR  director  Jay  Pomrenze  is  also  a consultant  for  the 
Deutsche  Bank.77  Certain  German  and  U.S.  firms  benefit  from  the  military 
occupation  of  Rwandan-backed  warlord  Laurent  Nkunda  in  North  Kivu,  DRC, 
where  Nkunda  controls  the  Lueshe  niobium  mine  "owned"  by  Gesellschaft  fuer 
Elektrometallurgie  GmbH,  a subsidiary  of  New  York-based  Mettalurg 
Group.  7 8, 7 9 

HONOR  THY  FATHER  AND  THY  MOTHER 

Dan  Gertler's  grandfather,  Moshe  Schnitzer  (d.  November  2007),  was  known  in 
Israel  as  "Mr.  Diamond;"  in  youth  he  joined  the  pre-state  underground 
organization  Etzel  (Irgoun),  an  Israeli  military  cell  self-defined  as  an 
"untra-nationationalist  Jewish  militia,"  but  one  that  committed  acts  of 
terrorism  in  service  to  the  Israeli  cause. 8 Moshe  Schnitzer  assumed  a major 
role  in  the  Africa- Israeli  diamond  trade  in  the  1950's  in  a partnership 
business  called  Schnitzer-Greenstein.  Schnitzer  later  founded  the  Israel 
Diamond  Exchange  in  Tel  Aviv  in  1960,  which  today  brings  Israel  $14  billion 
annually  in  blood  business,  and  is  the  country's  second-largest  industry, 
but  Israel's  top  export.  King  Leopold  III  of  Belgium  decorated  Schnitzer  in 
recognition  of  his  activities  favoring  the  close  relationship  of  Belgium, 

Israel  and  the  DeBeers  diamond  cartels,  and  Schnitzer  was  also  President  of 
the  Harry  Oppenheimer  Diamond  Museum  in  Israel. 80 

The  diamond  jewelry  trade  in  the  United  States  is  more  than  $30  billion 
annually,  and  99%everything  that  is  not  synthetic  or  artificial 
diamondsinvolves  blood  diamonds  and  the  above  organized  crime  syndicates. 
Israel  buys  more  than  50%  of  the  world's  rough  diamonds,  and  the  U.S.  buys 
two-thirds  of  these.  The  diamond  factories  are  located  in  Nethanya,  Petach 
Tikvah,  Tel  Aviv,  Ramat  Gan,  Jerusalem,  and  other  cities  around  the  country, 
but  most  of  the  offices  were  in  Tel  Aviv  in  the  financial  district  on  Ahad 
Ha'am  Street.81  Dan  Gertler's  father,  Asher  Gertler,  and  his  uncle,  Shmuel 
Schnitzer,  manage  the  original  family  business,  and  Shmuel  is  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  Belgian-based  World  Diamond  Councilthe  entity  that  spends  more  money 
promoting  the  false  image  of  "conflict-free"  diamonds  than  it  does  helping 
any  of  the  people  dispossessed  or  brutalized  by  the  diamond  industry. 48 

On  August  16,  2007,  Rabbi  Bentolila  in  Kinshasa  received  a communication 


asking:  "What  does  the  Torah  say  about  men  exploiting  other  men  for  vast 
profits  while  other  men  are  starving  and  dying  all  around  them?  Is  there 
some  hierarchy  to  the  Torah  that  suggests,  for  example,  that  black  people  or 
Africans  are  lesser  beings,  and  therefore  not  to  be  a concern  where  profound 
profits  are  being  made?" 

There  was  no  reply  from  Rabbi  Bentolila,  he  was  apparently  busy  readying  for 
another  Bar  Mitsvah  in  Belgium.  Unfortunately  for  Dan  Gertler  and  his 
spiritual  advisers,  the  Torah  says  that  a Jew  can  keep  a slave,  but  a Jew 
kept  as  a slave  must  be  redeemed,  and  thatan  empty,  foolish  justification 
for  exploiting  innocent  peopleis  how  religion  falsifies  spirituality.

The  network  of  criss-cross  lines  is  620  miles  off  the  coast  of  north  west 
Africa  near  the  Canary  Islands  on  the  floor  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 


The  perfect  rectangle  - which  is  around  the  size  of  Wales  - was  noticed  on 
the  search  giant's  underwater  exploration  tool  by  an  aeronautical  engineer 
who  claims  it  looks  like  an  "aerial  map"  of  a city. 

The  underwater  image  can  be  found  at  the  co-ordinates  31  15T5.53N  24 
15'30.53W. 

Last  night  Atlantis  experts  said  that  the  unexplained  grid  is  located  at  one 
of  the  possible  sites  of  the  legendary  island,  which  was  described  by  the 
ancient  Greek  philosopher  Plato. 

According  to  his  account,  the  city  sank  beneath  the  ocean  after  its 
residents  made  a failed  effort  to  conquer  Athens  around  9000  BC. 

Dr  Charles  Orser,  curator  of  historical  archaeology  at  New  York  State 
University  told  The  Sun  that  the  find  was  fascinating  and  warranted  further 
inspection. 

"The  site  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  places  for  the  proposed  location  of 
Atlantis,  as  described  by  Plato,"  the  Atlantis  expert  said.  "Even  if  it 
turns  out  to  be  geographical,  it  definitely  deserves  a closer  look." 

Bemie  Bamford,  38,  of  Chester  who  spotted  the  "city",  compared  it  to  the 
plan  of  Milton  Keynes,  the  Buckinghamshire  town  built  on  a grid  design.  "It 
must  be  man  made,"  he  said. 

Google  Ocean,  an  extension  of  Google  Earth,  allows  web  users  to  virtually 
explore  the  ocean  with  thousands  of  images  of  underwater  landscapes. 

Launched  earlier  this  month,  it  lets  users  swim  around  underwater  volcanoes, 
watch  videos  about  exotic  marine  life,  read  about  nearby  shipwrecks, 
contribute  photos  and  watch  unseen  footage  of  historic  ocean  expeditions. 

The  legend  of  Atlantis  has  excited  the  public  imagination  for  centuries.  In 
recent  years  "evidence"  of  the  lost  kingdom  has  been  found  off  the  coast  of 
Cyprus  and  in  southern  Spain. 

Plato  described  it  as  an  island  "larger  than  Libya  and  Asia  put  together"  in 
front  of  the  Pillars  of  Hercules  - the  Straits  of  Gibraltar.  He  said 
Atlantis  was  a land  of  fabulous  wealth,  advanced  civilisation  and  natural 
beauty  destroyed  by  earthquakes  and  floods  9,000  years  earlier.

Egypt:  origin  of  the  Greek  culture 

For  centuries,  scholars  have  identified  the  Greek  culture  as  the  source  of  the 
western  civilisation.  But  what  if  the  Greek  culture  itself  was  a legacy  ? a 
colony  ? of  the  ancient  Egyptians?

many  schools  did  not  mention  the  cultural  achievements  of  Egypt  or  Sumer  ? and  many 
schools  in  Europe  still  pay  no  attention  to  the  Inca's,  Toltecs,  etc.  But  when  it  comes  to  the 
Greek  and  Egyptian  civilisations,  it  was  made  painfully  clear  that  the  Egyptian  civilisation 
was  "primitive"  when  compared  to  the  cultural  and  specifically  philosophical  achievements  of 
the  Greeks. 

This  situation  is  now  slowly  beginning  to  change,  though  the  chasm  between  the  Greek  and 
Egyptian  culture  remains.  Though  geographically  both  countries  are  close  to  each  other,  and 
whereas  many  Greeks  would  later  travel  to  Egypt,  it  is  assumed  that  the  Egyptians,  a 
civilisation  that  predates  the  Greek  civilisation  by  two  millennia,  never  used  that  time  to  sail 
in  the  opposite  direction.  Though  the  ancient  Egyptians  had  seaworthy  boats  ? e.g.  the 
funerary  boat  in  the  boatpit  on  the  Gizeh  plateau  ? the  status  quo  is  that  they  never  sailed 
the  Mediterranean  Seas  to  Greece. 

Richard  Poe  in  "Black  Spark,  White  Fire"  argues  that  the  assumption  that  the  ancient 
Egyptians  did  not  sail  across  the  Mediterranean  Sea  is  a carefully  constructed  scientific 
myth.  Evidence  that  the  ancient  Egyptians  did  just  that  is  similar  to  the  volume  of  evidence 
that  the  Phoenicians  and  Minoans  sailed  that  sea.  Scientists  willingly  accept  those  cultures' 
seafaring  capability,  yet  illogically  limit  the  ancient  Egyptians'  capability  to  do  the  same. 

Still,  there  is  powerful  evidence  to  show  that  the  Egyptians  did  venture  beyond  the  Nile.  It  is 
also  known  that  they  possessed  a large  fleet.  And  Thor  Heyerdahl  showed  that  even  their 
"primitive  boats"  were  able  to  master  the  currents  of  the  oceans  ? thus  very  well  equipped  to 


master  the  much  calmer  waters  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea. 


The  same  veil  of  ignorance  is  maintained  when  it  comes  to  philosophy.  Both  Plato  and 
Pythagoras,  identified  as  icons  of  Greek  philosophy,  stated  that  they  and  other  great  Greek 
philosophers  had  studied  and  learned  that  knowledge  in  Egypt. 

Many  had  studied  many  years  at  Egyptian  schools,  to  return  to 
Greece  as  the  "first  philosophers". 

Thales  of  Milete 

lamblichus  wrote  that  Thales  of  Milete  had  to  make  it  clear  to 
Pythagoras  that  the  latter  had  to  go  to  Memphis,  in  Egypt,  to  study. 

Thales  added  that  it  were  the  Egyptian  priests  that  were  a veritable 
source  of  knowledge  and  information.  Thales  stated  this  at  a time 
when  he  himself  was  Greece's  most  famous  and  applauded 
philosopher,  even  though  it  would  be  his  prottff  Pythagoras  who  is 
currently  best  remembered  as  the  "first  philosopher". 

After  Socrates'  death,  Plato  left  for  Egypt,  where  he  studied  for  a period  of  13  years.  His 
mentor  was  Sechnuphis,  a priest  of  Heliopolis  (modern  Cairo  and  thus  near  the  Great 
Pyramid). 

Years  afterwards,  Strabo  would  travel  through  Egypt.  His  Egyptian  guide  showed  him  where 
Plato  had  lived.  It  was  how  Plato  learned  the  fable  of  Thoth  and  Amun,  which  he  wrote  down 
in  Phaedros.  Despite  its  clearly  Egyptian  source,  many  "scholars"  interpreted  that  treatise  as 
a "typically  Greek"  text.  They  "explained"  their  anomalous  thinking  by  arguing  that  the 
Greeks  "bragged".  They  argued  that  the  Greeks  wanted  to  make  their  philosophy  appear  to 
be  much  older  than  it  actually  was.  Though  possible,  it  is  clear  that  the  available  evidence  (of 
which  we  have  not  even  presented  one  percent)  in  this  case  does  not  warrant  such  a 
conclusion.  If  the  Greeks  stated  they  learned  their  philosophy  from  the  Egyptians,  why  not 
simply  accept  that? 

The  answer  is  clear:  whereas  the  ancient  Greeks  were  completely  comfortable  with  their 
inheritance  of  the  Egyptian  philosophy,  modern  scholars  were  not.  As  a result,  they  have  had 

to  jump  through  hoops  to  explain  certain  of  Plato's 
writings. 

Plato 

Though  many  will  look  towards  the  story  of  Atlantis  and 
its  Egyptian  source,  it  is  actually  Plato's  philosophy  that 
is  the  best  example  of  this  anomaly.  Plato  stated  that 
many  souls  of  the  deceased  reincarnated,  both  in 
animals  and  humans.  This  concept  was  unknown  in 
Greece,  where  it  was  believed  that  death  signalled  the 
end;  only  an  "underworld"  lay  behind  the  veil  of  death.  It 
were  the  Egyptians  who  believed  that  death  was  only  a 
passing,  the  soul  continuing  to  exist  beyond  that  event. 

Greek  myths  take  the  evidence  further.  They  clearly 
state  that  the  first  "Greeks"  were  Egyptians,  who  had 
colonised  the  Greek  isles  and  mainland.  Diodorus 
Siculus  wrote  that  Kekrops  originated  from  Egypt  and  founded  Athens  as  a colony  of  the 
Egyptian  town  of  Sais.  The  goddess  Athena  was  in  truth  the  Egyptian  Neith,  matron  of  the 
city  of  Sais.  Two  Greek  families,  the  Eumolpidae  and  the  Ceryces,  were  said  to  descend 
from  Egyptian  priests.  The  two  families  were  tasked  with  the  rituals  of  the  goddess  Athena. 
They  stated:  "and  their  offerings  and  their  old  ceremonies  were  practiced  by  the  people  of 


Athens  in  the  same  manner  as  it  was  held  with  the  ancient  Egyptians.  [These  two  families] 
are  the  only  Greeks  who  swear  to  Isis  and  they  resemble  both  facially  and  in  mannerisms 
the  Egyptians." 

Martin  Bernal  adds  that  Neith  was  written  as  "Ht"  in  Egyptian.  This  was  pronounced  "Ath"  or 
"At".  This  means  that  even  in  Sais,  the  ancient  goddess  Neith  was  addressed  as  "Athanait", 
with  the  Greeks  later  chosing  to  call  the  "nait"  ending  for  Neith,  rather  than  the  "Athan"  for 
"Athena".  Such  verbal  gymnastics  aside,  it  is  known  that  the  Greek  writer  Charax  of 
Pergamon,  in  ca.  200  AD,  wrote  that  the  inhabitants  of  Sais  referred  to  their  town  as 
"Athenai".

Apart  from  Athens,  Dodona  was  another  Egyptian  idea.  Herodotus  wrote  that  the  Greeks 
knew  and  stated  that  the  Mysteries  of  Dodona  originated  in  Egypt.  On  his  travels  in  Egypt, 
the  priests  told  him  that  two  priestesses  were  abducted  by  the  Phoenicians.  One  of  these 
victims  was  said  to  have  founded  the  sanctuary  of  Dodona.  Herodotus  thus  stated  that  both 
in  Greece  and  in  Egypt,  he  heard  repeatedly  how  the  Greek  civilisation  was  a child  of  the 
Nile.  How  do  scholars  approach  this  conundrum?  Herodotus  was  duly  given  the  reputation  of 
being  a "liar"  ? a worse  fate  than  Plato  suffered,  who  is  only  labelled  as  having  "imagined  an 
ideal  world"  when  he  spoke  of  Atlantis. 


Dodona 


Still,  it  is  said  that  the  Mysteries  of  Demeter  in  Eleusis  were 
also  of  Egyptian  origin.  They  were  traced  back  to  Erechteus, 
who  was  said  to  have  created  the  Mysteries  at  Eleusis  as  a 
copy  of  the  Mysteries  of  Isis  and  Osiris.  But,  once  again, 
scholars  argued  that  the  Greeks  were  wrong.  After  all,  was  it 
not  known  that  all  myths  and  legends  were  not  based  in 
reality,  but  in  flights  of  fancy? 

Who  created  the  "veil  of  ignorance"  that  guards  over  the 
separation  of  ancient  Greece  and  Egypt  as  a scientific  Iron 
Curtain?  The  answer  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  1 9th 
century,  and  the  racial  situation  of  that  era.  The  central 
question  is  what  race  the  ancient  Egyptians  were.  The 
relationship  between  blacks  and  white  Europeans  was  a 
powerful  social  issue  in  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain; 
in  1879,  Britain  ruled  one  quarter  of  the  world.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  scholars  began  to  awaken  to  the  realisation  that  the  Egyptians  possessed  a 
powerful  culture;  it  was  at  this  time  that  Greece  was  identified  as  the  cradle  of  western 
civilisation.  It  were  largely  white  scholars  who  would  do  anything  to  make  sure  that  blacks 
would  find  no  place  in  history?  after  all,  it  could  lead  to  serious  social  consequences.  Blacks 
surely  could  never  be  at  the  roots  of  that  wonderful  Greek  civilisation?  That  "had"  to  be 
erroneous.  It  was  simply  impossible? 

However,  the  argument  was  difficult  to  maintain,  and  even  the  myth  of  Atlantis  was  called 
into  play  to  try  and  salvage  the  problematic  situation:  if  Atlantis  had  existed,  it  would  have 
been  a "white  race",  and  it  was  this  "white  race"  that  had  settled  into  Egypt  and  had  given 
the  native  black  people  its  civilisation,  its  culture  and  its  philosophy.  Problem  solved? 

This  attitude  is  the  opposite  of  the  Greek  attitude,  however  difficult  it  is  to  believe,  after  more 
than  a century  of  brainwashing  about  ancient  Greek  thinking.  The  Greeks  had  no  problem  in 
stating  their  knowledge  originated  from  an  African  origin;  nowhere  do  they  make  references 
to  "white  deities"  or  "white  leaders"  amongst  the  black  culture  that  gave  them  their 
philosophy. 

Poe  and  other  analysts  argue  that  modern  archaeology,  shaped  as  it  is  by  western  thinking, 
cannot  live  with  the  concept  that  the  Greek  culture  ? and  western  civilisation  as  a whole  ? is 
a legacy  of  black  Egypt.  This  has  resulted  in  almost  hilarious  debates  as  to  how  the  ancient 
Egyptians  could  not  possibly  be  African  ? or  a more  general  attitude  that  seems  to  prevail 
today,  which  leaves  their  racial  identity  unspecified.  After  all,  the  Arab  race  is  now  the 

predominant  race  in  Egypt 
(specifically  in  the  north),  and 
references  such  as  "our 
ancestors"  often  imply  that  the 
ancient  Egyptians  were 
Arabs. 

The  facts  are  vastly  different 
and  radically  speak  against 
any  such  revisionist  thinking. 
The  Greek  city  of  Thebes  was 
founded  by  two  brothers, 
Amphion  and  Zethos.  They 
were  claimed  to  be  the  sons 
of  Zeus,  with  a mortal,  known 


as  Antiope.  It  was  a typically  Egyptian  concept  for  the  king  to  state  that  he  was  born  of  god. 
This  was  purely  symbolic  ? but  it  should  be  realised  that  it  was  symbolic  for  the  ancient 
Greeks  also. 

In  1971,  Greek  archaeologist  Theodore  Spyropoulos  began  his  dig  on  the  Amphion  hill, 
which  was  the  legendary  burial  place  of  the  twins.  He  soon  discovered  a stone  chamber, 
deep  within  the  funerary  mound.  It  contained  jewellery,  including  four  golden  hangers  in  the 
shape  of  lilies?  a typically  Egyptian  motif.  He  also  discovered  a vaulted  tunnel  that  ran  in 
several  directions.  Spyropoulos  labelled  it  a "typically  Egyptian  tomb".  Further  research 
showed  that  the  tomb  dated  back  to  2900-2400  BC,  placing  this  Greek  discovery  as  a 
veritable  anomaly:  there  was  no  Greek  civilisation  at  this  time?  though  there  was  already  an 
Egyptian  civilisation. 

It  was  not  the  first  archaeological  discovery  that  showed  such  evidence.  Greek  legend  holds 
that  an  Egyptian  king  Danaos  landed  in  Apobathmi,  in  the  Peloponnesus  with  a great  fleet. 

He  made  himself  ruler  and  ordered  the  natives  to  call  themselves  "Danaans".  Homer  states 
that  the  Greeks  do  not  call  themselves  Greeks  or  Hellenes,  but  Danaans.  Coincidence?  In 
Graeco-Roman  times,  tourists  made  pilgrimages  to  Apobathmi  and  even  went  as  far  as  to 
argue  that  the  exact  date  of  the  landing  can  be  dated  to  1 51 1 BC,  using  an  inscription  on  the 
Parian  Marble. 

Several  Egyptian  pharaohs  claimed  ownership  over  "Haunebut",  which  means  "Behind  the 
Islands."  The  Greek  portion  of  the  Rosetta  Stone  text  clearly  translates  the  phrase  Haunebu 
? meaning  "the  people  of  Haunebut"  ? as  Greek  or  Hellene.  And  Greece  does  lie  "behind  the 
islands"  of  the  Aegean  Sea,  when  viewed  from  Egypt.  Thutmosis  III  boasted  that  he  had 
"trussed?  the  Haunebut"  and  struck  those  that  lived  "in  the  midst  of  the  Great  Green  Sea" 

(the  Mediterranean  Sea).  In  a single  year,  he  claimed  to  have  collected  36,692  deben  of  gold 
from  his  conquered  subjects  ? the  equivalent  of  three  metric  tons  ? of  which  27,000  kilos  is 
specifically  said  to  have  come  from  the  Asian  provinces  and  the  Isles  in  the  Midst  of  the 
Great  Green  Sea  (the  Greek  islands). 

In  1946,  Spyridon  Marinatos,  best  known  for  his  work  on  Thera  (Akrotiri),  had  found  a series 
of  grain  silos  in  Boiotia.  Marinatos  also  believed  that  the  Mycenaeans  helped  the  Egyptians 
to  expel  the  Hyksos  and  were  rewarded  with  the  gold  that  has  been  found  in  the  so-called 
shaft  tombs  in  Mycenae.  These  tombs  date  from  the  first  80  years  after  the  expulsion  of  the 
Hyksos.  Some  tombs  show  Egyptian  influences,  although  the  Mycenaeans  were  much  more 
careless  with  their  dead  than  the  Egyptians.  On  the  topic  of  the  grain  silos,  Marinatos  stated 
that  they  greatly  resembled  Egyptian  silos.  Of  course,  his  colleagues  were  unable  to  accept 
such  a comparison. 

One  of  these  silos  measured  30  metres  high  and  1 00  metres  wide.  The  entire  grain 
production  of  Argolid  could  be  stored  in  this  complex;  only  an  organised  state  could  and 
would  resort  to  such  a mechanism.  But  Greece  did  not  have  an  organised  state  when  the 
silos  were  built  and  used.  The  logical  conclusion  that  the  Greek  land  was  used  as  a supply  of 
grain  that  was  exported  to  Egypt  was  "of  course"  impossible,  for  we  all  "know"  that  Greece's 
cultural  development  was  completely  independent  of  anything  that  happened  anywhere  else 
in  the  world?

Your  questions  are  at  the  heart  of  what  I am  trying  to  get  to  the  bottom  of.  When  I examine 
examples  from  the  rest  of  Africa,  the  shadow  is  something  that,  in  African  tradition,  something 
that  is  not  immortal  and  one  must  feed  and  keep  their  name  alive  in  order  to  keep  the  shadow 
alive  (thus  why  Africans  pour  libations  to  literally  keep  the  shadow  alive).  The  best  explanation  I 
have  found  in  print  is  documented  by  Credo  Mutwa  in  Indaba  My  Children.  Lor  those  that  can 
read  Trench,  I also  recommend  Kalanda  Mabika's  La  Revelation  du  Tiakani. 

In  the  Meroitic  texts,  the  way  they  explain  the  function  of  the  Ba,  it  is  in  alignment  with  the 
Bantu  descriptions  of  the  Ena  (shadow).  What  we  have  to  keep  in  mind  is  that  the  soul  is  eternal 
and  is  what  is  reincarnated  to  become  various  different  types  of  NTU  in  the  universe.  This  is 


supported  by  Mutwa  (1964:565)  when  he  states, 


"Man  does  not  possess  a special  soul,  exclusive  to  himself.  All  souls  are  the  same,  and  Man  is 
but  one  of  the  many  forms,  or  re-incarnations  that  a soul  must  pass  through." 

This  is  further  supported  by  Schwaller  de  Lubicz  (1981)  when  he  breaks  down  the  Ka  as  follows 

"Ka  formal  element  which  gives  form  to  substance  and  creates  matter.  1)  Original  Ka  Creator  of 
all  the  others.  Divine  Ka.  2)  Kas  of  nature  mineral,  vegetable  and  animal.  Intermediate  Ka 
personal.  3)  Individual  Ka,  inherited  characteristics  of  psychological  consciousness.  Inferior.  " 

Lubicz's  idea  of  the  Ka  is  in  perfect  alignment  with  the  Bantu  concept  of  the  Soul,  not  the 
shadow.  He  expresses,  just  like  Mutwa,  that  the  soul  is  really  just  an  extension  of  the  Divine  Ka 
(universal  soul).  As  Mutwa  puts  it  above,  "everyone  has  the  same  soul." 

It  is  the  soul  which  incarnates  as  various  different  phenomena  including  human  beings  and  in  the 
Egyptian  concept  of  the  soul  it  is  the  Ka  that  matches  this  concept:  it  doesn't  match  the  other 
African  concepts  of  the  shadow  and  its  function.  Malidoma  Some  discusses  the  shadow  in  Of 
Water  and  the  Spirit , but  I don't  have  my  copy  in  this  city  as  it  is  in  Houston  with  the  rest  of  my 
material.  But  hopefully  someone  can  find  it. 

The  more  and  more  I read  Egyptological  texts  concerning  the  functions  of  the  After  Life,  the 
more  I am  convinced  they  have  it  totally  wrong.  The  Egyptian  account  of  the  after  life  only 
makes  sense  in  the  Bantu  contexts  as  expressed  by  Fu-Kiau  (2001),  Mutwa  (1964),  and  Mabika 
(1992).  I would  also  check  out  the  works  in  French  by  Eric  de  Rosny. 

My  contention,  again,  is  that  we  may  have  to  reevaluate  our  notion  of  the  ancient  Egyptian 
concept  of  the  Ka  and  the  Ba  because  I feel,  after  comparing  the  functions  of  the  Ka  and  Ba,  that 
the  general  literature  has  their  meanings  reversed.  As  Winters  states  on  page  26  of  his  article 
Reading  Merotic  Inscription,  "The  term  Ba  represented  the  ability  of  the  deceased  person's  spirit 
to  move  from  the  grave  and  implore  the  gods  for  passage  and  protection  of  the  Kha  to  the 
underworld." 

Again,  what  is  hinted  here  is  the  Kha,  during  the  Meroitic  period,  is  the  aspect  of  the  human 
personality  that  went  on  to  the  "underworld"  which  awaited  its  time  to  be  reborn  on  earth.  This  is 
keeping  alignment  with  the  rest  of  Black  Africa's  concept  and  journey  of  the  soul.  Again  I refer 
everyone  to  read  Fu-Kiau's  African  Cosmology  of  the  Bantu  Kongo  for  the  best  explanation  of 
this  concept.  Obenga's  On  Death  and  Immortality  (2004:227-238)  section  of  his  African 
Philosophy  book  is  highly  instructive.  It  is  his  discussion  of  the  Berlin  Papyrus'  Report  on  the 
Dispute  of  a man  with  his  Ba.  Although  Obenga  translate  Ba  as  soul,  the  way  he  describes  it,  and 
compares  the  texts  with  the  Bwiti  of  Gabon  again  matches,  in  my  opinion,  with  the  African 
concept  of  the  shadow  and  not  the  soul. 

Obenga  states  concerning  the  Mbwiti  "Rite  of  the  Coming  Out  of  the  Spirit," 

"This  Bwiti  initiatory  text  is  quite  Egyptian,  pharaonic  in  meaning  and  style.  The  Ba  of  ancient 


Egyptian  philosophy  is  here  the  spirit,  the  soul  or  the  double,  which  "comes  out"  of  the  body  of 
the  deceased  at  the  moment  of  death.  This  ephemeral  entity  is  represented  sometimes  as  a tiny 
bird,  sometimes  as  a shaft  of  light  rising  from  a vase  of  oil,  to  watch  over  the  dead  body  as  the 
deceased  transits  from  one  life  to  the  next." 

Again,  this  further  lends  evidence  to  my  assumptions.  There  are  many  terms  used  in  the  text  for 
"spirit"  and  "soul"  which  suggest  to  me  that  they  may  be  different  concepts,  mistranslated  to  be 
interchangeable  and  is  the  reason  why  Obenga  lumps  them  all  above  to  mean  "the  spirit,  the  soul 
or  double."  I would  suggest  that  we  revisit  Mutwa's,  Winters',  and  Obenga's  accounts,  then 
compare  them  to  such  a text  as  the  Berlin  Papyrus  to  get  a better  understanding  of  this  concept.

The  Ka  is  said  to  be  a double,  an  image  and  according  to  Gardiner  the  Ka  embraces  the  entire  self  of  a 
person.  Modern  concepts  to  which  the  Ka  corresponds  are  'personality'  . 

TheBa  is  representedas  'to  be'  in  other  words  'to  have  being'  and  possesses  both  substance  and  form 
and  can  take  upon  itself  any  shape  that  it  chooses.

Astute  observations  and  insight  into  the  Ka,  Ba  and  shadow.  I don't  know  if  this  simplification  would  be 
beneficial  to  the  discussion.  As  has  been  observed  the  Ka  is  the  representation  of  the  entire  self,  the 
personality  or  essence  of  a person. 

Now  here  is  an  explanation  from  the  Kiswahili-Bantu  language.  When  a person  dies  the  following  stages 
occur:  The  soul  or  spirit  called  roho  becomes  blocked,  this  is  pulsation  of  the  heart.  The  heart  does  not 
beat  again,  the  soul  or  spirit  dies. 

However  the  'KIVULI  cha  roho',  shadow  of  the  soul  does  not  die.  Note,  it  is  the  shadow  of  the  soul. 

So  the  soul  has  a shadow!  The  'Kivuli  cha  roho',  shadow  of  the  soul  will  goto  heaven. An  invisiblecreated 
beingof  God  created  by  light,  (or  an  angel)  will  fly  the  shadow  away  and  judge  whether  it  is  a good  or  bad 
shadow  of  the  soul. Should  the  shadow  of  the  soul  be  good,  it  will  go  to  a safe  place,  otherwise  it  will  go 
into  the  fire! 

I think  the  above  insight  might  help  to  distinguish  whether  the  Ba  is  a shadow.  In  fact  you  are  right,  the  Ba 
is  a shadow,  more  specifically  the  Ba  is  the  shadow  of  the  Soul,  ie  ashadow  of  the  Ka.  There  are  two 
shadows  which  one  needs  to  talk  about. 

(1)  The  shadow  of  the  whole  body  or  corpse. 

(2)  The  shadow  of  the  soul  which  flies  off  by  means  of  an  angel.  This  angel  is  the  bird  one  talks  about. 
Hence  the  Baa  is  the  shadow  of  the  soul  not  the  body.

Your  questions  are  at  the  heart  of  what  I am  trying  to  get  to  the  bottom  of.  When  I examine 
examples  from  the  rest  of  Africa,  the  shadow  is  something  that,  in  African  tradition,  something 
that  is  not  immortal  and  one  must  feed  and  keep  their  name  alive  in  order  to  keep  the  shadow 
alive  (thus  why  Africans  pour  libations  to  literally  keep  the  shadow  alive).  The  best  explanation  I 
have  found  in  print  is  documented  by  Credo  Mutwa  in  Inclaba  My  Children.  For  those  that  can 
read  French,  I also  recommend  Kalanda  Mabika's  La  Revelation  du  Tiakani. 

In  the  Meroitic  texts,  the  way  they  explain  the  function  of  the  Ba,  it  is  in  alignment  with  the 
Bantu  descriptions  of  the  Ena  (shadow).  What  we  have  to  keep  in  mind  is  that  the  soul  is  eternal 
and  is  what  is  reincarnated  to  become  various  different  types  of  NTU  in  the  universe.  This  is 
supported  by  Mutwa  (1964:565)  when  he  states, 

"Man  does  not  possess  a special  soul,  exclusive  to  himself.  All  souls  are  the  same,  and  Man  is 
but  one  of  the  many  forms,  or  re-incamations  that  a soul  must  pass  through." 

This  is  further  supported  by  Schwaller  de  Lubicz  (1981)  when  he  breaks  down  the  Ka  as  follows 

"Ka  formal  element  which  gives  form  to  substance  and  creates  matter.  1)  Original  Ka  Creator  of 
all  the  others.  Divine  Ka.  2)  Kas  of  nature  mineral,  vegetable  and  animal.  Intermediate  Ka 
personal.  3)  Individual  Ka,  inherited  characteristics  of  psychological  consciousness.  Inferior.  " 

Lubicz's  idea  of  the  Ka  is  in  perfect  alignment  with  the  Bantu  concept  of  the  Soul,  not  the 
shadow.  He  expresses,  just  like  Mutwa,  that  the  soul  is  really  just  an  extension  of  the  Divine  Ka 
(universal  soul).  As  Mutwa  puts  it  above,  "everyone  has  the  same  soul." 

It  is  the  soul  which  incarnates  as  various  different  phenomena  including  human  beings  and  in  the 
Egyptian  concept  of  the  soul  it  is  the  Ka  that  matches  this  concept:  it  doesn't  match  the  other 
African  concepts  of  the  shadow  and  its  function.  Malidoma  Some  discusses  the  shadow  in  Of 
Water  and  the  Spirit , but  I don't  have  my  copy  in  this  city  as  it  is  in  Houston  with  the  rest  of  my 
material.  But  hopefully  someone  can  find  it. 

The  more  and  more  I read  Egyptological  texts  concerning  the  functions  of  the  After  Life,  the 
more  I am  convinced  they  have  it  totally  wrong.  The  Egyptian  account  of  the  after  life  only 
makes  sense  in  the  Bantu  contexts  as  expressed  by  Fu-Kiau  (2001),  Mutwa  (1964),  and  Mabika 
(1992).  I would  also  check  out  the  works  in  French  by  Eric  de  Rosny. 

My  contention,  again,  is  that  we  may  have  to  reevaluate  our  notion  of  the  ancient  Egyptian 
concept  of  the  Ka  and  the  Ba  because  I feel,  after  comparing  the  functions  of  the  Ka  and  Ba,  that 
the  general  literature  has  their  meanings  reversed.  As  Winters  states  on  page  26  of  his  article 
Reading  Merotic  Inscription,  "The  term  Ba  represented  the  ability  of  the  deceased  person's  spirit 
to  move  from  the  grave  and  implore  the  gods  for  passage  and  protection  of  the  Kha  to  the 


underworld. 


Again,  what  is  hinted  here  is  the  Kha,  during  the  Meroitic  period,  is  the  aspect  of  the  human 
personality  that  went  on  to  the  "underworld"  which  awaited  its  time  to  be  reborn  on  earth.  This  is 
keeping  alignment  with  the  rest  of  Black  Africa's  concept  and  journey  of  the  soul.  Again  I refer 
everyone  to  read  Fu-Kiau's  African  Cosmology  of  the  Bantu  Kongo  for  the  best  explanation  of 
this  concept.  Obenga's  On  Death  and  Immortality  (2004:227-238)  section  of  his  African 
Philosophy  book  is  highly  instructive.  It  is  his  discussion  of  the  Berlin  Papyrus'  Report  on  the 
Dispute  of  a man  with  his  Ba.  Although  Obenga  translate  Ba  as  soul,  the  way  he  describes  it,  and 
compares  the  texts  with  the  Bwiti  of  Gabon  again  matches,  in  my  opinion,  with  the  African 
concept  of  the  shadow  and  not  the  soul. 

Obenga  states  concerning  the  Mbwiti  "Rite  of  the  Coming  Out  of  the  Spirit," 

"This  Bwiti  initiatory  text  is  quite  Egyptian,  pharaonic  in  meaning  and  style.  The  Ba  of  ancient 
Egyptian  philosophy  is  here  the  spirit,  the  soul  or  the  double,  which  "comes  out"  of  the  body  of 
the  deceased  at  the  moment  of  death.  This  ephemeral  entity  is  represented  sometimes  as  a tiny 
bird,  sometimes  as  a shaft  of  light  rising  from  a vase  of  oil,  to  watch  over  the  dead  body  as  the 
deceased  transits  from  one  life  to  the  next." 

Again,  this  further  lends  evidence  to  my  assumptions.  There  are  many  terms  used  in  the  text  for 
"spirit"  and  "soul"  which  suggest  to  me  that  they  may  be  different  concepts,  mistranslated  to  be 
interchangeable  and  is  the  reason  why  Obenga  lumps  them  all  above  to  mean  "the  spirit,  the  soul 
or  double."  I would  suggest  that  we  revisit  Mutwa's,  Winters',  and  Obenga's  accounts,  then 
compare  them  to  such  a text  as  the  Berlin  Papyrus  to  get  a better  understanding  of  this  concept.

The  Ka  is  said  to  be  a double,  an  image  and  according  to  Gardiner  the  Ka  embraces  the  entire  self  of  a 
person.  Modern  concepts  to  which  the  Ka  corresponds  are  'personality' . 

TheBa  is  representedas  'to  be'  in  other  words  'to  have  being'  and  possesses  both  substance  and  form 
and  can  take  upon  itself  any  shape  that  it  chooses.  In  form  it  is  depicted  as  a human  hawk. 

The  shadow  is  said  to  have  an  entirely  independent  existence  and  to  be  able  to  separate  itself  from  the 
body;  it  was  free  to  move  wherever  it  pleased.

John  Atta  Mills  says  that  Ghana  is  in  need  of  "austerity" 

Ghana's  new  President,  John  Atta  Mills,  has  promised  to  cut  wasteful  government 
spending  in  his  first  State  of  the  Nation  speech. 

The  government  needs  to  make  drastic  cuts  to  get  by  after  it  discovered  that 
spending  before  last  year's  election  had  left  the  country  "broke". 

President  Atta  Mills  said  he  would  cut  back  on  the  presidential  jet,  wages  and 
civil  service  training  seminars. 

But  he  did  not  mention  a key  election  promise  to  reduce  the  price  of  fuel. 


"What  is  called  for  is  savings  on  our  part  to  use  those  savings  in  the  productive 
areas  of  the  economy,"  said  President  Atta  Mills. 

He  said  Ghana  was  drastically  in  need  of  "austerity". 

Last  month  a member  of  the  new  president's  transitional  team  told  reporters  that 
Ghana  was  "broke". 

The  government  of  former  President  John  Kufuor  had  exceeded  its  forecast 
budget  deficit  for  2008  by  nearly  seven  times,  Hanna  Tetteh  told  Reuters  news 
agency.

I'm  not  sure  what  you  mean  by  etheric  cord,  but  among  many  southern 
Bantu  people,  the  shadow  is  the  double  of  the  physical  person.  As  the 
person  develops,  it  develops.

sitting:  To  pick  up  one's  own  radiated  shadow  left  on  the  seated  spot 
[bonga  bendo/kini,  variant  bonga  kini  kia  minienie  mia  bendo],  for 
fear  of  being  manipulated  by  one's  own  enemy  in  case  this  enemy 
possesses  delicate  knowledge  about  [kini  kia  bendo],  the 
electronically  radiated  shadow  (sensibility)  upon  things  we  touch  or 
sit  down  on." 

I think  we  need  to  list  and  examine  various  aspects  of  the  African 
personality,  ethnic  group  by  ethnic  group  and  look  for  patterns.  For 
the  Zulu  a person  is  born  with  a body,  soul  and  mind.  The  Ena  develops 
with  the  child  and  the  "character"  of  the  person  is  the  combination  of 
the  Ena  (shadow/double)  and  the  Soul.  This  may  be  a clue  for  something 
later  on.  But  we  can  identify,  among  the  Zulu,  at  least  5 aspects  of 
the  person:  body,  mind,  ena,  soul,  character.

I'm  not  sure  what  you  mean  by  etheric  cord,  but  among  many  southern 
Bantu  people,  the  shadow  is  the  double  of  the  physical  person.

possesses  delicate  knowledge  about  [kini  kia  bendo],  the 
electronically  radiated  shadow  (sensibility)  upon  things  we  touch  or 
sit  down  on." 

I think  we  need  to  list  and  examine  various  aspects  of  the  African 
personality,  ethnic  group  by  ethnic  group  and  look  for  patterns.  For 
the  Zulu  a person  is  born  with  a body,  soul  and  mind.  The  Ena  develops 
with  the  child  and  the  "character"  of  the  person  is  the  combination  of

bottom  of.  When  I examine  examples  from  the  rest  of  Africa,  the  shadow 
is  something  that,  in  African  tradition,  something  that  is  not 
immortal  and  one  must  feed  and  keep  their  name  alive  in  order  to  keep 
the  shadow  alive  (thus  why  Africans  pour  libations  • to  literally 

keep  the  shadow  alive).  The  best  explanation  I have  found  in  print  is 
documented  by  Credo  Mutwa  in  Indaba  My  Children.  For  those  that  can 
read  French,  I also  recommend  Kalanda  Mabika’s  La  Revelation  du

> In  the  Meroitic  texts,  the  way  they  explain  the  function  of  the  Ba, 
it  is  in  alignment  with  the  Bantu  descriptions  of  the  Ena  (shadow).

> Lubicz ’s  idea  of  the  Ka  is  in  perfect  alignment  with  the  Bantu 

concept  of  the  Soul,  not  the  shadow.  He  expresses,  just  like  Mutwa, 
that  the  soul  is  really  just  an  extension  of  the  Divine  Ka  (universal 
soul).  As  Mutwa  puts  it  above,  “everyone  has  the  same  soul.f 

> It  is  the  soul  which  incarnates  as  various  different  phenomena 
including  human  beings  and  in  the  Egyptian  concept  of  the  soul  it  is 
the  Ka  that  matches  this  concept:  it  doesn’t  match  the  other  African 

concepts  of  the  shadow  and  its  function.  Malidoma  Some  discusses  the 
shadow  in  Of  Water  and  the  Spirit,  but  I don’t  have  my  copy  in  this 

city  as  it  is  in  Houston  with  the  rest  of  my  material.  But  hopefully 
someone  can  find  it. 

> The  more  and  more  I read  Egyptological  texts  concerning  the 
functions  of  the  After  Life,  the  more  I am  convinced  they  have  it 
totally  wrong.  The  Egyptian  account  of  the  after  life  only  makes  sense 
in  the  Bantu  contexts  as  expressed  by  Fu-Kiau  (2001),  Mutwa  (1964), 
and  Mabika  (1992).

I wanted  to  give  a more  expansive  discourse  on  the  African  concept  of  the  double.  I will  quote 
depth  Dr.  Kykosa  Kajangu's  PhD  dissertation  titled  Beyond  the  Colonial  Gaze  starting  on  pg. 
192.  Here  is  what  he  says: 

The  second  major  characteristic  of  the  open  senses  is  that  they  build  the  self, 
which  is  known  as  the  "double"  in  most  African  wisdom  traditions.  Post- 
postcolonial scholars  have  written  extensively  about  the  double  (de  Rosny  1985, 
Som^994,  Mutwa  1964).  I will  use  mostly  insights  from  Mutwa,  whose  research 
about  the  double  is  the  most  compelling.  According  to  him,  the  double  is  the 
component  of  the  self  that  builds  itself  with  all  the  experiences  manufactured 
by  the  open  senses.  In  other  words,  the  double  is  the  record  of  the  seeds  of 
destiny.  This  means  that  the  double  is  the  carbon  copy  of  all  the  experiences 
that  the  human  being  goes  through. 

When  a baby  is  born,  it  is  born  with  a body,  a mind  and  a soul,  but  not  with  an 
Ena  [double].  The  Ena  grows  like  a flower  as  the  child  and  is  formed  and 
nourished  by  the  experiences  of  the  growing  child.  It  is  shaped  by  the  child's  own 


character  and  also  the  characters  of  those  whom  the  child  chooses  to  imitate,  such 
as  parents  or  tribal  hero  (Mutwa  1964:  461). 

What  are  the  features  of  the  double?  The  description  of  the  double  that  I provide 
draws  from  my  library  research  and  discussions  with  elders.  First,  the  double  is 
not  innate,  but  it  grows  from  experiences.  When  we  are  born,  we  do  not  have 
doubles.  We  are  a clean  slate  ready  to  be  filled  by  the  experiences  that  we  will  go 
through.  However,  the  double  is  not  a passive  recipient  of  experiences.  It  is  like  a 
bank  account,  which  is  available  for  those  who  have  put  something  into  it.  In  the 
pursuit  of  perfection,  the  double  becomes  the  most  cherished  prize  that  a human 
being  can  ever  attain  because  it  enables  us  to  receive  feedback  from  the 
experiences  that  we  have  been  through.  Second,  the  double  is  that  component  part 
of  a human  being  which  remains  accessible  after  death.  When  we  die,  the  only 
thing  that  remains  is  the  double.  It  is  the  entity  that  appears  in  the  dreams  and 
visionary  experiences  of  the  living.  It  is  believed  that  the  doubles  of  people  who 
have  achieved  perfection  can  be  used  by  their  descendants  to  seek  advice  on 
how  to  stem  the  tide  of  life's  challenges  on  earth.  This  is  the  root  of  belief  in  the 
existence  of  ancestors.  Finally,  the  double  is  the  spaceship  that  the  soul  uses  to 
travel  in  time  and  eternity.  Only  those  doubles  that  are  well-designed  can 
venture  into  the  realm  of  eternity  in  search  of  answers  to  the  challenges  of 
life.  The  double  provides  accounts  of  its  travel  in  time  and  eternity  through 
visions  and  dreams,  [the  most  important  thing] 


When  he  talks  about  Post-Post  Colonial  scholars,  he  is  talking  about  scholars  who  have  been 
initiated  into  wisdom  centers  on  the  continent.  I think  that  Kajangu's  account  of  the  double 
provides  us  with  the  necassary  context  clues  in  which  to  determine,  after  reading  the  primary 
literature,  the  function  of  the  Ba,  Ka,  Kliabit,  etc.  If  the  Ba  proves  to  operate  in  the  manner  as 
stated  above,  then  we  have  to  assume  that  the  Ba  is  the  double  of  the  human  being  an  not  the  Ka. 

From  my  readings  thus  far,  it  appears  as  if  the  Ka  is  the  soul  and  the  Ba  is  the  double  primarily 
because  it  is  the  Ba  in  which  one  consults  in  Egyptian  texts  to  speak  on  one's  behalf  to  the 
Netchers.  The  Ka,  in  the  Merotic  texts  as  given  by  Winters,  travels  to  the  underworld  and  is 
reincarnated.  The  double  in  African  traditions  do  not  function  like  that,  only  the  souls  are 
reincarnated  which  would  make  the  Ka  the  soul.

Joe  Lopez  will  never  forget  the  day  he  checked  his  Bank  of  America  account  online  and  realized 
that  more  than  $90,000  had  vanished. 

Months  before,  the  Miami  business  owner  had  stopped  making  weekly  visits  to  his  local  branch, 
opting  instead  to  conduct  his  financial  transactions  entirely  over  the  Internet. 

"I  absolutely  thought  it  was  safe,"  Lopez  said.  "And  it  was  convenient." 

What  he  didn't  realize  were  the  risks.  A malicious  virus  had  infected  his  computer  and,  in  a 
matter  of  minutes,  captured  his  user  name  and  password  — allowing  a hacker  to  transfer  $90,348 
to  a rogue  overseas  account. 

Lopez  got  most  of  his  money  back  months  later,  after  a federal  investigation  and,  eventually,  a 
lawsuit.  But  his  experience  taught  him  the  hard  way,  he  says,  what  many  experts  have 
concluded:  "Online  banking  is  a danger." 

Since  its  debut  just  a decade  ago,  online  banking  has  become  one  of  the  fastest-growing  Internet 
activities.  Roughly  43%  of  people  who  use  the  Internet,  or  about  63  million  Americans,  do  some 
banking  there,  according  to  a 2006  survey  by  the  Pew  Internet  & American  Life  Project  — even 
more  than  make  travel  reservations  online. 

But  that  growing  popularity  has  also  brought  increasing  anxiety  over  whether  something  as 
private  and  personal  as  a bank  account  can  be  fully  protected  in  the  relatively  unregulated  and 
unpoliced  world  of  the  Internet. 

"It's  pretty  hard  not  to  do  online  banking  because  it  is  so  convenient,  and  people  want 
convenience,"  said  Atul  Prakash,  a University  of  Michigan  researcher  who  conducted  a study  on 
the  risks  of  Internet  banking.  "Nevertheless,  there  are  reasons  to  worry." 

Mia  Jozwick,  a student  at  Wagner  College  in  New  York  City,  was  duped  by  a "phishing"  e-mail 
made  to  look  like  a message  from  her  bank.  Thinking  it  was  an  important  financial  notification, 
Jozwick  responded  by  firing  off  her  user  name  and  password;  she  learned  it  was  a scam  only 
after  someone  emptied  her  account. 

'Mv  account  was  negative  $1,000' 

To  make  matters  worse:  Thieves  were  also  able  to  steal  her  identity,  because  her  password  was 
her  Social  Security  number.  It  took  her  a year  and  help  from  Identity  Theft  911,  a service  agency, 
to  unravel  the  mess  she  found  herself  in. 

"It  was  a nightmare,"  she  said.

I will  quote  in  depth  Dr.  Kykosa  Kajangu's  PhD  dissertation  titled 
Beyond  the  Colonial  Gaze  starting  on  pg.  192.  Here  is  what  he  says: 

The  second  major  characteristic  of  the  open  senses  is  that 
they  build  the  self,  which  is  known  as  the  "double"  in  most 
African  wisdom  traditions.  Post-postcolonial  scholars  have 
written  extensively  about  the  double  (de  Rosny  1985, 

Som|j|994,  Mutwa  1964).  I will  use  mostly  insights  from 
Mutwa,  whose  research  about  the  double  is  the  most 
compelling.  According  to  him,  the  double  is  the 
component  of  the  self  that  builds  itself  with  all  the 
experiences  manufactured  by  the  open  senses.  In  other 
words,  the  double  is  the  record  of  the  seeds  of  destiny. 

This  means  that  the  double  is  the  carbon  copy  of  all  the 
experiences  that  the  human  being  goes  through.

When  a baby  is  born,  it  is  born  with  a body,  a mind  and  a 
soul,  but  not  with  an  Ena  [double] . The  Ena  grows  like  a 


flower  as  the  child  and  is  formed  and  nourished  by  the 
experiences  of  the  growing  child.  It  is  shaped  by  the  child's 
own  character  and  also  the  characters  of  those  whom  the 
child  chooses  to  imitate,  such  as  parents  or  tribal  hero 
(Mutwa  1964:  461). 

What  are  the  features  of  the  double?  The  description  of  the 
double  that  I provide  draws  from  my  library  research  and 
discussions  with  elders.  First,  the  double  is  not  innate,  but  it 
grows  from  experiences.  When  we  are  born,  we  do  not  have 
doubles.  We  are  a clean  slate  ready  to  be  filled  by  the 
experiences  that  we  will  go  through.  However,  the  double  is 
not  a passive  recipient  of  experiences.  It  is  like  a bank 
account,  which  is  available  for  those  who  have  put 
something  into  it.  In  the  pursuit  of  perfection,  the  double 
becomes  the  most  cherished  prize  that  a human  being  can 
ever  attain  because  it  enables  us  to  receive  feedback  from 
the  experiences  that  we  have  been  through.  Second,  the 
double  is  that  component  part  of  a human  being  which 
remains  accessible  after  death.  When  we  die,  the  only  thing 
that  remains  is  the  double.  It  is  the  entity  that  appears  in  the 
dreams  and  visionary  experiences  of  the  living.  It  is 
believed  that  the  doubles  of  people  who  have  achieved 
perfection  can  be  used  by  their  descendants  to  seek  advice 
on  how  to  stem  the  tide  of  life's  challenges  on  earth.  This 
is  the  root  of  belief  in  the  existence  of  ancestors.  Finally,  the 
double  is  the  spaceship  that  the  soul  uses  to  travel  in  time 
and  eternity.  Only  those  doubles  that  are  well-designed 
can  venture  into  the  realm  of  eternity  in  search  of  answers 
to  the  challenges  of  life.  The  double  provides  accounts  of 
its  travel  in  time  and  eternity  through  visions  and  dreams, 
[the  most  important  thing] 


When  he  talks  about  Post-Post  Colonial  scholars,  he  is  talking  about  scholars 
who  have  been  initiated  into  wisdom  centers  on  the  continent.  I think  that 
Kajangu's  account  of  the  double  provides  us  with  the  necassary  context  clues  in 
which  to  determine,  after  reading  the  primary  literature,  the  function  of  the  Ba, 
Ka,  Khabit,  etc.  If  the  Ba  proves  to  operate  in  the  manner  as  stated  above,  then 
we  have  to  assume  that  the  Ba  is  the  double  of  the  human  being  an  not  the  Ka. 

From  my  readings  thus  far,  it  appears  as  if  the  Ka  is  the  soul  and  the  Ba  is  the 
double  primarily  because  it  is  the  Ba  in  which  one  consults  in  Egyptian  texts  to 


speak  on  one's  behalf  to  the  Netchers.  The  Ka,  in  the  Merotic  texts  as  given  by 
Winters,  travels  to  the  underworld  and  is  reincarnated.  The  double  in  African 
traditions  do  not  function  like  that,  only  the  souls  are  reincarnated  which  would 
make  the  Ka  the  soul. 

This  email  is  just  to  set  the  foundation.  The  next  step  is  to  examine  some  primary 
texts.
